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Assembly  Action  on  Education. 


Your  Committee  on  Education  would  respectfully  report 
that  there  have  been  placed  in  their  hands  for  consideration  the 
reports  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
justment of  Educational  Funds,  together  with  memorials  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Butler  and  the  Synod  of  Kansas. 

The  report  of  the  Board  is  both  interesting,  gratifying  and 
progressive.  Following  the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
last  year,  special  attention  is  being  given  to  the  raising  of  funds, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  Chairs  in  each  of  our  colleges  for 
instruction  in  the  Bible.  This  work  has  met  with  general  favor 
from  the  entire  Church,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  funds 
will  be  raised  to  make  it  a  success. 

I. 

The  Board  having  carefully  reviewed  the  whole  education- 
Mi  situation  has  formulated  and  reported  an  educational  policy 
for  tlx-  Church.  After  due  consideration  of  this  proposed  policy, 
your  Committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

1.  That  the  Church  recognize  that  there  is  no  future  for 
denominational  education  unless  her  institutions  attract,  hold, 
and  equip  intellectually  as  well  as  spiritually  that  type  of  student 
who  is  capable  of  the  largest  social  service,  whether  in  lay  or  cler- 
ical activities  of  life,  and  that  the  Church,  therefore,  instruct  the 
Board  of  Education  to  keep  this  fact  ever  prominent  in  the  execu- 
tion of  its  educational  policy. 


2.    That  the  Church  concentrate  its    educational  effort 
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along  the  particular  lines  which  will  contribute  most  to  the  pro- 
gress and  well  being  of  her  members,  in  order  better  to  fit  the 
Church  to  fulfil  her  mission  of  individual  and  social  salvation. 
To  this  end  we  propose  that  our  collegiate  institutions  be  of  high 
educational  standards,  having  faculties  of  recognized  intellectual 
leaders,  laying  emphasis  upon  the  noblest  christian  ideals,  main- 
taining  strong  departments  of  Biblical  Literature,  and  aggressive- 
ly active  in  the  educational  life  of  the  day. 

3.  That  the  Church  investigate  the  whole  field  of  educa- 
tion with  a  view  to  assuring  the  use  of  wise  methods  in  her  insti- 
tutions and  the  maintainance  of  high  scholastic  standards;  and 
in  order  that  the  educational  needs  of  every  part  of  her  consti- 
tuency may  be  met. 

4.  That  the  Church  establish  a  central  endowment  for  the 
stimulus,  encouragement,  and  care  of  its  educational  institutions, 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  a  pension  system  for  the  benefit  of  in- 
structors. 

5.  That  the  Church  place  the  handling  and  distribution 
of  its  educational  monies  (i.  e.,  the  monies  received  from  the  regu- 
lar contributions  of  the  Church  for  educational  purposes)  in  the 
care  of  some  one  agency,  and  that  that  agency  be  its  Board  of 
Education. 

6.  That  the  Church  on  behalf  of  her  educational  institu- 
tions open  for  them  an  approach  to  the  youth  of  the  Church 
through  the  Sabbath  Schools  and  Young  People's  societies  not 
less  than  one  month  out  of  twelve. 

7.  That  the  Church  follow  up  the  large  proportions  of  her 
youth  who  attend  other  than  her  own  institutions  with  a  view  to 
retaining  and  strengthening  their  interest  in  her  activities  and  to 
enlisting  their  service  in  her  behalf.

8.  That  the  Church  make  the  Board  of  Education  its  prin- 
cipal agent  in  the  execution  of  the  above  policy. 

H. 

We  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Board  in  amending  its 
Charter  as  authorized  by  the  last  General  Assembly. 

III. 

We  commend  the  wisdom  of  the  Board  in  selecting, 
as  authorized  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  representative  men 
from  the  various  sections  of  the  Church  to  serve  with  it  as  consul- 
tative members,  and  we  recommend  that  the  policy  be  so  extend- 
ed as  to  include  the  heads  of  our  educational  institutions  or  their 
representatives. 

IV. 

Having  duly  considered  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
justment of  Educational  Funds  we  find  that  it  is  open  to  such  ob- 
jections as  to  make  it  unwise  to  present  for  adoption  at  this 
time.  We  would  submit  as  a  substitute,  therefore,  the  following 
tentative  plan  of  distribution  for  the  financial  year,  1914-1915: 

1.  That  three-fourths  of  the  money  available  be  distribut- 
ed on  the  basis  of  collegiate  and  seminary  attendance.  In  reckon- 
ing attendance,  one  seminary  student  is  to  count  as  three  and  one 
collegiate  is  to  count  as  one. 

2.  The  remaining  one-fourth  of  the  amount  available  shall 
be  distributed  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  the  educational 
needs  of  the  Church  demand. 

3.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  it  shall  adopt  a 
plan  of  distribution  for  the  ensuing  year  which  it  shall  submit  to 
the  General  Assembly  for  its  approval. 

V. 

Recognizing  the  great  value  of  christian  education  to  the 
world,  and  the  imperative  need  of  our  educational  institutions 
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keeping  abreast  with  competing  institutions  in  efficiency  of  work 
done,  we  believe  that  our  Church  should  more  effectively  and 
more  directly  aid  in  this  great  work.  We  would  recommend  that 
this  Assembly  authorize  its  Committee  on  Appropriations  to  set 
apart  not  less  than  7  per  cent  of  the  contributions  of  the  Church 
for  1914-1915  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  this  end. 

VI. 

In  reference  to  the  memorials  placed  in  our  hands  we 
would  suggest  the  following : 

1.  That  the  memorial  from  the  Synod  of  Kansas  asking 
the  Assembly  to  re-imburse  Cooper  College  in  the  sum  of  $2,000 
from  the  Board  of  Education  to  accord  with  the  action  of  the 
joint  meeting  of  the  college  Presidents  and  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, at  Rushville,  Indiana,  1911,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation with  power  to  act. 

2.  A  second  memorial  from  the  Synod  of  Kansas  asks  that 
"Xenia  Seminary  be  exempt  from  the  action  of  the  Assembly  of 
1913,  and  that  the  Seminary  shall  participate  with  the  colleges  in 
the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  a  period  of  three  years." 
In  so  far  as  the  action  of  the  last  Assembly  applies  to  Xenia  Semi- 
nary for  the  year  1913-1914  this  Assembly  is  without  power,  as 
the  distribution  has  already  been  made.  In  so  far  as  it  applies  to 
the  future,  the  prayer  of  the  memorialists  is  met  by  the  recom- 
mendation of  Article  IV  of  this  Report. 

3.  A  third  memorial,  from  Butler  Presbytery,  came  before 
us  asking  "That  ministers  who,  while  pursuing  their  seminary 
course,  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of  Education  be  not  required 
to  pay  back  to  the  Board  any  aid  they  may  have  received,  in  the 
event  of  their  leaving  the  ministry  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  provided  that  they  have  rendered  five  years  or  more  of 
service  in  the  ministry  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. ' '  We 
would  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  memorialists  be  granted 
with  the  provision  that  the  required  term  of  service  be  extended 
to  ten  years. 
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VII. 

1.  We  recommend,  as  heretofore,  that  the  second  Sabbath 
of  February,  1915,  that  is,  the  14th,  and  the  Wednesday  preceding 
the  second  Sabbath,  that  is,  the  10th,  be  observed  as  days  of  pray- 
er in  all  our  colleges,  seminaries,  and  congregations,  for  the  out- 
pouring of  the  spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end 
that  there  may  be  an  adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  ac- 
tivities of  Christian  leadership,  especially  in  the  ministry  and  mis- 
sionary life. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  the  need  for  stronger  departments  of 
Bible  and  religion  in  our  colleges  is  imperative  at  once,  we  recom- 
mend that  pastors  be  urged  to  present  the  need  and  congregations 
to  contribute  to  the  advancement  of  the  cause  on  the  Day  of 
Prayer  for  Colleges. 

3.  Whereas  the  educational  work  of  the  Church  is  coming 
more  and  more  to  be  recognized  as  fundamental,  we  recommend 
that  a  popular  evening  program  on  christian  education,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Board  of  Education,  be  arranged  for  during  As- 
sembly week  hereafter. 

4.  Whereas  the  cost  of  living  has  increased,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  increase  its  grants  to  minis- 
terial candidates  from  $125  to  $150  maximum. 
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Report  of  Board  of  Education  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  Board  of  Education,  gratefully  acknowledging  the  favor  of 
God,  submits  the  following  annual  report  of  its  work  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  year  just  past  has  been  in  many  respects  the  most  important 
in  the  history  of  the  Board's  activities.  A  thorough  investigation  of  the 
educational  opportunities  and  responsibilities  before  our  church  has 
aroused  the  Board  to  action.  We  give  some  of  the  results  of  our  investi- 
gation : 

We  found  that  our  Church  was  short  147  available  and  acceptable 
ministers  on  November  1st  last.  We  found  that  under  present  condi- 
tions, the  outlook  for  supplying  this  shortage  of  workers  is  not  encour 
aging.  We  found  our  colleges,  the  training  schools  of  our  ministerial 
and  lay  leadership,  were  being  allowed  largely  to  care  for  themselves.  The 
result  of  this  is  that  they  are  not  able  to  hold  their  own.  They  are  fac- 
ing the  strongest  kind  of  competition  from  state  and  richly  endowed  sec- 
ular institutions.  They  are  not  permitted  to  share  in  the  funds  of  the 
Carnegie  and  Rockefeller  foundations  because  of  their  loyalty  to  our 
church.  We  found  that  but  thirty  per  cent  of  our  young  people  who  at- 
tend college  attend  our  own  institutions;  that  less  than  thirty  per  cent, 
of  our  congregations  were  represented  by  even  one  student  in  our  col- 
leges during  any  one  of  the  last  three  years.  We  found  that  the  in- 
crease of  collegiate  attendance  in  our  colleges  was  not  keeping  pace  with 
the  growth  of  state  and  richly  endowed  secular  institutions.  We  found 
that  not  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  our  pastors  are  loyal  supporters  of 
our  institutions.  We  found  that  46.2  per  cent,  of  the  male  alumni  of  our 
colleges  had  entered  the  ministry,  but  the  ratio  for  the  last  fifteen  years 
has  been  very  much  less.  We  found  that  61.1  per  cent,  of  our  ministers 
are  graduates  of  our  five  colleges;  25.1  per  cent,  are  graduates  of  chris- 
tian colleges  of  other  denominations;  5.6  per  cent,  are  graduates  of  State 
and  secular  institutions;  2.2  per  cent,  are  graduates  of  foreign  institu- 
tions, and  5.5  per  cent,  are  graduates  of  no  college  whatever.  We  found 
that  93.5  per  cent,  of  our  ministers  are  graduates  of  our  two  seminaries. 
We  found  that  the  church  contributed  last  year  to  education  some /.-hat 
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less  han  a  thousand  dollars  more  than  she  gave  to  the  same  purpose 
twenty  years  ago. 

Reorganization  on  the  basis  of  efficiency  has,  therefore,  been  our 
endeavor.  The  Board  is  fully  awake  to  the  fact  that  our  Church  must 
adopt  a  more  definite,  corollated,  constructive,  and  comprehensive  educa- 
tional policy  if  she  is  to  measure  up  to  her  responsibilities  of  individual 
and  social  salvation.  The  Board  is  firmly  convinced  that  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  oversight  of  the  church's  educational  interests,  which  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  has  laid  upon  it,  demands  that  the  Board  lead  the  way  in 
any  proposed  reorganization.  The  best  interests  of  ihe  Church  has  al- 
ways been  kept  uppermost  in  our  minds,  and  the  interests  oi*  institutions 
and  individuals  has  received  secondary  consideration. 

The  first  step  of  reorganization  took  place  in  the  Board  itself. 
The  scope  of  the  Charter  was  enlarged  and  broadened;  new  by-laws  were 
adopted;  a  well-appointed  office  for  the  Board's  use  was  secured.  The 
manner  of  handing  the  church's  money  is  such  as  you  would  expect  to 
find  in  the  most  reliable  commercial  organization.  Extensive  surveys 
of  our  educational  work,  opportunities,  and  responsibilities  have  been 
made  and  and  are  constantly  being  made.  We  are  endeavoring  to  arouse 
the  whole  church  to  the  great  responsibilities  and  opportunities  she 
must  meet  successfully  if  the  church  of  tomorrow  is  to  make  real  pro- 
gress. 

The  second  step  of  reorganization  took  the  form  of  a  movement  to 
work  out  a  constructive,  adequate  and  comprehensive  educational  policy 
for  our  church.  This  step  is  imperative  at  once,  because  of  the  fact  that 
competition  from  well  equipped  state  and  secular  institutions,  tremen- 
duous  pressure  from  State  Boards  of  Education,  the  Carnegie  and  Rocke- 
feller foundations,  and  other  factors,  are  gradually  forcing  these  well- 
springs  of  our  leadership  out  of  existence.  We  are  desperately  short  of 
efficient  leaders,  both  ministerial  and  lay.  We  must  reorganize  before 
our  condition  grows  more  serious. 

The  Board  has  carefully  reviewed  the  whole  educational  situation, 
and  has  formulated  proposals  for  an  adequate  and  comprehensive  edu- 
cational policy  for  our  Church.  These  proposals  have  been  submitted  for 
constructive  criticism  to  an  educational  conference  held  in  Chicago  last 
November,  and  to  a  second  such  conference  held  in  Pittsburg  in  April 
last.  The  proceedings  of  these  two  conferences  have  had  large  weight 
with  the  Board  in  determining  which  of  the  aforementioned  proposals 
should  be  brought  before  the  General  Assembly  for  consideration  and 
adoption.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Board  to  work  out  the  educational  policy 
carefully,  bringing  only  such  proposals  before  the  Assembly  as  seem  to 
the  Board,  after  mature  deliberation  and  after  being  threshed  out  in 
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educational  conferences,  to  be  such  as  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the 
church. 

The  Board  presents  to  the  General  Assembly  the  following  propos- 
als for  consideration  and  adoption: 

1.  That  the  church  recognize  that  there  is  no  future  for  denomi- 
national education  unless  her  institutions  attract,  hold,  and  equip  intel- 
lectually as  well  as  spiritually  that  type  of  student  who  is  capable  of  the 
largest  social  service,  whether  in  clerical  or  lay  activities  of  life  and 
that  the  church  therefore  instruct  the  Board  of  Education  to  keep  this 
fact  ever  prominent  in  the  execution  of  its  educational  policy. 

2.  That  the  church  concentrate  its  educational  efforts  along  the 
particular  lines  which  will  contribute  most  to  the  progress  and  well-be- 
ing of  her  members  in  order  better  to  fit  the  church  to  fulfill  her  mission 
of  individual  and  social  salvation.  To  this  end,  we  propose  that  our  col- 
legiate institutions  be  of  high  educational  standards,  having  faculties  of 
recognized  intellectual  leaders,  laying  emphasis  upon  the  noblest  chris- 
tian ideals,  maintaining  strong  departments  of  Biblical  literature,  and 
aggressively  active  in  the  educational  life  of  the  day.

5.  That  the  church  place  the  handling  and  distribution  of  its 
educational  moneys  (i.  e., — the  moneys  received  from  the  regular  contri- 
butions of  the  church  for  educational  purposes)  in  the  discretional  care 
of  some  one  agency,  and  that  that  agency  be  its  Board  of  Education. 

6.  That  the  church  on  behalf  of  her  educational  institutions  open 
for  them  an  approach  to  the  youth  of  the  church  through  the  Sabbath 
Schools  and  Young  Peoples'  Societies  not  less  than  one  month  out  of 
twelve. 

7.  That  the  church  follow  up  the  large  proportions  of  her  youth 
who  attend  other  than  her  own  institutions  with  a  view  to  retaining  and 
strengthening  their  interest  in  her  activities  and  to  enlisting  their  ser- 
vice in  her  behalf. 

8.  That  the  church  make  the  Board  of  Education  its  principal 
agent  in  the  execution  of  the  above  policy. 

The  work  inaugurated  last  year  has  been  carried  forward  this  year. 
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THE  BIBLE  CHAIR  PLAN. 

This  project  has  been  pushed  as  much  as  possible.  Thousands  of 
personal  letters  and  a  great  deal  of  literature  have  been  sent  out  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  the  proposition  squarely  before  the  people  likely  to 
assist  in  the  cause.  The  church  is  catching  the  vision  of  the  possibilities 
of  the  plan,  and  of  her  responsibilities  in  regard  to  it.  The  Y.  P.  C.  U.  is 
busily  engaged  in  raising  her  pledge  of  $5,000  toward  the  $200,000  neces- 
sary. The  Board  is  undertaking  to  interest  wealthy  individuals  in  the 
movement,  and  is  succeeding,  but  is  not  prepared  to  make  a  definite  re- 
port on  the  pledges  in  sight,  except  to  state  that  some  twenty  prominent 
and  influential  men  of  our  church  who  believe  in  the  project  to  give  of 
their  "time,  influence  and  money"  to  realize  the  objects  to  be  attained  by 
it.  Some  $3707.17  has  been  paid  in  on  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund 
—$1057,92  by  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  and  $2649.25  by  twenty-six  individuals  and 
three  congregations. 

LEAFLET  LITERATURE. 

Considerable  literature  has  been  published  by  the  Board  this  year,  all 
of  which  has  been  in  connection  with  the  publicity  work  of  the  Bible 
Chair  campaign,  and  the  educational  conferences.  Considerable  quanti- 
ties of  literature  prepared  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  young 
people  for  active  christian  service  has  been  distributed  this  year. 

COLLEGE  VISITATION. 

This  Board  has  endeavored  to  co-operate  as  fully  as  possible  with 
the  Assembly's  Evangelistic  Committee  and  with  the  colleges,  in  prep- 
aration for  and  following  up  the  work  of  the  college  evangelists.  Re- 
ports from  all  the  colleges  indicate  that  the  plan  is  wise  and  that  the 
evangelists  were  used  in  a  special  manner  for  the  stimulus  of  the  relig- 
ious life  of  the  several  institutions.  The  Board  will  endeavor  to  follow 
up  the  good  work  begun  in  His  name,  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  those 
who  have  decided  for  definite  service.  The  plan  is  capable  of  great  de- 
velopment. 

UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  STUDENTS  IN  COLLEGE. 

The  Board  is  endeavoring  to  ascertain  the  responsibility  of  our 
church  for  our  young  people  who  are  in  colleges  other  than  our  own.  The 
fact  that  the  great  majority  of  our  young  people  who  do  attend  college 
do  not  attend  our  own  institutions,  challenges  us.  We  are  endeavoring 
to  ascertain  in  what  colleges  and  universities  our  young  people  are  found 
in  considerable  numbers,  and  what  religious  influences  are  thrown  around 
them.  The  investigation  is  only  in  its  initial  stages  as  yet,  but  enough 
progress  has  been  made  to  learn  that  in  some  cases  individual  pastors 
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have  seen  the  opportunity  and  the  need,  and  have  stepped  into  the 
breach.  In  other  cases  the  University  pastors  of  other  denominations, 
especially  the  Presbyterian,  finding  our  young  people  as  sheep  having 
no  shepherd,  have,  in  the  broadest  and  deepest  christian  spirit,  been  en- 
deavoring to  give  pastoral  oversight.  In  still  others  nothing  is  being 
done  to  build  up  these  future  leaders  in  the  faith.  These  are  being  left 
to  grope  their  way.  The  Board  hopes  to  be  able  by  the  next  Assembly 
to  have  completed  this  investigation  and  to  recommend  a  method  of  ap- 
proach to  this  pressing  problem. 

CHANGE  OF  CHARTER. 

As  authorized  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Education  held  at  its  office  in  the  Searles  Building 
in  the  City  of  Monmouth,  County  of  Warren  and  State  of  Illinois  on  the 
1st  day  of  July,  A.  D.,  1913,  the  Articles  of  Association  of  said  Board 
were  duly  amended  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America  be 
changed  and  amended  so  that  the  certificate  stating  the  name  or  title  of 
the  corporation,  particular  business  and  objects  for  which  the  Board  is 
formed,  the  number  and  names  of  its  Trustees,  Directors,  or  Managers, 
shall  be  as  follows: 

I.  Name  of  Title. — The  Board  of  Education  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America. 

II.    Particular  Business  and  Objects. 

1.  To  Cherish  and  Diffuse  an  educational  spirit  throughout  the 
Church. 

2.  To  co-operate  with  the  Presbyteries,  Synods,  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  said  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America  in  the 
establishment  and  support  of  institutions  of  learning  or  any  department 
thereof,  and  in  any  lawful  manner  to  aid  and  encourage  the  same. 

3.  To  assist  the  youth  of  the  Church  in  their  education  for  the 
ministry,  for  teaching,  for  missionary  work  at  home  and  abroad,  and  for 
such  services  as  may  in  any  manner  be  helpful  to  the  Church. 

4.  To  take  and  receive  real  and  personal  property  by  purchase, 
gift,  device,  bequest,  or  in  any  lawful  manner  to  hold  and  administer  the 
same,  whether  in  the  form  of  trust,  endowment  funds  or  otherwise,  as 
may  seem  best  to  the  Board  for  carrying  on  its  work,  or  any  phase  or 
part  thereof,  and  when  deemed  wise  by  the  Board  or  for  the  interests  of 
its  work  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  property,  or  any  part  thereof. 
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5.  To  concert  and  execute  such  measures  as  may  be  judged  proper 
for  increasing  the  funds  of  the  Board,  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  its 
organization  and  promoting  the  general  cause  of  Christian  education. 

III.  Managers. — Said  Board  is  composed  of  nine  members  elected 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  said  Church,  and  all  of  the  nine  members 
of  said  Board  shall  be  the  Trustees,  Directors  or  Managers  of  the  same, 
and  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  all  the  affairs  and  funds 
of  said  corporation. 

IV.  Names  of  Members  and  Managers. — The  names  of  the  said 
nine  members  of  said  Board  as  now  constituted,  with  the  time  when  their 
terms  expire  are  as  follows:

A  certificate  of  such  Amended  Articles  of  Association  under  the 
seal  of  said  Board  of  Education  was  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Record- 
er of  Deeds  of  Warren  County,  Illinois,  on  the  14th  day  of  July,  1913, 
and  recorded  in  Book  116,  page  493  of  the  Deed  Records  of  said  County; 
and  a  certificate  of  such  Amended  Articles  under  the  seal  of  said  Board 
was  also  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  on  the  24th  day  of  July  A.  D.  1913. 


BENEFICIARIES. 

One  of  the  duties  of  this  Board  is  to  assist  pious  and  indigent 
young  men  in  their  course  of  theological  preparation  for  the  Gospel  Min- 
istry, and  those  preparing  for  service  as  medical  missionaries.  The 
Board  has  built  up  an  endowment  of  some  sixty  thousand  dollars,  the  in- 
come from  which  has  been  sufficient  for  the  past  several  years  to  meet 
the  demand  for  aid.  The  Board  is  planning  now,  however,  to  build  up 
this  endowment  in  order  that  the  range  af  beneficiaries  may  be  enlarged 
The  Board  has  in  mind  more  especially  the  aiding  of  worthy  young  wom- 
en preparing  for  service  upon  the  foreign  mission  field. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  aided  21  young  men  in  their 
preparation  for  definite  christian  service,  13  young  men  attending  Pitts- 
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burgh  Seminary,  3  attending  Xenia  Seminary,  3  attending  Knoxvilie 
Seminary.  Two  young  men  preparing  for  service  as  medical  missionar- 
ies have  been  aided  to  the  extent  of  their  tuition  in  the  following  institu- 
tions: Rush  Medical  1  and  Western  Reserve  1.  These  young  men  were 
recommended  by  the  following  Presbyteries:  Northern  Indiana,  Mercer, 
Keokuk,  Rock  Island,  Chartiers,  Cleveland,  Westmoreland,  Allegheny, 
Muskingum,  Colorado,  Xenia,  Arkansas  Valley,  and  San  Francisco  each 
one;  Monongehela  two,  and  Tennessee  and  Butler  three  each. 

Of  these  young  men  seven  were  prepared  in  Monmouth  College, 
one  in  Westminster  College,  three  in  Muskingum  College,  one  in  Cooper 
College,  three  in  Knoxvilie  College,  one  in  Washington  &  Jefferson  Col- 
lege, one  in  Grove  City  College,  one  in  Erskine  College,  one  in  Ohio 
Northern  University,  one  in  the  school  for  students  of  foreign  birth  at 
Newark,  N.  J.,  and  one  in  Glasgow  University,  Scotland.  In  all  $2675.00 
has  been  used  for  this  work. 

COLLEGE  AND  SEMINARY  AID. 

The  Church,  realizing  the  importance  of  the  development  of  her 
colleges  and  seminaries  for  some  years  has  been  aiding  these  institutions, 
in  order  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  pressure  of  competition  of  state-aided 
institutions  and  richly  endowed  secular  institutions  under  the  fos- 
tering care  of  the  Carnegie  and  Rockefeller  foundations.  The  aid  given 
our  institutions  should  be  greatly  increased  until  such  a  time  as  a  central 
endowment  for  the  stimulus,  encouragement  and  care  of  our  colleges  and 
seminaries  can  be  built  up.  Our  idea  is  to  build  up  an  endowment  of  sev- 
eral million  dollars  to  do  for  our  institutions  what  the  Carnegie  and 
Rockefeller  foundations  are  doing  for  state  and  secular  institutions.  This 
proposition  has  been  carefully  gone  over  at  the  last  four  educational  con- 
ferences, and  is  conceded  by  all  to  be  the  best  solution  to  the  problem  of 
financing  our  educational  institutions.  We  are  confident  also  that  the 
possibilities  in  the  plan  of  advancing  the  cause  of  the  Kingdom  will  ap- 
peal to  some  of  our  wealthier  members.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Day  of  Prayer. 

We  recor.imend,  as  heretofore,  that  the  second  Sabbath  of  Febru- 
ary, 1915,  that  is,  the  14th,  and  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Sab- 
bath, that  is,  the  10th,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer  in  all  our  colleges, 
seminaries,  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the  spirit  of  God  up- 
on these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  an  adequate  conse- 
cration of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leadership,  especially 
in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

Special  Offerings. 

Inasmuch  as  the  need  for  stronger  departments  of  Bible  and  Relig- 
ion in  our  colleges  is  imperative  at  once,  we  recommend  that  pastors  be 
urged  to  present  the  need,  and  congregations  to  contribute  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  cause  on  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges. 

Popular  Evening  Program  for  Assembly. 

Whereas  the  educational  work  of  the  church  is  coming  more  and 
more  to  be  recognized  as  fundamental,  we  recommend  that  a  popular  eve- 
ning program  on  christian  education,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  be  arranged  for  during  Assembly  week  hereafter. 

Beneficiaries. 

Whereas  the  cost  of  living  has  increased,  we  recommend  that  the 
Board  be  authorized  to  increase  its  grants  to  ministerial  candidates  from 
SI 25  to  $150  maximum.

The  religious  atmosphere  during  the  past  year  has  been  gratify- 
ing. The  Christian  Associations,  Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.,  have  been  doing 
splendid  work  throughout  the  year.  Five  gospel  teams  have  been  stand- 
ing in  readiness  for  any  call  to  Christian  service.  Each  team  is  consti- 
tuted of  five  men,  and  in  addition  to  the  five  principals,  five  alternates 
have  stood  ready  to  take  emergency  work.  Meetings  have  been  held  in 
a  number  of  churches  in  Monmouth  and  vicinity,  and  a  series  of  meetings 
were  held  during  the  Spring  vacation. 

The  Student  Volunteer  Band  has  also  been  a  live  organization  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  A  Seminary  Club  was  also  organized  during  the 
year  with  some  twelve  members.  This  is  composed  of  those  who  have 
definitely  decided  to  enter  the  gospel  ministry.  During  the  month  of 
April,  Dr.  J.  K.  McClurkin  was  with  us  in  a  short  series  of  meetings, 
which  were  most  helpful.  During  the  year,  three  regular  courses  in  Bible 
study  have  been  offered;  one  in  the  Old  Testament,  one  in  the  New,  and 
one  in  Christian  doctrines.  The  first  is  a  required  course,  and  the  others 
elective.  A  larger  number  have  enrolled  in  the  elective  courses  than 
ever  before.

We  are  at  present  finishing  a  dormitory  for  young  ladies.  Thi3 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year.  This 
building  will  cost  us  finished  in  the  neighborhood  of  $115,000.  Of  this 
amount  we  will  be  under  the  necessity  of  carrying  at  least  $40,000  as  a 
debt.  It  is  our  hope  to  have  the  rest  provided  for  by  the  time  the  build- 
ing is  completed. 

Present  Endowment. 

Our  present  endowment  is  $276,544.00;  of  this  amount  the  sum  of 
$256,137.00  is  productive.

Our  endowment  has  been  increased  during  the  past  year  by  the 
gift  of  $1,000  from  Mr.  John  Y.  Park,  of  Clayton. 

Special  Gifts. 

In  addition  to  the  $1,000  mentioned  above  we  might  also  mention 
some  splendid  gifts  which  were  made  to  our  dormitory  from  a  variety  of 
sources. 

Special  Achievements. 

Among  some  of  the  gratifying  things  of  the  year  we  might  men- 
tion the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  building  of  our  new  dormi- 
tory. Also  the  fact  that  our  enrollment  has  shown  an  increase  over  pre- 
vious years. 

Monmouth  College  out  of  four  inter-collegiate  debates  has  won 
three  during  the  past  year,  making  in  this  department  of  college  work 
an  enviable  record. 

The  school  year  throughout  has  been  one  of  earnest  work  and 
marked  by  splendid  school  spirit. 

Present  Needs. 

Monmouth's  very  passing  need  is  larger  endowment.  At  the 
meeting  of  our  Senate  last  June  it  was  urged  that  our  endowment  be  in- 
creased as  fast  as  possible  to  $500,000.00.  It  is  imperative  that  this  be 
done  within  a  short  time  in  order  that  Monmouth  may  hold  the  place  she 
has  heretofore  held  in  the  educational  work.

Religious  Influences. 

The  Christian  Associations  of  the  college  have  been  unusually  ac- 
tive and  successful  during  the  year.  A  large  majority  of  the  students 
are  enrolled  in  the  associations  and  the  attendance  is  excellent.  The  new 
cabinet  for  the  coming  year  have  planned  their  work  for  a  still  more  pro- 
gressive campaign  in  the  interest  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  college. 

The  Volunteer  Band  has  had  an  accession  of  fourteen  members 
during  the  year,  and  the  Band  has  been  unusually  active,  setting  a  new 
pace  in  this  particular.  Three  representatives  attended  the  Student  Vol- 
unteer Convention  in  Kansas  City  and  brought  back  much  information 
and  enthusiasm. 

Mission  Study  classes  and  Bible  Study  classes  have  been  carried  on 
successfully  by  both  associations. 

The  Gospel  Team  of  six  members  has  been  active  during  the  year, 
holding  services  in  a  number  of  congregations  and  regularly  supplying 
some  of  the  weak  country  churches  that  were  unable  to  have  regular 
preaching  services. 

In  April  the  college  was  visited  by  Dr.  W.  E.  McCulloch  of  Pitts- 
burgh, as  a  representative  of  the  Evangelistic  Committee  who  spoke  daily 
at  the  chapel  hour  for  a  week  and  was  present  on  two  Sabbaths.  His 
services  were  not  only  greatly  enjoyed,  but  were  exceedingly  profitable  in 
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deepening  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students  and  in  the  general  effect  upon 
the  religious  life  and  character  of  the  institution.  He  also  held  personal 
interviews  with  a  great  number  of  the  students. 

A  visit  by  the  Missionary  Deputation  during  the  Winter  was  an- 
other event  of  spiritual  significance  in  the  life  of  the  college,  when  many 
of  the  students  were  brought  face  to  face  with  the  question  of  their  life 
work. 

The  regular  Bible  work  of  the  curriculum  was  in  charge  during  the 
year  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Sharp.  We  again  emphasize  the  necessity  of  the  en- 
dowment of  the  Chair  of  Bible  with  the  entire  time  of  one  man  devoted 
to  this  work. 

Last  August,  the  first  session  of  the  Muskingum  Bible  Conference 
was  held  with  most  excellent  results.  A  strong  list  of  speakers  were 
present,  and  the  conference  promises  to  be  a  remarkable  factor  in  the  re- 
ligious life  of  the  college  and  the  entire  section  of  the  State  in  the  years 
to  come.

Special  Achievements. 

Since  the  last  report  to  the  Assembly  the  representative  of  Mus- 
kingum won  the  Tri-State  and  the  Inter-State  Oratorical  Contests  over 
the  leading  orators  of  thirteen  States  and  119  Universities  and  Colleges. 

Under  the  Ohio  School  Law  adopted  by  the  legislature  last  Winter, 
Muskingum's  Summer  school  was  put  upon  the  recognized  and  accredited 
list. 

On  account  of  having  less  than  $200,000  of  endowment  the  college 
is  denied  membership  in  the  Ohio  College  Association,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  work  done  and  the  standard  maintained  are  such  as  to 
permit  membership  in  this  association,  as  well  as  in  the  North-Central 
Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges. 

Needs. 

Two  imperative  needs  must  be  mentioned:  (1)  That  of  new  build- 
ings to  make  it  possible  to  do  in  the  most  efficient  way  the  work  under- 
taken, and  to  properly  house  the  growing  student  body.  (2)  An  in- 
crease of  endowment  that  the  college  may  not  be  confronted  with  an  an- 
nual deficit  in  running  expenses.  These  needs  should  be  met  during  the 
year.

Religious  Influences. 

The  work  of  the  Christian  Associations,  Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.,  has  been 
carried  on  during  the  year  with  a  good  degree  of  interest.  About  ninety- 
eight  per  cent,  of  the  student  body  are  members  of  evangelical  churches. 
Attendance  upon  all  regular  gospel  meetings  of  the  college  has  been  full. 
A  number  of  special  features  has  served  to  broaden  the  knowledge  and 
deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students.  Representatives  from  both  our 
Theological  Seminaries  have  visited  the  college  during  the  year — the  Rev. 
Dr.  Joseph  Kyle  representing  Xenia,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Wishart 
the  Seminary  of  Pittsburgh.  Early  in  March  the  College  was  favored  by 
the  visit  of  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Rankin,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  first  church  of 
Wilkinsburg  and  an  alumnus  of  the  Class  of  '82.  Dr.  Rankin  held  two 
meetings  each  day  for  a  week  speaking  with  great  clearness,  simplicity 
and  power  and  winning  for  himself  a  high  place  in  the  regard  of  the 
faculty  and  students.  Much  benefit  was  also  secured  from  two  lectures 
by  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle  of  Philadelphia,  President  of  our  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  dealing  with  special  features  of  Palestine  and  the  store  cities 
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of  Egypt.  The  Rev.  Henry  W.  Frost  of  Philadelphia,  Secretary  of  the 
China  Inland  Mission,  also  gave  gospel  addresses  from  May  5th  to  the 
10th,  interpreting  the  Scriptures  in  a  wonderful  way  and  calling  the  stu- 
dents to  the  higher  levels  of  Christian  living.  Bible  and  mission  study 
classes  have  also  been  conducted  by  the  students  themselves  during  the 
year,  while  many  stimulating  addresses  have  been  delivered  before  joint 
meetings  of  the  Christian  Associations  by  such  leaders  as  Dr.  G.  E.  Raitt 
of  Pittsburgh  and  Miss  McFredries  of  the  Rescue  Mission  of  that  city. 
The  Sabbath  Bible  class  of  young  men  conducted  by  Prof.  Troup  has  been 
a  marked  feature  of  the  year's  work  among  young  men,  while  an  equal 
interest  has  been  maintained  among  young  women  through  the  Bible 
classes  of  Dr.  Ferguson  and  Miss  Heazlett. 

Physical  Equipment. 

The  total  value  of  Westminster's  physical  equipment  including 
college  buildings,  furniture,  apparatus,  libraries,  and  college  farm  of  two 
hundred  acres  may  be  estimated  at  about  $315,000,00.  About  $800.00 
worth  of  books  have  been  added  to  the  general  library  during  the  year, 
while  the  various  laboratories  have  received  the  usual  annual  increase  in 
apparatus.  The  Science  Library  will  undergo  extensive  repairs  during 
the  coming  summer. 

Endowment. 

The  invested  endowment  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer  of  Perma- 
nent Funds  on  April  24th,  was  $446,107.42.  Since  that  period  other  pay- 
ments toward  endowment  subscription  have  been  made. 

Increase  of  Endowment. 

About  $95,135.00  has  been  added  to  the  endowment  during  the 
present  year.  When  the  balance  of  subscriptions  due  on  the  $400,000.00 
Fund  have  been  paid,  Westminster's  endowment  will  equal  $500,000.00. 

Special  Gifts. 

A  few  legacies  of  varying  amounts  have  been  left  to  Westminster 
during  the  year,  the  most  important  of  these  being  the  sum  of  $5,000.00 
through  the  will  of  an  honored  alumnus,  Mr.  Robert  Gracey  of  Newville, 
Pa.,  Class  of  '71.  The  bequest  included  a  portion  of  private  library  and 
a  cabinet  of  interesting  and  valuable  mineral  specimens. 

Special  Achievements. 

Among  gratifying  achievements  for  the  past  year  may  be  men- 
tioned the  almost  unvarying  success  of  our  debating  team,  under  the 
training  of  Prof.  Moses  of  the  Department  of  Public  Speaking.  Victor- 
ies were  won  over  the  teams  of  Juniata,  Penn  State,  and  the  University 
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of  Pittsburgh.  The  college  was  also  represented  for  the  fourth  time  in 
four  years  in  the  State  Peace  Contest  open  to  at  least  thirty  colleges  of 
the  State.  During  this  period  the  college  has  taken  one  first,  two  sec- 
onds, and  received  third  rank  this  year.  The  Athletic  record  of  suffering 
but  one  defeat  in  football  during  the  season  and  in  this  scoring  against  a 
team  which  held  Yale  to  a  0-0  score  reveals  that  christian  character  and 
physical  strength  can  be  combined. 

Needs. 

Westminster's  pressing  need  is  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out  her 
projects  for  new  athletic  field  and  gymnasium,  the  development  of  her 
agricultural  possibilities  and  the  payment  of  certain  indebtedness  on  col- 
lege property  buildings.  The  new  field  has  been  secured  and  sufficient 
funds  promised  for  the  starting  of  the  work.

The  addition  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Work,  D.  D..  to  the  teaching  staff  with 
the  Bible  as  his  specialty  has  been  a  stimulus  to  Bible  study.

Special  Opportunities  for  Practical  Work. 

In  addition  to  class-room  work,  the  students  are  given  the  training 
of  active  service  on  the  field.  A  well-organized  work,  with  all  the  de- 
partments of  congregational  activity  represented,  is  carried  on  in 
one  of  the  river  and  mill  districts.  The  Junior  Class  is  made  responsible 
especially  for  the  Sabbath  School  and  Young  People's  work.  The  Middle 
Class  has  charge  of  the  Sabbath  preaching.  The  Seniors  conduct  the 
week-night  services  and  do  general  pastoral  work,  visiting  the  sick,  con- 
ducting funerals  and  engaging  in  all  of  the  activities  that  come  to  a  min- 
ister in  a  regular  Pastorate.  The  entire  student  body  engages  in  per- 
sonal work  in  this  field. 

Evangelistic  meetings  have  been  conducted  entirely  by  the  stu- 
dents at  the  Seminary  Mission.  These  meetings  were  preceded  by  cot- 
tage prayer  meetings,  also  in  charge  of  the  students.  Students  also  par- 
ticipated in  the  great  evangelistic  meetings  held  by  Dr.  Sunday  in  Pitts- 
burgh. 

Special  Lectures. 

The  students  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  following  lectures: 
The  Rev.  J.  D.  Barr,  "The  New  Testament  Setting  of  Election;"  the  Hon. 
Joseph  Buffington,  LL.  D.,  "The  Why  and  Wherefore  of  our  Federal 
Courts;"  Dean  W.  G.  Chambers,  A.  M.,  "Pedagogy  in  the  Pastorate;"  T. 
D.  Bartin  Johnson,  M.  D.,  "The  Minister  and  Sex  Instruction;"  the  Rev. 
Wm.  G.  Kennedy,  "Christ  in  Ritschlian  Theology;"  the  Rev.  C.  M.  C. 
Laing,  "The  Problem  of  Moral  Evil;"  the  Rev.  James  H.  Snowden,  D.  D. 
LL.  D.,  "Spiritual  Monism." 

Physical  Equipment. 

The  Seminary  possesses  a  most  handsome,  commodious,  and  well 
equipped  theological  hall,  capable  of  accommodating  ninety-nine  students 
without  crowding.  On  the  first  and  second  floors  are  the  chapel,  parlor, 
offices,  library  and  five  ample  recitation  rooms.  The  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  floors  are  given  over  to  dormitory  uses.  A  well  appointed  gymna- 
sium is  in  the  basement.    The  value  of  the  property  is  $120,000.00.

Outlook  for  Increased  Efficiency. 

The  Seminary  is  ever  awake  to  an  increase  in  its  efficiency  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  present  hour.  Plans,  involving  the  enrichment  of  the 
curriculum  along  practical  lines,  are  under  consideration. 
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Needs. 

(1)  More  students;  the  Seminary  is  capable  of  training  two  and 
one-half  times  as  many  young  men  as  are  at  present  in  attendance. 

(2)  Increased  endowment  to  enable  the  institution  to  realize  its 
ideals  and  at  the  same  time  to  permit  it  to  detach  itself  from  the  general 
educational  funds  of  the  church. 

Special  Items  of  Interest. 

(1)  The  sum  of  $1200.00  is  distributed  annually  in  the  form  of 
scholarships,  and  serves  as  an  incentive  to  thorough  work. 

(2)  The  Seminary  offers  a  graduate  course  leading  to  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  or  Bachelor  in  Theology. 

(3)  There  is  an  affiliation  with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  al- 
lowing students  in  the  Seminary  to  secure  both  undergraduate  and  grad- 
uate work  in  the  University,  at  merely  nominal  rates.  The  graduate 
work  leads  to  the  Master's  degree,  or  the  Doctor's  degree. 

(4)  During  each  year  a  course  of  lectures  is  given  to  the  Middle 
Class  covering  modern  social  and  industrial  problems,  dealing  especially 
with  the  Church's  relation  to,  and  responsibility  for,  their  solution.  It  is 
believed  that  by  this  method,  together  with  a  course  of  suggested  read- 
ings, and  frequent  class  discussions,  the  future  minister  may  acquire  a 
more  sympathetic  knowledge  of  social  and  industrial  needs.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  significance  of  the  modern  socialist  propaganda, 
and  to  the  relation  between  the  church  and  the  workingmen. 

During  the  year  the  Middle  Class  is  required  to  make  personal 
tours  of  inspection  through  the  great  industrial  plants  of  Pittsburgh. 
Classroom  reports  of  conditions  and  problems  give  the  men  first-hand 
acquaintance  with  the  modern  industrial  situation  such  as  could  be  gain- 
ed in  no  other  way. 

(5)  The  Seminary  is  gratified  to  announce  that  for  the  next  year, 
as  this  year,  special  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  an  unexam- 
pled opportunity  will  be  given  for  instruction  in  the  Art  of  Public  Speak- 
ing. Professor  S.  H.  Clark,  head  of  this  Department  in  Chicago  Univer- 
sity, has  been  secured  for  an  extended  residence  course  in  this  work. 
Professor  Clark  is  perhaps  the  most  noted  authority  among  elocutionists 
in  the  country  today. 

(6)  The  Seminary  offers  well  balanced  courses  in  the  English 
Bible.  These  courses  cover  the  entire  range  of  sacred  literature  during 
the  three  years  of  a  student's  preparation  for  the  Ministry.  The  aim  is 
to  give  each  student  a  practical  working  knowledge  of  the  Bible.

Special  Opportunities  for  Practical  Work. 

Students  take  part  in  evangelistic  meetings  in  our  own  and  in  oth- 
er local  churches,  besides  conducting  such  meetings  in  neighboring  in- 
stitutions and  schoolhouses,  and  on  the  street.  The  religious  work  in  the 
Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphan's  Home,  in  which  some  nine  hundred 
children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  are  given  a  home,  is  given 
over  largely  to  the  students  of  the  Seminary.  During  the  past  year,  un- 
der the  leadership  of  President  J.  Knox  Montgomery,  evangelistic  ser- 
vices were  held  in  the  United  Presbyterian  churches,  and  the  young  men 
of  the  Seminary  had  definite  part  in  the  work.  Also  during  the  same  time 
special  instruction  was  being  given  by  Dr.  Montgomery  to  the  students  in 
evangelistic  work. 

Special  Lectures. 

The  special  lectures  this  year  have  been  upon  the  enterprises,  edu- 
cational and  missionary,  of  our  own  church. 

Physical  Equipment. 

The  Seminary  building  consists  of  Anderson  Hall  and  a  dormitory. 
Anderson  Hall  contains  the  chapel,  library,  five  recitation  rooms,  ofiicc, 
etc.  It  is  a  modern  educational  building.  The  dormitory  is  a  substantial 
three  story  building,  provided  ample  accommodations  for  fifty  persons. 
The  value  of  the  property  is  $25,000.00.

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NEW  FINANCIAL  POLICY. 


The  Board  has  revised  its  methods  of  handling  the  moneys  entrust 
ed  to  its  care. 

We  now  have  two  Treasurers,  Mr.  R.  L.  Wray,  being  in  charge  of 
the  permanent  funds  and  being  under  $25,000  bond,  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Schall 
being  in  charge  of  all  income  funds,  and  being  under  a  $10,000  bond.  Mr. 
Wray  began  his  work  as  Treasurer  on  October  1,  1913. 

The  new  rule  calls  for  the  making  of  all  loans  on  improved  farm 
property  contiguous  to  Monmouth,  thus  enabling  the  loan  committee  of 
the  Board  to  have  full  knowledge  of  the  value  and  character  of  the  se- 
curities. 

No  loans  are  made  except  on  first  mortgages,  with  good  security, 
and  on  not  more  than  60  per  cent,  of  the  cash  value  of  the  property. 

The  Board  is  endeavoring  to  handle  the  church's  money  in  con- 
formity with  the  very  excellent  suggestions  made  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  last  General  Assembly. 


Previous  to  October  1,  1913,  all  the  moneys  of  this  Board  were 
handled  by  one  Treasurer.  Since  that  date  there  have  been  two  Treasur- 
ers, one  caring  for  the  Permanent  Fund  and  the  other  handling  the  In- 
come Fund.  In  the  following  reports,  to  make  the  statements  more  clear 
and  concise,  these  funds  are  kept  separate,  as  though  handled  by  separ- 
ate Treasurers  during  the  entire  year,  and  all  items  pertaining  to  the 
Permanent  Fund  are  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Perma- 
nent Fund.

Annual  Report  of  Board  of  Education 
to  the  General  Assembly. 


In  submitting  the  following  annual  report  for  the  consideration  of 
the  General  Assembly,  the  Board  of  Education  gratefully  acknowledges 
the  favor  of  God  in  the  advancement  of  the  work  committed  to  its  care. 
The  Divine  blessing  has  been  especially  felt  in  the  following  particulars: 
(1)  that  the  potential  disconnections  and  resultant  inefficiency  in  adminis- 
tration, incident  to  a  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  office  secretary,  has 
teen  happily  bridged  over;  (2)  that  there  is  on  the  part  of  the  people  a 
growing  realization  of  the  importance  of  Christian  education;  (3)  that 
the  liberality  of  the  people  is  increasingly  manifesting  itself  towards  the 
advancement  of  the  work;  (4)  that  the  outlook  for  a  greatly  enlarged 
service  in  His  name  was  never  so  inviting. 

The  educational  policy  adopted  by  the  last  General  Assembly  has 
had  one  year's  test.  The  Board  has  endeavored  with  all  its  power  to 
carry  forward  that  policy.  The  program  outlined  is  a  large  one.  We 
have  been  able  to  make  but  a  beginning  toward  its  realization.  Enough, 
a  however,  has  been  done  to  satisfy  the  Board  that  the  policy  is  an 
J2  eminently  wise  one  and  if  persisted  in  and  developed,  will  not  only  pro- 
due  ±  a  full  and  a  capable  leadership  for  our  church,  but  also  make  much 
\f)  larger  and  richer  contributions  to  the  leadership  of  state  and  society. 

THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 
I.  Administration. 


The  administrative  work  of  the  Board  has  required  much  of  the 
time  of  the  Board's  officers  for  the  reason  that  the  work  is  still  in  the 
process  of  reorganization.  Plans  were  worked  out  for  inaugurating  a 
campaign  of  education  on  Christian  education  in  the  Sabbath  schools,  Y. 
P.  C.  U.  societies  and  the  congregations.  The  publicity  work  of  the 
Board  has  also  required  large  time  and  effort. 

Considerable  endeavor  has  been  put  forth  in  co-operating  with  the 
secretaries  of  boards  of  education  of  other  Protestant  denominations  in 
planning  for  and  promoting  an  interdenominational  campaign  of  educa- 
tion designed  to  arouse  all  Protestantism  to  a  more  complete  realization! 
of  the  importance  of  religious  education  and  of  its  responsibility  there- 
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for.  This  work  is  in  its  initial  stages  as  yet,  but  is  rapidly  taking  form 
and  promises  iarge  returns. 

The  Board  has  been  earnestly  studying  conditions  throughout  the 
educational  world  and  gathering  facts  which  point  out  the  opportunity 
and  obligation  of  our  own  church  in  the  field  of  religious  education. 
From  time  to  time,  we  have  attempted  to  set  these  facts  before  the 
church,  thru  the  church  papers  and  special  literature,  thru  public  ad- 
dresses before  the  Assembly,  synods,  presbyteries  and  congregations  and 
by  interviews  with  individuals  as  we  have  found  opportunity.  It  has 
been  our  purpose  to  urge  the  church  to  make  such  advances  in  this  field 
of  endeavor  as  available  facts  seem  to  justify. 

II.  The  Bible  Chair  Campaign. 

This  campaign  is  based  on  three  facts.  (1)  There  is  urgent  neces- 
sity for  the  religious  element  in  education.  (2)  It  is  necessary  to  main- 
tain the  church  colleges  to  secure  this  element.  It  should  be  made  and 
kept  secure,  however  large  and  efficient  may  be  the  work  done  by  the 
churches  for  the  students  at  state  universities.  The  continuance  and 
value  of  this  university  work  cannot  be  guaranteed  if  we  let  the  dis- 
tinctly Christian  college  go  down.  (3)  There  is  consequent  necessity  for 
making  the  department  of  religious  work  in  the  Christian  college  the 
best,  most  thoroughly  organized  and  equipped  in  the  institution.  Be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  all  of  our  colleges  are  already  hard  pressed  to 
maintain  the  standards  of  the  educational  world  of  today  and  therefore 
have  not  built  up  to  adequate  efficiency  that  one  of  their  departments 
which  should  be  strongest,  Bible  and  religion,  the  Board  has  undertaken 
to  aid  these  institutions  by  raising  an  endowment  of  $200,000  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  in  them  permanent  chairs  of  Bible  and  religion. 
In  order  to  secure  for  this  work  the  general  interest  and  support  of  the 
church,  large  publicity  has  been  given  to  it.  Over  435  congregations 
thru  some  one  or  more  of  their  organizations,  have  contributed  to  this 
campaign.  During  the  year  the  fund  has  been  increased  by  $17,708.98, 
making  a  total  of  $21,416.15,  contributed  as  follows :|  by  353  Y.  P.  C.  U. 
societies  $3,504.90;  by  179  Sabbath  schools  $3,020.24;  by  congregations 
$7,244.31  (of  which  $5000  was  contributed  by  an  individual  thru  the 
church  treasury);  and  by  individuals  direct  $7,646.70.  The  movement  is 
gathering  momentum.  Larger  contributions  are  beginning  to  be  re- 
ceived. The  Board  expects  to  continue  to  give  as  large  effort  to  this 
campaign  as  the  ability  and  limited  time  of  its  officers  will  permit  in 
connection  with  the  other  activities  of  the  Board. 

III.  College  and  Seminary  Aid. 

The  rules  adopted  by  the  last  General  Assembly  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  College  and  Seminary  Fund  involved  two  considerations:  (1) 
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  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSES. 
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 INTEREST. 
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Administrative  expense*  must  be  maintained  at  the  point  of  efficiency,  however  they 
need  not  advance  beyond  that  point,  while  it  may  be  expected  that  the  total  receipts  wil 
continue  to  increase  year  by  year. 
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Three-fourths  of  the  amount  available  for  distribution  was  to  be  divided 
on  the  basis  of  collegiate  and  seminary  attendance.  (Assuming  semi- 
naries to  be  graduate  schools,  it  was  agreed  on  basis  of  cost  of  instruc- 
tion, that  the  seminary  student  was  to  count  as  equivalent  to  three 
collegiate  students.)  In  order  to  arrive  at  an  equitable  and  proper  basis 
the  Board  defined  the  term  "collegiate  student"  as  follows: 

a.  The  student  must  be  enrolled  in  one  of  the  regular  courses 
of  the  institution  to  be  aided;  such  courses  are  to  include  only  those 
of  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  (four-year  course). 

b.  The  student  must  be  carrying  not  less  than  twelve 
semester  hours  of  collegiate  work  and  doing  passing  work  in  not 
less  than  twelve  semester  hours. 

c.  The  student  shall  have  been  enrolled  for  at  least  one 
semester's  work  before  being  counted  in  the  list  of  college  students; 
and  shall  have  passed  in  not  less  than  twelve  semester  hours  of 
work  in  the  preceding  semester;  provided,  however,  that  members 
of  the  senior  class  in  good  standing  may  be  counted  who  need  to 
have  completed  within  the  year  but  twelve  semester  hours  of  regu- 
lar collegiate  work  to  be  graduated. 

d.  The  student  shall  have  behind  him  not  more  than  two 
units  of  preparatory  deficit  out  of  an  entrance  requirement  of  fif- 
teen units. 

e.  All  "special  students" — those  in  non-collegiate  work, 
those  deficient  in  standing  for  any  cause,  and  all  those  who  are 
excluded  by  the  above  provisions  are  not  to  be  counted  as  college 
students,  and  for  them  the  Board  is  not  to  give  aid. 

For  like  reasons  the  Board  defined  the  term  "seminary 
student"  as  follows: 

(a)  The  student  must  be  enrolled  in  one  of  the  regular 
courses  of  the  institution  aided,  and  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  first- 
class  college. 

(b)  The  student  must  be  carrying  not  less  than  twelve 
semester  hours  of  work  and  be  doing  passing  work  in  not  less  than 
twelve  semester  hours. 

(c)  The  student  shall  have  been  enrolled  for  at  least  one 
semester's  work  before  being  counted  in  the  list  of  seminary 
students;  and  shall  have  passed  in  not  less  than  twelve  semester 
hours  (of  his  last  semester's  work).  Provided,  however,  that  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  in  good  standing  need  to  have  completed 
but  twelve  semester  hours  of  regular  work  in  order  to  be 
graduated. 

(d)  All  special  students  who  are  excluded  by  the  above 
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provisions  are  not  to  be  counted  as  seminary  students,  and  for 
them  the  Board  is  not  to  give  aid.

(2)  One-fourth  of  the  amount  available  for  distribution  was  to  be 
divided  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  the  educational  needs  of  the 
church  demand.  In  order  to  arrive  at  an  accurate  judgment  of  the 
educational  needs  of  our  church  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  to  the 
best  advantage  the  "one-fourth  of  the  amount  available  for  distribution" 
the  Board  prepared  an  information  blank  which  institutions  desiring  to 
participate  in  the  distribution  of  this  fund  were  directed  to  fill  in  and 
return  to  the  Board's  office  by  March  first.  The  purpose  of  this  time  limit 
was  to  give  the  Board  ample  time  to  study  this  difficult  question  and  to 
arrive  at  a  dispassionate  and  unhurried  judgment. 

Opportunities  for  religious  work  among  students  in  our  state 
universities  were  opened  to  the  Board,  but  after  careful  consideration  it 
was  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  for  this  year,  at  least,  the  interests 
of  our  church  could  best  be  served  by  distributing  the  entire  one-fourth 
among  the  colleges  and  seminaries  under  the  care  of  this  Board. 

The  one-fourth,  $6213.10,  was  distributed  as  follows: 

1.  Cooper  College  was  considered  as  a  special  case  and  granted 
$2,000  to  help  meet  standardization  requirements  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

2.  The  balance,  $4213.10,  was  divided  between  the  colleges  on  the 
one  hand  and  seminaries  on  the  other  on  the  accepted  basis  of  the  division 
of  the  three-fourths,— $3512.28  to  the  colleges  and  $700.82  to  the 
seminaries. 

3.  The  college  share  was  then  divided  into  three  equal  parts. 
These  parts  were  distributed  among  the  four  colleges,  Monmouth, 
Muskingum,  Westminster  and  Tarkio,  on  a  comparative  basis  as  follows: 
The  first  according  to  the  aggregate  number  of  hours  of  religious  in- 
struction actually  given  during  the  school  year  1914-15;  the  second  ac- 
cording to  service  rendered  the  church  as  represented  by  the  number  of 
men  entering  the  ministry  from  their  college  classes  1904-1913  inclusive; 
the  third  according  to  the  Board's  judgment  concerning  the  adequacy  of 
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the  financial  policies  as  they  were  represented  in  information  exhibits 
submitted  by  the  institutions  to  this  Board.  In  determining  the  adequacy 
of  financial  policies  demerits  were  marked  on  the  following  points:  (1) 
amount  of  yearly  deficit;  (2)  amount  of  debt  carried  as  compared  to 
yearly  income;  (3)  unbalanced  development,  that  is,  increasing  of  plant 
and  expense  in  advance  of  financial  foundations  for  maintenance;  (4) 
manner  of  handling  securities  and  trust  funds.  The  distribution  of  the 
college  share  is  shown  in  the  following  chart: 
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4.  The  seminary  share  was  then  divided  into  two  equal  parts. 
The  first  part  was  divided  on  the  basis  of  service  rendered  the  church  as 
represented  by  the  number  of  graduates  during  the  ten  year  period  1906- 
15;  the  second  part  was  divided  between  the  seminaries  on  the  basis  of  the 
Board's  judgment  concerning  the  adequacy  of  their  respective  financial 
policies.    This  distribution  is  shown  in  the  following  chart: 
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IV.  Beneficiaries. 

The  Board  granted  aid  under  the  Assembly's  rules  to  23  young 
men  preparing  for  the  gospel  ministry.    One  application  was  refused 
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because  of  scholastic  deficiency.  Of  those  aided,  15  young  men  attended 
Pittsburgh  Seminary,  and  8,  Xenia  Seminary.  One  young  man  preparing 
for  service  as  a  medical  missionary  was  aided  to  the  extent  of  his  tuition 
in  Western  Reserve  University.

In  all  $3,287.00  has  been  used  for  this  work.  The  Board  has  an 
endowment  fund  known  as  the  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  which  now 
totals  $61,548.58.  $603.90  has  been  added  to  this  fund  this  year  by  col- 
lections from  former  beneficiaries.  The  income  from  the  beneficiary 
Endowment  Fund  has  for  a  number  of  years  been  sufficient  to  meet 
all  demands  upon  it.  The  small  surplus  is  held  over  from  year  to  year 
to  meet  all  possible  demands  upon  the  fund. 

CONDITIONS  OBTAINING. 

Systems  of  education  today  differ  radically  from  those  prevail- 
ing in  the  days  of  our  forebears.  This  difference  is  due  largely  to  a 
changed  emphasis  upon  the  ideals  of  education.  Today  we  find  that  the 
scientific,  literary,  physical,  moral  and  perhaps  even  the  vocational  ideals 
of  education  all  rank  in  point  of  emphasis  ahead  of  the  religious  ideal — 
just  the  reverse  of  conditions  a  generation  or  two  ago. 

This  change  of  emphasis  has  been  brought  about  for  the  most 
part  by  the  state  assuming  a  larger  and  larger  responsibility  for  the 
education  of  all  her  youth.  This  assumption  of  responsibility  has  seemed 
to  be  necessary  in  order,  first,  that  the  privilege  of  an  education  should 
be  accessible  to  all  for  the  development  of  good  citizenship  and,  second, 
that  the  resources  of  the  country  might  be  adequately  developed.  In 
striving  to  develop  its  school  system  in  accordance  with  that  accepted 
American  principle — entire  separation  of  church  and  state — the  state, 
evidently  following  lines  of  least  resistance,  has  excluded  in  almost  every 
instance  the  teaching  of  theistic  morals  and  biblical  righteousness  from 
the  public  schools.    Moreover,  that  element  of    religious  instruction, 
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which  our  forefathers  held  and  which  the  church  still  claims  to  be  of 
greatest  importance,  holds  a  subordinate  place  in  the  great  majority  of 
the  so-called  Christian  colleges,  though  this  latter  condition  is  being  im- 
proved. 

One  very  serious  result  of  this  inversion  of  educational  ideals  is 
that  knowledge  of  the  Bible  is  passing  out  of  the  lives  of  rising  genera- 
tions in  America  and  millions  are  actually  growing  up  without  any 
genuinely  religious  training.  The  effect  is  cumulative  and  conditions  tend 
to  grow  worse,  for  the  blind  cannot  lead  the  blind.  The  church  is  feel- 
ing this  fact  already  thru  the  decreasing  number  of  those  who  have  been 
coming  forward  to  prepare  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

The  remedy  for  this  situation  will  be  found  in  a  much  greater 
stress  upon  the  old  idea.  The  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  doing  little 
or  nothing  to  introduce  religious  instruction  into  our  public  school  system 
which  includes  our  state  universities,  while  very  much  can  and  should 
be  done  in  this  field.  In  our  own  colleges,  to  which  we  as  a  church  must 
look  for  the  great  majority  of  our  trained  leaders,  we  find  the  depart- 
ments of  Bible  and  religion  among  the  least  developed.  The  conditions 
can  and  must  be  changed  for  the  better.  The  only  statesmanlike  attitude 
to  take  toward  missions  in  general  is  to  recognize  that  the  key  to  an 
effective  missionary  advance  lies  in  the  leadership  involved.  The  train- 
ing of  leaders  therefore  is  a  question  of  first  importance.  The  Board 
feels  constrained  to  suggest  to  the  church  several  advances  which  we 
believe  are  in  line  with  the  educational  policy  adopted  by  the  last  General 
Assembly.    They  are  as  follows: 

1).  We  must  greatly  strengthen  our  colleges  and  seminaries.  A 
glance  at  the  statistics  compiled  and  published  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  will  convince  that  our  in- 
stitutions are  being  greatly  outdistanced  in  the  matter  of  financial  sup- 
port and  equipment.  If  these  institutions  of  ours  are  to  continue  to  hold 
even  the  place  they  have  already  made  for  themselves  in  the  educational 
system  of  this  country,  they  must  be  given  the  necessary  sinews  of  war. 
The  state  is  lavish  in  support  of  its  institutions.  Certain  great  educa- 
tional foundations,  especially  by  their  policy  of  conditional  gifts,  are  ad- 
ding annually  millions  of  dollars  of  support  to  secular  institutions  of 
learning.  One  important  result  of  this  liberality  is  a  constant  raising 
of  educational  standards  in  the  favored  schools  and  a  consequent  struggle 
by  the  smaller  institutions  to  attain  the  standards  thus  set. 

The  church  college  is  vitally  important  to  the  progress  of  the 
church  for  it  is  the  only  institution  free  to  train  religious  leaders.  But  in 
its  loyalty  to  the  church,  its  position  in  the  educational  world  is  threat- 
ened, for  gifts  from  these  large  foundations  are  not  available  to  the 
church  controlled  school.  Moreover,  the  wealth  that  lies  within  the 
church  has  not  as  yet  become  largely  interested. 
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There  is  wealth  within  our  denomination  which  can  be  secured  for 
this  worthy  purpose  if  the  church  gets  its  educational  program  well  in 
hand.  Therefore  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  our  church  to  make  sure 
of  the  soundness  of  the  educational  and  financial  policies  in  vogue  at  our 
educational  institutions  and  the  outlook  for  each  in  its  particular  field. 
Then,  with  the  assurance  born  of  a  knowledge  of  sound  foundations,  the 
wealth  of  the  denomination  can  be  rallied  to  their  support. 

2.  )  It  is  necessary  that  a  strong  central  endowment  of  some  two 
or  three  millions  of  dollars  be  built  up  for  the  stimulus  and  encourage- 
ment of  our  educational  institutions.  This  should  be  done  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

3.  )  The  church  must  attack  the  problem  of  introducing  into  our 
public  school  system  a  knowledge  of  the  teachings  and  principles  as  well 
as  the  historic  content  and  literary  excellence  of  the  Bible.  The  accept- 
ed American  doctrine — entire  separation  of  church  and  state — has  been 
interpreted  so  as  to  exclude  religious  teachings  from  the  public  schools, 
but  there  is  no  reason  why  this  doctrine  should  be  construed  so  as  to 
deny  to  the  school  children  of  America  all  privileges  of  public  religious 
instruction.  The  state  is  beginning  to  manifest  a  willingness  to  turn  the 
children  over  to  the  church  for  such  instruction,  and  will  so  do  provided 
the  church  will  attack  the  problem  in  earnest.  The  state  can  do  this 
and  at  the  same  time  reserve  the  right  to  require  high  standards  of 
scholarship  and  industry.  A  key  to  the  problem  of  making  America  a 
genuinely  Christian  nation  lies  in  the  hearty  co-operation  of  church  and 
state  to  this  end. 

4.  )  We  must  inaugurate  an  adequate  publicity  campaign.  The 
public  at  large  is  confused  as  regards  the  problem  of  providing  moral 
and  religious  instruction  for  its  youth.  The  church  itself  has  been  unde- 
cided if  not  indifferent  to  and  unaware  of  its  accountability  in  this  mat- 
ter. And  thus  this  campaign  becomes  necessary  in  order  to  arouse  the 
American  people  to  the  importance  of  religious  education  and  to  place  be- 
fore them  a  feasible  solution  of  the  problem  presented. 

The  initial  move  in  the  campaign  has  already  been  made  by  the 
Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education.  This  Council,  of  which  our 
Board  is  a  constituent  and  executive  member,  represents  15  leading 
Protestant  denominations  and  approximately  15  million  communicants. 
It  has  mapped  out  and  proposes  to  carry  thru  an  interdenominational 
educational  campaign.  Its  scope  includes  the  creation  of  an  atmosphere 
in  which  the  church  may  better  discharge  its  obligations  for  Christian 
education  and  secure  an  ample  and  effective  supply  of  trained  leader- 
ship and  service.  This  campaign  will  proceed  along  three  lines:  (1) 
The  stressing  of  the  importance  of  Christian  education,  by  which  it 
meant  the  training  of  the  whole  man  for  Christian  life  and  service;  (2) 
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The  securing  of  educational  efficiency  and  active  and  moral  support  for 
the  educational  institutions  of  the  church;  (3)  The  encouraging  of  and 
providing  for  the  religious  needs  of  students  in  public  educational  insti- 
tutions. 

Co-operating  with  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education  in 
the  solution  of  this  problem  is  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ 
in  America  and  the  newly  formed  Association  of  American  Colleges. 
Large  progress  may  be  expected  when  the  church  seizes  upon  its  oppor- 
tunities for  work  in  this  direction. 

5.  )  Effort  should  be  put  forth  to  correlate  and  co-ordinate  much 
more  fully  than  is  now  done,  all  the  educational  effort  of  the  church.  A 
large  increase  in  strength  would  result.  Today  we  find  the  home,  the 
church  and  the  college  at  work  on  this  problem.  No  one  of  them  is  wholly 
efficient  and  the  connecting  links  are  slight.  This  Board,  while  deeply 
interested  in  the  religious  education  of  our  youth  in  the  home  and  in  the 
Sabbath  schools,  has  no  direct  supervision  of  these  factors.  We  are  per- 
suaded, however,  that  influences  could  be  brought  to  bear  upon  the  home 
and  the  church  which  would  cause  each  to  recognize  and  discharge  its 
responsibility  with  much  greater  competence.  As  a  result  the  young 
people  who  enter  our  colleges  would  have  a  broader  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  and  of  their  religious  obligations.  Upon  this  foundation  a  potent 
and  comprehensive  course  of  religious  instruction  could  be  built.  The 
Board  and  the  colleges  are  endeavoring  to  greatly  increase  the  strength 
of  the  departments  of  Bible  and  religion  in  our  colleges.  This  depart- 
ment should  become  the  capstone  of  our  religious  educational  system, 
furnishing  the  leaders  for  the  church's  endeavor  in  the  home,  the  church 
and  the  public  school. 

6.  )  The  location  of  the  headquarters  of  the  Board  of  Education 
should  be  changed.  The  present  location  is  not  the  most  suitable  for  the 
realization  of  the  educational  policy  of  the  church;  for, 

(a)  Railroad  facilities  are  such  that  the  membership  of  the  Board 
can  be  representative  of  but  a  very  limited  portion  of  the  church; 

(b)  With  its  headquarters  not  readily  accessible  to  the  center  of 
the  church's  activities,  the  Board  cannot  attain  the  necessary  maximum 
of  efficiency  in  administration  and  achievement. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Board  should  be  so  centrally  and  conven- 
iently located 

(a)  That  the  church  may  carry  forward  judiciously  and  advan- 
tageously the  educational  policy  adopted  in  1914; 

(b)  That  the  church  may  effectively  participate  in  and  wisely  fol- 
low up  the  previously  mentioned  interdenominational  educational  cam- 
paign.

RECOMMENDATIONS : 
I. 

That,  as  heretofore,  the  second  Sabbath  of  February,  1916,  that  is, 
the  thirteenth,  and  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Sabbath,  that  is, 
the  ninth,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer  in  all  our  colleges,  seminaries 
and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the  spirit  of  God  upon  these  in- 
stitutions, to  the  end  that  there  may  be  an  adequate  consecration  of  our 
youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leadership,  especially  in  the  ministry 
and  missionary  life. 

II. 

That,  inasmuch  as  the  movement  to  establish  adequately  endowed 
Chairs  of  Bible  in  our  colleges  should  be  everywhere  thoroughly  under- 
stood and  earnestly  supported  by  all  the  people,  that  pastors  should  again 
be  urged  to  present  the  need  and  congregations  to  contribute  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  cause  on  the  Days  of  Prayer  for  Colleges. 

m 

That  the  rules  of  the  General  Assembly  be  so  modified  as  to  pro- 
vide that  the  annual  payments  to  theological  students  of  the  first  year 
shall  not  exceed  $150;  to  students  of  the  second  year  $100;  and  to 
students  of  the  third  year  $50.  No  money  shall  be  paid  to  students  of 
the  first  year  who,  during  the  sessions  of  the  seminary,  receive  compen- 
sation for  preaching  on  the  Sabbath.  No  money  shall  be  paid  to  students 
of  the  second  year  who  preach,  for  compensation,  more  than  an  average 
of  two  Sabbaths  a  month  during  the  seminary  session;  nor  shall  any 
student  receive  aid  who  holds  a  pastoral  charge,  or  engages  in  special 
religious  work  such  as  will  interfere  with  his  duties  in  the  seminary.

That  for  the  financial  year  1915-16  the  College  and  Seminary  Fund 
be  distributed  as  follows:  (1)  That  three-fourths  of  the  money  avail- 
able for  distribution  be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  collegiate  and  seminary 
attendance;  in  reckoning  attendance,  one  seminary  student  is  to  count  as 
three  and  one  collegiate  is  to  count  as  one;  the  Board  of  Education  to 
adopt  rules  governing  the  listing  of  students  on  account  of  whose 
presence  the  institutions  are  to  draw  aid;  (2)  That  the  remaining  one- 
fourth  of  the  amount  available  for  distribution  shall  be  distributed  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Board  the  educational  interests  of  the  church  de- 
mand. 
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V. 

That  the  General  Assembly  remove  the  headquarters  of  the  Board 
of  Education  from  Monmouth,  Illinois,  to  Chicago,  Illinois,  or  some  such 
central  and  convenient  point;  said  removal  to  take  place  during  the  year 
1915-16  at  the  convenience  of  parties. 

VL 

The  favoring  of  academic  recognition  by  public-school  authorities 
for  academic  work  done  in  Bible  study. 

VII. 

That  requests  be  made  to  standardizing  bodies  in  public  instruction 
that  they  define  the  conditions  under  which  academic  recognition  may  be 
given  for  academic  work  done  in  Bible  study. 

VIII. 

That  churches  and  Sabbath  schools  be  encouraged  to  provide  for 
such  Bible  instruction  and  allied  work  as  will  prepare  them  to  bear  their 
part  in  the  movements  looking  toward  the  proper  functioning  of  the 
church  and  the  public  school  in  religious  education.

Volunteer  band  of  10 
members,  4  boys  and  6  girls.  Five  mission  study  classes  with  enrollment 
of  65.  98%  of  student  body  are  professing  Christians.  At  least  16  look- 
ing forward  to  definite  Christian  work. 

Monmouth.  Y.  W.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  strong  factors  in  college  life. 
Seminary  Band  of  16  members  and  Student  Volunteer  Band  of  12  mem- 
bers are  active.  97%%  of  student  body  are  professing  Christians.  The 
indications  are  that  4  or  5  of  present  senior  class  will  enter  the  ministry, 
others  will  enter  lines  of  definite  Christian  service. 

Muskingum.  Year  just  closed  was  marked  by  deepest  religious 
life  which  the  college  has  known  in  recent  years.  The  Christian  Associa- 
tions embracing  practically  all  the  student  body  have  been  unusually 
active  and  successful.  In  February,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Alvin  Orr,  D.  D.,  the  most  remarkable  week  of  spiritual  power  the  college 
has  ever  known  was  enjoyed.  But  2  students  in  the  collegiate  and  6  in 
other  departments  are  non-professing  Christians.

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Assembly's  Report  on  Education. 


Your  Committee  on  Education  would  respectfully  report  that  we 
have  considered  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Memorial 
from  Chicago  Presbytery  in  reference  to  investigating  the  advisability  of 
providing  religious  education  at  Gary,  Ind.,  in  connection  with  the  pub- 
lic school  system. 

1.  The  Board  of  Education  during  the  last  year  has  received  and 
disbursed  $31,010.61  provided  from  the  budget,  which  is  $922.89  less  than 
received  the  previous  year.  To  the  colleges  and  theological  seminaries 
$24,852.39  has  been  paid  during  the  last  year,  out  of  this  sum  received 
from  the  budget.    The  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  year  were  $6,307.15. 

The  endowment  for  the  Bible  Chairs  now  amounts  to  $21416.15.  Of 
this  amount  $17,708.98  has  been  raised  during  the  last  year. 

2.  The  work  of  the  Board  has  been  progressive.  Much  valuable 
information  has  been  secured  and  tabulated,  showing  the  educational 
work  of  the  church,  and  the  educational  conditions  prevailing  in  the  insti- 
tutions as  prosperous.  Our  institutions,  however,  must  be  provided  with 
larger  incomes  to  meet  the  additional  demands  made  upon  them  by  the 
people  of  the  church.  The  pressing  demand  now  made  upon  our  colleges 
is  for  additional  instruction  in  the  Bible  and  related  subjects.  This 
seems  to  be  the  demand  that  first  must  be  satisfied,  and  your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  press  forward  as 
rapidly  as  possible  the  completion  of  the  endowment  for  Bible  Chairs  in 
our  colleges,  and  that  the  whole  church  be  urged  to  give  liberally  to 
this  endowment  fund,  and  the  completion  of  this  endowment  fund  be  the 
great  educational  endeavor  of  the  church  during  the  coming  year. 

3.  Under  the  charter  of  the  Board  of  Education  its  scope  of  work 
is  to  co-operate  with  the  presbyteries,  synods,  and  General  Assembly 
of  the  church  in  establishing  and  supporting  the  institutions  of  learning 
or  any  department  thereof  and  in  any  lawful  manner  to  aid  and  encour- 
age the  same.  We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed 
to  co-operate  with  any  of  the  presbyteries  or  synods  interested  in  the 

rol  of  our  colleges  or  seminaries  and  desiring  to  increase  the  endow- 
ments of  such  institutions  in  any  efforts  which  they  shall  make  within 
their  bounds  to  secure  subscriptions  to  the  endowment  funds  of  their  in- 
stitutions. 

4.  We  recommend  that  each    presbytery    be    directed    by  this 
ly  to  appoint  a  committee  on  education  with  which  the  Board  of 
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Education  and  the  college  and  theological  seminaries  may  confer  in  ad- 
vancing the  educational  work  of  the  church  and  securing  financial  sup- 
port for  such  institutions  of  the  church  and  encouraging  the  attendance 
of  the  young  people  upon  our  church  institutions. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Education  be  hereby  directed 
to  distribute  the  appropriation  from  the  church  budget  for  the  use  of 
the  colleges,  theological  seminaries,  and  the  Board  of  Education,  as  fol- 
lows: a.  That  $2000  each  be  paid  to  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Theological 
seminaries  conditioned  on  each  making  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Education 
of  its  financial  and  other  conditions;  b.  That  the  Board  of  Education  be 
allowed  the  maximum  sum  of  $6,000  for  its  annual  expense  for  the  year 
of  1915-16;  c.  That  the  balance  of  said  appropriation  be  distributed 
among  the  following  colleges:  Cooper,  Monmouth,  Muskingum,  Tarkio, 
and  Westminster  on  the  following  basis:  Three-fourths  of  the  said 
balance  be  paid  to  said  colleges  in  the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance, 
and  the  remaining  one-fourth  of  the  said  balance  be  paid  to  said  colleges 
on  a  comparative  basis  counting  first  the  aggregate  number  of  class 
hours  of  religious  instruction  actually  given  during  the  year  1915-16; 
and  second  the  service  rendered  the  church  represented  by  the  number 
of  men  entering  the  ministry  from  their  college  classes  1905-1914 
inclusive;  third,  on  the  Board's  estimate  of  the  adequacy  of  financial  and 
educational  policies  shown  by  exhibits  or  reports  submitted  by  the  col- 
leges to  the  Board  of  Education. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  memorial  from  Chicago  Presbytery 
asking  that  the  Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  investigate  fully 
the  opportunity  offered  in  religious  education  at  Gary,  Ind.,  and  else- 
where if  thought  best,  with  a  view  to  inaugurating  an  adequate  policy  for 
working  out  this  problem,  be  granted,  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Board  of  Education  report  its  findings  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

7.  We  recommend  that  no  action  of  the  Assembly  be  taken  on 
removing  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Education  from  Monmouth,  III.,  to 
Chicago,  111.,  as  a  change  of  location  of  the  office  of  the  Board  is  not  at 
this  time  advisable. 

8.  We  recommend  that  the  second  Sabbath  of  February,  1916,  and 
the  Wednesday  preceding  it  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer  in  our  col- 
leges, seminaries,  and  congregations,  for  the  out-pouring  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  upon  the  educational  institutions  of  the  church  and  upon 
Christian  education  in  general,  that  there  may  be  an  adequate  consecra- 
tion of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  service  and  leadership 
especially  in  the  ministry  and  in  missionary  life. 

And  we  also  recommend  that  the  subject  of  endowing  the  Bible 
Chairs  in  our  colleges  be  presented  on  those  days  by  the  pastors  to  their 
people  urging  them  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  their  colleges  in  this 
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matter  in  order  to  prepare  the  young  people  for  competent  Bible  teachers 
in  our  churches  and  schools. 

9.  We  recommend  the  annual  payments  by  the  Board  of  Education 
to  theological  students  be  as  follows: — To  first  year  students  not  to 
exceed  $150;  second  year  students,  $100;  third  year  students,  $50.  That 
no  money  shall  be  paid  to  the  students  of  the  first  year  who  during  the 
sessions  of  the  seminary  receive  compensation  for  preaching  on  Sabbath, 
nor  to  students  of  the  second  year  who  preach  for  compensation  more 
than  an  average  of  two  Sabbaths  a  month  during  the  seminary  session. 
And  no  money  shall  be  paid  to  any  student  who  holds  a  pastoral  charge 
or  engages  in  special  religious  work  such  as  will  interfere  with  his  duties 
in  the  seminary. 

10.  This  Assembly  declares  itself  as  favoring  the  academic 
recognition  by  public  school  authorities  for  academic  work  done  in  Bible 
study,  and  we  urge  standardizing  bodies  in  public  instruction  to  define 
the  conditions  under  which  academic  recognition  may  be  given  for 
academic  work  done  in  Bible  study.  We  recommend  that  churches  and 
Sabbath  schools  provide  for  such  Bible  instruction  and  allied  work  as 
will  prepare  them  to  bear  their  part  in  the  movement  looking  toward  the 
proper  functioning  of  the  church  and  the  public  school  in  religious 
education.

EDUCATIONAL  POLICY. 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1914. 


1.  That  the  Church  recognize  that  there  is  no  future  for  denom- 
inational education  unless  her  institutions  attract,  hold,  and  equip  in- 
tellectually as  well  as  spiritually  that  type  of  student  who  is  capable  of 
the  largest  social  service,  whether  in  lay  or  clerical  activities  of  life,  and 
that  the  Church,  therefore,  instruct  the  Board  of  Education  to  keep  this 
fact  ever  prominent  in  the  execution  of  its  educational  policy. 

2.  That  the  Church  concentrate  its  educational  effort  along  the 
particular  lines  which  will  contribute  most  to  the  progress  and  well  being 
of  her  members,  in  order  better  to  fit  the  Church  to  fulfil  her  mission  of 
individual  and  social  salvation.  To  this  end  we  propose  that  our  col- 
legiate institutions  be  of  high  educational  standards,  having  faculties  of 
recognized  intellectual  leaders,  laying  emphasis  upon  the  noblest 
Christian  ideals,  maintaining  strong  departments  of  Biblical  Literature, 
and  aggressively  active  in  the  educational  life  of  the  day. 

3.  That  the  Church  investigate  tfie  whole  field  of  education  with 
a  view  to  assuring  the  use  of  wise  methods  in  her  institutions  and  the 
maintenance  of  high  scholastic  standards;  and  in  order  that  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  every  part  of  her  constituency  may  be  met. 

4.  That  the  Church  establish  a  central  endowment  for  the 
stimulus,  encouragement,  and  care  of  its  educational  institutions,  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  pension  system  for  the  benefit  of  instructors. 

5.  That  the  Church  place  the  handling  and  distribution  of  its 
*  educational  monies  (i.  e.,  the  monies  received  from  the  regular  contribu- 
tions of  the  Church  for  educational  purposes)  in  the  care  of  some  one 
agency,  and  that  that  agency  be  its  Board  of  Education. 

6.  That  the  Church  on  behalf  of  her  educational  institutions  open 
for  them  an  approach  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  through  the  Sabbath 
Schools  and  Young  People's  societies  not  less  than  one  month  out  of 
twelve. 

7.  That  the  Church  follow  up  the  large  proportion  of  her  youth 
who  attend  other  than  her  own  institutions  with  a  view  to  retaining  and 
strengthening  their  interest  in  her  activities  and  to  enlisting  their  service 
in  her  behalf. 

8.  That  the  Church  make  the  Board  of  Education  its  principal 
agent  in  the  execution  of  the  above  policy. 
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Your  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Education  would  respectfully 
report  as  follows: 

Seven  papers  have  been  placed  in  our  hands  for  consideration. 
They  are  the  following:  (1)  The  Report  of  the  Board;  (2)  A  memorial 
from  the  Directors  of  Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary  asking  for  three 
things — (a)  an  increase  in  the  amount  granted  from  the  Beneficiary 
Fund  of  the  Board  for  theological  students  of  the  first  and  second  years; 
(b)  a  change  in  the  rule  of  the  Board  in  reference  to  aid- for  students 
who  are  not  college  graduates;  (c)  the  apportionment  of  aid  to  theologi* 
cal  seminaries  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  United  Presbyterian  students 
in  attendance.  (3)  Three  memorials  from  the  Presbyteries  of  Philadel- 
phia, Allegheny,  and  Des  Moines,  respectively,  asking  that  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Board  of  Education  be  moved  to  Chicago,  Illinois;  (4)  A 
memorial  from  the  Presbytery  of  Beaver  Valley  opposing  the  change  of 
Board  headquarters  from  Monmouth  to  Chicago;  (5)  A  memorial  from 
the  Presbytery  of  Allegheny  asking  that  the  Board  make  special  provision 
for  the  education  of  young  Italians  wishing  to  enter  the  ministry. 


The  Report  of  the  Board  is  an  interesting  document  and  con- 
stains  much  valuable  information.  It  shows  that  substantial  progress  has 
-^been  made  in  the  work  and  plans  of  the  Board.  A  reading  of  it  gives 
2  us  some  conception  of  the  difficulty  confronting  our  educational  institu- 
tions because  of  their  inadequate  financial  support  and  the  competition 
"T  of  well-endowed  secular  and  state  institutions. 

Your  Committee  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  vital  importance  to 
^  our  denomination  of  a  broad,  generous,  unified  and  aggressive  educa- 
tional policy.  The  Board  is  worthy  of  all  commendation  for  the  earnest- 
/O  ness  and  efficiency  with  which  it  has  gathered  the  facts  concerning  the 
value  and  results  of  a  distinctively  Christian  education  and  for  the 
^  faithful  way  it  has  sought  to  inaugurate  a  well-defined  and  unified 
O  educational  policy  for  our  denomination.  It  is  the  conviction  of  your 
^Committee  that  the  Interdenominational  Campaign  for  Christian  educa- 
—  tion,  which  has  been  launched  by  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Educa- 
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tion,  promises  much  in  the  way  of  increased  information  as  to  the 
educational  needs  of  the  churches  and  consequently  promises  increased 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  colleges  and  enlarged  sacrifices  for  it.  This 
Campaign  deserves  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors. 

The  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  is  making  progress.  Cash  to 
the  amount  of  $9,654.54  has  been  received  during  the  year,  and  written 
pledges  for  $14,770  have  been  made. 

The  Board  distributed  $24,396.84  to  the  colleges  and  seminaries 
during  the  past  year.  Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
theological  students  the  draft  upon  the  beneficiary  fund  of  the  Board 
has  been  larger  than  before.  All  the  funds  of  the  Board  for  student  aid 
were  exhausted  and  a  loan  to  the  amount  of  $2,710.36  had  to  be  made. 

Your  Committee  would  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  General  Assembly  gratefully  acknowledges  the  good- 
ness and  guidance  of  the  Lord  in  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education 
during  the  past  year. 

2.  That  the  General  Assembly  expresses  its  gratification  with 
the  progress  made  toward  the  completion  of  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment 
Fund  and  urges  the  Board  to  press  this  work  vigorously  and  to  complete 
the  amount  as  soon  as  possible. 

3.  That  the  Assembly  expresses  its  approval  of  the  Interdenomi- 
national Campaign  for  Christian  education  and  heartily  commends  it  to 
all  our  pastors  and  people. 

4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  action  taken  last  year  asking  presby- 
teries to  appoint  committees  on  education,  it  be  suggested  to  presbyteries 
that  their  committees  on  training  young  men  be  directed  to  act  in  this 
capacity. 

5.  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  concentrate  its  effort  on  the 
work  of  securing  financial  maintenance  for  all  our  educational  institu- 
tions; and  that  the  Board  consider  carefully  whether  anything  can  be 
done  in  a  general  way  toward  meeting  the  yearly  deficits  of  our  institu- 
tions; and  that  the  Board  work  constantly  toward  an  adequate  endow- 
ment of  each  college  and  seminary  of  our  church. 

6.  That  in  answer  to  the  Presbytery  of  Allegheny  asking  that  the 
Board  be  directed  to  set  apart  $300  per  year  for  the  education  of  young 
Italians  wishing  to  enter  the  ministry,  we  recommend  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Board,  and  it  be  authorized  to  use  its  own  discretion 
in  reference  to  each  case  brought  before  it. 
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7.  In  answer  to  the  memorial  from  the  Directors  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh Theological  Seminary  we  recommend: 

(a)  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  amount  granted  from 
the  beneficiary  fund  of  the  Board  to  theological  students  was  in- 
creased by  the  last  Assembly,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
beneficiary  fund  was  heavily  overdrawn  last  year,  the  request  for 
another  increase  this  year  be  not  granted. 

(b)  Regarding  the  request  that  the  Board  of  Education  re- 
scind its  rule  refusing  aid  to  theological  students  who  are  not  col- 
lege graduates,  we  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  con- 
sider this  rule  in  general  a  good  and  wise  one,  but  it  recommends 
that  the  Board  consider  exceptional  cases  upon  their  merits  and 
exercise  its  own  judgment  as  to  the  wisdom  of  giving  or  withhold- 
ing aid. 

(c)  Regarding  the  request  that  the  Education  Fund  allot- 
ted to  the  seminaries  be  divided  according  to  the  number  of 
United  Presbyterian  students  in  each  of  the  two  institutions,  we 
recommend  that  the  request  be  not  granted,  and  that  the  rule  of 
last  year  be  adhered  to  and  the  money  be  equally  divided  between 
the  two  theological  schools. 

8.  In  answer  to  the  memorials  concerning  the  removal  of  the 
headquarters  of  the  Board  of  Education  from  Monmouth  to  Chicago,  we 
recommend: 

(a)  That  the  request  of  Beaver  Valley  Presbytery  against 
this  removal  be  refused. 

(b)  That  the  request  of  Philadelphia,  Allegheny  and  Des 
Moines  Presbyteries  be  granted. 

(c)  That  the  Board  of  Education  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  remove  its  headquarters  from  the  City  of  Monmouth, 
Illinois,  to  the  City  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  as  soon  as  may  be  con- 
venient. 

9.  That  the  General  Assembly  affirm  the  following  as  a  rule, 
namely,  that  in  electing  members  of  the  Board  of  Education,  members 
of  the  faculties  of  our  colleges  and  seminaries  shall  not  be  considered 
eligible  to  membership  on  the  Board. 

10.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  has 
provided  for  some  religious  instruction  in  connection  with  the  public 
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school  system  of  Gary,  Indiana,  the  Board  of  Education  is  discharged 
from  further  consideration  of  the  Gary  Plan. 

11.  That  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  two  months 
in  which  to  present  its  interests  before  the  Sabbath  schools  be  not 
granted,  but  that  the  arrangement  of  the  last  two  years  be  continued  by 
which  the  Board  of  Education,  through  arrangement  with  the  secretaries 
of  the  other  boards,  receives  one  month  for  its  Sabbath  school  propa- 
ganda. 

12.  That  as  heretofore,  the  second  Sabbath  of  February,  1917, 
and  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Sabbath,  be  observed  as  Days 
of  prayer  in  all  our  colleges,  seminaries,  and  congregations,  and  that 
earnest  prayer  be  made  for  the  outpouring  of  God's  Spirit  upon  these 
institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  the  consecration  of  our  youth 
to  the  activities  of  Christian  leadership,  especially  in  the  ministry  and 
missionary  life. 

13.  That  the  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board 
cf  Education  be  divided  as  follows: 

For  the  administration  and  extension  work  of  the 
Board,  $6,000. 

That  the  sum  of  $4,000  be  given  to  the  theological  semin- 
aries, $2,000  going  to  each. 

That  the  sum  of  $20,000  be  divided  among  the  colleges  in 
the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance,  the  definition  of  the  word 
"collegiate"  being  the  same  as  used  last  year  and  reported  to  the 
1915  Assembly. 

Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be 
used  at  its  discretion  to  cover  the  debt  of  the  beneficiary  fund  or 
to  meet  special  needs  in  the  colleges. 

As  the  terms  of  office  of  R.  D.  Kyle  as  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Board;  Prof.  Russell  Graham,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Graham,  and 
R.  L.  Wray,  Esq.,  expire  with  this  Assembly,  we  recommend  that  these 
vacancies  be  referred  to  the  Nominating  Committee  to  be  filled.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 


It  is  with  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  blessing  of  Almighty 
God  upon  the  great  work  committed  to  its  care,  that  the  Board  submits 
its  57th  annual  report  to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Board  is  able  to  report  real  progress  even  at  a  time  when 
all  Christendom  is  suffering  from  the  blighting  effects  of  the  appalling 
conflict  now  raging  in  Europe.  The  uncertainty  in  business  conditions 
as  well  as  changes  brought  about  by  this  war  has  made  the  pushing  of 
special  financial  campaigns  peculiarly  difficult. 

We  are  able  to  report  a  gratifying  increase  over  last  year  in  the 
total  number  of  our  students  of  theology,  and  a  proportionate  increase  in 
the  number  of  students  in  our  two  seminaries.  The  total  number  of 
United  Presbyterian  students  of  theology  this  year  is  82  as  compared  to 
72  last  year.  Our  seminary  enrollment  this  year  totals  95  as  compared 
to  75  last  year.  The  number  of  students  in  the  collegiate  departments 
of  our  colleges  this  year  is  1008  as  compared  to  1007  last  year. 

We  received  this  year  from  the  Missionary  and  Efficiency  Com- 
mittee and  one  congregation  sending  direct,  on  appropriation, 
$30,800.46,  as  against  $31,010.61  from  the  same  sources  last  year.  We 
received  this  year  from  congregations,  Sabbath  schools,  Young  People's 
societies  and  individuals,  for  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  $9,654.54 
in  cash,  and  $14,770  in  the  form  of  written  pledges,  an  increase  of 
$2,795.56  over  the  amount  received  last  year  for  the  same  purpose.  The 
sources  of  the  amount  received  this  year  for  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment 
are  as  follows:  from  congregations,  $900.28;  from  Sabbath  schools, 
$2,876.38;  from  Young  People's  societies,  $1,168.79;  and  from  individuals, 
$19,479.19.    $267.83  was  received  this  year  from  former  beneficiaries. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  a  notable  development  of  inter- 
denominational co-operation  and  comity  thru  the  activities  of  the 
Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education  and  the  Association  of  American 
Colleges.  State  and  secular  institutions  of  higher  learning  have  long 
been  organized  for  effective  co-operation;  now  that  the  educational 
forces  of  the  churches  are  organizing,  we  may  expect  the  cause  of  Chris- 
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tian  education  to  receive  larger  consideration,  not  only  from  the  church, 
but  from  the  country  at  large. 

Relatively  speaking,  the  financial  condition  of  our  colleges  has  not 
improved  over  that  of  last  year.  State  universities,  backed  by  the  un- 
limited resources  of  the  state,  and  non-sectarian  colleges  and  universities, 
backed  by  the  great  educational  foundations,  are  rapidly  forging  ahead; 
educational  standards  of  every  kind  are  being  raised  faster  than  our 
institutions  are  able  to  raise  theirs  because  of  lack  of  funds.  For 
example : 

The  productive  endowment  of  Monmouth  College  is  $257,647,  while 
Knox  College,  Monmouth's  nearest  neighbor,  is  just  completing  a  cam- 
paign bringing  its  endowment  up  to  the  $1,000,000  mark.  The  University 
of  Illinois  receives  annually  from  the  state  over  $2,500,000  for  current 
expenses  and  buildings,  which  is  equivalent  to  the  income  from  an  endow- 
ment of  $50,000,000. 

The  productive  endowment  of  Tarkio  is  $150,383,  while  Park  and 
Central,  Tarkio's  leading  college  competitors,  according  to  the  last  avail- 
able reports,  have  endowments  of  $453,876  and  $225,000  respectively. 
The  University  of  Missouri  receives  annually  from  the  state  over 
$1,311,000  for  current  expenses  and  buildings,  which  is  equivalent  to  the 
income  from  an  endowment  of  $26,000,000. 

The  productive  endowment  of  Cooper  College  at  the  present  time 
is  $130,622,  while  Southwestern  and  Emporia,  Cooper's  two  leading  com- 
petitors, according  to  the  last  available  reports,  have  endowments  of 
$120,000  and  $233,829  respectively.  The  University  of  Kansas  receives 
annually  from  the  state  over  $630,000  for  current  expenses  and  buildings, 
which  is  equivalent  to  the  income  from  an  endowment  of  $12,600,000. 

The  endowment  of  Muskingum  College  is  $119,649,  while  Marietta 
and  Wooster,  Muskingum's  two  leading  college  competitors,  according  to 
the  latest  available  reports,  have  endowments  of  $590,743  and  $1,173,322 
respectively.  Ohio  State  University  receives  annually  from  the  state 
over  $1,130,000  for  current  expenses  and  buildings,  which  is  equivalent 
to  the  income  from  an  endowment  of  $22,600,000. 

The  endowment  of  Westminster  is  $458,423,  while  Allegheny 
College,  and  Washington  and  Jefferson,  Westminster's  leading  college 
competitors,  have  endowments  of  $1,006,142  and  $900,946  respec- 
tively. Pennsylvania  State  College  receives  annually  from  the  state  and 
private  endowments  $947,309,  for  current  expenses  and  buildings,  which 
is  equivalent  to  the  income  from  an  endowment  of  $18,940,000. 

These  facts  but  indicate  the  upward  trend  in  the  educational  world 
and  point  out  unmistakably  the  responsibility  of  our  church  for  getting 
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behind  her  colleges  in  an  effective  and  large  way.  The  church  should 
furnish  sufficient  annual  appropriations  for  current  expenses,  in  order  to 
allow  the  Board  and  the  colleges  opportunity  to  build  up  endowment 
funds  to  adequate  proportions.  The  development  of  state  and  non-sectar- 
ian colleges  has  been  so  rapid  within  recent  years  that  we  have  not  been 
able  to  keep  pace  with  them.  The  church  must  be  brought  to  recognize 
much  more  than  she  yet  has,  the  missionary  value  of  these  institutions. 
We  are  dependent  upon  them  for  our  church  leadership — ministerial,  mis- 
sionary and  lay. 

The  opportunity  presented  when  the  General  Assembly  provided 
that  at  least  one  month  of  each  year  should  be  set  aside  in  which  the 
Board  of  Education  could  set  forth  before  our  Sabbath  schools  the  claims 
of  Christian  education,  has  already  resulted  in  great  good.  A  direct 
approach  is  offered  whereby  the  educational  privileges  and  advantages 
offered  by  the  church  in  her  own  institutions  can  be  regularly  and 
effectively  presented  to  prospective  students  and  their  parents.  The 
development  of  plans  to  connect  up  the  young  people  in  our  Sabbath 
schools  with  our  Christian  colleges  and  seminaries  will  have  a  direct 
bearing  on  solving  our  problem  of  securing  an  adequate  leadership  for 
the  church.  The  church  would  do  well  to  allow  the  Board  of  Education 
at  least  two  months  each  year  for  this  purpose. 

SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND  OF  CHRISTIAN  LEADERSHIP 

Our  church  in  America  is  today  ten  per  cent,  short  of  ministerial 
leaders.  According  to  the  minutes  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  our 
denomination  had  in  America  193  pastorless  congregations,  representing 
approximately  15,000  communicants.  In  this  fact  is  to  be  found  one  of 
the  reasons  why  our  church  has  not  been  able  to  reach  her  ideal  of  25,000 
souls  for  Christ  and  $1,000,000  for  missions  in  one  year.  "Whom  shall 
T  send,  and  who  will  go  for  us?"  is  the  "master  problem"  of  the  church. 
Much  prayer  from  the  church  has  been  ascending  to  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  that  He  would  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest.  These  prayers 
are  being  answered,  but  we  need  to  continue  our  supplications  and  our 
efforts  not  only  until  sufficient  numbers  of  our  youth  come  forward  for 
present  needs,  but  until  an  adequate  supply  continues  to  come  forward  to 
fill  up  depleted  ranks  and  occupy  new  stations. 
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The  Christian  college  has  had,  and  is  having,  a  big  part  in  training 
the  leadership  of  the  church,  and  the  church  should  therefore  more  and 
more  recognize  its  value  as  a  missionary  agency.    That  our  church  has 
been  almost  wholly  dependent  upon  Christian  colleges,    the  following 
charts  show:

It  will  be  noted  that  86.1%  of  the  1,036  ministers  concerning  whom 
we  secured  reports  have  been  graduated  from  the  Christian  college.  In 
noting  that  25.5%  of  our  ministers  are  from  Christian  colleges  other 
than  our  five,  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  considerable  number  who 
graduate  from  our  colleges  go  into  the  ministry  of  other  churches. 
Among  the  5.7%  listed  as  "not  college  graduates"  are  many  who  have 
had  some  college  training. 
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THE  BIBLE  CHAIR  CAMPAIGN 

The  General  Assembly  of  1915  directed  the  Board  of  Education  to 
press  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible  the  completion  of  the  endowment  for 
the  Bible  Chairs  in  our  colleges,  that  the  whole  church  be  urged  to  give 
liberally  to  this  endowment  fund,  and  that  the  completion  of  this  fund 
be  the  great  educational  endeavor  of  the  church  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  has  sought  to  carry  out  this  instruction.  A  systematic 
advertising  campaign  in  our  church  papers  in  the  interests  of  this  work 
has  been  carried  forward.  $12,505  has  been  received  this  year  in  the 
form  of  cash  or  written  pledges  as  a  direct  result  of  this  advertising. 
We  regard  the  indirect  results  of  even  greater  value.  Circular  letters 
and  leaflet  literature  outlining  the  plan  for  establishing  the  proposed 
Bible  chairs  and  asking  for  co-operation,  were  sent  out  to  certain  indi- 
viduals in  the  church.  In  addition,  the  secretary  has  given  as  much  of 
his  time  as  he  was  able  (about  one-half)  to  field  work  in  the  interests  of 
the  Bible  chair  project. 

Not  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  seed  sown  has  had  time  to  bring 
forth  fruit.  Enough  results,  however,  have  been  achieved  to  convince  us 
that  the  methods  used  were  wise  and  that  the  plan  to  give  the  study  of 
God's  Word  a  larger  and  more  significant  place  in  our  colleges  appeals 
strongly  to  our  people. 

$9,654.54  has  been  paid  in  cash  during  this  year  into  the  Bible 
Chair  Endowment  Fund.  $14,770  has  been  received  this  year  in  the  form 
of  written  pledges.  Of  the  cash  received  this  year,  the  Young  People's 
Christian  Union  paid  $1,168.69  on  their  $5,000  pledge,  leaving  the  sum  of 
$326.41  yet  unpaid.  It  has  been  brought  to  our  knowledge  that  the  Bible 
Chair  Endowment  Fund  has  been  remembered  in  a  will  to  the  extent  of 
$1,000.  Many  have  given  verbal  pledges  as  to  the  amount  they  are 
planning  to  contribute  as  soon  as  they  can  arrange  to  do  so.  The  total 
of  the  verbal  pledges  received  this  year  was  $6,200.  The  work  of 
securing  funds  was  retarded  somewhat  by  the  fact  that  the  Secretary 
was  laid  aside  from  active  service  by  illness  for  about  one  month  during 
the  year. 

The  total  amount  received  to  date  in  the  form  of  cash  or  written 
pledges  toward  the  $200,000  fund  necessary  adequately  to  endow  a  Bible 
chair  in  each  of  our  five  colleges  is  $50,091.10.  In  addition,  the  Board 
has  been  given  definite  verbal  pledges  to  the  amount  of  $7,600.  This 
does  not  take  account  of  the  considerable  number  who  have  signified  their 
intention  to  contribute,  but  who  have  not  yet  stated  the  amount  they  are 
planning  to  give.    The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  fund:

The  funds  that  have  been  paid  in  have  been  promptly  invested  and 
the  income  received  has  been  used,  with  the  consent  of  the  donors,  in 
pushing  forward  the  campaign  for  securing  the  balance  of  the  funds 
needed.  The  exact  distribution  of  this  income  will  be  seen  by  an  exam- 
ination of  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent  Funds  of 
the  Board,  which  is  a  part  of  this  report. 

It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Board  that  the  Bible  chair  in  each  col- 
lege will  be  established  just  as  soon  as  the  necessary  endowment  for  the 
support  of  each  one  becomes  available. 

The  Board  is  now  in  a  better  position  to  push  this  campaign  to 
a  successful  conclusion  than  ever  before.  The  church  is  better  acquainted 
with  the  plan  and  the  Board  is  in  close  touch  with  the  church  thru  its 
publicity  work. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  leading  denominations,  including 
the  Presbyterian  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Presbyterian  in  the 
United  States,  the  Methodist  Episcopal,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  South, 
and  the  Northern  Baptist,  are  also  endeavoring  to  bring  the  standards  in 
the  departments  of  Bible  and  religion  in  their  colleges  up  to  those  main- 
tained in  the  other  and  more  secular  courses  of  instruction.  It  will  be  a 
great  day  for  Christianity  when  every  one  of  the  three  hundred  or  more 
Christian  colleges  in  the  United  States  places  as  great  emphasis  upon  the 
study  of  the  Bible  and  allied  subjects  as  upon  English  literature,  secular 
history,  sciences,  mathematics,  languages,  etc.  The  effect  upon  the  state 
and  secular  universities  as  well  as  upon  our  public-school  system  will  be 
tremendous. 

The  establishment  of  these  proposed  Bible  chairs  will  give  our  de- 
nominational colleges  a  more  distinctive  character  and  will  enable  them 
to  appeal  more  effectively  to  the  constituency  of  the  church. 


The  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education,  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives from  seventeen  leading  protestant  denominations,  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Association  of  American  Colleges,  composed  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty  leading  colleges  and  universities,  the  great  majority  affiliated 
with  the  denominations  represented  in  the  membership  of  the  Council  of 
Church  Boards  of  Education,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Chicago,  January 
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19-22,  1916,  launched  a  special  campaign  in  the  interests  of  Christian 
education. 

The  scope  and  object  of  this  campaign  has  been  defined  by  the 
Council  in  a  resolution,  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  First,  that  we  define  it  as  the  compre- 
hensive purpose  of  the  proposed  campaign  to  secure  recog- 
nition and  practical  acceptance  by  the  Christian  forces  of 
the  country  of  the  two  fundamental  principles;  viz.  that  re- 
ligion is  an  essential  part  of  education,  and  that  education 
is  necessary  to  the  adequate  achievement  of  the  aims  of  the 
Christian  religion. 

"Second,  that  we  recognize  that  in  the  addresses  made 
and  literature  issued  in  connection  with  this  campaign 
these  principles  will  require  to  be  affirmed  and  defended  in 
their  full  scope;  and  that  the  importance  of  religious  edu- 
cation within  the  home  and  in  the  church,  and  exertion  of 
the  influences  of  religion  in  connection  with  education  of 
all  kinds,  whether  under  private  or  public  auspices,  will  de- 
mand exposition  and  enforcement  and  also  that  denomina- 
tional and  local  conditions  must  determine  to  a  considerable 
extent  the  precise  emphasis  which  shall  be  laid  on  different 
occasions  on  the  various  phases  of  the  whole  subject. 

"Third,  that  in  the  interest  of  concentration  with  a 
view  to  effectiveness,  we  judge  it  expedient  that  the  pri- 
mary objective  of  this  campaign  be  the  recognition  of  the 
permanent  necessity  of  higher  education  under  distinctly 
Christian  auspices  and  influence,  and  the  deepening  of  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  the  Christian  people  of  the  country  in 
those  colleges  and  other  institutions  of  higher  learning 
which  by  their  Christian  character  are  specially  adapted  to 
the  development  of  the  leaders  of  the  church  and  in  the 
christianizing  of  all  higher  education." 

Dr.  George  Franklin  Ream,  Religious  Work  Secretary  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Board  of  Education,  has  been  chosen  temporary 
secretary  for  this  campaign. 

The  immediate  objective  of  the  campaign  is  twofold:  (1)  to 
gather  facts  with  which  to  impress  the  fundamental  importance  of 
Christian  education;  and  (2)  to  use  such  facts  as  a  means  of  impressing 
upon  selected  communities  the  importance  of  Christian  education,  and  as 
a  means  of  demonstrating  the  wise  and  effective  method  of  impressing 
the  facts  upon  the  people.  These  two  lines  of  activity  are  being  carried 
forward  at  the  same  time. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  interdenominational  conferences  and 
exhibit  demonstrations  on  Christian  education  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education  will  be  held  at  Wilkes-Barre,

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Penna.,  June  8-11,  1916.  The  facts  gathered  and  presented  in  these 
exhibits  and  the  result  of  these  conferences  will  be  given  to  the  churches 
participating,  for  wide  distribution  among  their  constituencies.  It  is 
hoped  thus  to  awaken  the  church  to  a  new  sense  of  the  importance  of 
Christian  education,  and  secure  not  only  greater  comity  and  co-operation 
among  the  organizations  promoting  the  educational  interests  of  the 
church,  but  secure  greater  numbers  of  students  and  larger  financial 
support  for  the  educational  institutions  of  the  church. 

Much  of  this  publicity  work  will  be  carried  forward  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education,  especially  the 
preparation  of  material.  Plans  for  the  follow-up  effects  will  be  worked 
out  largely  by  each  denomination  along  suitable  lines.  At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board,  at  which  were  present  representatives  from  prac- 
tically all  our  educational  institutions,  plans  were  agreed  upon  for  active 
participation  in  this  campaign  by  our  educational  forces. 

It  is  believed  that  this  union  of  effort  in  the  promotion  of  Chris- 
tian education  on  the  part  of  the  educational  forces  of  the  seventeen 
denominations  represented  in  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education 
will  be  of  tremendous  import  to  the  church  of  Christ  as  plans  are 
developed  from  year  to  year. 


thirty  of  the  young  people  of  college  age  is  in  any  college 
or  university.  There  are  thirty-four  colleges  and  univer- 
sities in  the  New  England  States,  but  this  is  only  one 
institution  to  every  17,600  young  people  who  are  of  col- 
lege age.  In  the  States  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
Pennsylvania,  9.7%  of  the  population  are  of  college  age,  but 
only  one  out  of  every  57  of  that  age  is  in  any  institution. 
There  are  eighty-one  colleges  and  universities  in  these  states, 
but  this  is  only  one  institution  for  every  23,000  young  people 
who  are  of  college  age.    And  so  on  thru  the  entire  list. 

The  facts  presented  in  the  foregoing  chart  very 
forcefully  answer  the  contention  of  some  that  there  are 
too  many  colleges  in  this  country.  It  shows  that  there  is  a 
great  multitude  of  our  young  people  of  college  age  in  the 
United  States  who  are  not  enrolled.  This  fact  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  the  church.  The  securing  of  a  larger  enrollment  is 
one  of  the  fundamental  services  at  the  very  beginning  of 
our  task. 

The  church  has  led  the  way  in  this  country  in  de- 
veloping a  trained  Christian  leadership  for  both  church  and 
state.  The  church  must  continue  to  emphasize  the  impor-  I 
tance  of  development  of  Christian  character  in  our  schools 
and  the  place  the  religious  element  must  have  in  all 
education. 
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CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  COLLEGES  AND  SEMINARIES 

The  Loveland  General  Assembly  directed  the  Board  of  Education 
to  co-operate  with  any  of  the  presbyteries  or  synods  interested  in  the 
control  of  our  colleges  and  seminaries,  and  desiring  to  increase  the 
endowments  of  such  institutions,  in  any  efforts  which  they  shall  make 
within  their  bounds,  to  secure  subscriptions  to  the  endowment  funds  of 
their  institutions. 

The  Board  has  received  no  requests  for  assistance.  It  stands  ready 
to  co-operate  as  directed,  whenever  its  aid  is  sought  or  desired,  altho 
it  does  not  desire  to  advise  in  such  matters  until  the  synods  or  presby- 
teries in  control  of  our  colleges  take  the  initiative.  All  central  educa- 
tion boards  have  found  this  policy  the  only  safe  one  to  pursue.  More- 
over, the  Board  believes  that  its  efforts  for  the  present  should  be  con- 
centrated on  the  speedy  completion  of  the  Bible  chair  endowment,  now 
more  than  one-fourth  attained,  before  taking  on  any  other  special  work. 

COMMITTEES  ON  EDUCATION 

The  1915  General  Assembly  directed  each  presbytery  to  appoint  a 
committee  on  education,  with  which  the  Board  of  Education  and  our 
colleges  and  theological  seminaries  may  confer  in  seeking  to  advance  the 
educational  work  of  the  church,  by  securing  financial  support  and  encour- 
aging the  attendance  of  the  young  people  upon  our  own  church  institu- 
tions. To  date  only  nineteen  presbyteries  have  notified  the  Board  of  the 
names  of  the  committees  appointed.  The  names  of  these  presbyteries  are 
as  follows:  Allegheny,  Beaver  Valley,  Brookville,  Chartiers,  Chicago, 
Gamett,  Illinois  Southern,  Indiana,  Iowa  Northwestern,  Kansas  City,  Keo- 
kuk, Kiskiminetas,  Lake,  Monmouth,  Monongahela,  Philadelphia,  Rock 
Island,  Westmoreland,  and  Wheeling. 

The  Board  has  not  been  able  to  make  much  use  of  these  commit- 
tees as  yet,  but  plans  to  secure  their  co-operation  as  the  interdenom- 
inational campaign  in  the  interests  of  Christian  education  develops.  We 
will  need  an  active  and  efficient  committee  in  every  presbytery,  and 
earnestly  hope  that  the  presbyteries  which  have  not  yet  appointed 
committees  will  do  so. 

Under  the  direction  of  committees  so  appointed  certain  of  our 
presbyteries  held  conferences  on  the  subject  of  Christian  education  dur- 
ing the  year.  Large  interest  was  created  and  good  results  are  being 
recorded. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

The  1915  General  Assembly  modified  former  rules  for  aiding 
theological  students  so  as  to  provide  that  the  annual  payments  to  first- 
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year  students  should  not  exceed  $150;  to  second-year  students,  $100; 
and  to  third-year  students,  $50.  It  was  provided  that  no  money  should 
be  paid  to  first-year  students  who  during  the  sessions  of  the  seminary 
receive  compensation  for  preaching  on  the  Sabbath;  nor  to  second-year 
students  who  preach  for  compensation  more  than  an  average  of  two 
Sabbaths  a  month  during  the  seminary  session;  nor  to  any  student  while 
holding  a  pastoral  charge  or  engaging  in  special  religious  work  such  as 
would  interfere  with  his  seminary  duties. 

The  Board  granted  aid  this  year  under  the  Assembly's  rules  to 
fifty-three  young  men  preparing  for  the  gospel  ministry  in  our  seminar- 
ies, as  compared  to  twenty-three  aided  last  year.  The  increase  in  the 
number  aided  has  been  partly  due  to  an  increase  of  twenty  in  the 
number  of  seminary  students,  and  partly  to  the  greater  liberty  allowed 
under  the  new  rules  in  the  matter  of  preaching. 

The  Board  aided  three  young  men  preparing  for  service  as 
medical  missionaries,  to  the  extent  of  $180  each.  One  of  these  men 
attended  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  one  the  Rush  Medical  College, 
and  one  was  serving  in  the  Cook  County  Hospital  as  an  interne.

Those  listed  as  undergraduates  are  under  written  contract  to 
complete  their  college  work  at  a  first-class  college  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time.  No  student  who  is  not  a  college  graduate  or  else  will- 
ing to  agree  to  complete  the  college  work  necessary  to  secure  an  A.  B. 
or  Ph.  B.  degree  within  a  reasonable  time,  has  been  aided. 
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$7,030  was  used  in  this  work  this  year  as  compared  to  $3,287  last 
year.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  there  was  a  balance  of 
$811.15  left  in  the  beneficiary  fund.  The  total  income  this  year  from 
the  beneficiary  endowment  has  amounted  to  $3,405.09.  Interest  on 
loans  and  proportionate  share  of  the  treasurer's  salary  chargeable  to 
this  fund  was  $139.84.  Thus  the  Board  has  found  it  necessary  to  bor- 
row $2,710.36  to  meet  the  demands  upon  this  fund. 

The  beneficiary  endowment  fund  now  amounts  to  $61,816.41. 
$267.83  was  added  this  year  by  collections  from  former  beneficiaries. 
The  income  from  the  beneficiary  endowment  fund  has  for  a  number  of 
years  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it,  with  a  small  bal- 
ance held  over  from  year  to  year.  The  Assembly  will  need  to  provide  a 
way  by  which  the  present  indebtedness  can  be  liquidated,  and  a  way  by 
which  such  heavy  demands  in  the  future  can  be  met. 

The  Board  felt  that  a  great  injustice  would  have  resulted  this  year 
if  aid  had  been  denied  when  the  money  for  the  aid  of  our  beneficiaries  was 
exhausted.  The  church  had  been  praying  for  more  men;  the  men  came 
forward;  the  church  had  promised  aid;  the  Board  felt  impelled  to  grant 
the  aid,  and  borrowed  money  to  do  so.  However,  the  Board  feels  con- 
strained to  say  to  the  Assembly  that  unless  special  provision  is  made  to 
liquidate  the  debt  so  incurred  and  provide  for  such  emergencies  in  the 
future,  the  Board  will  not  grant  aid  in  the  future  beyond  its  ability  to 
do  so  with  the  money  available  for  that  purpose. 

COLLEGE  AND  SEMINARY  AID 

According  to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  1915  General  Assembly,  the 
Board  has  distributed  $24,396.84  of  the  amount  received  this  year,  to 
the  five  colleges  and  two  seminaries.  To  each  of  the  seminaries  was 
paid  $2,000.  The  balance,  $20,396.84,  was  distributed  among  the  colleges 
as  follows:  Three-fourths  of  this  amount  ($15,297.63)  was  paid  to  the 
colleges  in  the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance,  the  definition  of  the

The  one-fourth  of  the  $20,396.84  ($5,099.21)  was  paid  to  the  col- 
leges on  a  comparative  basis  as  follows:  One-third  of  the  one-fourth 
on  the  basis  of  the  aggregate  number  of  class  hours  of  religious  instruc- 
tion given  during  the  college  year  1915-16,  the  term  "religious  instruc- 
tion" being  defined  as  instruction  in  the  English  Bible;  one-third  of  the 
one-fourth  on  the  basis  of  the  service  rendered  the  church  as  represented 
by  the  number  of  graduates  entering  the  ministry  from  the  college  classes 
1904  to  1913  inclusive;  and  one-third  of  the  one-fourth  on  the  basis  of 
the  Board's  estimate  of  the  adequacy  of  the  educational  and  financial 
policies  of  the  colleges  as  shown  by  exhibits  or  reports  submitted  by  them 
to  the  Board.  Financial  statements  furnished  the  Board  by  the  colleges 
for  the  college  year  1914-15  were  used  as  the  basis  of  calculation.  The 
distribution  of  the  one-fourth  is  shown  in  the  following  table.

REPORTS  OF  COLLEGES  AND  SEMINARIES. 

Many  important  facts  in  the  reports  of  the  institutions  have  been 
put  in  tabulated  form  in  order  that  they  may  be  more  convenient  for 
reference.    These  facts  will  be  found  on  the  opposite  page. 


RELIGIOUS  CONDITIONS  AND  ACTIVITIES. 

Cooper.  The  students  of  Cooper  College  have  enjoyed  one  of  the 
best  years  along  the  line  of  religious  activities  in  many  years.  This  was 
made  possible  by  the  large  number  of  persons  who  have  visited  the  col- 
lege and  spoken  along  the  line  of  "absolute  surrender."  Recently  some 
fifty  students  or  more  stood  up  and  testified  of  their  willingness  to  let 
Christ  have  absolute  sway  in  their  hearts.  The  Student  Volunteer  band 
has  been  active  and  is  growing  in  numbers.  The  Gospel  team  has  been 
busy  most  of  the  year.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  enrolled  all  the  girls  in  at- 
tendance this  year,  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  a  large  majority  of  the 
boys.  The  one  idea  which  has  been  held  before  the  students  the  entire 
year  and  which  has  resulted  in  so  much  good  is  the  idea  that  "every 
man's  life  is  a  plan  of  God." 

Monmouth.  The  religious  interest  has  been  good  and  the  religious 
organizations  active.  The  Christian  Associations — the  Y.  W.  with  120 
members  and  the  Y.  M.  with  over  70 — have  been  thoroly  alive.  Their 
weekly  meetings  have  been  well  attended.  The  young  men's  meetings 
have  had  an  average  thru  the  year  of  42.  Five  Gospel  teams  with  a 
total  of  24  men  have  been  maintained.  Seventy-seven  services  have 
been  conducted  in  24  congregations.  Twenty-three  of  these  meetings 
wart  on  the  subject  of  Christian  education.   Social  service  work  has  also 
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been  engaged  in  thruout  the  year,  a  class  of  Chinese,  one  of  Greeks,  and 
two  of  Mexicans  have  been  taught  weekly.  The  Volunteer  band  of  a 
dozen  has  been  an  active  influence.  In  March  this  organization  played 
host  to  a  Volunteer  convention  representing  the  colleges  of  central  and 
southern  Illinois.  In  March  also  the  college  enjoyed  for  a  week  the 
services  of  Dr.  W.  I.  Wishart  as  the  college  evangelist.  Monmouth  has 
at  present  some  15  students  in  various  theological  seminaries,  and  from 
the  present  senior  class  some  eight  or  ten  have  their  faces  toward  the 
ministry. 

Muskingum.  The  past  year  has  been  decidedly  the  best  the  col- 
lege has  ever  known.  The  Christian  Associations,  the  Volunteer  band 
and  the  Gospel  teams  have  been  more  active  and  powerful  than  ever  be- 
fore. The  Christian  spirit  has  permeated  the  entire  life  of  the  college. 
A  week  of  special  meetings  was  productive  of  remarkable  results  again 
this  year  as  last.  But  two  students  in  the  college  proper  and  but  six  in 
the  other  departments  are  not  professing  Christians.  The  Volunteer 
band  was  never  so  strong  as  now,  and  fifteen  young  men  from  the  grad- 
uating class  will  enter  the  ministry. 

Tarkio.  Missouri  has  been  without  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  student  secre- 
tary this  year.  This  has  limited  the  number  of  state  meetings  usually 
attended.  Tarkio  College  was  represented  both  at  the  Lake  Geneva  and 
Estes  Park  conferences  in  the  summer.  The  men  organized  a  Gospel 
team  early  in  the  year,  which  has  been  active  ever  since.  Dr.  Rankin, 
representing  Pittsburgh  Seminary,  Dr.  Wishart,  representing  Xenia 
Seminary,  and  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle,  also  from  Xenia  Seminary,  visited  Tarkio 
College  during  the  college  year.  The  Rev.  N.  J.  Calhoun  was  here  for  a 
week  under  the  direction  of  the  evangelistic  committee  of  the  Home 
Board.  Dr.  J.  Alvin  Orr  and  Mr.  Fred  C.  MacMillan  spent  parts  of  two 
days  with  the  students.  These  visits  were  productive  of  excellent 
spiritual  results. 

Westminster.  The  Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  have  been  even  stronger 
factors  in  the  college.  The  Volunteer  band  numbers  eleven.  Four  mis- 
sion study  classes  enrolled  more  than  100  students.  The  students  have 
extended  their  field  of  service.  A  Sabbath  school  at  Neshannock  Fall, 
meeting  each  Sabbath  afternoon,  has  been  organized  and  carried  on  all 
year.  Some  go  each  Sabbath  evening  to  Fay  to  help  in  a  Young  Peo- 
ple's meeting.  Our  students  go  out  frequently  to  take  charge  of  services 
and  speak  at  neighboring  churches.  They  organized  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in 
the  village  high  school  and  help  carry  it  on.  Dr.  Orr  was  with  us  a  week 
and  wag  used  of  God  in  bringing  many  to  open  unconditional  surrender 
to  Chriit 
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THE  GARY  PLAN  OF  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

Following  the  .instructions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1915,  the 
Board  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  opportunity  offered  at  Gary, 
Indiana,  for  the  religious  instruction  of  public  school  children. 

Our  investigations  have  opened  up  the  entire  question  of  the 
religious  education  of  school  children  and  has  revealed  a  number  of 
other  systems  under  trial  in  this  country  and  the  British  Dominion. 
Therefore,  the  Board  desires  to  continue  its  investigation  along  this  line, 
and  recommends  that  no  action  be  taken  as  regards  Gary  at  this  time. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
I. 

That,  as  heretofore,  the  second  Sabbath  of  February,  1917,  that 
is,  the  eleventh,  and  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Sabbath, 
that  is,  the  seventh,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer  in  all  our  colleges, 
seminaries,  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the  spirit  of  God 
upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  an  adequate  con- 
secration of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leadership,  especially 
in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

II. 

That  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  press  forward  as  rap- 
idly as  possible  to  the  successful  completion  of  the  campaign  for 
$200,000  for  the  adequate  endowment  of  Chairs  of  Bible  in  each  of  the 
five  colleges. 

III. 

That  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education,  to  prosecute  with  vigor  a  cam- 
paign of  education  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  setting  forth  to  the  peo- 
ple the  facts  which  prove  the  necessity  of  an  increased  emphasis  upon 
Christian  education  by  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  more  espe- 
cially to  create  an  atmosphere  in  which  it  will  be  possible  more  easily  to 
turn  the  minds  of  parents  and  students  toward  our  own  colleges  and 
seminaries  and  the  minds  of  our  people  of  means  to  the  necessity  of 
supporting  our  educational  institutions  financially. 

IV. 

That  the  plan  for  distribution  of  educational  funds  be  the  same 
for  the  year  1916-17  as  adopted  by  the  1915  Assembly  for  the 
yt«r  1016-16. 
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V. 

That  the  General  Assembly  grant  the  Board  of  Education  the 
privilege  of  two  months  in  which  to  present  the  subject  of  Christian 
education  before  the  Sabbath  schools  of  the  church,  instead  of  one 
month,  as  has  been  done  for  the  last  two  years. 

VL 

That,  in  order  to  provide  sufficient  money  for  aiding  our  theolo- 
gical and  medical  mission  students  under  the  rules  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, the  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Education  be  made  seven  and  one- 
half  (IV2)  per  cent,  an  increase  of  three-fourths  of  one  per  cent  over  the 
appropriation  for  the  last  year. 

vn. 

That  the  General  Assembly  approve  the  plans  of  the  Council  of 
Church  Boards  of  Education  for  promoting  a  campaign  in  the  interests 
of  Christian  education,  as  herewith  reported.

EDUCATIONAL  POLICY 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1914. 


1.  That  the  Church  recognize  that  there  is  no  future  for  denom- 
inational education  unless  her  institutions  attract,  hold,  and  equip  in- 
tellectually as  well  as  spiritually  that  type  of  student  who  is  capable  of 
the  largest  social  service,  whether  in  lay  or  clerical  activities  of  life,  and 
that  the  Church,  therefore,  instruct  the  Board  of  Education  to  keep  this 
fact  ever  prominent  in  the  execution  of  its  educational  policy. 

2.  That  the  Church  concentrate  its  educational  effort  along  the 
particular  lines  which  will  contribute  most  to  the  progress  and  well  being 
of  her  members,  in  order  better  to  fit  the  Church  to  fulfil  her  mission  of 
individual  and  social  salvation.  To  this  end  we  propose  that  our  col- 
legiate institutions  be  of  high  educational  standards,  having  faculties  of 
recognized  intellectual  leaders,  laying  emphasis  upon  the  noblest  Chris- 
tian ideals,  maintaining  strong  departments  of  Biblical  Literature,  and 
aggressively  active  in  the  educational  life  of  the  day. 

3.  That  the  Church  investigate  the  whole  field  of  education  with 
a  view  to  assuring  the  use  of  wise  methods  in  her  institutions  and  the 
maintenance  of  high  scholastic  standards;  and  in  order  that  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  every  part  of  her  constituency  may  be  met. 

4.  That  the  Church  establish  a  central  endowment  for  the  stim- 
ulus, encouragement,  and  care  of  its  educational  institutions,  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  pension  system  for  the  benefit  of  instructors. 

5.  That  the  Church  place  the  handling  and  distribution  of  its 
educational  monies  (i.  e.,  the  monies  received  from  the  regular  contribu- 
tions of  the  Church  for  educational  purposes)  in  the  care  of  some  one 
agency,  and  that  that  agency  be  its  Board  of  Education. 

6.  That  the  Church  on  behalf  of  her  educational  institutions  open 
for  them  an  approach  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  through  the  Sabbath 
Schools  and  Young  People's  societies  not  less  than  one  month  out  of 
twelve. 

7.  That  the  Church  follow  up  the  large  proportion  of  her  youth 
who  attend  other  than  her  own  institutions  with  a  view  to  retaining  and 
strengthening  their  interest  in  her  activities  and  to  enlisting  their  service 
in  her  behalf. 

8.  That  the  Church  make  the  Board  of  Education  its  principal 
agent  in  the  execution  of  the  above  policy.

Report  on  Education 

Being  Assembly  Action,  taken  May  29,  1917 


Your  Committee  would  report  that  two  papers  have  been  placed 
in  our  hands, — First,  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education;  and  Second, 
the  Memorial  from  Cleveland  Presbytery  asking  that  steps  be  taken  to 
complete  the  Bible  Chair  Fund  this  year  in  connection  with  the  Four 
Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Protestant  Reformation. 

There  are  several  encouraging  and  commendable  things  mentioned 
in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education, — 

1 1 )  There  is  encouraging  increase  in  the  number  of  students  for 
the  ministry  in  our  two  theological  seminaries. 

(2)  There  is  a  wide  and  growing  interest  in  the  churches  in  general 
and  in  our  own  Church  in  particular  in  the  cause  of  Christian  education. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  effort  of  nearly  all  of  our  colleges  and  one  of 
our  seminaries  materially  to  increase  their  endowment.  And  in  this 
connection  we  would  commend  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  in 
proffering  its  services  to  the  various  institutions  to  co-operate  with  them 
in  their  efforts  to  increase  their  endowments;  and  for  the  service  it  has 
already  rendered  through  its  Secretary  to  Muskingum  College  in  her 
splendid  effort  to  raise  $500,000  for  endowment  and  buildings. 

(3)  We  note  with  pleasure  the  healthy  and  promising  condition  of 
our  various  institutions.  Muskingum  and  Cooper  have  reached  their 
highest  mark  in  enrollment.  Monmouth  is  near  her  highest  mark. 
The  attendance  is  above  the  average  in  most  of  our  other  educational 
institutions. 

( 4 )  We  note  with  pleasure  the  progress  of  the  Bible  Chair  Fund, 
$25,489.07  in  cash  and  written  pledges  having  been  added  to  the  fund 
this  past  year.  The  fund  now  totals  $73,729.76  in  cash  and  written 
pledges.  In  this  connection  we  would  commend  the  effort  of  our  Young 
People's  societies.  They  have  overpaid  their  $5,000  pledge  by  nearly 
$100. 
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(5)  We  find  the  financial  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  be 
clearly  and  accurately  made  by  certified  public  accountants. 

(6)  The  recommendations  of  the  Board  are  such  that  we  offer 
them  with  but  slight  modification  to  this  Assembly  for  its  adoption. 

We  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1918,  that  is— the  24th,  and 
the  Wednesday  preceding,  namely, — the  20th,  be  observed  as  days  of 
prayer  in  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring 
of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be 
an  adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  lead- 
ership, especially  in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life.  • 

2.  That  the  Memorial  from  Cleveland  Presbytery  that  steps  be 
taken  looking  to  the  completion  of  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  in 
connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  Four  Hundredth  Anniversary  of 
the  Protestant  Reformation,  be  granted. 

(a)  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  instructed  to  take  steps  at 
once  to  complete  the  Bible  Chair  Fund  in  connection  with  the  Quadricen- 
tennial  of  the  Protestant  Reformation,  October  28th,  1917. 

(b)  Inasmuch  as  this  is  an  appropriate  time  for  such  an  effort  and 
our  Young  People  have  already  contributed  more  than  their  pledged 
amount,  and  inasmuch  as  other  churches  are  planning  to  use  this  day 
for  a  similar  purpose,  we  would  recommend  further, — That  the  Board 
of  Education  prepare  a  form  of  service  and  other  suitable  literature,  to- 
gether with  special  subscription  blanks  for  this  fund;  and  that  every 
minister  of  our  Church  be  urged  to  preach  upon  some  phase  of  this  theme 
and  take  an  offering  and  receive  subscriptions  for  this  Bible  Chair  Fund 
on  that  day. 

3.  The  liberal  co-operation  of  our  whole  Church  with  Muskingum, 
Monmouth,  Tarkio,  and  Cooper  colleges,  the  Pittsburgh  Theological  Sem- 
inary and  the  other  institutions  of  our  Church  in  their  worthy  effort  to 
increase  their  endowment. 

4.  That  our  colleges  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion be  encouraged  to  enter  upon  a  systematic  program  covering  a  period 
of  years  to  so  increase  their  endowments  that  the  minimum  productive 
endowment  of  each  shall  equal  the  sum  of  one-half  million  dollars. 
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5.  That  the  plans  of  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education,  as 
set  forth  in  the  Board's  Report,  for  the  prosecution  of  a  Forward  Move- 
ment for  Christian  Education,  be  approved. 

6.  That  the  plans  for  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming 
into  the  hands  of  the  Board  during  the  year  1917-18  be  as  follows: — 

(a)  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the  Board  $6,000 

(b)  For  theological  seminaries — current  expenses — $1500  to  each  3,000 

(c)  For  beneficiary  aid  (if  not  all  needed,  the  balance  to  be  divided 

between  the  two  seminaries  equally):   1,000 

(d)  For  colleges — (current  expenses,  to  be  divided  in  the  ratio  of 

their  collegiate  attendance,  definition  of  the  word  "col- 
legiate" being  the  same  as  reported  to  the  Assembly  in 
1915)   20,000 

(e)  For  Missionary  and  Efficiency  Committee,  pro  rata  share  of 

administrative  expense,  approximately   405 

(f )  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be  used 

at  its  discretion  to  apply  toward  reduction  of  the  debt 
in  the  Beneficiary  Fund  or  to  meet  special  needs  which 
may  arise,  approximately   450 

7.  That  the  young  men  going  out  from  our  colleges  at  the  call  of 
their  country  be  made  special  subjects  of  the  prayers  of  the  Church,  that 
their  characters  may  be  kept  unsullied  and  that  their  lives  may  be  spared 
to  assume  places  of  leadership  in  the  Church  and  in  the  state. 

8.  That  owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  the  sacrificing 
and  tireless  efforts  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  that  the  Board  be 
authorized  to  increase  his  salary  from  $1800  to  $2000  a  year. 

9.  That  the  matter  of  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Education  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  for  its  action  at  this  Assembly. 

10.  That  we  urge  the  Board  of  Education  to  co-operate  with  the 
churches  and  pastors  where  the  State  colleges  and  universities  are  lo- 
cated and  in  which  our  young  people  may  be  in  attendance,  and  that  we 
request  the  ministers  to  send  to  the  pastors  in  these  educational  centers, 
through  the  Board  of  Education,  the  names  of  their  young  people  plan- 
ning attendance  at  such  institutions. 
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11.  That  owing  to  the  fact  many  of  the  young  men  now  in  our  col- 
leges will  next  fall  be  in  the  training  camps  or  at  the  front,  and  owing 
to  the  fact  that  following  the  war  there  will  be  such  a  demand  for  trained 
leadership  as  the  world  has  never  known,  we  recommend  that  pastors 
be  urged  to  present  these  facts  to  parents  and  to  the  young  men  of  their 
congregations  under  conscription  age  and  urge  upon  them  to  enroll  in 
our  colleges  this  fall. 

12.  That  the  matter  of  the  distribution  of  the  Bible  Chair  Endow- 
ment Fund  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education  without  recommenda- 
tion and  that  the  Board  be  directed  to  report  to  the  next  General  As- 
sembly.

Your  Board  of  Education,  in  submitting  this  report  of  the  work 
committed  to  its  care,  records  its  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  favor 
of  God  and  of  His  church.  The  year  just  closed  has  in  many  respects 
been  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  work. 

SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  church  is  now  more  fully  awake  to  the 
responsibilty  of  raising  up,  training  and  equipping  a  suitable  force  of 
ministers  and  missionaries  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  church,  and 
that  she  is  determined  to  maintain  fully  equipped  colleges  and  theological 
seminaries  of  approved  standards  for  the  purpose  of  training  her  leaders. 

A  comparison  of  last  year  with  this  year  in  the  matter  of  recruiting 
leaders  and  occupying  stations  in  America,  is  of  interest,  and  is  given 
herewith,  as  follows:

GENERAL  CONDITIONS  IN  EDUCATIONAL  WORLD 

The  Board  is  fully  convinced  that  few  matters  are  of  more  impor- 
tance right  now  than  careful  and  prayerful  planning  for  the  educational 
work  of  the  church.  All  of  the  great  denominations  of  the  United  States 
have  been  brought  face  to  face  with  the  fact  that  they  must  rise  and 
build  or  in  the  near  future  they  will  be  compelled  to  surrender  many  of 
their  institutions  that  have  been  bought  even  at  the  life's  blood  of  the 
faithful  fathers.  ; 
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State  and  secular  colleges  and  universities,  backed  on  the  one  hand 
by  the  wealth  of  the  State  and  on  the  other  by  great  educational  foun- 
dations, have  wrested  the  leadership  in  education  from  the  church 
colleges,  and  are  rapidly  forcing  upward  all  educational  standards. 
The  Church  recognizes  that  it  is  a  necessary  thing  to  keep  her  institu- 
tions abreast  with  the  very  best  in  so  far  as  their  peculiar  field  is  con- 
cerned. She  sees  where  through  a  more  highly  trained  leadership  she 
will  be  immensely  the  gainer,  though  she  might  welcome  a  little  more 
time  in  which  to  put  herself  in  a  state  of  educational  preparedness. 

The  following  amounts  are  now  being  sought  for  Christian  Educa- 
tion through  well  directed  campaigns  by  the  various  churches:  Presby- 
terian Church,  (U.  S.  A.),  $36,000,000;  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
(North),  $30,000,000,  of  which  $16,000,000  has  already  been  secured;  the 
Baptist  Church  (South),  $10,000,000;  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  $3,500,000, 
a  large  part  of  which  has  already  been  secured;  the  Baptist  Church 
(North),  $6,000,000;  the  Reformed  Church  of  America,  $1,250,000;  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church  (U.  S.),  $5,000,000. 

The  amounts  being  sought  by  the  educational  forces  of  our  own 
Church  amount  to  $1,400,000;  Muskingum  is  raising  $500,000  for  build- 
ings and  general  endowment;  Monmouth,  $250,000  for  additional  endow- 
ment; Tarkio,  $250,000  for  additional  buildings  and  endowment;  Cooper, 
$200,000  for  additional  buildings  and  endowment;  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, $200,000  for  the  establishing  of  endowed  Bible  Chairs  in  each 
of  our  five  colleges. 

Many  good  causes  automatically  assume  a  role  of  secondary  im- 
portance because  of  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  world 
war.  Not  so  that  of  Christian  Education.  In  the  midst  of  war,  next 
to  self  preservation,  we  must  exercise  ourselves  to  the  utmost  of  our 
strength  to  train  that  type  of  Christian  leadership  which  the  world 
stands  in  such  pressing  need  of  in  these  dreadful  days  and  which  only 
the  church  can  produce.  It  will  not  be  easy  to  catch  the  mind  of  the 
people  during  these  frenzied  times  in  world  finance  and  commerce  but 
we  must  strive  valiantly  early  and  late,  and  we  will  be  rewarded  by 
securing  the  sober  second  thought  of  our  people.  They  will  see  the  im- 
portance of  our  cause  both  to  Christ's  Kingdom  and  to  the  state,  and 
will  not  allow  these  life  giving  institutions  of  peace  to  lanquish  and 
die,  but  will  strive  mightily  till  they  are  built  up  to  a  point  of  secure 
strength. 

FORWARD  MOVEMENT  for  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

A  Forward  Movement  for  Christian  Education  is  under  way  in  this 
country  under  the  direction  and  inspiration  of  the  Council  of  Church 
Boards  of  Education,  and  with  the  sympathetic  co-operation  of  the  As- 
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sociation  of  American  Colleges.  The  Council  is  composed  of  two  repre- 
sentatives each  from  the  Boards  of  Education  of  the  eighteen  leading 
evangelical  denominations  in  this  country.  The  central  office  of  the 
Council  is  in  Chicago  and  Dr.  Robert  L.  Kelly,  formerly  president  of 
Earlham  College,  is  the  executive  secretary.  The  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Colleges,  whose  headquarters  are  also  in  Chicago,  comprises  in  its 
membership  215  colleges  and  universities,  and  is  independent  of  the 
Council  though  closely  identified  in  sympathy  of  purpose  and  aims;  the 
great  majority  of  its  members  being  under  the  care  of  constituent 
boards  of  the  Council. 

The  office  of  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Council  is  the  clearing 
house  for  information  for  the  boards  and  the  associated  colleges.  Valu- 
able data,  useful  to  all,  is  being  gathered  and  put  in  shape  for  the  use 
of  each  board  and  its  constituency.  In  this  way  great  economy  in 
gathering  material  is  realized,  as  well  as  far  more  and  better  data  se- 
cured. Order  is  being  brought  out  of  the  chaos  of  college  statistics,  and 
they  are  being  made  available  for  use.  Valuable  college  literature  is 
being  prepared  or  gathered  and  made  available  for  all,  also  valuable 
information  put  in  the  form  of  charts,  lantern  slides,  etc.  Information 
concerning  successful  methods  of  financing  institutions  is  available. 
Educational  surveys  are  being  carried  forward,  especially  as  they  relr-te 
to  the  place  and  function  of  the  typical  American  Christian  College. 

The  annual  meetings  in  Chicago  in  January  of  the  Council  of 
Church  Boards  of  Education,  the  Associatior.  of  American  Colleges  and 
the  Association  of  Church  Workers  in  State  Universities,  is  coming  to 
be  one  of  the  most  important  educational  conferences  in  this  country  and 
is  destined  to  wield  an  increasingly  larger  influence  in  the  development 
cf  the  educational  life  of  this  country.  Never  before  were  all  the  edu- 
cational forces  of  the  Protestant  Churches  working  in  such  close  har- 
mony. The  solidarity  and  the  progress  of  the  cause  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion is  thereby  assured  as  it  could  not  be  otherwise.  This  Forward  Move- 
ment for  Christian  Education  is  worthy  of  the  fullest  support  of  the 
Church. 

BIBLE  CHAIR  ENDOWMENT  CAMPAIGN. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1916,  following  up  the  action  of  the  two 
preceding  Assemblies,  urged  the  Board  to  vigorously  press  the  cam- 
paign for  the  $200,000  of  endowment  deemed  necessary  adequately  to 
endow  and  equip  a  strong  Bible  department  in  each  of  our  United  Pres- 
byterian colleges.  This  has  been  done  to  the  full  extent  of  the  funds 
available  for  the  prosecution  of  the  campaign  and  also  as  the  limited 
time  and  strength  of  the  Secretary  would  allow  in  connection  with  the 
other  work  of  the  Board.  Approximately  one-half  of  the  time  of  the 
Secretary  has  been  given  to  this  work. 
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During  the  past  year  $25,489.07  in  cash  gifts  and  written  pledges 
have  been  received,  as  over  against  $24,424.54  in  cash  and  written  pledges 
received  the  preceding  year.  But  $1,530  of  the  amount  received  this  year 
represents  pledges  paid  that  were  made  in  previous  years,  as  against 
$1,600  received  last  year  from  pledges  made  in  previous  years.  Hence, 
the  actual  gain  over  last  year  in  new  money,  cash  and  written  pledges, 
is  $1,134.53.  Whereas  last  year,  of  the  total  amount  received  $14,770 
was  in  the  form  of  written  pledges  and  $9,654.54  in  the  form  of  cash, 
this  year  $6,255  was  in  the  form  of  written  pledges,  $9,500  represents 
cash  gifts  on  which  annuities  are  to  be  paid,  and  $9,734.07  represents 
cash.    These  figures  give  undisputable  proof  of  progress. 

Of  the  cash  received  this  year,  $413.82  has  been  received  from  the 
Y.  P.  C.  U.,  thereby  overpaying  their  $5,000  pledge  to  the  Bible  Chair 
Fund  by  $87.41;  $265.20  was  from  congregations,  and  $57.25  from  Sab- 
bath schools.  The  balance  in  cash  and  written  pledges,  $18,497.80,  is 
from  individuals. 

The  funds  that  have  been  paid  in  have  been  promptly  invested  and 
the  greater  part  of  the  income  received  has  been  used,  with  the  consent 
of  the  donors,  in  pushing  forward  the  campaign  for  securing  the  balance 
of  the  funds  needed.  The  exact  distribution  of  the  income  will  be  seen 
by  an  examination  of  the  statements  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Permanent 
Funds  of  the  Board,  which  is  a  later  part  of  this  report.

The  Board  of  Education  is  persuaded  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  church  that  the  campaign  for  the  establishment  of  adequately  en- 
dowed and  equipped  Bible  departments  in  each  of  our  colleges  shall  be 
brought  to  a  successful  conclusion  at  a  very  early  date.  The  Board 
believes  that  the  church  is  ready  for  a  united  effort  to  pull  this  important 
proposition  across  in  one  big  final  enthusiastic  effort.  The  Board  there- 
fore expresses  the  hope  that  the  General  Assembly  will  see  fit  to  request 
the  churches  to  make  the  raising  of  a  fund  for  this  purpose  a  special 
feature  of  the  Luther  Celebration  this  October. 

On  October  31st,  1517,  Luther  nailed  his  ninety-five  theses  on  the 
door  of  the  castle  church  at  Wittenberg.    This  date  is  commonly  thought 
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of  as  the  beginning  of  the  Reformation  and  of  the  era  during  which  the 
Bible  has  become  the  Book  of  the  people  and  the  recognized  rule  of  faith 
and  practice  among  Protestant  peoples.  How  could  the  church  better 
celebrate  the  four-hundredth  anniversary  of  that  significant  event  than 
by  the  exalting  the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God?  The  endowment  of 
the  Bible  chairs  in  our  colleges  will  give  permanent  value  to  our  cele- 
bration, by  carrying  forward  the  work  Luther  began,  that  of  helping 
the  people  interpret  the  Bible  for  themselves. 

There  is  much  land  yet  to  be  possessed  in  the  matter  of  adequate 
Bible  instruction  in  the  schools  and  colleges  of  our  country.  This  is  true 
even  in  our  Christian  homes  and  Sabbath  schools.  It  is  of  utmost  im- 
portance to  the  church  that  our  colleges  should  be  sending  out  each  year 
hundreds  of  young  men  and  women  who  are  as  well  equipped  and  trained 
for  Bible  teaching  in  our  Bible  schools  as  they  are  to  go  into  our  public 
schools  to  teach  secular  subjects.  A  greatly  increased  emphasis  upon 
Bible  study  in  our  colleges  under  the  right  sort  of  Bible  teachers  will 
greatly  increase  the  number  of  young  men  and  women  who  will  volun- 
teer and  prepare  for  ministerial  and  missionary  service.  Moreover,  the 
development  of  the  Bible  department  and  the  emphasis  upon  preparation 
for  Christian  service  is  the  most  logical  grounds  for  expecting  to  rally 
the  church  to  the  adequate  support  of  her  colleges. 

The  church  college  is  the  only  institution  in  this  country  that  is 
absolutely  free  to  give  Bible  study  the  place  it  deserves  to  have  in  the 
education  of  our  youth.  A  very  great  responsibility  to  the  church  and 
to  the  state  therefore  rests  upon  the  church  college  to  discharge,  by  giv- 
ing Bible  study  and  preparation  for  Christian  service  a  large  place  in  its 
curriculum.  Pres.  W.  0.  Thompson,  of  Ohio  State  University,  ably  sup- 
ported this  view  "when  in  a  recent  address  he  said: 

"The  state  universities  will  never  be  the  centers  where  the 
teaching  of  the  highest  form  of  religion  will  be  the  character- 
istic feature.  If  the  church  college  fails  to  equip  herself  to 
demonstrate  to  the  world  the  value  of  Christianity  as  a  vitalizing 
force  of  civilization,  there  will  always  remain  a  grave  doubt 
whether  the  institution  is  worth  building  and  preserving.  The 
adverse  sentiment  toward  religion  in  our  public  schools,  the 
uninformed  sentiment  concerning  the  place  of  religion  in  our 
civilization,  together  with  a  tendency  to  banish  from  certain 
circles  any  reference  to  Christian  doctrines,  unite  to  make  it  im- 
portant that  in  some  centers  the  truth  concerning  religion  shall 
be  free  and  unhampered.  The  church  college  has  this  opportu- 
nity as  no  other  institution  in  the  world  can  have.  Let  us  grant 
that  many  other  contributions  are  possible  to  the  church  college, 
but  let  us  not  overlook  the  fact  that  freedom  to  teach  religion 
is  one  of  her  most  important  opportunities." 
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It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  progress  the  Bible  chair  movement  is 
making  in  sister  denominations.  The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A., 
has  made  excellent  progress  in  its  campaign  during  the  year  just 
closed  and  plans  to  complete  by  October  28th  next,  the  quadricentennial  of 
the  Reformation,  the  endowment  and  equipment  of  a  Bible  chair  in  every 
one  of  its  sixty  or  more  colleges.  Practically  every  other  one  of  the 
eighteen  denominations  in  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education 
is  pushing  this  Work  forward  in  one  way  or  another.  Moreover,  the 
Religious  Education  Association  has  recently  entered  this  field  to  urge 
the  establishment  of  standard  departments  of  Bible  in  every  college  and 
university.  It  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  inside  of  five  years  prac- 
tically every  one  of  the  three  hundred  or  more  Christian  colleges  will  be 
equipped  to  give  as  strong  courses  in  Bible  and  religious  education  as 
they  offer  in  other  subjects,  such  as  history,  literature,  etc. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  INSTITUTIONS  IN  SPECIAL  FINANCIAL 

CAMPAIGNS. 

The  Board  announced  to  the  General  Assembly  last  year  that  it  stood 
ready  to  co-operate  with  any  of  the  institutions  under  its  care,  in  any 
financial  campaigns  they  may  undertake,  when  officially  requested  to  do 
so,  and  when  a  suitable  basis  of  co-operation  had  been  arranged. 

Muskingum  College  took  advantage  of  this  offer  and  called  upon  the 
Board  to  give  all  the  help  possible  to  enable  the  college  to  raise  the 
$250,000  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of  a  like  amount  by  certain 
friends  of  Christian  education.  Accordingly,  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary spent  some  three  weeks  of  March  on  the  ground  assisting  in  every 
way  possible  in  the  effort  to  raise  the  first  $100,000  by  Founders'  Day, 
March  19th.  The  Board  expects  to  render  such  other  assistance  as  it 
can  throughout  the  campaign. 

Undoubtedly,  such  co-operation  with  the  institutions  in  special  finan- 
cial campaigns  is  a  good  thing  both  for  the  institutions  and  for  the 
Board.  Being  on  the  ground  and  coming  face  to  face  with  the  serious 
handicap  in  a  financial  way  under  which  our  colleges  are  laboring  will 
enable  the  Board  the  more  accurately  to  inform  the  church  of  conditions 
which  need  to  be  remedied,  while  rubbing  elbows  with  the  college  forces 
promotes  closer  correlation  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Board  and  the 
institutions.  The  completion  of  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Campaign 
will  enable  the  Board  to  render  much  more  assistance  of  this  nature  than 
is  now  possible. 

PRESBYTERIAL  COMMITTEES  ON  EDUCATION. 

The  1916  Assembly  joined  its  request  to  that  of  the  Loveland  As- 
sembly with  a  view  to  having  every  presbytery  appoint  committees  with 
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which  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  colleges  and  seminaries  may  con- 
fer in  seeking  to  advance  the  educational  work  of  the  church,  by  securing 
financial  support  and  encouraging  the  attendance  of  the  young  people 
upon  our  own  church  institutions. 

The  great  majority  of  the  presbyteries  have  such  a  committee,  either 
as  such,  or  combined  with  their  Committee  on  Training  Young  Men. 
These  committees  are  already  proving  of  vital  importance  in  securing 
a  broad,  generous,  unified  and  aggressive  educational  policy  for  our 
church.  Their  value  will  increase  with  use.  Through  them,  the  Board, 
college  and  seminary  administrative  forces  will  articulate  more  perfectly 
with  the  presbyteries  and  local  congregations.  The  perfecting  and  use 
of  this  presbyterial  machinery  will  greatly  strengthen  our  whole  educa- 
tional program.  The  Board  earnestly  hopes  that  presbyteries  that  have 
not  yet  appointed  a  Committee  on  Education  will  see  fit  to  do  so  at  an 
early  date. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  BUDGET  FUNDS. 

We  received  this  past  year  from  the  Missionary  and  Efficiency  Com- 
mittee and  from  congregations  sending  direct,  on  appropriation,  the  sum 
of  $30,939.41  as  against  $31,031.79  received  from  the  same  sources  the 
preceding  year  (1915-1916),  and  as  against  $31,010.61  the  year  before 
that,  (1914-1915). 

These  funds  were  distributed  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  as  follows: 

For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the  Board,  $6,000. 

The  sum  of  $4,000  was  sent  to  our  two  theological  seminaries  to  ap- 
ply on  current  expenses,  $2,000  going  to  each. 

The  sum  of  $20,000  was  divided  among  the  five  colleges  under  the 
care  of  the  Board,  in  the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance.  This 
money  was  applied  in  helping  to  meet  the  deficit  in  current  funds. 

The  sum  of  $405.00  was  returned  to  the  Missionary  and  Efficiency 
Committee  as  this  Board's  share  of  the  administrative  expenses  of  the 
committee. 

The  balance,  $534.41,  was  applied  on  the  debt  of  $2,710.36,  plus 
accrued  interest,  in  the  Beneficiary  Fund  incurred  last  year  when  the 
Board  borrowed  this  sum  in  order  to  pay  in  full  the  amount  of  the  grants 
to  the  students  of  theology  and  those  in  preparation  for  medical  mission 
service. 

YOUNG  MEN'S  FUND. 

The  Board  granted  aid  this  year  under  the  Assembly's  rules 
(adopted  in  1915)  to  fifty-seven  young  men  preparing  for  the  gospel 
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ministry  in  our  seminaries,  as  compared  to  fifty-three  aided  last  year, 
and  twenty-three  the  year  just  preceding.  The  increase  in  the  number 
aided  has  been  partly  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  but 
more  largely  to  the  greater  liberty  allowed  under  the  rules  in  the  matter 
of  preaching. 

The  Board  aided  one  young  man  preparing  in  Rush  Medical  College 
for  service  as  a  medical  missionary,  to  the  extent  of  his  tuition,  $180.00, 
and  another  young  man  preparing  in  University  of  Pittsburgh  School  of 
Medicine  for  a  like  purpose  in  the  same  amount.

Six  of  those  listed  above  are  undergraduates  and  are  under  written 
contract  to  complete  their  college  work  at  a  first-class  college  within  a 
reasonable  period  of  time.  No  student  who  is  not  a  college  graduate  or 
else  willing  to  agree  to  complete  the  college  work  necessary  to  secure  an 
A.  B.,  B.  S.,  or  Ph.  B.  degree  within  a  reasonable  time  has  been  aided. 

When  the  Assembly  of  1915  increased  both  the  amount  of  the  grant 
to  students  and  the  privileges  allowed,  it  undoubtedly  did  not  fully  ap- 
preciate that  the  effect  of  its  action  would  be  to  practically  double  the 
demands  upon  the  Board  for  aid,  and  far  overreach  the  resources  of  the 
Board  for  this  work.  Last  year  the  Board  felt  that  a  great  injustice 
would  have  been  done  if  aid  had  been  cut  off  when  its  resources  were 
exhausted,  and  feeling  confident  that  the  Assembly  would  reimburse  its 
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treasury,  borrowed  $2,710.36  at  the  bank  in  order  to  pay  grants  in  full. 
However,  the  1916  Assembly  could  not  see  its  way  clear,  either  to  re- 
imburse the  Board's  treasury  to  any  extent  or  to  provide  adequately  for 
a  similar  shortage  this  year.  Consequently,  the  Board  took  action  to  the 
effect  that  it  would  not  go  further  into  debt  in  favor  of  this  fund,  but 
would  make  large  effort  to  raise  the  amount  needed  by  an  appeal  to  the 
church. 

Accordingly,  all  grants  were  made  conditional  on  the  Board  being 
able  to  raise  the  money.  An  appeal  was  made  to  congregations  through 
the  pastors  on  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges  for  funds  for  the  paying 
of  the  student  grants  in  full.  Pastors  were  asked  to  co-operate  either 
through  their  sessions,  by  presenting  the  cause  to  individuals  or  by  send- 
ing the  Board  names  of  individuals  with  whom  we  might  correspond  with 
a  view  to  securing  help.  The  plan  was  to  find  six  hundred  people  who 
would  give  $10.00  each,  and  thus  not  only  pay  the  shortage  of  this  year, 
but  also  cancel  the  debt  contracted  in  this  fund  last  year.  This  effort  was 
almost  a  total  failure,  only  netting  $123.00.  The  Board  then  resolved  to 
appeal  to  the  Sabbath  schools  during  Education  Month,  April,  and  es- 
pecially urge  Sabbath  school  superintendents  to  send  in  as  much  as  pos- 
*  sible  of  their  offerings  by  May  1st,  when  the  Board's  books  closed.  How- 
ever, when  the  Treasurer's  books  were  closed,  only  $732.03  had  been  re- 
ceived from  both  appeals,  not  enough  by  $256.49  to  pay,  with  interest, 
what  the  Board  had  borrowed  temporarily  in  order  to  pay  the  second  in- 
stallment on  the  grants  in  February,  and  of  course,  left  nothing  to  apply 
on  the  final  installment. 

The  Board  is  persuaded  that  the  General  Assembly  should  promptly 
take  steps  to  provide  ample  means  to  enable  the  Board  to  carry  out  in 
full  the  actions  of  former  Assemblies  in  regard  to  aiding  worthy  young 
men  who  are  studying  for  the  gospel  ministry  or  preparing  for  medical 
mission  service.  The  Board  believes  that  the  historic  position  of  our 
church  in  regard  to  this  matter  should  be  fully  maintained.  During  the 
entire  period  of  our  church's  history,  she  has  given  financial  assistance 
to  those  young  men  who  were  preparing  for  the  ministry  and  who  had 
been  recommended  as  in  need  of  such  assistance.  This  is  in  line  with 
our  national  policy  and  that  of  many  of  our  great  industrial  enterprises 
and  of  almost  all  churches.  Our  government  pays  the  entire  living  ex- 
penses of  those  whom  she  trains  at  West  Point  and  Annapolis  and  other 
training  schools  for  leadership  in  the  army  and  navy.  The  United 
States  Steel  Corporation  and  similar  organizations  bear  all  the  expenses 
of  those  whom  they  are  preparing  as  heads  of  their  departments.  Young 
men  volunteering  for  service  in  the  ministry  or  missionary  force  of  the 
church  and  taken  under  the  care  of  the  presbyteries  become  the  wards  of 
the  church  just  as  truly  as  the  young  men  who  place  themselves  under 
the  direction  of  the  government  or  great  industrial  enterprises.  The 
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United  States  Government  pays  the  young  man  at  West  Point  or  Annapo- 
lis over  $600.00  a  year  besides  an  allowance  for  one  meal  a  day,  which 
amounts  to  more  than  $100.00  additional  each  year.  She  is  today,  more- 
over, paying  the  expenses  of  young  men  in  the  training  camps  pre- 
paring to  fight  her  battles.  The  United  States  Steel  Corporation  is  much 
more  liberal  even  than  the  Government  in  the  matter  of  providing  for 
those  she  is  preparing  for  her  service.  The  Assembly,  through  its 
Board  of  Education,  does  not  grant  more  than  $300  to  any  one  student 
during  his  three-year  course,  or  less  than  one-sixth  as  much  as  the  gov- 
ernment pays  toward  the  education  of  its  future  leaders.  Some  of  our 
sister  churches  help  their  students  much  more  liberally  than  does  ours. 
Many  commence  this  assistance  during  the  college  term.  Our  United 
Presbyterian  students  may  secure  more  aid  than  they  are  now  receiving, 
by  attending  the  seminaries  of  sister  denominations.  Thus  strong  pres- 
sure is  brought  to  bear  upon  our  students  to  secure  their  attendance  at 
these  seminaries. 

Our  church  faces  a  very  serious  shortage  of  ministers.  The  recruit- 
ing and  training  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  lies  at  the  very  founda- 
tion of  our  church's  life.  Next  to  the  local  church,  it  should  have  all 
necessary  financial  support  from  God's  people.  When  young  men  are 
forced  to  remain  out  of  the  seminary  to  earn  money  for  their  theological 
course  or  are  forced  to  vitiate  their  study  periods  by  manual  labor  to 
earn  a  livelihood,  the  church  is  the  greater  loser  in  the  end.  We  there- 
fore call  upon  the  Assembly  to  make  adequate  financial  provision  for 
getting  our  young  men  through  the  theological  seminaries  of  our  own 
church,  with  the  best  possible  training  and  in  the  shortest  time  possible.

Cooper's  faculty  this  year  has  been  unusually  strong.  The  College 
has  been  bending  every  effort  toward  the  erection  of  an  Auditorium  and 
a  Music  Hall  this  coming  summer.  It  is  likely  a  campaign  will  be 
launched  for  both  endowment  and  new  buildings,  soon. 

III.  Religious  Conditions. 

The  religious  conditions  of  the  College  are  excellent.  The  Y.  M. 
and  the  Y.  W.  have  been  very  active.  The  entire  student  body,  with  but 
two  exceptions,  are  professing  Christians.  There  are  five  members  in 
the  Student  Volunteer  Band. 

Fully  fifty  per  cent  of  the  Cooper  students  are  looking  forward  to 
Christian  service  of  one  kind  or  another.  The  entire  male  membership 
of  this  year's  class,  with  one  exception,  have  the  ministry  or  mission  field 
in  view. 

IV.  Outlook  for  Greater  Usefulness. 

Cooper  is  greatly  handicapped  for  lack  of  endowment.  Her 
leading  competitors  are  fast  reaching  the  one-half  million  mark.  Wash- 
burn has  completed  her  one-half  million  mark.  Emporia  College  is  in 
a  campaign  for  the  same  amount,  and  Southwestern  has  just  closed 
a  campaign  which  netted  the  institution  $860,000.00.  The  state  require- 
ment has  set  the  minimum  at  $200,000.00.  It  can  readily  be  seen  that 
Cooper  is  greatly  handicapped  in  having  but  $107,000  of  endowment. 
Cooper's  urgent  need,  therefore,  is  buildings  and  endowment.

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MONMOUTH. 

I.  Enrollment. 

In  point  of  attendance  it  has  been  a  "near  great"  year.  The  total 
enrollment  has  been  468.  Two  hundred  eighty-six  have  been  regis- 
tered in  the  Liberal  Arts  Department:  44  seniors,  52  juniors,  60  sopho- 
mores, 112  freshmen  and  18  unclassified.  Two  hundred  forty-three 
have  taken  work  in  the  Conservatory  of  Music.  Fourteen  in  Private 
Oratory  and  39  in  the  Art  Department. 

II.  Religious  Conditions  and  Activities. 

The  College  spirit  has  been  the  best  in  years.  The  class  room 
work  has  been  above  par.  The  religious  tone  has  been  good.  The  meet- 
ings conducted  by  Rev  J.  H.  Grier  in  March  proved  a  spiritual  tonic. 
With  the  closing  weeks  of  the  year  the  Country's  need  is  making  its 
appeal.  Some  students  have  already  enlisted — more  have  gone  to  the 
training  camps  and  still  more  have  gone  back  to  the  farms  to  do  their 
bit  in  increasing  the  food  supply. 

III.  General  Progress. 

Financially  the  outstanding  thing  of  the  year  has  been  the  inaugu- 
ration of  a  campaign  to  add  $250,000  to  the  endowment,  and  thus  to 
bring  it  up  to  half  a  million.  The  yearly  budget  calls  for  $52,000.  The 
regular  source  of  income  supply,  $45,000.  This  deficit  certainly  spells 
— More  Endowment. 

Another  thing  which  spells  it  is  the  competition  Monmouth  must 
meet.  Coe  has  just  completed  a  campaign  for  $1,000,000;  Knox  for 
$1,000,000;  Iowa  Wesleyan  for  $500,000.  It  is  the  rim  of  steel.  What 
Presbyterians,  Congregationalists  and  Methodists  are  doing  for  their  in- 
stitutions, United  Presbyterians  must  do  for  theirs  if  she  is  to  remain  in 
the  same  class  with  them. 

The  campaign  has  already  met  with  some  encouragement.  Almost 

$100,000  have  been  secured.  Of  this  $50,000  came  as  the  gift  of  James 
A.  Patten  of  Evanston.  With  such  a  gift  as  an  incentive  it  is  hoped 
that  the  church  will  rally  to  the  call  and  that  before  long  the  institution 
may  be  put  upon  a  firmer  basis.  It  is  the  day  of  Monmouth's  oppor- 
tunity.

II.  General  Progress  and  Religious  Conditions. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  unusual  earnestness  and  application  on 
the  part  of  both  faculty  and  students.  The  faculty  has  been  stronger 
than  ever  before,  and  the  work  required  stiffer.  The  College  has  main- 
tained its  record  in  debate,  winning  both  sides  of  the  question. 

III.  Religious  Conditions  and  Activities. 

The  spirit  of  the  College  has  never  been  so  fine  as  this  year.  The 
work  of  the  Christian  Associations  has  been  most  commendable,  every 
student  being  a  member,  and  but  two  college  students  non-church  mem- 
bers. The  Volunteer  Band  now  numbers  thirty-one  and  about  forty 
young  men  have  the  ministry  in  view.  A  week  of  most  helpful  and  fruit- 
ful meetings  was  conducted  by  Dr.  George  E.  Raitt. 

IV.  Outlook  for  Greater  Usefulness. 

The  opportunity  to  add  half  a  million  dollars  to  the  assets  of  the 
College  is  the  outstanding  event  of  the  year.  The  first  $100,000.00  of 
$250,000.00  to  be  raised  by  the  College  to  secure  gifts  of  a  like  amount, 
has  been  raised,  and  the  contract  for  the  main  College  building  will 
be  let  by  the  time  the  Assembly  meets.  This,  with  two  other  buildings,  is 
greatly  needed  to  take  care  of  the  crowded  condition,  while  an  addition 
of  $250,000.00  to  the  endowment  is  imperative.  To  this  task  we  call 
the  Church  which  the  College  serves. 

The  running  expenses  of  the  state  universities  amount  to  $1,951,- 
159.00.  The  eight  leading  colleges  of  Ohio  with  which  Muskingum  must 
compete  have  assets  as  follows:

II.  General  Progress. 

We  are  getting  our  campaign  for  endowment  shaped  up.  Money 
has  come  in  through  the  college  office  for  the  Bible  Chair  and  we  are 
planning  an  endowed  Chair  of  Greek  and  another  of  Chemistry.  The 
Missouri  College  Union  has  announced  that  its  members  must  have  an 
endowment  of  $300,000.00  by  Nov.  1,  1919,  or  lose  their  membership  in 
the  Union,  a  loss  of  college  standing.  We  plan  to  secure  an  additional 
endowment  of  $200,000.00  by  that  date  and  $50,000.00  for  a  scientific 
building.    One-tenth  of  this  is  in  sight. 

III.  Religious  Conditions  and  Activities. 

One  of  our  graduates  expects  to  enter  theological  seminary  next 
year,  one  entered  this  year,  one  has  been  appointed  to  go  to  the  Soudan 
and  another  to  Egypt.  I  do  not  know  how  many  will  enter  definite  re- 
ligious service  who  are  now  in  college.  We  have  a  small  Student  Vol- 
unteer Band.  A  number  of  men  are  planning  to  take  a  theological  course. 
The  general  tendency  is  toward  definite  service. 

IV.    Outlook  for  Greater  Usefulness. 

Our  outlook  depends  entirely  upon  our  ability  to  command  larger 
financial  support.  Our  competition  is  with  well  equipped  institutions. 
We  must  secure  better  equipment,  larger  endowment.  We  believe  tfrat 
we  will  receive  this  with  properly  directed  effort.

II.  General  Progress.

REPORTS  FROM  SEMINARIES. 
XENIA. 

During  the  1916-1917  sessions  of  Xenia  Seminary  thirty  students 
were  enrolled,  classified  as  follows:  Three  graduate  students,  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  "B.  D.,"  one  of  whom  was  in  residence,  the 
others  doing  work  by  correspondence;  three  special  students,  all  in  resi- 
dence; ten  seniors;  nine  middlers;  five  juniors.  Three  others  were  pre- 
vented from  enrolling  with  us  for  the  session  by  certain  untoward  cir- 
cumstances who  expect  to  return  to  the  work  in  the  near  future. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  not  been  seriously  interrupted,  but  has 
been  carried  on  throughout  the  year's  schedule  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
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concerned.  We  have  been  specially  encouraged  by  the  quickened  interest 
in  spiritual  things  that  has  been  manifest  in  the  student  body,  and  the 
evangelistic  spirit  that  has  prevailed.  Besides  the  regular  daily  chapel 
service  and  the  weekly  prayer  meeting,  the  students  have  maintained 
two  additional  meetings  every  week,  for  the  cultivation  of  the  spiritual 
life  and  missionary  zeal. 

Our  plans  for  graduate  work  promise  well.  Besides  those  without 
and  within  the  Seminary  who  are  entering  upon  special  study,  we  are  in 
correspondence  with  several  others  who  have  asked  to  be  included  among 
them,  and  wish  soon  to  take  it  up. 

The  opportunity  for  doing  practical  work  has  been  much  increased 
by  the  erection  of  a  well-equipped  building  for  our  mission  congregation 
located  near  the  Seminary. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  session,  in  so  far  as  can  now  be  fore- 
cast is  quite  promising.

PITTSBURGH. 

The  Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary  has  a  faculty  of  five  profes- 
sors, and  one  tutor,  a  student  body  of  eighty-one,  classified  as  follows: 
Graduate  students,  thirteen;  seniors,  twelve;  middlers,  thirty- two;  jun- 
iors, twenty-four. 

The  students  have  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  an  unusual  number 
of  prominent  lecturers:  The  Rev.  C.  R.  Zahniser,  a  course  of  three  ad- 
dresses on  "Social  Questions;"  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Baldinger,  on  "Evangel- 
ism;" Dr.  Sidney  L.  Gulick,  on  "World  Peace  Propaganda  Among  the 
Churches;"  Vernon  Danielson,  on  "Mormonism;"  ex-Governor  Frank 
Hanley,  "The  Prohibition  Movement;"  Dr.  Lambie,  on  "The  Medical 
Missionary  in  the  Soudan;"  the  Rev.  Mr.  McKnight,  on  "Psalmody;" 
Dr.  Biederwolf,  on  "Evangelism;"  Dr.  Cornelius  Wolf  kin,  on  "The  Pas- 
tor;" Dr.  James  I.  Good,  on  "Earlier  Presbyterian  Reformers;"  Dr. 
James  E.  Walker,  on  "Sunday,  the  Evangelist;"  Dr.  J.  A.  Thompson,  on 
"Pastoral  Efficiency;"  the  Rev.  Arthur  Paine,  of  the  London  Mildmay 
Mission  to  the  Jews,  on  "Work  in  Palestine;"  the  Rev.  John  Acheson,  on 
"The  Problem  of  the  Country  Church,"  and  Dr.  W.  I.  Wishart,  on  "Is  War 
Ever  Justifiable?" 

The  Seminary  possesses  a  handsome,  commodious,  and  well-equipped 
theological  hall,  capable  of  accommodating  between  ninety  and  a  hun- 
dred students.  The  recitation  rooms  also  are  capable  of  seating  a  half 
more  students  than  those  now  in  attendance.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  TO  THE  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. 

I. 

That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1918,  that  is,  the  24th,  and  the 
Wednesday  preceding,  that  is,  the  20th,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer 
in  all  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of 
the  spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be 
adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leader- 
ship, especially  in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

II. 

That  the  Board  of  Education  urge  the  General  Assembly  to  provide, 
in  the  arrangements  to  celebrate  the  Quadricentennial  of  the  Reforma- 
tion, October  28,  1917,  so  as  to  make  the  completion  of  the  Bible  Chair 
Fund  the  objective  of  the  celebration.  Inasmuch  as  the  open  Bible  has 
since  Luther's  day  been  the  foremost  factor  in  the  development  of  our 
civilization,  we  believe  that  our  entire  church  will  liberally  participate  at 
this  time  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  sum  necessary  to  establish 
and  maintain  an  adequately  endowed  and  equipped  Bible  Chair  in  each  of 
our  United  Presbyterian  colleges. 

III. 

That  the  plans  of  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education,  as  set 
forth  in  the  Board's  report,  for  the  prosecution  of  a  Forward  Movement 
for  Christian  Education,  be  approved. 

IV. 

That  the  plans  for  the  distribution  of  the  Budget  Funds  coming  into 
the  hands  of  the  Board  during  the  year  1917-18,  be  as  follows: 


1.  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the  Board   $6,000 

2.  For  theological  seminaries  ($1,500  each)   3,000 

3.  For  beneficiary  aid  (if  not  all  needed,  balance  to  be  divided 

equally  between  the  two  seminaries)   1,000 

i.  For  colleges — current  expenses — to  be  divided  in  the  ratio  of 
their  collegiate  attendance,  definition  of  the  word  "col- 
legiate" being  same  as  reported  to  Assembly  in  1915,  and 

used  for  last  two  years  in  making  this  distribution   20,000 

5.    For  Missionary  and  Efficiency  Committee,  pro-rata  share  of 

administrative  expense,  approximately   405 
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6.    Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be  used  at 

its  discretion  to  apply  towards  reduction  of  the  debt  in  the  • 
Beneficiary  Fund  or  to  meet  special  needs  which  may  arise, 
approximately   450 

DISPOSITION  OF  SABBATH  SCHOOL  OFFERINGS. 

It  is  planned  to  make  a  general  presentation  of  the  cause  of  Chris- 
tian Education  to  the  Sabbath  schools  during  April — Education  Month. 
A  general  appeal  will  be  made  for  funds  for  aiding  young  men  in  theii 
preparation  for  the  ministry,  for  current  expenses  of  the  colleges,  for 
Bible  chair  support,  etc.,  with  the  understanding  that  all  money  received 
from  the  Sabbath  schools  not  otherwise  designated  shall  be  used  for 
aiding  young  men,  if  needed.

EDUCATIONAL  POLICY 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1914. 


1.  That  the  Church  recognize  that  there  is  no  future  for  denom- 
inational education  unless  her  institutions  attract,  hold,  and  equip  in- 
tellectually as  well  as  spiritually  that  type  of  student  who  is  capable  of 
the  largest  social  service,  whether  in  lay  or  clerical  activities  of  life, 
and  that  the  Church,  therefore,  instruct  the  Board  of  Education  to  keep 
this  fact  ever  prominent  in  the  execution  of  its  educational  policy. 

2.  That  the  Church  concentrate  its  educational  effort  along  the 
particular  lines  which  will  contribute  most  to  the  progress  and  well 
being  of  her  members,  in  order  better  to  fit  the  Church  to  fulfil  her 
mission  of  individual  and  social  salvation.  To  this  end  we  propose  that 
our  collegiate  institutions  be  of  high  educational  standards,  having 
faculties  of  recognized  intellectual  leaders,  laying  emphasis  upon  the 
noblest  Christian  ideals,  maintaining  strong  departments  of  Biblical 
Literature,  and  aggressively  active  in  the  educational  life  of  the  day. 

3.  That  the  Church  investigate  the  whole  field  of  education  with 
a  view  to  assuring  the  use  of  wise  methods  in  her  institutions  and  the 
maintenance  of  high  scholastic  standards;  and  in  order  that  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  every  part  of  her  constituency  may  be  met. 

4.  That  the  Church  establish  a  central  endowment  for  the  stim- 
ulus, encouragement,  and  care  of  its  educational  institutions,  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  pension  system  for  the  benefit  of  instructors. 

5.  That  the  Church  place  the  handling  and  distribution  of  its 
educational  monies  (i.  e.,  the  monies  received  from  the  regular  contri- 
butions of  the  Church  for  educational  purposes)  in  the  care  of  some 
one  agency,  and  that  that  agency  be  its  Board  of  Education. 

6.  That  the  Church  on  behalf  of  her  educational  institutions 
open  for  them  an  approach  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  through  the 
Sabbath  Schools  and  Young  People's  societies  not  less  than  one  month 
out  of  twelve. 

7.  That  the  Church  follow  up  the  large  proportion  of  her  youth 
wfio  attend  other  than  her  own  institutions  with  a  view  to  retaining 
and  strengthening  their  interest  in  her  activities  and  to  enlisting  their 
service  in  her  behalf. 

8.  That  the  Church  make  the  Board  of  Education  its  principal 
agent  in  the  execution  of  the  above  policy.

Your  Board  of  Education,  in  respectfully  submitting  this  its 
fifty-ninth  annual  report,  desires  first  to  record  its  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  for  the  favor  of  Almighty  God  upon  its  work  during  the 
past  year.  War  conditions  have  necessarily  affected  the  work  and 
plans  of  the  Board,  but  the  net  result  has  been  the  recording  of 
the  best  year  in  its  history. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  EDUCATIONAL  WORLD. 

The  war  has  already  wrought  great  changes  in  this  country  in 
the  field  of  education.  It  was  perhaps  inevitable  in  mobilizing  the 
spiritual  and  moral  forces  of  the  nation  for  the  winning  of  the  war, 
that  there  should  be  more  or  less  confusion  in  the  minds  of  some  as 
to  the  immediate  importance  of  contributing  to  the  maintenance  and 
upbuilding  of  the  colleges.  This  temporary  confusion,  together  with 
the  reorganization  of  very  many  of  the  nation's  industries  incident 
to  putting  business  generally  on  a  war  basis,  has  interfered  somewhat 
with  the  successful  working  out  by  the  Board  and  the  colleges  of 
financial  campaigns  under  way  when  the  war  broke  out. 

The  government,  however,  has  done  much  during  the  past  year 
to  clear  the  atmosphere  and  to  encourage  and  promote  education. 
President  Wilson  has  said:  "I  would  particularly  urge  upon  the  young 
people  who  are  leaving  our  high  schools  that  as  many  of  them  as  can 
do  so  avail  themselves  this  year  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  the 
colleges  and  the  technical  schools  to  the  end  that  the  country  may 
not  lack  an  adequate  supply  of  trained  men  and  women."  The  Coun- 
cil of  National  Defense  has  declared  that  "the  conserving  and  con- 
structive  agencies   of   peace,   whether   in   the   form    of  legislation, 
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education  or  social  work,  instead  of  being  abandoned  during  the 
period  of  the  war,  should  be  redoubled  in  their  efforts  and  so  far  as 
conditions  will  permit,  broadened  in  their  scope.  *  *  *  If  there  is 
the  slightest  let  up  in  our  educational  standard,  we  shall  find  our- 
selves in  a  few  years  with  a  civilian  army  of  incompetents.  *  *  * 
Instead,  therefore,  of  reducing  the  curriculum,  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  bring  the  educational  machinery  to  a  greater  degree  of  effec- 
tiveness. *  *  *  For  the  problems  of  social  reconstruction  that  the 
war  will  leave  in  its  aftermath  we  shall  more  than  ever  need  trained 
minds,  equipped  to  handle  trying  and  complex  situations."  In  the  light 
of  these  facts,  the  committee  says,  "it  would  be  decidedly  against  the 
public  interest  for  legislatures  to  cut  down  appropriations  for  state 
universities,  or  for  individuals  or  foundations  to  curtail  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  work  of  private  educational  institutions.  *  *  *  A 
short-sighted  or  niggardly  war  economy  in  education  may  handicap 
our  industrial  progress  indefinitely."  Congress  has  passed  a  law 
exempting  from  taxation  up  to  15%  of  an  individual's  income,  gifts  to 
educational  and  philanthropic  causes. 

College  Practically  all  the  able  bodied  young  men  of  the 

Losses.  colleges  who  are  of  military  age  have  been  or  soon 

will  be  called  to  the  colors.  The  average  percentage 
of  reduction  of  student  bodies  of  the  country  at  large,  as  ascertained 
by  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education,  is  about  twenty  per- 
cent. This  figure  varies,  of  course,  with  different  institutions,  and  will 
be  increased  as  the  scope  of  the  draft  is  extended.  It  is  also  esti- 
mated by  this  same  authority  that  the  loss  to  the  colleges  of  the 
country  in  tuitions  alone,  caused  by  the  withdrawal  of  students  for 
the  military  and  for  war  work,  is  over  $2,000,000. 

The  reductions  in  the  student  bodies  of  our  own  colleges  from 
those  of  last  year  are  as  follows:  Cooper,  33%;  Monmouth,  17.6%; 
Muskingum,  5%;  Tarkio,  10%;  and  Westminster,  25%.  The  loss  of 
income  from  tuitions  for  the  past  year  is  estimated  by  the  colleges  as 
follows:  Cooper,  $2,337.00;  Monmouth,  $2,700.00;  Muskingum,  $2,200.00; 
Tarkio,  $1,020.00;  and  Westminster,  $4,700.00.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  each  of  the  colleges  for  several  years  previous  to  the  war 
has  reported  annual  deficits  in  operating  expenses,  the  total  deficit 
in  operating  expenses  for  all  the  colleges  for  the  year  1916-1917  being 
$13,157.00,  and  when  it  is  realized  that  war  conditions  have  increased 
operating  expenses  rather  than  reduced  them,  due  to  the  fact  that 
salaries  had  to  be  raised  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  to 
the  further  fact  that  supplies  of  all  kinds  have  cost  more,  it  is 
readily  seen  that  the  colleges  must  have  larger  incomes  if  their  work 
is  not  to  be  seriously  curtailed. 
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Emptying  The  effect  of  the  war  upon  our  seminaries  has  been 

Seminaries.  to  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  men  in  the  entering, 
or  junior,  classes.  This  past  year  the  first-year  class 
of  Pittsburgh  Seminary  consisted  of  nine  men,  a  reduction  of  62.5% 
from  that  of  its  average  junior  class  for  the  three  preceding  years. 
The  first-year  class  of  Xenia  Seminary  during  the  past  year  con- 
sisted of  6  men,  a  reduction  of  35.7%  from  that  of  the  average  junior 
class  for  the  three  preceding  years.  The  colors  have  drawn  four  men 
from  the  middle  and  senior  classes  of  the  Pittsburgh  Seminary  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  continuation  of  the  war  for  two  years  would  almost 
empty  our  seminaries  and  those  of  other  churches  just  as  it  has 
already  practically  emptied  the  seminaries  of  Europe. 

Supply  and  The  insistent  call  of  our  government  and  of  our 
Demand.  church  for  more  trained  leaders  makes  it  imperative 

that  we  speed  up  with  all  possible  vigor,  our  plans 
for  the  development  of  our  educational  work.  No  one  thing  so  seri- 
ously handicaps  the  progress  of  our  church  as  the  scarcity  of  con- 
secrated, efficient  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  "How  can  they  hear  with- 
out a  preacher." 

A  comparison  of  our  record  this  year  with  that  of  four  previous 
years  in  the  matter  of  recruiting  leaders  and  occupying  stations  in 
America  is  of  value,  and  is  given  herewith,  as  follows:

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  always  advocated  that  a 
minister  should  have  a  thorough  and  sound  training  before  he  is  set 
apart  to  teach  and  lead  others.  It  is  a  matter  of  pride  that  over 
90%  of  our  ministers  have  been  graduated  from  college.  However, 
other  significant  facts  which  stand  out  from  these  statistics,  and 
which  it  is  important  that  the  church  keep  clearly  before  her,  are 
that  dver  83%  of  our  ministers  and  over  60%  of  our  missionaries 
are  graduates  of  our  own  or  other  Christian  colleges,  the  only  insti- 
tutions in  the  country  organized  and  supported  primarily  for  the 
training  of  a  religious  and  moral  leadership  for  the  church  and  for 
the  state. 

CO-OPERATION. 

With  the  On  behalf  of  the  colleges  the  Board  secured  during 

Colleges.  the  year  through  our  pastors  the  names  and  addresses 

of  856  high  school  graduates  who  are  prospective 
college  students.  These  names  with  other  useful  information  concerning 
them,  were  promptly  sent  to  the  colleges  for  use  in  making  up  their 
mailing  lists  for  sending  out  college  catalogs  and  other  literature  used 
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in  connection  with  student  campaigns.  The  colleges  report  that-  these 
lists  are  very  valuable.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  as  the  plan  is 
continued  and  developed,  a  larger  number  of  pastors  will  co-operate 
by  sending  in  such  names  and  information.  The  Board  is  persuaded 
that  it  is  better  to  err  on  the  side  of  sending  in  the  names  of  doubt- 
ful prospects  rather  than  not  to  send  them  at  all,  because  some  of  the 
world's  greatest  leaders  were  rated  as  "doubtful  prospects"  before 
they  entered  college. 

College  In    accord    with    the    instructions    of    the  General 

Pastors.  Assembly,  the  Board  early  last  September  sent  out 

an  appeal  to  all  pastors  for  the  names  of  all  students 
who  were  going  away  from  home  for  the  first  time  to  college  or 
university.  Information  was  requested  as  to  the  religious  activities, 
general  habits  and  inclinations  of  the  students.  The  names  and  data 
were  tabulated  and  forwarded  at  once  to  United  Presbyterian  pastors 
in  college  and  university  centers.  Request  was  made  that  they  get 
into  touch  with  the  young  people  as  soon  as  possible  with  a  view  to 
aiding  them  in  every  possible  way  to  adapt  themselves  properly  to 
college  life  and  environment,  and,  if  possible,  get  them  to  affiliate 
themselves  actively  with  the  religious  life  of  the  college  community. 
In  those  centers  where  our  church  has  no  congregational  organization, 
the  names  and  information  were  sent  to  pastors  of  the  Presbyterian  or 
other  evangelical  churches. 

Educational  Committees  on  Education  in  the  presbyteries  have 
Committees.  given  the  Board  effective  and  invaluable  aid  during 
the  year  in  carrying  forward  the  Reformation  Anni- 
versary Bible  Chair  drive,  and  in  many  other  ways  seeking  to  pro- 
mote the  educational  interests  of  the  church.  An  able,  active  Com- 
mittee on  Education  in  every  presbytery  is  vitally  important  for  the 
securing  of  a  broad,  generous,  unified  and  aggressive  educational 
policy  for  our  church. 

Council  of  Through  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education, 

Church  Boards  the  Board  of  Education  has  made  substantial  contri- 
of  Education.  butions  toward  promoting  the  progress  of  the  For- 
ward Movement  for  Christian  Education  now  being 
carried  forward  under  the  direction  and  inspiration  of  the  Council. 
The  Association  of  American  Colleges,  of  which  each  of  our  colleges 
is  a  member,  is  co-operating  actively  and  sympathetically  in  this  cam- 
paign. The  activities  of  the  Council  for  the  past  year  may  be  summed 
up  as  follows: 

Co-operative  publicity:  large  amounts  of  publicity  matter 
suitable  for  the  use  of  all  the  boards  and  institutions  has 
been  sent  out  at  greatly  reduced  rates;  the  preparation  of 
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educational  surveys:  an  extensive  survey  on  ministerial  sup- 
ply, survey  of  religious  work  being  done  in  state  institutions, 
survey  of  methods  for  making  financial  reports  by  colleges; 
co-operation  in  the  campaign  for  Christian  education  and 
world  democracy;  co-operation  in  the  management  of  the 
American  College  Bureau,  an  organization  confined  to  college 
work  and  recommending  only  teachers  of  proven  Christian 
character;  publishes  the  American  College  Bulletin,  a  bi- 
weekly issued  in  the  interests  of  the  Council  and  affiliated 
institutions;  conducts  a  bureau  of  information  on  subjects  of 
educational  interest;  is  promoting  co-operative  purchasing  by 
the  colleges,  etc. 

BIBLE  CHAIR  ENDOWMENT  CAMPAIGN 

Strenuous  efforts  were  put  forth  by  the  Board  to  carry  out  the 
instruction  of  the  last  General  Assembly  to  complete  the  Bible  Chair 
Fund  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  four  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  Protestant  Reformation.  It  was  realized  at  the  outset 
that  many  other  urgent  calls  upon  the  church  membership  for  con- 
tributions to  the  Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  War  Work,  Armenian  and 
Syrian  Relief,  etc.,  would  reduce  the  chances  for  complete  success 
and  that  an  advertising  campaign  of  unusual  character  and  vigor  was 
necessary  to  make  even  a  respectful  showing. 

The  sum  of  $53,400.84  in  cash  and  written  pledges  was  received 
during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  congregations  which  responded 
to  the  Board's  appeal  through  one  or  more  of  their  organizations  is 
392.  A  detailed  list  of  the  congregations  contributing  and  the 
individuals  sending  gifts  direct  for  this  fund  is  shown  as  part  of  the 
financial  statement  accompanying  this  report.

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Insistent  calls  are  daily  being  made  upon  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  to  furnish  more  and  more  trained  Christian  leaders  for  the 
work  of  the  Kingdom  throughout  the  world.  The  establishment  of 
endowed  Bible  Chairs  in  each  of  the  colleges  will  greatly  strengthen 
the  church's  educational  institutions  for  their  task  of  training  a  suffi- 
ciently numerous  and  well  qualified  leadership  for  the  work  of  our 
church  in  all  its  far  reaching  efforts.  The  Bible  Chair  for  Monmouth 
College  has  already  been  endowed  in  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  This  was 
not  only  made  possible,  but  necessary,  by  the  receipt  of  two  $10,000.00 
pledges,  payment  of  which  was  conditioned  upon  the  establishment  of 
the  Bible  Chair  at  Monmouth  College,  with  an  endowment  of  $40,000.00, 
before  September  1, 1918.  The  Board  has  in  hand  in  cash  and  pledges 
the  sum  of  $87,130.60,  for  the  endowment  of  Bible  Chairs  in  the  other 
four  colleges  under  its  care.  The  offerings  from  the  Sabbath  schools  for 
the  month  of  April,  educational  month,  and  which  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  have  only  begun  to  come  in,  are  expected  to  add  many 
thousands  of  dollars  to  this  total. 

The  sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  United  Pres- 
byterian Church  should  surely  witness  the  completion  of  the  Bible 
Chair  Fund  and  the  establishment  of  adequately  endowed  and  equipped 
Bible  departments  in  'each  of  our  colleges.  Thus  our  church  would 
emphatically  reaffirm  and  buttress  its  historic  position  as  regards  the 
fundamental  importance  of  instructing  the  rising  generation  of  our 
future  leaders  in  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  teachings  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures. 

The  Board  and  the  colleges  are  unanimous  in  the  belief  that  an 
intensive  campaign  in  the  month  of  June,  actively  and  energetically 
participated  in  by  the  joint  forces  of  the  Board,  the  colleges,  pres- 
byterial  committees  on  education,  pastors  and  church  officers,  would, 
with  the  blessing  of  God,  result  in  the  completion  of  the  Bible 
Chair  Fund  and  the  establishment  by  next  September  of  an  endowed 
Bible  Chair  in  each  of  the  colleges  under  the  care  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  been  in  conference  with  the  college  presidents  in 
regard  to  formulating  a  plan  for  establishing  and  maintaining  Bible 
Chairs  in  each  of  the  colleges  under  its  care  and  with  the  unanimous 
support  of  the  College  Presidents'  Association  submits  to  the  General 
Assembly  the  following 

PROPOSALS  FOR  A  PLAN  OF  ESTABLISHING  BIBCE  CHAIRS  IN 
THE  COLLEGES  OF  THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

Preamble. 

We  understand  that  the  purpose  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  establishing  adequately  endowed    Bible  Chairs  or  Departments  in 
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each  of  the  five  colleges  under  its  control  is  to  effect  a  business-like 
arrangement  guaranteeing  the  maintenance  of  the  Bible  Chairs  or 
Departments  on  a  basis  at  least  equal  to  the  standards  maintained  in 
the  major  departments,  such  as  literature,  history,  science,  etc.,  this 
in  order  that  our  colleges  may  fully  measure  up  to  their  unparalleled 
opportunity  and  consequent  responsibility  for  preparing  a  larger  number 
of  well-equipped  religious  and  moral  leaders  for  the  Church  and  for 
the  State.  In  accord  with  this  purpose,  we  offer  the  following  as  to  the 
outline  of  courses,  the  choice  of  a  professor  of  Bible  and  his  contract. 

Selection,  Qualifications  and  Relations  of  Bible  Professors. 

Selection  and  The  professor  of  Bible  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Standing.  authorities   of  the   college,  subject  to  the  approval 

of  the  Board  of  Education. 
He  shall  have  full  professorial  standing  and  his  relationship  to 
the  institution,  after  his  election,  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  any 
other  professor. 

He  shall  be  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Bible,  if  Bible  instruc- 
tion is  also  given  by  other  members  of  the  faculty. 

He  shall  devote  his  whole  time  and  ability  to  building  up  the 
Bible  Chair  or  Department,  and  making  it  more  efficient. 

Training  and       The  professor  of  Bible  must  have  a  thorough  academic 
Experience.         and  professional  training,  able  to  deal  with  questions 
that  grow  out  of  modern  religious  investigations,  and 
must  be  pre-eminently  a  teacher. 

He  must  be  an  active  member  of,  and  leader  in,  some  evangelical 
church,  preferably  the  United  Presbyterian.

life  and  work  of  the  college,  especially  in  regard  to  the  work  of 
interesting  young  men  and  women  in  Christian  service. 

Outline  of  Courses  and  Equipment. 

Required  We  recommend  to  the  colleges  that  the  Bible  itself 

Courses  be  the  fundamental  text-book,  and  that  courses  in 

English  Bible  shall  be  taught  in  the  Bible  Depart- 
ment and  that  one  or  more  of  the  following  courses  be  required  as  a 
prerequisite  for  graduation:    Old  Testament  history,  New  Testament 
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history,  life  of  Christ,  literature  of  the  Old  Testament,  Old  Testa- 
ment prophecy,  the  epistolary  literature  of  the  New  Testament,  or  the 
origin  of  Christianity. 

Elective  From  a  survey  of  courses  taught  in  American  col- 

Courses,  leges,  we  recommend  that  certain  of  the  following 

courses  be  elective:  Ethics  and  evidences  of  Chris- 
tianity, Christian  doctrine,  social  teachings  of  Jesus  or  applied 
Christianity,  the  psychology  of  religion,  the  philosophy  of  religion, 
religious  pedagogy  and  Bible-school  methods,  Christian  stewardship, 
comparative  religion,  history  of  the  church,  or  modern  Christian 
missions. 

Allied  It  is  hoped  that  allied  courses  in  other  departments 

Courses.  will  be  offered  in  one  or  more  of  the  following  sub- 

jects: public  speaking;  Biblical  languages,  viz.,  New 
Testament  Greek,  Hebrew,  ecclesiastical  Latin;  allied  sciences,  viz., 
anthropology,  archaeology,  geography  of  Palestine. 

Equipment  and  An  up-to-date  equipment  for  the  Bible  Department, 
Library.  in    the    form    of    a    well-selected    religious  library, 

charts,  relief  maps,  etc.,  is  fundamentally  important. 
It  is  also  important  that  the  Bible  professor  shall  have  every  pos- 
sible advantage  of  travel  and  study  in  the  interest  of  increasing  his 
efficiency.  The  Board  will  make  the  provision  of  these  fundamentals  a 
chief  concern.  Income  from  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Funds  not 
used  by  the  colleges  for  paying  the  salary  of  the  Bible  professor 
shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  stated  above,  a  report  of  such  expendi- 
ture being  made  annually  to  the  Board. 

Conditions  of  Agreement  Between  the  Professor  of  Bible  and  the  College. 

This  agreement  should  specify: 

( 1 )  That  the  full  time  and  energy  of  the  Bible  professor  is 

to  be  given  to  building  up  the  Bible  Chair  or  Depart- 
ment under  his  direction. 

(2)  As  to  remuneration: 
fa)  Amount. 

(b)  Is  to  be  paid  monthly  by  the  college,  the  Board  of 
Education  to  forward  the  income  from  the  fund 
quarterly  to  the  college  treasurer. 

(3)  The  term  of  office:   The  professor  is  to  be  elected  first 

for  a  term  of  at  least  two  years,  and  if  re-elected,  to 
serve  for  an  indefinite  term;  either  party  desiring 
to  effect  a  dissolution  of  the  teaching  relation,  shall 
give  the  usual  notice  in  advance  to  the  other  party. 
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(4)  That  the  agreement  shall  cover  the  entire  year,  allowing 

one  month's  vacation  in  the  summer,  together  with 
the  usual  recesses  during  the  college  year.  The 
following  suggestions  are  made  with  reference  to  the 
two  months  of  summer  work: 

(a)  Study  at  some  university  or  Bible  school; 

(b)  Visiting  the  congregations  of  the  constituency  of 

his  college  in  the  interests  of  his  department 
and  of  the  college. 

(c)  Holding    Bible    institutes    in    United  Presbyterian 

Church  centers; 

(d)  Addressing  religious  conferences  or  conventions;  or 

(e)  Seeking  in  other  ways  to  advance  the  work  of  his 

department  and  of  the  college. 

(5)  That  the  income  from  per-diem  work  and  from  other 

such  sources  received  by  the  professor  during  the 
eleven  months  of  the  year  when  he  is  in  active 
service,  shall  be  applied  in  the  development  of  the 
work  of  his  department,  and  reported  by  the  college 
to  the  Board  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  agreement  is  to  be  executed  by  the  college  and  the  professor 
of  Bible,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education. 


BENEFICIARY  ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

The  Board  granted  aid  this  year  to  forty-six  young  men  attending 
our  theological  seminaries,  and  to  two  young  men  attending  Class  A 
medical  schools  in  preparation  for  medical  mission  service  under  our 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  number  of  theological  students  aided  this  year  is  a  decrease 
of  ten  from  the  number  aided  last  year.  This  falling  off  in  number  is 
due  for  the  most  part  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  students  in 
our  seminaries. 

The  two  young  men  aided  in  their  medical  school  work  were  also 
aided  during  the  past  two  years,  the  grant  in  each  case  approximating 
their  tuition  charge.

Three  of  the  students  listed  above  are  undergraduates  with  a 
small  amount  of  college  work  to  do  to  complete  their  course  ■  and 
receive  and  A.  B.,  B.  S.,  or  Ph.  B.  degree.  They  are  under  written 
contract  to  complete  their  college  work  within  a  reasonable  length 
of  time  after  being  graduated  from  the  seminary.  One  young  man, 
a  native  of  Egypt  and  who  is  preparing  for  special  evangelistic  work 
in  Egypt,  was  aided.  This  young  man  does  not  possess  a  college 
degree,  his  case  having  been  treated  as  a  "special"  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Xenia  Seminary 
faculty.  No  other  student  was  aided  who  is  not  a  college  graduate 
or  who  was  unwilling  to  agree  to  complete  his  college  work  in  the 
near  future. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
students  aided,  and  to  the  further  fact  that  the  General  Assembly  of 
1917  appropriated  $1,000.00  to  supplement  the  income  from  the 
Beneficiary  Endowment,  the  Board  was  enabled  to  pay  every  grant  in 
full  by  using  $4.87  of  the  balance  in  the  budget  funds. 

The  Board  was  able  to  reduce  the  debt  against  the  Beneficiary 
Income  Fund  hanging  over  from  1915  from  $2,290.86  to  $1,748.15,  by 
the  General  Assembly's  authorization,  which  allowed  the  Board  to  apply 
to  this  end  a  part  or  all  of  the  unappropriated  budget  funds  coming 
into  its  hands,  and  by  the  aid  of  $173.77  contributed  for  that  purpose. 
An  increase  in  the  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  was  made  possible 
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through  the  repayment  of  $1,051.68  by  former  beneficiaries  on  the 
amount  each  had  received  when  a  beneficiary  of  the  Board.  The 
Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  now  amounts  to  $62,868.09. 

If  the  war  should  continue  for  some  time,  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  our  seminaries  would  probably  be  still  further , reduced.  An 
opportunity  is  thus  afforded  to  wipe  out  the  debt  in  the  Beneficiary 
Income  Fund  and  to  further  strengthen  this  fund  so  as  to  be  able  to 
meet  the  heavy  demands  which  in  all  probability  will  be  made  upon  it 
when  the  war  is  over  and  our  boys  come  home  ready  to  be  redirected 
in  the  arts  of  peace. 

The  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund,  or  Young  Men's  Fund,  as  it  is 
sometimes  called,  was  not  half  large  enough  to  meet  the  demand  made 
upon  it  in  the  two  normal  years  of  1916  and  1917.  The  Board  expects 
to  be  able  to  give  considerable  more  time  and  strength  to  the  build- 
ing up  of  this  fund  when  the  campaign  for  the  endowment  of  Bible 
Chairs  is  successfully  completed. 


GENERAL  PUBLICITY. 

One  of  the  chief  objects  for  which  the  Board  of  Education  was 
created,  as  stated  in  its  charter,  is  "to  diffuse  an  educational  spirit 
throughout  the  church."  The  great  thing  needed  for  the  proper 
development  of  the  church's  plans  for  the  Christian  education  of  her 
youth  is  a  favorable  atmosphere  in  which  to  work.  To  create  this, 
thorough  surveys  to  ascertain  the  facts  underlying  successful  educa- 
tional effort  of  this  sort  must  be  made  and  then  these  facts  must  be 
gotten  into  the  minds  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  church. 

The  Board  has  always  endeavored  to  give  attention  to  general 
publicity  work  of  this  sort,  but  believes  that  it  should  be  given  the 
means  to  greatly  intensify  this  type  of  work  with  a  view  to  directing 
the  attention  of  high  school  students  and  high  school  graduates  not 
subject  to  government  draft  to  the  importance  of  attending  college. 
A  special  effort  should  be  made  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  church 
at  large  to  the  importance  of  adequately  financing  her  educational 
institutions.  General  publicity  campaigns  of  this  sort  put  on  last  year 
by  the  College  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States 
met  with  marked  success,  and  are  to  be  repeated  this  year.  The  Coun- 
cil of  Church  Boards  of  Education  is  prepared  to  help  gather  the 
necessary  facts  and  to  help  devise  ways  and  means  of  publishing  them. 
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RECOMMEN  DATIONS. 
I. 

That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1919,  that  is,  the  23rd,  and  the 
Wednesday  preceding,  namely,  the  19th,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer 
in  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of 
the  Spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may 
be  an  adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian 
leadership,  especially  in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

II. 

That  owing  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our  college-trained  young 
men  are  now  with  the  colors,  and  to  the  further  fact  that  following 
the  war  there  will  be  such  a  demand  for  trained  Christian  leadership 
as  the  world  has  never  known,  the  Board  of  Education,  the  colleges 
and  seminaries,  pastors  and  church  officers  be  urged  to  present  to 
high  school  graduates  and  their  parents  the  privilege  and  duty  of  all 
who  are  qualified  and  able  to  do  so,  of  entering  college  in  the  fall  to 
prepare  themselves  for  positions  of  leadership  in  the  church  and  in  the 
state. 

III. 

That  the  young  men  of  our  colleges  who  have  joined  the  colors 
at  the  call  of  their  country  be  made  special  subjects  for  the  prayers 
of  the  church  throughout  the  year  to  the  end  that  their  characters 
may  be  kept  thoroughly  Christian  and  their  lives  spared  to  assume 
positions  of  leadership  in  the  church  and  in  the  state. 

IV. 

That  the  General  Assembly  authorize  a  special  campaign  to  be 
carried  through  during  the  year  immediately  following  the  close  of  the 
war,  having  particularly  in  view  the  laying  upon  the  hearts  of  the 
college-trained  young  men  who  return  from  the  war  the  great  need 
for  more  trained  Christian  leaders  for  the  work  of  reconstruction 
which  will  be  upon  us  with  the  signing  of  peace. 

V. 

That  the  General  Assembly  authorize  an  intensive  drive  to  be  con- 
ducted during  the  month  of  June  in  the  interest  of  the  completion  of 
the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  and  that  each  congregation  be  urged 
to  fill  up  its  quota  of  the  $200,000.00  Bible  Chair  Fund  which  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  has  assumed  to  raise  for  its  colleges 
through  its  Board  of  Education. 
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VI. 

That  the  work  and  plans  of  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation for  the  prosecution  of  the  Forward  Movement  for  Christian 
Education  as  set  forth  in  the  Board's  report,  be  endorsed. 

VU. 

That  the  plans  for  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming 
into  the  hands  of  the  Board  during  the  year  1918-19,  be  as  follows: 

(a)  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the  Board  $  7,000 

(b)  For    theological    seminaries,    current    expenses,    in  equal 

amounts  to  each   3,000 

(c)  For  beneficiary  aid;  if  not  all  needed,  the  balance  to  be 

applied  on  the  debt  in  the  Beneficiary  Income  Fund   1,000 

(d)  For  current  expenses  of  the  colleges,  to  be  divided  in  the 

ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance  as  formerly   21,000 

(e)  For  Missionary  and  Efficiency  Committee,  pro-rata  share  of 

administrative  expenses    405 

(f )  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be  used  at  its 

discretion  to  apply  toward  the  reduction  of  the  debt  in  the 
Beneficiary  Income  Fund  or  to  meet  special  needs  which  may 
arise.  *

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Report  on  Education 

Being  General  Assembly  Action,  taken  May  28,  1918 


To  your  Committee  on  Education  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  We  have  found  this  report  clear,  concise, 
illuminating  and  very  interesting. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  to  these  important  items, 
namely: 

1.  The  effect  of  the  war  conditions.  While  the  war  conditions 
have  interfered  somewhat  with  the  successful  working  of  the  campaign 
for  funds,  nevertheless  this  has  been  the  best  year  in  the  Board's 
history. 

Our  colleges  and  seminaries  have  shared  the  common  experience 
of  all  the  institutions  of  the  country  in  a  decided  reduction  of  the 
student  bodies  and  consequent  reduction  of  income  from  tuitions 
totaling  $12,957. 

2.  The  tables  showing  the  proportion  of  our  ministers  and  mission- 
aries who  are  graduates  of  colleges. 

Over  ninety  per  cent  of  our  ministers  are  college  graduates. 

Over  eighty-three  per  cent  of  our  ministers  and  over  sixty  per 
cent  of  our  missionaries  (not  including  ministers)  are  graduates  of  our 
own  or  other  Christian  colleges. 

These  tables  indicate  how  much  both  the  Church  and  the  State 
are  dependent  upon  the  Christian  colleges  for  religious  and  moral 
leadership. 

3.  The  Board  has  co-operated  with  the  colleges  in  securing 
students. 

Through  pastors  the  Board  furnished  the  colleges  with  lists  of 
856  high  school  graduates  who  are  prospective  college  students. 

Also  college  pastors  were  furnished  the  names  of  students  lately 
come  into  their  midst  and  much  valuable  data  concerning  them,  so  that 
these  students  might  be  linked  up  at  once  with  Christian  influences 
and  activities  in  their  new  environment. 
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4.  That  an  able  active  committee  on  education  in  every  presby- 
tery will  materially  help  to  promote  the  aggressive  educational  policy 
of  the  Church. 

5.  That  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education  has  rendered 
valuable  aid  to  our  Board  in  a  number  of  different  ways,  justifying 
our  contribution  of  $500  toward  its  maintenance. 

6.  The  sum  of  $53,400.84  in  cash  and  written  pledges  was  added 
to  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  during  the  year,  making  a  grand 
total  in  this  fund  of  $127,130.60.  The  Bible  Chair  Fund  for  Monmouth 
College  has  been  completed. 

The  Board  and  the  colleges  are  unanimous  in  the  belief  that  an 
intensive  campaign  in  the  month  of  June  should  be  undertaken  to 
complete  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  in  order  that  our  four 
other  colleges  may  establish  their  Bible  Chairs  at  the  opening  of 
college  in  September. 

7.  The  proposed  plan  for  establishing  and  maintaining  Bible  Chairs 
in  our  colleges  was  unanimously  supported  by  the  Board  and  the 
College  Presidents'  Association. 

8.  In  administering  the  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  the  Board 
granted  aid  this  year  to  46  young  men  attending  our  theological  semi- 
naries, and  to  two  young  men  attending  Class  A  medical  schools  in 
preparation  for  the  medical  missionary  service  under  our  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions. 

The  debt  against  the  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  has  been 
reduced  from  $2,290.86  to  $1,748.15. 

The  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  now  amounts  to  $62,868.09. 

We  submit  the  following  recommendations  for  adoption:

State. 

4.  That  the  General  Assembly  authorize  a  special  campaign  to  be 
carried  through  during  the  year  immediately  following  the  close  of 
the  war  having  particularly  in  view  the  enlistment  of  the  college 
trained  young  men,  who  return  from  the  war,  in  Christian  work  and 
Christian  reconstruction. 

5.  That  while  the  Church  remembers  in  prayer  all  her  sons  who 
are  in  the  country's  service,  special  petition  should  be  made  on  behalf 
of  our  college  trained  young  men  for  their  safety  and  purity  of  life, 
that  they  may  be  returned  to  the  Church  for  efficient  service  in  the 
days  of  need  to  come.  • 

6.  That  the  Assembly  endorse  the  work  and  plans  of  the  Council 
of  Church  Boards  of  Education  for  the  Prosecution  of  the  Forward 
Movement  for  Christian  Education,  as  these  are  set  forth  in  our 
Board's  report. 

7.  That  the  plans  for  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming 
into  the  hands  of  the  Board  during  the  year  1918-'19  be  as  follows:

8.  That  this  General  Assembly,  through  its  Board  of  Education, 
urge  upon  every  congregation  of  our  Church  in  America  to  fill  up  its 
quota  to  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  by  Sabbath,  June  30th, 
hereby  designated  as  "Gleaning  Day"  for  the  completion  of  this  fund, 
in  order  that  all  the  proposed  chairs  may  be  inaugurated  by  the 
opening  of  school  next  September. 

Also  that  the  basis  for  calculating  the  "quota"  of  any  congregation 
be  fixed  upon  as  the  ratio  the  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollar  Bible 
Chair  Fund  bears  to  $734,376,  which  is  the  total  amount  of  the  gifts 
of  our  Church  in  America  for  "Payments  on  the  Budget,"  "Specials 
to  Work  Abroad,"  and  "Specials  to  Work  at  Home"  in  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1917,  or  27.2  per  cent.  Contributions  made  to  this  fund  in 
previous  years  are  to  be  credited  to  congregations  on  their  quota, 
whether  paid  through  their  church  treasurer  or  sent  direct  by  individual 
members. 

9.  That  the  Assembly  endorse  the  following  proposed  plan  of 
establishing  Bible  Chairs  in  our  colleges: 

(This  plan  was  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly,  as  submitted  by 
the  Board,  and  is  to  be  found  on  pages  9  to  12  of  the  report  of  the  Board. 
It  is  omitted  here  in  order  to  save  space.) 

10.  That  the  matter  of  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Education  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  report  to  this  Assembly.

Statement  of  Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements.

EDUCATIONAL  POLICY 


ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1914 
Re-affirmed  by  The  General  Assembly  of  1919 


1.  That  the  Church  recognize  that  there  is  no  future  for  denom- 
inational education  unless  her  institutions  attract,  hold,  and  equip  in- 
tellectually as  well  as  spiritually  that  type  of  student  who  is  capable  of 
the  largest  social  service,  whether  in  lay  or  clerical  activities  of  life, 
and  that  the  Church,  therefore,  instruct  the  Board  of  Education  to  keep 
this  fact  ever  prominent  in  the  execution  of  its  educational  policy. 

2.  That  the  Church  concentrate  its  educational  effort  along  the 
particular  lines  which  will  contribute  most  to  the  progress  and  well 
being  of  her  members,  in  order  better  to  fit  the  Church  to  fulfil  her 
mission  of  individual  and  social  salvation.  To  this  end  we  propose  that 
our  collegiate  institutions  be  of  high  educational  standards,  having 
faculties  of  recognized  intellectual  leaders,  laying  emphasis  upon  the 
noblest  Christian  ideals,  maintaining  strong  departments  of  Biblical 
Literature,  and  aggresively  active  in  the  educational  life  of  the  day. 

3.  That  the  Church  investigate  the  whole  field  of  education  with 
a  view  to  assuring  the  use  of  wise  methods  in  her  institutions  and  the 
maintenance  of  high  scholastic  standards;  and  in  order  that  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  every  part  of  her  constituency  may  be  met. 

4.  That  the  Church  establish  a  central  endowment  for  the  stim- 
ulus, encouragement,  and  care  of  its  educational  institutions,  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  pension  system  for  the  benefit  of  instructors. 

5.  That  the  Church  place  the  handling  and  distribution  of  its 
educational  monies  (i.  e.,  the  monies  received  from  the  regular  contri- 
butions of  the  Church  for  educational  purposes)  in  the  care  of  some 
one  agency,  and  that  that  agency  be  its  Board  of  Education. 

6.  Tuat  the  Church  on  behalf  of  her  educational  institutions  open 
for  them  an  approach  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  through  the  Sabbath 
Schools  and  Young  People's  societies  not  less  than  one  month  out  of 
twelve. 

7.  That  the  Church  follow  up  the  large  proportion  of  her  youth 
who  attend  other  than  her  own  institutions  with  a  view  to  retaining  and 
strengthening  their  interest  in  her  activities  and  to  enlisting  their  ser- 
vice in  her  behalf. 

8.  That  the  Church  make  the  Board  of  Education  its  principal  agent 
in  the  execution  of  the  above  policy.

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  favor 
bestowed  on  its  work  that  the  Board  of  Education  presents  its  sixtieth 
annual  report  to  the  General  Assembly.  War  conditions  have  again 
greatly  affected  the  work  and  plans  of  the  Board  for  carrying  forward 
the  educational  policy  of  our  Church  but  the  people  of  the  Church  have 
responded  more  fully  and  liberally  than  ever  before  and  we  are  thus 
enabled  to  record  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the  Board's  work. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  EDUCATIONAL  WORLD 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  one  of  the  most  trying  our  colleges 
and  seminaries  have  ever  experienced.  The  army  claimed  practically 
every  able  bodied  man  of  military  age  for  some  form  of  military  service. 
The  upper  classmen  enlisted  almost  to  a  man,  a  large  number  of  these 
going  to  officers'  training  camps.  The  organization  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C. 
units  in  each  of  our  colleges  filled  up  the  college  ranks  again  with  a 
large  number  of  first  year  men.  The  colleges  were  only  beginning  to 
solve  the  problems  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  brought  with  it  when  the  armistice 
was  signed  and  shortly  thereafter  the  demobilization  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C. 
was  accomplished.  The  Government  program  for  using  the  colleges  for 
training  officers  in  the  colleges  might  have  accomplished  much  good  if 
it  had  been  carried  through  but  as  things  turned  out,  that  program 
was  dropped  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  there  was  practically  no 
chance  for  the  colleges  to  resume  their  normal  courses  and  complete  a 
normal  year's  work.  Everywhere  colleges  and  universities  simply  had 
to  make  the  best  of  it. 

The  Government's  policy  of  re-imbursing  the  colleges  for  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  forward  the  program  for  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  together 
with  the  help  the  Church  gave  them  through  the  War  Emergency  Cam- 
paign will  enable  them  to  come  through  the  period  of  stress  not  much 
the  worse  so  far  as  current  expenses  is  concerned.  The  real  reverse  the 
colleges  received  in  a  financial  way  lies  in  the  fact  that  programs  for 
financial  campaigns  have  been  greatly  retarded,  in  some  cases  set  back 
4  more  than  two  years. 

^  BIBLE  CHAIR  ENDOWMENT  CAMPAIGN 

The  1918  General  Assembly  fixed  upon  Sabbath,  June  30,  1918  as 
"Gleaning  Day"  for  the  Bible  Chair  Fund  and  urged  every  congregation 
to  raise  on  that  day  its  quota  for  this  fund.    The  quota  suggested  was 
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27.2%  of  a  congregation's  gifts  in  1917  for  "payments  on  the  budget," 
"specials  to  work  at  home"  and  "specials  to  work  abroad."  Credit  was 
given  for  all  gifts  previously  made  by  the  congregation  whether  made 
through  the  church  treasurer  or  sent  direct  by  individuals. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  congregations  have  paid  in  full  the  quota 
suggested.  A  large  number  of  these  have  overpaid  their  quotas  by  a 
considerable  margin.  Four  hundred  and  eighty  other  congregations  have 
paid  something  on  their^  quota  but  to  date  have  not  paid  or  pledged  the 
full  amount.  A  detailed  list  of  the  congregations  contributing  and  of 
the  names  of  individuals  sending  direct  is  shown  as  part  of  the  financial 
statement  accompanying  this  report.  Names  of  congregations  which 
have  paid  their  quota  in  full  or  overpaid,  are  starred  in  this  list.

*When  the  $1,260.00  in  pledges  in  the  Monmouth  Fund  is  paid,  and 
when  the  $1,000.00  in  Annuity  Bonds  matures,  a  corresponding 
amount  will  be  released  from  this  fund  to  the  Undesignated  Fund. 
A  condition  attached  to  the  two  $10,000.00  gifts  for  Monmouth's 
Chair  requires  that  $40,000.00  of  unincumbered,  income-producing 
funds  shall  be  perpetually  maintained  for  this  chair. 

In  addition  to  the  above  listed  gifts,  the  Board  has  assurance  of 
gifts  for  this  fund  approximating  $15,000.00,  hence  in  one  sense  it  is 
correct  to  say  that  the  $200,000.00  fund  is  subscribed.  However,  it  should 
be  kept  clearly  in  mind  that  until  all  outstanding  pledges  are  paid  the 
fund  is  not  completed.  Moreover,  ^here  is  need  for  additional  gifts 
approximating  $50,000.00  for  the  reason  that  it  requires  about  $250,- 
000.00  of  endowment  now  to  do  what  $200,000.00  would  do  when  this 
movement  was  launched  in  1913. 

Realizing  that  unpaid  pledges  and  annuity  funds  do  not  yield  an 
income  for  the  Bible  Chair  Fund,  "A  Friend"  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsyl- 
vania, has  agreed  to  contribute  to  the  Bible  Chair  Income  Fund  a  total 
sum  not  in  excess  of  $1,500.00  in  monthly  or  yearly  payments  extending 
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over  a  three-year  period,  providing  three  other  individuals  or  groups 
of  individuals  will  agree  to  do  likewise.  This  pledge  is  made  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  the  Board  to  establish  the  four  other  Bible  Chairs 
at  once  without  waiting  for  the  collection  of  all  outstanding  pledges, 
some  of  which  have  several  years  to  run.  It  is  the  expectation  that  all 
outstanding  pledges  will  be  paid  within  this  three-year  period. 

It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  Board  that  at  its  meeting  June 
17,  1919,  steps  can  be  taken  looking  toward  the  establishment  of  Bible 
Chairs  in  each  of  the  other  four  colleges,  Cooper,  Muskingum,  Tarkio 
and  Westminster. 

STUDENT  BENEFICIARY  AID 

The  Board  granted  aid  this  year  to  twenty-six  young  men  in  attend- 
ance at  our  theological  seminaries.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  twenty 
from  the  number  aided  last  year.  Included  in  the  number  of  those 
aided  this  year  are  six  young  men  discharged  from  army  service  early 
enough  to  permit  them  to  enter  the  seminary  about  the  middle  of  this 
school  year.  Special  provision  has  been  made  by  the  seminary  faculties 
for  these  young  men  to  enable  them  to  make  up  the  full  year's  work. 
Realizing  the  need  of  these  young  men  for  extra  funds  the  Board  has 
granted  the  full  year's  maximum  allowance  for  each. 

Two  young  men  attending  a  class  A  medical  school  in  preparation 
for  medical  mission  service  under  our  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  were 
aided  in  the  amount  of  their  tuition  charge.

One  medical  mission  student  is  preparing  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  Medical  School  and  the  other  at  Rush  Medical  College, 
Chicago. 

The  Board  would  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  that  an  extra 
allowance  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  equipment  be  granted,  upon  ap- 
proved application,  to  returning  soldiers  and  sailors  who  enter  either 
of  our  seminaries  in  the  fall  of  1919;  also  that  this  extra  grant  be  made 
from  the  surplus  in  the  Student  Beneficiary  Income  Fund. 
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The  Board  would  also  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
grants  to  theological  students  be  increased  by  25%  beginning  next  year 
on  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  living.  This  would  make  the  maxi- 
mum grant  to  first  year  men,  $187.50,  to  second  year  men  who  are 
allowed  to  preach  two  Sabbaths  monthly,  $125.00,  and  to  third  year  men 
with  freedom  to  preach  except  as  stated  supply  or  pastor,  $62.50. 

The  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  has  been  increased  during  the 
year  through  the  repayment  of  $450.00  by  former  beneficiaries.  The 
policy  of  the  Board  is  to  gradually  build  up  this  endowment  fund  in  this 
way  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  Church.  The  Beneficiary 
Endowment  Fund  now  amounts  to  $63,318.09.  In  addition  to  $3,527.32 
received  as  interest  from  this  fund,  the  Board  received  $251.37  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  William  Reed  Estate  and  $1,000.00  from  the  general 
budget  funds  by  Assembly  appropriation. 

In  view  of  expected  favorable  action  on  its  recommendation  to  in- 
crease grants  to  students  by  25%  and  the  expected  large  increase  in 
enrollments  in  our  seminaries  this  coming  fall,  the  Board  would  recom- 
mend that  $2,000.00  be  appropriated  this  year  from  the  general  budget 
funds  to  supplement  the  Board's  regular  sources  of  income  for  student 
beneficiary  aid. 

ESTABLISHED  A  STUDENT  LOAN  FUND 

Believing  it  a  duty  of  prime  importance  that  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  encourage  the  worthy  boy  and  girl  of  small  means  in 
our  Churches  to  enter  our  United  Presbyterian  Colleges  to  prepare  for 
Christian  leadership  whether  missionary,  ministerial  or  lay,  the  Board 
of  Education  has  launched  a  Student  Loan  Fund  along  lines  found 
successful  by  other  denominations,  notably  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  that  the  class  of  students  referred  to 
above  seldom  fail  to  make  good  when  given  their  chance.  There  is  no 
doubt  but  that  hundreds  of  our  splendid  youth  in  the  past  have  given  up 
going  to  college  for  lack  of  financial  encouragement,  and  the  Church 
and  the  world,  as  well  as  the  individual,  have  been  heavy  losers.  The 
cost  of  securing  a  four-year  college  course  looks  to  be  very  great  to  the 
youth  of  small  means  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  he  often  becomes  dis- 
couraged at  the  outlook  and  turns  aside  to  fill  a  position  below  the  level 
for  which  his  talents,  if  trained,  would  fit  him. 

At  its  meeting,  January  9,  1919,  the  Board  took  the  following  action: 
"That  in  view  of  the  heavy  cost  of  a  four-year  college  course, 
the  fact  that  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  always  demanded 
a  highly  educated  leadership  and  as  a  means  of  helping  the  colleges, 
the  Board  establish  and  administer  a  Student  Loan  Fund,  for  the 
benefit  of  United  Presbyterian  students  of  limited  means,  the  follow- 
ing conditions  to  govern : 

"a.    That  the  principal  of  this  fund  be  loaned  only  to  students 
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of  college  grade  who  actually  need  assistance  and  who  are  in  attend- 
ance upon  United  Presbyterian  institutions. 

"b.  That  the  amount  loaned  to  any  one  student  in  any  given 
year  shall  not  exceed  SI 00.00.  The  beneficiary  must  be  in  full  col- 
lege course  and  maintain  a  satisfactory  degree  of  scholarship. 

"c.  That  the  student  shall  have  the  unqualified  endorsement  of 
his  session  and  of  his  school  authorities  as  to  his  character,  promise, 
prudence  and  economy  in  the  use  of  money. 

"d.  Students  of  theology  in  either  of  the  seminaries  of  our 
church  or  medical  mission  students,  may  elect  to  receive  aid  from 
this  fund  in  the  form  of  a  loan,  but  they  cannot  at  the  same  time 
receive  aid  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 

"e.    That  the  student  shall  hold  himself  legally  and  morally 
bound  to  make  payment  of  said  note  within  two  years  after  leaving 
college,  unless  the  applicant  enters  a  professional  school  in  which 
case  time  of  making  payment  shall  be  extended  by  the  length  of  time 
spent  in  such  school.    Interest  is  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  4%  per 
annum  from  July  1st,  next,  succeeding  the  date  of  his  leaving  school." 
It  is  intended  that  worthy  young  people  in  any  of  our  congregations 
shall  be  eligible  for  aid  under  this  plan  in  so  far  as  the  means  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  will  permit.  It  is  planned  to  make  an  annual  appeal 
to  the  Church,  probably  through  the  Sabbath  Schools,  for  the  upbuilding 
of  this  Fund.    It  is  expected  that  many  Sabbath  Schools  will  undertake 
to  provide  scholarships,  that  is,  $100  per  year  for  four  years.  Individuals 
also  will  undoubtedly  wish  to  provide  scholarships.    The  gifts  of  smaller 
Sabbath  Schools  and  the  gifts  of  individuals  for  smaller  amounts,  will 
be  grouped  into  scholarships  by  the  Board.    The  terms  of  the  loans 
while  exceedingly  liberal,  will  be  rigidly  adhered  to  and  when  the  money 
is  returned  by  the  student  after  graduation,  will  be  available  for  aiding 
another  student.    The  fund  thus  becomes  a  cumulative,  revolving  fund 
capable  of  aiding  an  ever  in  creasing  number  of  students. 

An  appeal  was  made  to  the  Sabbath  Schools  of  our  church  during 
the  month  of  April  for  gifts  to  provide  a  beginning  of  this  fund.  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  April  offerings  have  hardly  begun 
to  come  in.  If  the  S3, 000  average  the  Board  has  been  receiving  in 
other  years  from  the  April  offerings  of  the  Sabbath  Schools  is  received 
this  year,  the  Board  will  be  enabled  thereby  to  encourage  financially 
thirty  worthy  young  people  who  otherwise  might  not  be  able  to  enter 
college  this  coming  fall. 

FINANCES 

The  past  year  has  been  the  best  in  the  entire  sixty  years  of  the 
Board's  history,  from  the  standpoint  of  finances.  The  receipts  from  all 
sources  total  $161,454.83,  practically  double  the  receipts  of  the  year 
1917-1918  and  more  than  three  times  the  receipts  for  the  year  1916-1917, 
or  any  other  previous  year  in  the  Board's  history. 

The  War  Emergency  Fund  Campaign  has  proved  a  great  boon  for 
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the  educational  work  of  our  Church.  The  Board  was  thereby  enabled  to 
help  the  colleges  over  the  critical  war  period  to  the  extent  of  almost 
$25,000.00,  the  Board's  indebtedness  of  $1,748.00  has  been  wiped  out,  and 
$830.00  added  to  the  administrative  fund  to  cover  excess  cost  of  admin- 
istration during  the  war  period.  The  sum  of  $516.10  was  received  from 
the  W.  E.  F.  above  our  askings  to  be  applied  on  such  work  as  the  Board 
might  designate.  This  surplus  was  added  to  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment 
Fund. 

The  endowment  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  aggregate 
$242,516.55,  an  increase  of  $187,198.46  over  the  amount  of  endowment 
funds  in  the  Board's  hands  in  1912.  In  addition  to  the  funds  now  in 
hand  the  Board  has  pledges  and  assurances  of  receiving  $23,866.20  more 
for  the  Bible  Chair  Fund  in  the  near  future. 

The  Board  handles  trust  funds  committed  to  its  trusteeship  in  as 
careful  a  manner  as  possible.  Both  the  Treasurer  of  Income  Funds 
and  the  Treasurer  of  Permanent  Funds  are  bonded,  the  former  in  a  bond 
of  $10,000.00  and  the  latter  in  a  bond  of  $50,000.00.  For  several  years, 
including  this  year,  the  auditing  firm  of  Ernst  &  Ernst  has  been  em- 
ployed to  make  an  annual  audit  of  the  Treasurers'  books,  records,  securi- 
ties, etc.,  and  prepare  the  annual  reports  of  the  Treasurers  for  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  The  Treasurers'  reports  are  a  part  of  this  report  and 
will  be  found  at  the  close  of  the  written  report.  The  firm  of  Ernst 
&  Ernst  has  been  selected  by  reason  of  their  national  reputation  for 
thoroughness  and  reliability. 

The  policy  of  the  Board  is  to  invest  funds  donated  to  it  for  endow- 
ment purposes  in  first  mortgages  on  improved  real  estate  in  the  rich 
farming  community  contiguous  to  Monmouth,  Illinois.  The  members  of 
the  Loan  Committee  of  the  Board  live  within  easy  reach  and  know  per- 
sonally every  piece  and  parcel  of  land  on  which  the  Board  has  placed 
a  mortgage. 

Prospective  contributors  to  the  Board's  work  will  be  courteously 
granted  every  opportunity  to  inspect  the  Board's  records  and  its  methods 
of  caring  for  the  trust  funds  intrusted  to  its  care.  If  fidelity,  care  and 
conservative  handling  of  its  funds  will  aid  us  in  securing  and  holding 
the  fullest  possible  confidence  of  the  Church,  we  are  determined  to  attain 
that  measure  of  confidence. 

THE  INTER-CHURCH  WQRLD  MOVEMENT  . 

Events  of  seemingly  Providential  import  indicate  that  in  the  incep- 
tion and  progress  to  date  of  the  Inter-Church  World  Movement  there 
is  dawning  a  new  day  for  Christian  Education.  Never  heretofore  has 
the  Protestant  Church  in  any  of  its  denominations  given  the  educational 
work  the  support,  financial  and  otherwise,  which  it  merits  and  must 
have,  if  sufficiently  numerous  and  efficiently  trained  leaders  adequate 
for  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  this  new  age,  are  to  be  raised  up. 

The  leaders  of  the  Inter-Church  World  Movement  plan  to  place  a 
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very  large  emphasis  upon  education  for  Christian  Leadership.  The 
Conference  of  Board  Secretaries  of  our  own  Church  in  its  recom- 
mendations to  the  General  Assembly  looking  toward  a  great  forward 
movement  for  our  own  denomination  in  connection  with  the  Inter-Church 
World  Movement  emphasizes  very  strongly  the  importance  of  our  Church 
undertaking  at  once  to  adequately  equip  and  endow  its  educational  work. 

The  participation  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  promoting  the  Inter- 
Church  World  Movement  is  being  carried  on,  in  part,  through  the  Coun- 
cil of  Church  Boards  of  Education.  Dr.  Robert  L.  Kelly,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Council,  has  been  made  the  head  of  the  educational  sur- 
vey section.  Dr.  Kelly  is  also  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  as 
well  as  the  Committee  of  One  Hundred  of  the  Movement.  A  thorough 
survey  of  each  educational  institution,  including  its  field,  will  be  made 
and  those  institutions  which  prove  that  they  can  contribute  to  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Movement  through  the  training  of  a  considerable  body  of 
church  leaders,  will  be  aided  financially. 

The  Board  of  Education  heartily  approves  the  plans  for  a  great 
forward  movement  for  our  Church  as  worked  out  by  the  Conference  of 
Board  Secretaries  of  our  Church  and  to  be  presented  to  this  General 
Assembly.  We  understand  that  the  General  Assembly  is  to  be  asked  to 
co-ordinate  closely  such  plans  for  a  forward  movement  for  our  Church 
as  may  seem  to  it  wise,  with  the  Inter-Church  World  Movement.  We 
believe  that  it  will  be  to  our  great  advantage  as  a  denomination  to  co- 
operate fully  in  the  plans  for  the  Inter-Church  World  Movement. 

REVIEW  OF  COLLEGE  AND  SEMINARY  REPORTS 

From  the  reports  of  the  colleges  and  seminaries  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1918,  presented  to  the  Board  of  Education,  such  facts  are 
gleaned  as  lead  us  to  express  genuine  gratification  because  of  the 
splendid  work  accomplished  under  the  unfavorable  conditions  for  college 
life  and  progress  this  past  year.  Sacrificing  and  courageous  work  has 
been  done  by  our  college  leaders. 

AS  TO  ENDOWMENTS:— The  figures  submitted  by  our  colleges 
discloses  that  there  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  amount 
of  productive  general  endowments.  It  would  appear  that  Monmouth  Col- 
lege has  this  year  reported  about  $50,000  formerly  classed  as  productive 
endowment  in  the  column  of  Unproductive  General  Endowment.  Cooper's 
deficits  and  indebtedness  has  increased  $9,964  over  last  year.  Mon- 
mouth and  Muskingum  have  reduced  their  deficits  by  $5,356  and  $4,077 
respectively. 

TUITIONS:— From  tuitions  Cooper  suffered  a  decrease  of  $2,136, 
Monmouth,  $3,121,  Westminster  $4,664,  while  Muskingum  increased  $2,- 
818.  The  amounts  received  by  the  various  colleges  from  the  Board  of 
Education  was  practically  the  same  as  last  year. 

PRIVATE  BENEFACTIONS:— Private  benefactions  for  increase 
of  college  endowment  were  much  decreased  generally.    Cooper's  decrease 
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was  $7,770;  Monmouth's  increase  was  $6,063;  Muskingum's  decreased 
$45,253.  Private  benefactions  for  increase  of  plant  show  an  increase  at 
Cooper  of  $15,533;  Monmouth  $5,344;  Muskingum  $45,962.  Fluctuations 
in  increase  and  decrease  are  largely  accounted  for  by  the  presence  or 
absence  of  special  financial  campaigns  during  the  year  under  review, 
though  war  conditions  have  been  a  big  factor. 

FACULTY  BUDGET :— The  faculty  budget  shows  some  changes  as 
follows:  Monmouth  an  increase  of  $9,452;  Westminster  a  decrease  of 
$2,376;  Cooper  a  decrease  of  $1,675,  and  Muskingum  a  decrease  of  $82. 

As  was  to  be  expected  there  was  a  falling  off  in  student  attendance 
in  all  the  colleges.  The  attendance  was  excellently  maintained,  how- 
ever, in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  man-power  of  America  was  so  required 
in  national  service.

RECOMMENDATIONS 
I 

That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1920,  that  is  February  29th,  and 
the  Wednesday  preceding,  the  25th,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer  in 
our  colleges,  seminaries,  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  an 
adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leader- 
ship, especially  in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

II 

That  the  General  Assembly  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in 
launching  a  Student  Loan  Fund  for  the  aid  of  worthy  young  people  of 
small  means  in  our  Church  in  securing  a  Christian  education  in  our 
own  institutions;  that  this  cause  be  commended  to  the  Church  as  prom- 
ising large  returns  in  trained  consecrated  leaders  for  our  church's  work 
and  as  affording  congregations  and  individuals  an  opportunity  for  aid- 
ing our  youth  in  a  wise  way  in  their  struggle  to  secure  an  education  for 
Christian  service. 

Ill 

That  in  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  the  General  Assembly 
authorize  the  Board  to  increase  its  grants  to  theological  students  in  a 
maximum  amount  of  25%;  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  grant  an 
extra  allowance  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  equipment,  upon  approved 
application,  to  returned  soldiers  and  sailors  who  enter  either  of  our 
seminaries  or  a  class  A  medical  college  for  medical  mission  service,  in 
the  fall  of  1919;  also  that  all  such  grants  be  made  from  the  surplus  of 
$1,756  remaining  in  the  Student  Beneficiary  Income  Fund. 

IV

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THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  REPORT  AND  ACTION 
ON  EDUCATION 

Your  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Education  would  respectfully  re- 
port that  two  documents  have  been  referred  to  us — the  resignation  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Ralph  D.  Kyle,  and  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

I.    Regarding-  Mr.  Kyle's  resignation  we  recommend  as  follows: 

1.  That  in  view  of  the  insistence  of  Mr.  Kyle  that  his  resignation 
be  accepted  we  recommend  that  the  Assembly  acquiesce  in  his  request. 

2.  We  further  recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  excellent  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Kyle  during  the 
nearly  seven  years  in  which  he  has  served  the  Board  and  the  Church. 
During  that  time  the  scope  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  has  been  broad- 
nened,  the  Church's  vision  of  the  possibilities  of  Christian  education  has 
been  enlarged,  and  much  constructive  work  has  been  done.  The  creation 
of  a  fund  for  the  endowment  of  Bible  Chairs  in  our  colleges  has  been 
promoted  and  practically  completed.  Other  plans  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  usefulness  of  the  Board  have  been  made.  In  all  of  these  Mr.  Kyle 
has  had  a  conspicuous  part,  contributing  initiative,  earnestness,  ability 
and  persistency.  He  has  constantly  kept  his  mind  upon  the  goal  and  has 
been  unceasing  in  his  labors  to  advance  the  interests  of  Christian  educa- 
tion in  our  own  denomination.  He  has  furthermore  co-operated  in  a 
helpful  way  with  similar  agencies  in  other  Churches  where  his  services 
and  assistance  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  We  feel  that  he  has  made 
a  place  for  himself  in  the  regard  of  the  Church,  and  has  placed  her 
under  obligations  for  which  these  comments  are  but  a  poor  expression. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  selecting  his  successor  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

II.  Regarding  the  report  of  the  Board  we  would  note  the  following 
items: 

War  Conditions.  While  war  conditions  have  been  something  of  a 
hindrance  to  the  work,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  yet  it  has  been  possible 
to  follow  out  the  educational  policy  of  the  Church  with  gratifying  results 
in  many  respects,  especially  on  the  financial  side.  The  army  claimed 
nearly  all  the  young  men  in  the  fall  of  last  year,  but  through  the  S.  A. 
T.  C.  many  new  men  were  brought  into  the  colleges.  This  experiment 
did  not  produce  uniformly  happy  results,  but,  as  a  condition  rather  than 
a  theory  was  confronted,  the  schools  made  the  best  of  the  situation  and 
met  the  emergencies  as  they  came. 

General  Finances.  The  Government's  policy  of  reimbursing  the  col- 
leges for  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  forward  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  programs, 
together  with  the  funds  which  the  Church  provided  through  the  War 
Emergency  campaign,  has  enabled  the  colleges  to  meet  their  current  ex- 
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penses  fairly  well.  Some  of  the  programs  for  obtaining  large  increases 
in  funds  may  have  received  a  set-back;  but  we  hope  that  the  Forward 
Movement  now  contemplated  may  result  in  securing  greatly  needed  funds 
for  all  of  our  institutions. 

Bible  Chair  Endowment.  We  congratulate  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, the  Board,  and  the  Church  at  large  on  the  practical  completion  of 
the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  the 
schools  open  in  the  fall  Bible  Chairs  will  have  been  established  in  all  of 
our  colleges.  It  is  also  hoped  that  the  special  provision  contemplated  to 
secure  temporary  funds  until  such  time  as  certain  subscriptions  shall 
have  been  paid  will  find  realization.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  proposed  $200,000  fund  is  a  minimum  rather  than  a  maximum 
amount,  and  further  subscriptions  and  bequests  to  this  fund  will  be  wel- 
comed, particularly  since  the  purchasing  power  of  a  dollar  has  been 
diminished  since  the  fund  was  first  proposed.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  some  have  already  anticipated  this  need  and  are  providing  funds 
either  by  subscription  or  bequest  in  excess  of  the  minimum  amount. 

Student  Beneficiary  Aid.  Aid  has  been  granted  this  year  to  twenty- 
six  young  men  in  attendance  at  our  Theological  Seminaries,  representing 
a  decrease  of  twenty  from  the  number  aided  last  year.  Six  of  these  are 
young  men  discharged  from  the  army  in  time  to  enter  the  Seminary  at 
the  middle  of  the  school  year.  By  special  arrangements  they  hope  to  do 
summer  work  and  thus  complete  the  year  so  as  to  enter  the  regular 
classes  next  fall. 

Two  young  men  attending  a  Class  A  Medical  School  in  preparation 
for  Foreign  missionary  service  under  our  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  have 
also  received  aid  to  the  amount  of  their  tuition  charges. 

The  sum  of  $450  has  been  returned  to  the  Beneficiary  Endowment 
Fund  by  former  beneficiaries.  The  Board's  policy  of  increasing  this  fund 
from  time  to  time  is  commended. 

Student  Loan  Fund.  It  is  with  gratitude  we  note  the  establishment 
by  the  Board  of  a  Student  Loan  Fund  patterned  after  the  plan  which  has 
been  in  successful  operation  for  some  years  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States.  Your  special 
attention  is  called  to  that  item  in  the  Board's  report. 

Finances.  We  commend  the  careful,  modern,  business-like  methods 
used  by  the  Board  in  handling  its  business  and  congratulate  it  on  having 
the  best  financial  year  in  the  sixty  years  of  its  history.  We  would  direct 
the  attention  of  the  Assembly  to  the  detailed  financial  statement  found 
in  the  annual  report,  and  would  have  you  note  that  every  subscription 
made  to  the  Bible  Chair  Fund,  whether  by  individuals  or  organizations, 
is  there  recorded. 
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III.  Recommendations: 

1.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1920,  that  is  February  29th, 
and  the  Wednesday  preceding,  the  25th,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer 
in  our  colleges,  seminaries,  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  an 
adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leader- 
ship, especially  in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

2.  That  the  General  Assembly  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in 
launching  a  Student  Loan  Fund  for  the  aid  of  worthy  young  people  of 
small  means  in  our  Church  in  securing  a  Christian  education  in  our  own 
institutions;  that  this  cause  be  commended  to  the  Church  as  promising 
large  returns  in  trained,  consecrated  leaders  for  our  Church  work  and 
as  affording  congregations  and  individuals  an  opportunity  for  aiding  our 
youth  in  a  wise  way  in  their  struggle  to  secure  an  education  for  Chris- 
tian service. 

3.  That  in  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  the  General  Assem- 
bly authorize  the  Board  to  increase  its  grants  to  theological  students  in 
a  maximum  amount  of  25  per  cent.;  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to 
grant  an  extra  allowance  of  $100  for  equipment,  upon  approved  applica- 
tion, to  returned  soldiers  and  sailors  who  enter  either  of  our  seminaries 
or  a  Class  A  medical  college  for  medical  mission  service,  in  the  fall  of 
1919;  also  that  such  grants  be  made  from  the  surplus  of  $1,736  remain- 
ing in  the  Student  Beneficiary  Income  Fund. 

4.  That  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands 
of  the  Board  during  the  year  1919-20,  be  as  follows: 


(a)  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  -  of  the 

Board   $  8,000.00 

(b)  For  Theological   Seminaries,   current  expenses,  in 

equal  amounts  to  each   2,000.00 

(c)  For  beneficiary  aid;  if  not  all  needed,  the  balance  to 

be  equally  divided  between  the  seminaries  for 

current  expenses    2,000.00 

(d)  For  current  expenses  of  the  colleges,  to  be  divided  in 

the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance,  as  for- 
merly, and  upon  submission  by  the  colleges  of 
satisfactory  financial  reports   23,000.00 

(e)  For  the  support  of  the  Missionary  and  Efficiency 

Committee,  pro  rata  share  of  administrative  ex- 
penses  :   472.50 

(f)  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be 

used  at  its  discretion  in  meeting  any  needs  which 
may  arise. 
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5.  That  the  educational  policy  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  1914  be  and  hereby  is  re-affirmed.  The  attention  of  the  Assembly  is 
directed  to  it. 

6.  That  our  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  arrange  with  all  of 
our  educational  institutions  for  the  permanent  security  to  our  denomina- 
tion of  all  of  the  assistance  furnished  through  the  Board  of  Education 
to  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

IV.  Membership.  We  would  direct  the  attention  of  the  Assembly 
to  the  fact  that  in  addition  to  the  vacancy  in  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
taryship, noted  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report,  there  are  five  vacancies 
in  the  Board.  One  is  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Professor  Charles  B. 
Robertson,  another  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  Russell  M.  Story,  and 
three  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office.  Those  whose 
terms  expire  with  this  Assembly  are  the  Rev.  J.  Alvin  Orr,  D.D.,  David 
F.  Matchett,  Esq.,  and  Robert  L.  Wray,  Esq.  We  recommend  that  these 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  making  special  mention  of  two 
whose  service  on  the  Board  has  ended.  Professor  Charles  B.  Robertson 
is  the  first  of  these.  In  his  death  the  Board,  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  the  cause  of  Christian  education  have  suifered  a  great  loss. 
We  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Board:  "We  desire  to  record  our  high 
appreciation  of  his  genuine  Christian  character  and  of  his  ability  as  a 
member  of  this  Board.  He  was  eminently  equipped  by  reason  of  his 
natural  endowments  and  experience  in  the  best  circles  of  education  in 
America  to  render  telling  service.  His  calm,  conscientious,  considerate 
and  thorough  manner  impressed  and  won  us  all." 

The  second  is  Professor  Russell  M.  Story,  whose  resignation  has 
been  accepted  because  of  circumstances  which  make  longer  service  im- 
practicable if  not  impossible.  Professor  Story  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  for  years  and  has  been  especially  helpful  in  formulating  the  policy 
of  the  Board,  and  has  brought  to  the  work  unceasing  devotion,  initiative, 
and  rare  good  judgment.  He  deserves  the  gratitude  of  the  Church,  and 
this  General  Assembly  would  record  its  appreciation  of  the  high  service 
he  has  rendered. 
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1.  That  the  Church  recognize  that  there  is  no  future  for  denom- 
inational education  unless  her  institutions  attract,  hold,  and  equip  intel- 
lectually as  well  as  spiritually  that  type  of  student  who  is  capable  of 
the  largest  social  service,  whether  in  lay  or  Clerical  activities  of  life, 
and  that  the  Church,  therefore,  instruct  the  Board  of  Education  to  keep 
this  fact  ever  prominent  in  the  execution  of  its  educational  policy. 

2.  That  the  Church  concentrate  its  educational  effort  along  the 
particular  lines  which  will  contribute  most  to  the  progress  and  well 
being  of  her  members,  in  order  better  to  fit  the  Church  to  fulfill  her 
mission  of  individual  and  social  salvation.  To  this  end  we  propose  that 
our  collegiate  institutions  be  of  high  educational  standards,  having 
faculties  of  recognized  intellectual  leaders,  laying  emphasis  upon  the 
noblest  of  Christian  ideals,  maintaining  strong  departments  of  Biblical 
Literature,  and  aggressively  active  in  the  educational  life  of  the  day. 

3.  That  the  Church  investigate  the  whole  field  of  education  with 
a  view  to  assuring  the  use  of  wise  methods  in  her  institutions  and  the 
maintenance  of  high  scholastic  standards;  and  in  order  that  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  every  part  of  her  constituency  may  be  met. 

4.  That  the  Church  establish  a  central  endowment  for  the  stim- 
ulus, encouragement,  and  care  of  its  educational  institutions,  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  pension  system  for  the  benefit  of  instructors.  . -y. 

5.  That  the  Church  place  the  handling  and  distribution  of  its  educa- 
tional monies  (i.  e.,  the  monies  received  from  the  regular  contributions 
of  the  Church  for  educational  purposes)  in  the  care  of  some  one  agency, 
and  that  agency  be  its  Board  of  Education. 

6.  That  the  Church  on  behalf  of  her  educational  institutions  open 
for  them  an  approach  to  the  youth  of  the  Church  through  the  Sabbath 
Schools  and  Young  People's  societies  not  less  than  one  month  out  of 
twelve. 

7.  That  the  Church  follow  up  the  large  proportion  of  her  youth 
who  attend  other  than  her  own  institutions  with  a  view  to  retaining  and 
strengthening  their  interest  in  her  activities  and  to  enlisting  their  service 
in  her  behalf. 

8.  That  the  Church  make  the  Board  of  Education  its  principal  agent 
in  the  execution  of  the  above  policy. 
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It  is  with  mingled  emotions  that  the  Board  of  Education  submits  its 
sixty-first  annual  report  to  the  General  Assembly.  It  is  not  uncon- 
scious of  certain  tokens  of  Divine  favor  resting  upon  its  work.  But  this 
is  accomnanied  by  deep  humility  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  in  this  hour 
of  wondrous  opportunity  when  her  sister  Boards  have  been  so  greatly 
enlarging  the  scope  of  their  work,  the  Board  of  Education  has  not  been 
able  to  realize  certain  fond  expectations  as  to  the  educational  policy 
committed  to  her  by  successive  General  Assemblies. 

With  the  last  General  Assembly,  Mr.  Kyle,  having  rendered  a  real 
constructive  service  to  the  Church  the  value  of  which  will  be  the  more 
apparent  in  the  years  to  come,  resigned  his  duties  as  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary. In  quest  of  a  successor  the  Assembly  laid  its  hands  upon  the 
Reverend  George  E.  Raitt,  D.D.,  a  man  of  recognized  worth  and  adminis- 
trative ability.  Upon  his  selection  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the  New 
World  Movement,  the  Board  placed  upon  the  present  incumbent  the 
responsibility  of  accepting  or  declining  the  position.  Certain  obstacles 
being  removed,  the  position  was  accepted  as  it  was  offered,  viz.,  to  fill 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Kyle. 

THE  NEW  WORLD  MOVEMENT 

Having  duly  considered  the  educational  policy  of  the  Church  as 
enacted  by  several  General  Assemblies  and  the  commission  granted  the 
New  World  Movement,  the  Board  adopted  the  following:  That  we 
"prayerfully,  carefully  and  discriminatingly  survey  our  institutions,  their 
fields,  their  resources,  their  work,  their  fruitage  and  their  needs;  then 
let  us  seek  to  determine  what  is  necessary  to  provide  for  their  present 
needs  and  continued  growth  through  future  years.  Let  us  recommend 
such  grants  as  we  may  reasonably  expect  God  will  bless  in  our  asking 
of  the  people.  Having  thus  sought  to  base  our  asking  on  right  principles 
and  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  then  may  we  consistently  and  con- 
fidently go  forth  and  ask  the  people  to  open  their  hearts  and  their  purses 
to  our  appeal." 

THE  SURVEY 

With  these  principles  in  mind  the  Board  undertook  the  survey  of 
the  educational  field.  The  results  of  this  were  tabulated  and  presented 
to  the  Board  and  later  submitted  to  the  Survey  Committee  of  the  New 
World  Movement. 

A  careful  study  of  the  facts  of  the  survey  revealed  the  following 
principles  of  educational  promotion: 

That  the  present  is  the  opportune  time  for  such  development  of  our 
institutions  on  the  present  basis  as  cirmumstances  warrant. 

That  if  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  maintains  a  respectable 
position  in  the  field  of  American  education,  she  must  immediately  stand- 
ardize her  colleges  in  accordance  with  the  "Norm"  adopted  by  the  Ameri- 
can College  Association.    Moreover  she  should  prepare  to  bring  them  up 


to  the  standard  of  the  50  percent,  increase  over  that  "Norm"  as  recom- 
mended at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  and  that 
she  enable  them  adequately  to  care  for  their  share  of  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing number  of  students  who  are  seeking  an  education. 

That  to  do  this  effectively  would  require  for  plant,  equipment  and 
endowment,  approximately  $10,000,000.00.  However  a  relatively  assured 
participation  in  the  budget  of  the  Church  equal  to  the  income  on  a  part 
of  such  endowment  would  answer  practically  the  same  purpose. 

That  since  the  several  constituents  entering  into  the  support  are 
the  Church,  the  local  community,  the  Alumni  other  than  United  Presby- 
terians and  friends  of  education,  it  appeared  wise  that  any  policy  of 
educational  promotion  adopted  should  seek  to  effect  such  co-ordination 
of  these  as  to  secure  the  largest  measure  of  support  for  our  colleges. 

With  the  facts  of  the  survey  before  it  and  these  principles  in  mind 
a  plan  was  sought  whereby  the  several  supporting  agencies  might  be  so 
co-ordinated.  The  magnitude  of  the  task  seemed  to  require  the  fram- 
ing of  a  plan  of  educational  promotion  to  be  extended  over  the  next 
ten  years.  This  plan  as  first  considered  by  the  Board  involved  the  fol- 
lowing features: 

A  fund  to  be  so  distributed  annually  to  our  colleges  as  would  bring 
the  income  of  each  approximately  to  that  required  for  the  standard 
college. 

A  fund  that  should  be  so  applied  as  to  meet  any  emegency  need 
in  our  colleges  that  might  arise  during  the  period  of  this  campaign. 

A  Central  Fund,  the  income  from  which  should  be  distributed  on 
a  basis  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  official 
representative  of  each  institution. 

The  reasons  for  such  Central  Fund  were  stated  as  follows: 

It  is  needed  in  lieu  of  an  adequate  participation  in  the  amount 
raised  by  the  ordinary  contributions  of  the  Church. 

It  is  requisite  to  enable  the  colleges  to  meet  their  constantly 
growing  needs. 

It  is  in  accord  with  the  announced  policy  of  the  Board  as  ap- 
proved by  a  number  of  General  Assemblies. 

It  will  stabilize  and  equalize  the  relationship  between  the  Church 
at  large  and  its  several  educational  institutions. 

It  provides  in  a  systematic  way  for  the  continued  growth  of 
our  colleges  beyond  this  present  expansion. 

It  will  enable  the  Church  to  make  provision  for  educational 
emergencies  that  may  arise. 

It  looks  toward  the  establishment  of  a  more  effective  system 
of  denominational  education  whereby  the  needs  of  the  whole  Church 
and  all  the  needs  of  the  Church  may  be  more  adequately  met. 

It  will  serve  as  a  stimulus  to  others  interested  in  the  develop- 
ment of  our  colleges  to  a  larger  co-operation  therein. 

It  will  afford  a  nucleus  to  attract  further  gifts  for  the  same 
general  purpose. 

It  affords  an  added  psychological  appeal  to  the  benevolence  of 
the  Church  in  that  it  will  attract  certain  who  would  not  be  other- 
wise interested  and  will  also  by  reason  of  the  assured  stability  and 
development  of  our  colleges  stimulate  others  to  give  more  largely 
to  their  support. 

Other  needs  for  work  falling  properly  to  the  Board  aggregated 
$450,000.00.  This  with  the  $2,000,000.00  for  th  eCentral  Fund  and  $450,- 
000.00  for  supplementing  the  income  of  the  istitutions  and  meeting  such 


emergencies  as  might  arise  totalled  $2,900,000.00  for  conceived  needs  for 
the  work  of  the  Board. 

All  these  present  needs  together  with  the  "Askings"  of  the  colleges 
and  seminaries  which  amounted  to  $6,110,200.00  were  taken  under  ad- 
visement by  the  Board.  A  period  of  intensive  consideration  led  the 
Board  to  the  following  conclusions: 

That  askings  for  the  work  of  the  Board  would  have  to  be  limited 
to  such  items  and  amounts  as  appeared  imperative. 

That  the  items  for  standardizing  the  income  of  the  institutions 
and  providing  for  emergency  needs  should  give  place  to  the 
Central  Fund  the  income  from  which  it  was  thought  would  to  a 
degree  serve  the  same  general  end. 

That  the  Central  Fund  should,  in  view  of  the  evident  needs  of 
the  colleges  and  of  the  expected  limitation  of  the  New  World  Move- 
ment budget  at  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $12,000,000.00,  be  reduced  to 
$1,000,000.00. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  TO  THE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

The  Board  of  Education  therefore  submitted  to  the  Central  Com- 
mittee through  its  Survey  Committee  the  following  statement  and  rec- 
ommendations : 

"Since  it  is  eminently  true  that  the  Christian  College  lies  at  the 
very  foundation  of  Kingdom  work  and  is  our  main  dependence  for  Chris- 
tian leadership;  and  since  our  United  Presbyterian  Colleges,  despite  their 
inadequate  endowment  and  too  meagre  equipment,  merit  the  admiration 
of  and  a  larger  consideration  by  the  entire  Church,  by  reason  of  the 
invaluable  service  they  have  rendered  to  our  Church  and  to  the  King- 
dom; and  since  these  facts  constitute  a  sound  basis  for  an  appeal  for  the 
means  necessary  to  enable  them  to  prosecute  their  work  in  the  most 
effective  manner,  the  Board  of  Education  with  the  view  of  formulating 
a  program  of  educational  promotion  that  will  prove  adequate  to  the 
apparent,  present  and  prospective  needs  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  would  respectfully  submit  to  those  charged  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  New  World  Movement  the  following  recommendations: 

"That  the  Church  undertake  to  bring  her  colleges  up  to  a  standard 
basis  as  determined  by  the  accepted  tests  of  the  educational  world. 

"That  in  doing  this  she  so  co-ordinate  with  the  other  supporting 
agencies  of  our  colleges  that  she  may  secure  for  them  the  largest  measure 
of  support. 

"That  in  the  distribution  of  undesignated  funds  to  the  colleges,  care 
shall  be  taken  to  maintain  a  proper  relation  as  to  plant,  equipment  and 
productive  endowment. 

"That  in  determining  the  needs  of  our  educational  institutions,  the 
"Norm"  adopted  by  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  be  used  as  the  basis 
of  determination. 

"That  the  New  World  Movement  provide  two-thirds  of  the  total 
amount  needed  to  standardize  our  colleges  in  accordance  with  this  "Norm" 
and  that  the  colleges  look  to  the  Inter  church  World  Movement  or  other 
sources  for  the  remaining  one-third. 

"That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  colloborate  with  the  Presidents 
of  the  Colleges  in  adjusting  their  askings  on  the  basis  of  the  "Norm." 

"That  a  grant — for  Seminary  Aid  be  made  and  that  this  amount 
be  held  subject  to  the  action  of  the  next  General  Assembly  as  to  its  pay- 
ment. 

"The  creation  of  a  Central  Endowment  Fund,  the  income  from  which 


shall  be  distributed  on  a  basis  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  official  representative  of  each  institution. 

"The  provision  of  a  General  Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  from  which  to  meet  the  following  needs: 

a.  To  more  adequately  provide  for  the  needs  of  our  theological 
students  while  pursuing  their  studies. 

b.  To  reimburse  students  living  more  than  150  miles  distant 
from  any  of  the  colleges,  for  railroad  expenses  incurred  in  attending 
the  nearest  one  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

c.  The  pensioning  of  our  professors  who  have  rendered  dis- 
tinguished service. 

d.  To  promote  our  Church  interests  in  university  centers  where 
we  have  local  churches. 

"That  the  distribution  of  money  contributed  through  the  New  World 
Movement  work  of  education  be  as  follows:

ACTION  OF  THE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

As  the  Board  subjected  its  own  askings,  due  to  increased  recogni- 
tion of  the  needs  of  the  colleges,  so  were  they  further  pruned  by  the 
Central  Committee.  The  General  Fund  was  reduced  to  $125,000.00  and 
the  Central  Fund  to  $500,000  of  which  amount  $450,000.00  was  allocated 
to  the  Interchurch  World  Movement.  Thus  after  having  vo^ntarily  re- 
duced her  expectations  as  to  participation  by  almost  $1,000,000.00  the 
Board  of  Education  was  granted  less  than  14  percent,  of  her  reduced 
askings.  The  colleges  were  granted  either  the  entire  or  major  portion 
of  their  asking  and  in  addition  were  given  a  supplementary  grant  in 
the  Interchurch  World  Movement  for  $2,000,000.00  which  brought  their 
total  grants  in  the  combined  budgets  $1,401,584  00  in  excess  of  the 
"Statement  of  Needs"  submitted  to  the  Division  of  American  Education 
of  the  Interchurch  World  Movement. 

Although  this  was  not  in  full  accord  with  the  judgement  of  the  Board 
yet  conceiving  that  the  success  of  the  whole  is  to  be  considered  above  that 
of  any  of  its  parts,  it  placed  the  stamp  of  approval  upon  the  educational 
budget,  and  caused  it  to  be  regularly  incorporated  in  the  budget  of  the 
Interchurch  World  Movement. 


THE  INTERCHURCH  WORLD  MOVEMENT 

The  promotion  of  Christian  education  has  been  one  of  the  important 
features  of  the  Interchurch  World  Movement.  While  at  times  it  did  not 
receive  the  full  recognition  that  some  of  its  ardent  friends  could  have 
desired  the  greater  recognition  given  to  its  relation  to  the  evangelistic 
and  missionary  program  of  the  Church  was  certainly  much  appreciated 
by  them. 

Under  the  efficient  direction  of  Dr.  Robert  L.  Kelly,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  Division  of  American  Education  and  his  corps  of  efficient 
helpers,  a  survey  of  educational  institutions  was  made  that  was  the 
most  intensive  in  the  history  of  education. 

Though  for  a  time  many  institutions  throughout  the  country  de- 
murred at  the  amount  of  work  required,  most  of  them  were  quick  to 


appreciate  the  value  of  the  study  of  themselves  which  they  were  re- 
quired to  make.  The  benefits  of  this  work  is  such  as  to  make  it  quite 
worth  while  considered  apart  from  the  anticipated  financial  gain,  as 
has  been  attested  by  many  college  administrators.  The  Board  would  take 
this  ODportunity  of  publicly  expressing  its  appreciation  of  the  many 
courtesies  extended  its  representative  and  the  spirit  of  co-operation  shown 
by  Doctor  Kelly  and  the  several  members  of  his  staff. 

THE  BIBLE  CHAIRS 

With  the  thirtieth  of  last  June  the  Bible  Chair  Fund  was,  as  original- 
ly planned,  so  far  completed  as  to  admit  the  selection  of  the  men  to 
fill  the  positions.  Nominations  to  these  had  all  been  made  by  the  time 
of  the  September  meeting  of  the  Board.  The  persons  selected  are  as 
follows:  Tarkio,  Rev.  J.  B.  Work,  D.D.,  Westminster,  Rev.  J.  D.  Barr, 
D.D.;  Muskingum,  Rev.  Hugh  A.  Kelsey,  D.D.;  Monmouth,  Rev.  H.  Ross 
Hume,  and  Cooper,  Rev.  James  L.  Graham.  It  was  fortunate  that  all 
our  colleges  could  begin  the  new  year  well  equipped  for  this  type  of 
work. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  requirements  of  this  year  have 
not  permitted  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  to  cultivate  a  closer  acquaint- 
ance with  the  men  filling  these  several  positions.  However,  it  is  planned 
that  a  "Retreat"  for  prayer,  conference  and  study  of  the  problems  pre- 
sented, will  be  held  in  Chicago,  June  22-27  which  all  the  men  are  ex- 
pecting to  attend.  Plans  are  being  made  to  make  this  as  worth-while 
as  possible. 

The  statement  of  the  Bible  Chair  Fund  as  at  April  30th  is  as  fol- 
lows:

While  the  fund  has  been  oversubscribed  by  $3,741,  there  is  at  present 
a  working  deficit,  due  to  annuity  bonds  and  unpaid  pledges,  of  $11,770.00. 
Of  this  amount  $570.00  is  the  balance  due  on  subscriptions  that  are  be- 
ing regularly  paid  in  installments.  Due  to  the  generous  contribution  of 
Mr.  McKay,  of  Monmouth,  Illinois,  in  the  sum  of  $500.00  and  other 
temporary  provisions,  the  amount  in  the  Bible  Chair  Income  Fund  will 
admit  of  the  full  payment  of  all  salaries  for  the  year. 


STUDENT  LOAN  FUND 

The  last  General  Assembly  gave  its  approval  to  the  establishment 
by  the  Board  of  a  Student  Loan  Fund  for  the  aid  of  worthy  young 
people  of  small  means  in  our  Church  in  securing  a  Christian  education 
in  our  own  institutions.  The  wisdom  of  such  action  has  been  manifest 
not  so  much  in  the  number  of  loans  made  as  that  the  attendance  upon 
our  own  colleges  has  been  secured  or  conserved  of  a  number  of  students 
who  give  promise  of  future  serviceability  to  the  Church. 

Though  but  seven  grants  were  made  from  this  fund  during  the  cur- 
rent year  it  may  be  confidently  expected  that  the  demand  will  be  multi- 
plied each  of  the  next  three  or  four  years  when  the  number  will  be- 
come relatively  stabilized.  The  Board  therefore  should  maintain  an 
adequate  reserve  in  this  fund  from  which  to  meet  probable  demands. 

STUDENT  BENEFICIARY  FUND 

During  the  past  year  the  customary  Beneficiary  Aid  has  been  granted 
to  thirty-nine  students  of  Theology.    A  comparative  statement  as  to

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The  marked  increase  in  benefactions  during  the  last  year  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  last  Assembly  authorized  that  grants  be  increased 
25  percent. 

In  addition  to  authorizing  an  increase  in  beneficiery  grants,  the 
Assembly  of  1919  directed  that  "the  Board  be  authorized  to  grant  an 
extra  allowance  of  $100.00  for  equipment,  upon  approved  application,  to 
returned  soldiers  and  sailors  who  enter  either  of  our  seminaries  or  a 
Class  A  medical  college  for  medical  mission  service,  in  the  fall  of  1919; 


aiso  that  such  grants  be  made  from  the  surplus  of  $1,756.00  remaining 
in  the  Student  Beneficiary  Income  Fund." 

After  payment  in  the  amount  directed  had  been  begun,  the  number 
of  applicants  for  such  grants  increased  until  they  totalled  twenty-eight. 
It  was  manifestly  impossible  to  pay  twenty-eight  grants  of  $100.00  each 
from  a  fund  of  $1,756.00.  Thankful  for  the  large  number  of  such  stu- 
dents entering  the  Seminaries,  the  Board  felt  that  it  should  give  the 
most  liberal  construction  to  the  action  of  the  Assembly,  and  meet  the 
expectations  awakened  in  the  mind  of  such  students  by  making  the  full 
amount  of  the  grant.  We  trust  that  this  action  may  meet  with  your 
approval.  It  is  noteworthy  that  there  has  been  no  applications  this  year 
under  the  provision  for  Medical  Students.  An  inquiry  as  to  whether 
this  regulation  applies  to  young  women  studying  in  approved  Medical 
Colleges  with  a  view  to  entering  our  mission  fields,  drew  forth  the  de- 
cision that  it  does  so  apply. 

In  view  of  the  increased  grants  to  students  as  authorized  by  the 
Assembly  and  the  probable  increase  in  attendance  on  our  Theological 
Seminaries,  the  Board  would  recommend  that  $2,000.00  be  appropriated 
this  year  from  the  general  budget  fund  to  supplement  the  Board's 
regular  source  of  income  from  Student  Beneficiary  Aid. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARIES 

While  circumstances  did  not  admit  of  making  so  comprehensive  sur- 
vey of  the  Theological  Seminaries  as  of  the  Colleges,  a  very  considerable 
body  cf  data  was  acquired  and  a  number  of  significant  lines  of  inquiry 
opened.  Limitation  of  tim'  and  energy  forbade  such  following  of  thees 
lines  and  subjection  of  ac^a  as  would  warrant  presentation  in  this  10- 
port. 

The  most  significant  facts  in  the  realm  of  the  Seminaries  this  year 
are  the  following: 

The  marked  increase  in  attendance  of  students. 

The  proposed  establishment  of  a  Training  School  in  connection  with 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  and  the  proposed  removal  of  the  Seminary  to  an- 
other portion  of  the  city. 

The  action  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Xenia  Seminary  and  cer- 
tain of  controlling  Synods  relative  to  its  removal  to  St.  Louis. 

Our  Theological  Seminaries  evidence  the  fact  that  they  are  seeking 
to  adjust  themselves  to  the  changed  conditions,  tha"-  they  may  meet  the 
responsibilities  and  opportunities  of  this  reconstruction  period. 

SECURING  COLLEGE  PROPERTY  TO  THE  CHURCH 

One  of  the  matters  committed  to  the  Board  of  Education  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  1919,  was  that  it  arrange  with  all  of  our  edu- 
cational institutions  for  the  permanent  security  to  our  denor  Nation 
of  all  of  the  assistance  furnished  through  the  Board  of  Eduction  to 
our  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

The  Board  is  not  yet  fully  prepared  to  report  a  recommendation 
to  the  Assembly  on  the  subject  but  is  forming  such  a  one.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  same  issue  is  involved  in  large  the  amount  accruing 
to  our  colleges  and  seminaries  from  the  New  World  Movement,  we 
suggest  collaboration  with  the  Central  Committee  to  attain  the  same 
ends  with  New  World  Movement  funds  intended  for  institutions. 

STUDENTS  IN  OTHER  THAN  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  COLLEGES 

One  of  the  principles  in  the  educational  policy,  the  execution  of 
which  is  committed  to  the  Board  of  Education  is  "That  the  Church  fol- 
low up  the  large  proportion  of  her  youth  who  attend  other  than  her 
own  institutions  with  a  view  to  retaining  and  strengthening  their  in- 
terest in  her  activities  and  to  enlisting  their  service  in  her  behalf."  The 


importance  of  this  is  realized  when  it  is  recalled  that  the  larger  num- 
ber of  United  Presbyterian  students  are  in  attendance  upon  such  insti- 
tutions. 

While  it  is  not  known  just  how  many  such  students  there  are  in 
the  various  colleges  of  the  United  States,  the  institutions  reporting  indi- 
cate the  following  number  to  be  in  attendance.

Though  some  of  our  congregations  are  keeping  a  watchful  over- 
sight of  the  students  attending  schools  within  their  bounds,  no  unified 
effort  has  as  yet  been  made  on  the  part  of  the  Church  to  this  end. 
Since  these  students  are  to  be  reckoned  among  our  potential  workers  and 
since  other  churches  are  reaching  our  in  this  direction  it  is  necessary, 
if  our  Church  meet  the  needs  of  the  hour,  that  she  measure  up  to  her 
responsibility  in  this  direction.  The  appropriation  by  the  New  World 
Movement  will  enable  the  Board  to  make  a  beginning  at  work  in  this 
field. 

A  COLLEGE  IN  THE  NORTHWEST 

Among  the  matters  presented  to  the  Central  Committee  of  the  New 
World  Movement  was  a  petition  for  an  appropriation  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  college  in  the  Northwest.  In  the  absence  of  any  survey  rela- 
tive to  this  matter  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  was  directed  to  visit  the 
Interchurch  offices  at  New  York  and  present  to  the  Committee  the  re- 
sult of  his  findings.  After  hearing  the  report,  the  Central  Committee 
referred  the  whole  matter  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  further  survey 
and  in  vestigation  in  connection  with  the  Interchurch  World  Movement. 

Since  then  a  questionairre  has  been  sent  to  our  ministers  of  the 
Synod  of  the  Columbia  which  has  elicited  a  number  of  interesting  facts. 
Also  correspondence  and  interviews  have  been  had  relative  to  the  matter 
and  much  information  has  been  supplied  through  the  agency  of  the 
Interchurch  World  Movement.  However  the  subject  requires  much  fur- 
ther investigation  before  the  Board  shoul  express  judgment  in  a  matter 
so  vital  to  the  interests  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  weakness  of  the  Boards  position  in  this  matter  is  that  while  it 
may  make  an  intensive  survey,  it  has  not  aa  command  the  resources 
to  meet  the  need  or  seize  the  opportunity  should  such  become  apparent. 

CONFERENCE  WITH  THE  COLLEGE  PRESIDENTS 

As  there  has  existed  some  uncertainty  as  to  the  exact  rela- 
tionship subsisting  between  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  sev- 
eral colleges  of  the  Church,  it  was  agreed  at  the  recent  meeting 
of  the  Board,  the  College  Presidents  sitting  in  consultation,  that 


a  meeting  of  the  Board  and  representatives  of  the  colleges  shall  be  held 
at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  and  the  President 
of  the  College  Presidents'  Association  at  which  a  more  efficient  method 
of  co-operation  shall  be  formulated  and  a  declaration  of  relationship 
adopted  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  1921  General  Assembly.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  at  this  meeting  the  respective  spheres  of  activity 
may  be  so  delimited  and  plan  of  co-ordination  evolved  as  that  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  the  whole  Church  may  be  more  effectively  advanced. 

WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE? 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  the  present  affords  large  opportunities 
for  the  development  of  a  comprehensive  system  of  Christian  education. 
The  New  World  Movement  has  recognized  this  so  far  as  the  institutions 
of  the  Church  are  concerned  and  has  dealt  liberally  with  them  in  her 
benefactions.  The  Board  rejoices  in  the  enlarged  service  possible  as 
a  result  of  this. 

As  the  Board  needs  the  colleges  as  her  agents  of  expression;  so  the 
colleges  need  the  Board  as  a  co-ordinating  and  promoting  agency.  Al- 
ready they  have  profited  to  no  small  degree  through  her  activity.  To 
adequately  do  her  work  she  needs  adequate  funds  as  truly  as  the  other 
Boards  and  the  institutions  of  the  Church.  Yet  she  faces  the  future 
with  its  large  possibilities  and  responsibilities  with  comparatively  little 
means.  The  Northwest  is  beckoning  to  her  for  assistance.  Educational 
centers  where  our  students  are  in  attendance,  are  strongly  appealing  to 
us.  We  are  told  that  the  provision  for  stimulating  attendance  upon  our 
institutions  from  the  under-productive  portions  of  the  Church  is  pitiably 
small.  Unnaticipated  opportunities  for  service  in  University  centers  will 
make  this  provision  inadequate.   What  shall  we  do? 

The  work,  if  work  there  be,  is  God's.  We  cannot  be  more  concerned 
for  the  work  than  He.  We  therefore  can  but  place  our  trust  in  Him, 
state  our  case  to  you  as  the  recognized  authority  of  the  Church,  com- 
mend ourselves  to  the  friends  who  have  proved  true  in  the  past  and  to 
those  whom  God  may  raise  up  for  us,  and  make  the  best  use  of  the 
means  at  our  command. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
I. 

That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1921,  that  is  February  27th,  and 
the  Wednesday  preceding,  the  23rd,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer  in 
our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  an 
adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leader- 
ship, especially  in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

II. 

That  the  General  Assembly  express  its  its  judgment  as  to  whether 
the  Board  shall  further  prosecute  its  urvey  with  the  view  of  determining 
the  opportunity  and  expediency  of  establishing  a  college  in  the  North- 
west, and  of  endeavoring  to  discover  some  means  of  financing  the  same, 
should  the  need  be  apparent. 

III. 

That  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of 
the  Board  during  the  year  1920-21,  be  as  follows: 

(a)  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the

(d)  For  the  current  expenses  of  the  colleges,  to  be  divided 

in  the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance,  as  for- 
merly, and  upon  submission  by  the  colleges  of  satis- 
factory financial  reports   23,000.00 

(e)  For  the  support  of  the  Missionary  and  Efficiency  Com- 

mittee, pro  rata  share  of  administrative  expenses....  472.50 

(f )  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be 

used  at  its  discretion  in  meeting  special  needs  which 
may  arise.

RECOMMENDATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 
ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1920 


That  we  express  our  approbation  of  the  Board's  plan  for  carry- 
ing out  those  parts  of  the  educational  policy  enacted  by  previous  Assem- 
bly relative  to  attendance  upon  our  colleges  of  students  from  the  under- 
productive  areas  of  our  Church,  and  further  providing  for  our  students 
in  attendance  upon  other  than  our  own  colleges. 

That  in  the  matter  committed  to  the  Board  of  Education  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  1919  for  arranging  "with  all  our  educational  insti- 
tutions for  the  peimanent  security  to  our  denomination  of  all  the  assist- 
ance furnished  them  through  the  Board,"  we  approve  its  course  in 
deferring  action,  with  the  view  of  collaborating  with  the  Central  Com- 
mittee to  attain  the  same  end,  with  New  World  Movement  funds  entrusted 
for  institutions. 

That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  continue  investigations  to  determine 
the  expediency  of  establishing  a  college  in  the  Northwest,  and  report  to 
the  next  Assembly. 

That  the  Assembly  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in  keeping  faith 
with  the  returned  soldiers  and  sailors. 

That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1921,  that  is,  February  27th, 
and  the  Wednesday  preceding,  be  observed  as  days  of  Prayer  in  our 
colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  an  adequate 
consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  leadership,  espe- 
cially in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

That  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of 
the  Board  during  the  year  1920-1921  be  as  follows: 


(a)    For  the  Administrative  and  Extension  work  of 

the  Board   $  8,000.00 

(d)    For  the  current  expenses  of  the  colleges,  to  be 

equal  amounts  to  each   2,000.00 

(c)  For  beneficiary  aid;  if  not  all  needed  the  balance 

to  be  equally  divided  between  the  seminaries 

for  current  expenses   2,000.00 

(d)  For  the  current  expenses  of  the  college,  to  be 

divided  in  the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attend- 
ance, as  formerly,  and  upon  submission  by  the 
colleges  of  satisfactory  financial  reports   23,000.00 

(e)  For  the  support  of  the  Missionary  and  Efficiency 

Committee,  pro  rata  share  of  Administrative 
Expenses    472.50 


(f )  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board 
to  be  used  at  its  discretion  in  meeting  special 
needs  which  may  arise  

Since  the  fund  of  $25,000  in  the  askings  of  the  Board  of  Education 
in  the  New  World  Movement  was  not  designated  as  Endowment,  that  the 
Assembly  instruct  the  Board  to  use  the  entire  amount  contributed  to 
assist  in  paying  the  traveling  expenses  of  students  from  distant  areas 
to  our  colleges. 
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Annual  Report  of 
The  Board  of  Education 

OF  THE 

United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America 

The  past  year  has  brought  much  of  encouragement  and  hopeful- 
ness to  the  promoters  of  Christian  Education.  The  tide  of  recogni- 
tion of  the  need  of  this  type  of  education  is  steadily  rising.  Not 
only  is  the  religious  and  social  necessity,  but  the  political  and  eco- 
nomic as  well  becoming  increasingly  apparent.  That  was  a  significant 
utterance  of  Mr.  Babson  when  he  said,  "The  need  of  the  hour  is  not 
more  factories  and  materials,  not  more  railroads  and  steamships,  not 
more  armies  and  navies,  but  more  Christian  Education."  Is  the 
Church  prepared  and  willing  to  meet  this  need? 

Not  only  is  the  need  great,  but  the  time  opportune  for  the  pro- 
motion of  such  type  of  education.  God  is  apparently  affording  a 
large  opportunity  and  laying  a  heavy  responsibility  upon  his  Church 
in  the  matter  of  Christian  Education.  May  not  our  United  Presby- 
terian Church,  that  is  undertaking  and  achieving  so  largely  in  other 
fields  of  endeavor,  formulate  and  promote  at  this  opportune  time  an 
educational  program  that  will  make  adequate  provision  for  her  own 
youth  and  for  the  training  of  the  workers  that  she  so  sorely  needs? 
We  believe  that  she  possesses  the  means  if  she  but  has  the  will. 


THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARIES 

The  situation  as  to  our  theological  seminaries  shows  decided  im- 
provement over  the  former  years.  The  number  in  attendance  is 
greater,  the  work  has  been  enlarged,  and  the  spirit  appears  better. 

Each  of  the  institutions  was  visited  by  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary during  the  year  and  the  students  addressed.  While  he  was  not 
able  to  make  the  extensive  study  of  the  seminary  situation  that  he 
had  hoped,  several  facts  were  discovered  that  were  of  interest. 

Our  seminaries  have  both  added  to  their  teaching  staff  during  the 
year  and  have  otherwise  increased  to  their  attractive  powers.  The 
attendance  was  increased  by  six  over  what  it  was  last  year,  the  at- 
tendance reported  being  seventy-four,  of  whom  three-fourths  are 
United  Presbyterians.  It  further  appears  that  ten  United  Presby- 
terian students  have  preferred  to  take  their  theological  work  in  other 
than  our  own  seminaries.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  our  seminaries 
attract  a  larger  number  of  non-United  Presbyterian  students  than 
they  lose  of  our  own.  While  the  total  number  of  our  theological 
students  appears  small  in  view  of  the  tremendous  needs,  it  is  worthy 
of  note  that  the  proportion  both  of  our  membership  and  of  our  col- 
lege graduates  who  enter  upon  the  study  for  the  ministry  is  almost 
twice  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  nearly  three  times  as  great  as 
that  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  approximately  four  times  that  of 
the  Baptist  Church. 

However,  the  problem  of  securing  a  more  numerous  attendance 
upon  our  theological  seminaries  is  one  requiring  more  intensive  study 
than  has  been  given  it.  Meanwhile  let  us  support  more  largely  these 
worthy  institutions  by  our  benefactions  and  our  prayers. 


STUDENT  BENEFICIARY  FUND 

The  number  of  students  receiving  aid  from  the  Student  Bene- 
ficiary Fund  remains  the  same  as  last  year — thirty-nine.  A  compara- 
tive statement  as  to  numbers,  Presbyteries  by  which  recommended, 
and  College  at  which  prepared,  is  given  in  the  following  tables:

A  grant  of  $200.00  was  also  made  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Women's  Board  to  a  lady  student  who  expects  to  serve  in  one  of 
our  foreign  mission  fields. 


.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Fund  was  overdrawn  at  the  beginning 
of  this  year's  business  to  the  amount  of  $1,120.84,  a  transfer  of 
$1,000  was  made  to  it  from  the  balance  in  the  General  Fund  April 
30,  1920.  The  receipts  from  interest  on  endowment  and  the  Assem- 
bly apportionment  of  the  M.  &  E.  Budget  ($54,009.11),  have  not 
been  quite  adequate  to  meet  the  demands  made  on  it  this  year,  and 
the  fund  shows  an  overdraft  of  $171.12.  It  will  require  at  least  the 
usual  allotment  of  $2,000  from  the  budget  as  supplementary  to  the 
income  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Endowment  Fund  to  meet  the 
probable  demands  of  next  year. 

OUR  COLLEGES 

Both  reports  and  personal  inspection  indicate  that  all  our  col- 
leges have  been  greatly  helped  by  the  New  World  Movement.  The 
enlarged  campus  and  almost  completed  gymnasium  at  Westminster, 
the  splendid  administration  and  recitation  building  and  prospective 
girls'  dormitory  at  Muskingum,  the  additional  girls'  dormitory  and 
prospective  gymnasium  at  Monmouth,  the  bettered  physical  plants 
and  increased  endowments  at  Tarkio  and  Sterling  as  also  at  the 
aforenamed  institutions  have  greatly  heartened  the  personnel  of  our 
colleges  and  given  them  a  stronger  appeal  to  our  students.

STUDENT  TRAVELING  FUND 

The  survey  made  by  the  Board  in  connection  with  the  New 
World  Movement  brought  to  our  attention  the  fact  that  only  a  part  of 
the  educational  work  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Education.  That  abroad  is  directed  by 
the  Foreign  Board,  that  among  the  colored  race  by  the  Freedmen's 
Board,  that  of  the  people  of  the  southern  highlands  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Home  Board,  while  the  direction  of  religious  education  is 
shared  by  the  Home  Board  and  the  Board  of  Publication. 

Our  present  educational  field  as  effectively  cultivated  by  the  col- 
leges related  to  the  Board  of  Education  is  limited  to  that  portion  of 
the  United  States  lying  north  of  the  Ohio  River  and  between  the  Hud- 
son River  and  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

Within  this  field  are  our  five  colleges.  The  following  table  sets 
forth  certain  data  concerning  them:

The  outlying  areas  with  15,585  United  Presbyterians  sent  but 
thirty-three  students  to  our  colleges,  while  Indiana,  Michigan,  and 
Wisconsin  with  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-seven  members 
furnished  but  thirteen.  It  appeared,  therefore,  that  something  should 
be  done  to  make  these  non-productive  or  underproductive  areas  more 
fruitful  of  students  tc  our  own  colleges. 

With  the  view  of  equalizing  the  value  of  our  colleges  to  the  whole 
Church  and  of  stimulating  attendance  from  the  remoter  parts  of  our 
Church,  the  Board  established  the  Student  Traveling  Fund.  It  was 
purposed  that  United  Presbyterian  students  living  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  miles  from  our  nearest  college  should  be  rebated  in  the 
amount  of  his  railway  ticket  in  excess  of  that  distance.  The  student 
may  attend  the  school  of  his  choice,  but  his  allotment  will  be  only  for 
the  amount  requisite  to  take  him  to  the  nearest  college. 

In  view  of  the  present  narrow  margin  between  the  apparent  re- 
ceipts to  the  credit  of  the  fund  and  the  expenditures  under  the  present 
application  of  the  rules  and  the  prospective  increase  in  attendance  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  codify  the  rules  by  limit- 
ing the  payments  to  two-thirds  of  the  cost  to  the  student  and  by  the 
provision  that  no  payment  will  be  made  for  a  claim  less  than  one  dollar. 
BIBLE  CHAIR  FOUNDATION 

We  are  now  completing  the  second  year  of  the  operation  of  the 
Bible  Chair  Foundation.  It  was  proposed  to  submit  a  summary  of 
facts  .reported  by  the  several  colleges  relative  to  the  work  of  this 
department,  but  some  of  these  were  received  too  late  for  tabulation 
and  insertion  in  this  report. 

Last  June  the  professors  of  Bible  held  a  three  day  conference  in 
Chicago  relative  to  the  work  of  their  departments.  Reports  were 
made  as  to  methods  employed,  discussion  was  had  relative  to  the  prob- 
lems arriving  and  suggestions  offered  as  to  bettering  the  work,  and 
much  earnest  prayer  offered  for  God's  blessing  upon  our  educational 
work.    Altogether  the  conference  was^  esteemed  to  be  profitable. 

STUDENTS  IN  OTHER  THAN  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN 
COLLEGES 

One  of  the  problems  that  confronts  the  Church  is  her  relation  to 
the  large  number  of  her  students  who  are  in  other  than  United  Pres- 
byterian institutions,  and  especially  those  who  feel  impelled  to  attend 
the  state  or  secular  institutions.  The  number  in  the  latter  group  is 
shown  in  the  following  table:

In  addition  to  these  there  are  many  others  who  are  in  like  institu- 
tions not  here  listed  and  some  whose  identity  is  concealed  under  the 
general  term  of  Presbyterian. 

These  groups,  whose  combined  numbers  equals  the  total  number 
of  United  Presbyterian  students  attending  our  denominational  col- 
leges, make  their  appeal  to  us  for  consideration.  The  local  Church 
may  meet  all  the  needs  of  the  particular  groups,  but  it  is  the  duty  of 


the  Church  to  know  that  this  is  the  case,  and  if  help  is  required  to  see 
that  it  is  afforded.  . 

Moreover  the  Church  must  put  herself  potently  as  a  spiritual  force 
over  against  the  materializing  influences  of  the  secular  institution.  The 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  has  in  it  the  potency  to  modify  these  as  truly 
as  it  has  to  cpnvert  the  unevangelized  peoples  abroad.  It  is  charged 
with  all  the  power  of  God,  but  it  requires  adequate  human  expression 
to  the  particular  need.  „  .  , 

The  Church  that  fails  to  get  the  vision  of  its  opportunity  and 
responsibility  in  this  regard  is  bound  to  suffer  for  her  blindness  in 
the  days  to  come,  while  the  Church  that  solves  this  problem  will  be 
the  potent  Church  of  tomorrow.  Other  Churches  have  heard  the  call 
of  this  field  and  are  launching  well  organized  campaigns.  Unless  these 
are  so  effective  as  to  be  more  than  defensive  operations,  our  Christian 
civilization  is  seriously  imperiled. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  along  this  line  of  work.  Last  sum- 
mer on  the  petition  of  Iowa  Synod  the  Board  made  a  grant  for  the 
payment  of  the  salary  of  Reverend  A.  C.  Douglas,  D.D.,  who  had  been 
chosen  by  the  Synod's  Committee  to  be  the  Associate  Pastor  of  the 
Westminster  Collegiate  Church,  Iowa  State  College,  at  Ames,  Iowa. 

The  Church  property  has  a  value  of  approximately  $180,000.  The 
directing  staff,  session,  and  Board  of  Trustees  is  jointly  Presbyterian 
and  United  Presbyterian.  The  alternate  services,  both  preaching  and 
Sabbath  School  are  conducted  according  to  the  usage  of  our  Church. 
Dr.  Douglas  reports  the  presence  of  six  United  Presbyterians  on  the 
teaching  staff  and  eighty  students  who  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  mem- 
bership in  the  Church  without  severing  their  relations  with  the  home 
Church.  In  addition  to  his  pastoral  oversight  over  them,  his  preach- 
ing at  alternate  services,  he  teaches  a  Sabbath  School  class  numbering 
sixty-five  members.  During  the  six  weeks'  "School  of  Missions"  he 
taught  a  class  of  forty  members — United  Presbyterian  students — using 
"The  Near  East"  as  a  text  book,  laying  special  emphasis  on  our  Egyp- 
tian field.  He  has  also  enjoyed  a  rare  privilege  through  the  contact 
with  the  seventy-five  students  from  twenty-two  foreign  countries  who 
are  in  attendance.  He  also  mentions  a  possible  fruitage  in  workers 
for  our  Church,  of  which  we  may  not  speak  more  fully  at  this  time. 

After  a  personal  visit  to  Manhattan,  Kansas,  the  seat  of  Kansas 
State  College,  a  grant  was  made  to  enable  the  pastor  to  secure  a  stu- 
dent assistant.  The  Church  here,  though  inadequate  to  the  require- 
ments, is  strategically  situated.  Pastor  Reed  and  his  wife,  who  have 
developed  a  large  and  interested  student  group  of  sixty-five  members, 
are  carrying  on  as  effectively  as  their  limited  facilities  will  warrant, 
and  are  proving  themselves  worthy  of  larger  things.  President  J. 
Knox  Montgomery,  after  several  days'  mission  to  this  field,  expressed 
his  hopefulness  of  a  fruitage  of  workers  from  this  source. 

Our  fields  as  related  to  the  State  University  of  Nebraska,  Ohio 
State  University,  Miami  University,  Chicago  University,  and  Univer- 
sity of  Pittsburgh,  have  also  been  visited  and  a  more  or  less  careful 
study  made  as  to  their  several  requirements.  The  situation  at  Pitts- 
burgh with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  so  adjacent  and  convenient 
to  certain  of  our  strong  churches,  is  one  of  great  interest.  It  has  been 
charged  that  our  fathers  permitted  a  great  opportunity  connected  with 
the  educational  development  of  Pittsburgh  to  pass  by  unchallenged. 
May  it  not  be  true  of  us  that  we  lay  ourselves  liable  to  a  like  ac- 
cusation. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Pastor  T.  H.  Hanna,  D.D.,  of  the  McKinley 
Memorial  Church,  Illinois  University,  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
was  privileged  to  address  and  spend  a  social  hour  with  the  group  of 
United  Presbyterian  students  to  whom  he  ministers  as  a  part  of  his 
parish  duties.  Shall  we  assume  any  direct  responsibility  toward  these, 
our  own  children,  or  shall  we  leave  it  to  others  to  do  the  work  and 
reap  the  harvest  from  their  sowing? 


Lists  of  our  students  in  attendance  upon  most  of  the  above  insti- 
tution^ and  some  others  have  been  secured  and  are  on  file  at  the  office 
for  such  use  as  may  be  required. 

We  may  not  undertake  as  pretentious  a  program  of  work  as  cer- 
tain of  our  sister  churches,  but  we  must  find  the  way  to  express  our- 
selves adequately  along  this  line.  May  God  give  us  wisdom  to  act 
wisely  in  shaping  this  new  course  of  action. 

INTERCHURCH  WORLD  MOVEMENT  UNDERWRITING 

In  common  with  most  of  the  other  Boards,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion assumed  an  obligation  through  underwriting  the  Interchurch 
World  Movement.    This  amount  was  $8,516. 

With  the  failure  of  the  Movement  to  realize  its  financial  expec- 
tations, a  requisition  was  made  on  the  Board  for  the  payment  of  that 
amount.  Having  pledged  ourselves  to  our  hurt,  we  felt  that  the  good 
name  of  the  Board  and  the  honor  of  the  Church  required  the  payment 
of  this  obligation  as  speedily  as  could  be  done  from  funds  that  might 
rightfully  be  applied  to  this  end.  On  December  31st  a  check  for 
$4,000  charged  to  the  Discretionary  Fund  was  sent  to  the  Bankers 
Trust  Company  of  New  York  City.  On  May  10  a  check,  drawn  on 
the  above  named  fund,  was  ordered  sent  in  the  amount  of  the  balance 
of  the  obligation. 

In  the  adjustment  of  the  matter  the  Board  has  acted  through  its 
legal  advisor,  Hugh  T.  Martin,  Esq.,  to  whom  the  Board  is  greatly 
indebted  for  valuable  services  freely  rendered. 

SECURITY  OF  EDUCATIONAL  GRANTS 

The  General  Assembly  of  1919  decided  that  the  Board  arrange 
"with  all  our  educational  institutions  for  the  permanent  security  to 
our  denomination  of  all  the  assistance  furnished  them  through  the 
Board."  The  last  assembly  approved  the  course  of  the  Board  in  de- 
ferring action  concerning  this  matter,  "with  the  view  of  collaborating 
with  the  Central  Committee  to  attain  the  same  end  with  New  World 
Movement  Funds  intended  for  Institutions." 

This  matter  was  taken  under  advisement  in  consultation  with  our 
legal  advisor,  who  made  an  exhaustive  historical  research  as  to  the 
security  of  trust  funds.  The  following  principles  of  action  were  agreed 
upon: 

That  the  fullest  assurance  that  an  institution  can  give  to  its 
constituents  of  its  business-like  methods  of  administration  and  the 
absolute  security  of  its  trust  funds  is  one  of  its  strongest  recommenda- 
tions to  increased  benefaction. 

That  since  the  only  assistance  at  present  rendered  to  our  institu- 
tions by  the  Board  of  Education  is  in  the  form  of  grants  to  be  applied 
toward  their  annual  budgets,  which  grants  are  of  the  nature  of  a 
payment  to  the  institution  for  certain  educational  services  rendered  to 
the  church,  the  most  adequate  security  would  be  a  satisfactory  report 
from  the  institution  accompanied  by  a  report  of  audit  by  a  certified 
public  accountant.  It  is  recommended  that  such  audit  be  provided  for 
in  the  report  of  the  institutions  receiving  benefactions  from  the  General 
Budget  of  the  Church  for  the  year  1921-22. 

As  to  securing  money  received  by  institutions  through  the  New 
World  Movement,  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  since  this  money 
does  not  pass  to  the  institutions  through  the  Board  of  Education,  but 
direct  from  a  specially  constituted  agency  of  our  General  Assembly  to 
the  several  institutions,  such  security  as  is  requisite  should  be  provided 
for  by  that  agency  and  should  be  to  the  Trustees  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

COORDINATION  OF  THE  BOARD  AND  THE  COLLEGES 

In  the  last  year's  report  mention  was  made  of  the  proposed  confer- 
ence  between  the   Board   and   College   Presidents   with   a   view  of 


establishing  closer  co-ordination.  This  conference  was  held  in  con- 
nection with  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  May  10th.  At  this 
time  President  J.  A.  Thompson,  speaking  for  the  College  Presidents, 
stated  that  after  conference  they  had  agreed  that  the  interests  of  all 
concerned  would  be  best  promoted  by  discontinuing  the  practice  of 
the  College  Presidents  sitting  as  consultative  members  of  the  Board 
at  its  annual  meeting,  and  that  conferences  relative  to  matters  of 
common  interest  be  held  at  the  request  of  either  party,  at  such  time 
as  may  be  most  convenient.  Since  the  Board  of  Education  has  func- 
tions other  than  those  relating  to  our  Synodical  Colleges,  this  sugges- 
tion was  accepted  as  wise  and  proper.  The  Board  will  therefore 
govern  itself  accordingly. 

A  COLLEGE  IN  THE  NORTHWEST 

The  last  General  Assembly  directed  "That  the  Board  be  author- 
ized to  continue  investigations  to  determine  the  expediency  of  estab- 
lishing a  college  in  the  Northwest  and  report  to  the  next  Assembly." 
Previous  to  this  action  the  following  steps  had  been  taken: 
The  Central  Committee  of  the  New  World  Movement  after  a 
report  on  the  matter  resolved  "That  we  express  our  belief  in  the  need 
of  a  United  Presbyterian  College  in  the  Northwest  in  some  such  loca- 
tion as  Yakima,  Washington,  and  that  we  refer  the  whole  matter  to 
the  Board  of  Education  for  survey  and  investigation." 
Such  survey  revealed  the  following  points: 

That  of  the  seventeen  denominational  institutions  of  the  sec- 
tion not  more  than  six  appear  destined  to  play  a  conspicuous  part 
in  the  cultural  development  of  the  Northwest;  four  may  serve  in 
a  creditable  though  subordinate  capacity,  while  such  of  the  others 
as  persist  will  have  a  very  limited  mission. 

The  tendency  toward  congestion  on  the  part  of  the  state  in- 
stitutions and  the  marked  growth  during  recent  years  of  the  high- 
er grade  colleges  indicates  a  more  favorable  trend  in  the  direction 
of  the  Christian  College. 

That  there  is  an  increasing  sphere  of  usefulness  for  such 
institutions  as  are  strategically  located,  adequately  equipped  and 
endowed  and  are  possessed  of  high  cultural  and  Christian  ideals. 
In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  General  Assembly  a  visit 
was  made  to  the  Northwest  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Columbia,  of  which  the  following  are  the  outstanding  facts : 

On  October  19th  the  Committee  on  Education  of  the  Synod  of 
the  Columbia  held  a  joint  conference  with  a  li/ce  committee  from  the 
Synod  of  the  Northwest  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  at  which 
a  proposition  was  submitted  by  the  latter  Synod  to  our  Synod  that  we 
join  with  them  in  the  control  and  support  of  Albany  College  at  Albany, 
Oregon,  an  institution  that  had  its  inception  in  the  minds  of  United 
Presbyterians  and  in  the  success  of  which  our  Albany  congregation  is 
especially  interested. 

On  October  21st  the  Synod  after  an  interesting  discussion  of  the 
subject  of  a  Northwest  College  took  the  following  action: 

"That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion manifested  by  the  Synod  of  Oregon,  U.  S.  A.,  and  recommend 
that  their  proposition  be  taken  under  advisement  by  the  Commit- 
tee of  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Education." 

"That  a  careful  survey  be  made  by  the  committee  and  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  opportunities  afforded  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  our  own  denominational  college  somewhere  in  central 
Washington." 

"That  the  Committee  of  Synod  be  continued." 
After  the  adjournment  of  the  Synod,  a  tour  of  congregational 
and  college  visitation  was  made  throughout  our  four  Northwest  Pres- 
byteries.   Four  days  were  spent  at  Yakima  going  carefully  over  the 


situation  there,  conferring  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Com- 
mercial Club,  the  Ministerial  Association  and  the  business  men  of  the 
city,  obtaining  data  concerning  that  locality. 

The  facts  obtained  from  this  tour  survey  may  be  thus  summarized : 
There  is  a  very  general  and  urgent  demand  on  the  part  of  our 
people  in  the  Northwest  for  the  establishment  of  a  United  Presbyter- 
ian College,  not  merely  for  the  education  of  their  own  youth,  but  for 
the  strengthening  of  our  position  as  an  evangelistic  and  missionary 
agency. 

That  our  educational  possibilities  lie  along  three  distinct  lines: 

The  forming  of  joint  relationship  with  one  or  possibly  more 
institutions  already  existing. 

The  establishment  of  a  College  of  Religious  and  Social  Serv- 
ice with  a  distinct  corporate  existence  and  institutional  life,  yet 
in  affiliated  relationship  with  an  existing  college  of  Liberal  Art* 
of  recognized  standing. 

The  establishment  of  a  Liberal  Arts  College  at  Yakima, 
{       Washington.    This  proposition  possesses  certain  features  that  re- 
quire special  consideration. 

It  appears  to  be  the  only  point  in  the  Northwest  where  the 
establishment  of  a  college  would  be  warranted. 

The  location  is  strategic  both  with  relation  to  the  expansion 
j       of  our  church  work  in  the  rapidly  developing  section  of  Washing- 
ton and  to  our  Northwest  fields  as  a  whole. 

The  population  of  Yakima  and  vicinity  has  such  appreciation 
of  cultural  values  that  they  would  furnish  a  large  number  of 
students  from  the  immediate  vicinity. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Yakima  has  offered  a  tract 
of  twenty  acres  as  a  site  for  the  proposed  college  and  pledged  their 
good  will  in  the  conduct  of  a  financial  campaign. 

It  is  readily  accessible.    It  is  the  center  of  a  traction  system 
radiating  into  various  parts  of  the  Yakima  Valley.    It  is  on  the 
main  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  which  connects  Eastern  Wash- 
ington with  the  Sound  cities.    It  is  a  terminus  of  one  of  the 
branches  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  which  connects  it  with 
Portland  and  most  of  our  congregations  in  Idaho  Presbytery. 
Doctor  Orr,  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  also  visited 
the  Northwest,  inspecting  the  fields  at  Yakima  and  Albany  and  par- 
ticipating in  the  conference  when  the  matter  was  before  Synod.  We 
concur  in  the  judgment  that  the  Northwest  presents  to  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  both  the  necessity  and  the  opportunity  for  under- 
taking educational  work  in  that  region.    This  judgment  was  affirmed 
by  the  Board  after  consideration  of  the  facts  presented  by  us.  The 
problem  is  to  find  the  ways  and  means  of  financing  the  undertaking. 

What  amount  would  be  required?  In  view  of  the  present  domi- 
nance of  the  state  colleges  in  the  field  oij  higher  education  and  the 
status  of  these  in  institutions  that  do  not  measure  up  to  the  minimum 
college  standard,  it  would  be  futile  to  establish  a  further  college  with 
less  provision  than  $350,000  for  plant,  $400,000  for  endowment,  and 
an  annual  income  of  $32,000.  Not  all  this  would  be  immediately  re- 
quired, but  this  amount  should  be  available  for  the  development  of  the 
institution  during  the  first  ten  years  of  its  existence. 

Since  the  leading  competitors  of  such  institution  have  in  imme- 
diate prospect  plants  ranging  up  to  $740,000  in  value  and  endowments 
in  excess  of  $1,000,000  we  should  stand  prepared  to  finance  our  edu- 
cational project  in  an  amount  approximating  $1,000,000  additional, 
which  would  certainly  be  required  within  the  second  five-year  period 
if  we  would  succeed  in  this  enterprise. 

While  we  are  thus  discussing  the  cost  of  undertaking  this  work, 
let  us  not  forget  to  estimate  the  cost  of  not  doing.    What  will  be  the 


status  of  our  denominational  work  in  the  Northwest  ten  years  from 
now  without  any  such  educational  center,  with  what  it  would  be  if 
strengthened  by  a  college  of  high  cultural  standards  and  Christian 
ideals?  Have  we  the  keenness  of  vision  to  discern  the  difference  be- 
tween these  alternative  conditions?  Will  the  extent  ©f  that  differ- 
ence warrant  the  expenditure  or  justify  the  saving?  Let  us  weigh  the 
facts  carefully  that  we  may  act  wisely  in  the  matter. 

How  should  the  expense  of  such  undertaking  be  distributed? 
Would  it  be  a  fair  apportionment  to  assign  one-third  the  cost  to  the 
local  community,  one-third  to  the  Synod  and  one-third  to  the  Church 
at  large?  * 

The  community  would  doubtless  find  little  difficulty  in  command- 
ing its  proportion  of  this  amount  since  it  is  the  most  direct  and  imme- 
diate beneficiary  of  the  project.  It  might  even  provide  two-fifths  or 
even  one-half  of  the  amount  rather  than  suffer  the  project  to  fail. 

The  Synod  with  the  handicap  of  its  pledge  to  the  New  World 
Movement,  approximately  one-third  of  which  goes  to  the  promotion 
of  our  educational  work  in  the  East,  might  find  itself  somewhat  bur- 
dened by  such  additional  load,  but  could  be  counted  to  make  a  her- 
culean effort  toward  realizing  her  long  cherished  ambition. 

Can  the  Church  at  large  be  expected  under  present  conditions  to 
provide  her  proportion?  With  the  provision  that  no  new  campaign 
can  be  launched  for  the  next  four  years,  from  what  possible  sources 
could  the  necessary  funds  be  obtained? 

First,  there  is  the  Board  of  Education,  which  would  naturally  be 
looked  upon  to  help  in  such  an  hour.  Her  spirit  is  willing,  but  her 
ability  to  help  is  limited  to  two  sources  of  income. 

The  balance  remaining  from  her  proportion  of  the  Church  Budget 
after  all  items  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly  have  been  paid  is 
all  of  that  fund  that  she  may  use  at  her  discretion.  Probably  $2,500 
might  be  realized  from  this  source,  though  with  an  increased  budget 
it  would  be  proportionately  more  than  it  is. 

Second,  there  is  the  possible  co-operation  of  other  Boards.  In 
view  of  existing  conditions  in  this  field,  of  what  is  being  done  along 
educational  lines  in  other  fields  and  the  benefits  accruing  from  an 
enlargement  of  our  work  in  the  Northwest,  is  co-operation  in  this 
strategic  move  so  unthinkable  as  that  we  should  forbear  the  suggestion? 

Third,  there  are  those  promoters  of  Kingdom  development  to  whom 
the  fact  of  the  need  and  the  opportunity  might  make  its  own  appeal 
without  any  special  campaign  of  solicitation. 

Is  it  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  Church  will  rise  to  this  emer- 
gency? This  question  is  for  the  General  Assembly  to  answer,  not  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  problem  as  submitted  was  to  discover  the 
facts  and  formulate  a  judgment.  After  a  prolonged  quest  for  the  facts 
and  effort  to  subject  them,  doubts  have  been  supplanted  by  a  firm 
persuasion  that  our  Church,  if  it  hopes  for  any  large  part  in  Kingdom 
Service  in  the  Northwest,  must  speedily  undertake  educational  along 
with  her  missionary  and  evangelistic  work  in  that  section.  The  need 
and  the  opportunity  seem  to  now  present  themselves.  If  these  be  of 
God,  He  will,  if  we  be  discerning,  discover  to  us  the  means  by  which 
we  may  perform  His  task. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
I 

That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1921,  that  is  February  28th, 
and  the  Wednesday  preceding,  the*  24th,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer 
in  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations,  for  the  outpouring  of 
the  Spirit  of  God  upon  these  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may 
be  an  adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian 
leadership,  especially  in  the  ministry  and  missionary  life. 

II 

That  the  General  Assembly  express  its  judgment  as  to  whether 


the  facts  set  forth  in  the  report  justify  the  establishment  of  a  college 
at  some  point  in  the  Northwest,  and  as  to  the  expediency  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Columbia  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Education  endeavor- 
ing to  discover  the  means  of  financing  the  same  in  such  manner  as 
will  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the  New  World  Movement. 

Ill 

That  the  distribution  of  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of 


the  Board  during  the  year  1921-22  be  as  follows:

as  formerly,  and  upon  submission  by  the  col-

(e)  For  the  support  of  the  Missionary  and  Efficiency 

Committee,  pro  rata  share  of  administration 
expenses    472.50 


(f)  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board 
to  be  used  at  its  discretion  in  meeting  special 
needs  which  may  arise.

ACTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  1921— RELATIVE  TO 
THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


Your  Committee  had  for  the  basis  of  its  report  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  a  type-written  portion  of  the  report 
omitted  by  the  printer;  the  communication  of  Dr.  Joseph  Kyle,  Presi- 
dent of  Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  and  a  letter  from  the  corre- 
spondent of  Williamette  Presbytery  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  A. 

We  commend  the  thoroughness  of  the  Report  of  the  Board 
through  its  efficient  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  John  E.  Bradford, 
D.D.  It  is  replete  with  important  information,  giving  the  number  of 
students  in  our  institutions,  also  the  names  of  outside  institutions 
where  our  young  people  are  to  be  found  in  larger  numbers  than  in 
our  own  Church  schools,  the  territory  from  which  these  students 
come;  the  numbers  that  are  being  aided  in  preparation  for  the  min- 
istry, and  the  mission  field. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Board  in 
making  provision  for  the  religious  supervision  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian students  in  Iowa  State  College  and  in  Kansas  State  College. 
We  would  call  attention  to  the  231  students  in  the  Pittsburgh  Univer- 
sity for  whom  no  religious  oversight  is  provided. 

We  note  the  help  of  the  Board  to  the  Seminaries  and  Colleges 
and  would  recommend  that  these  institutions  supported  in  part  by  the 
Board  be  required  to  furnish  a  report  of  audit  by  a  certified  public 
accountant. 

In  face  of  the  crying  need  for  men  in  the  ministry  and  mission- 
aries for  all  our  fields,  we  urge  upon  pastors  the  importance  of  laying 
before  parents  and  young  people  our  colleges  and  seminaries  as  the 
best  place  of  preparation  for  the  work  of  leadership  in  our  Church. 

In  answer  to  the  request  of  Xenia  Seminary  asking  for  relief  we 
recommend  that  the  Board  provide  from  any  surplus  fund,  for  budget 
expenses  of  the  Seminary,  20  per  cent  of  any  money  the  Seminary 
may  raise  outside  the  channels  utilized  in  the  year  1920-21,  said  pro- 
vision from  the  Board  not  to  exceed  $1,500. 

We  recommend  that  it  be  the  judgment  of  the  Assembly  that  the 
facts  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Board,  relative  to  undertaking  edu- 
cational work  in  the  Northwest,  indicate  both  the  need  and  the  oppor- 
tunity for  such  undertaking,  and  that  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  in 
co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  undertake 
such  educational  work  at  such  point  as  may  appear  most  favorable, 
provided  adequate  means  for  so  doing  may  be  discovered  without 
violating  the  principle  of  the  New  World  Movement  concerning  cam- 
paigns for  soliciting  funds. 

We  recommend  that  the  distribution  of  budget  funds  coming 
into  the  hands  of  the  Board  during  the  year  1921-1922  be  as  follows:

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Report  of 
THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


As  we  review  the  developments  of  the  year  in  the  field  of  education, 
we  find  much  for  encouragement  and  hopefulness.  The  betterment  of 
our  institutions  in  the  matter  of  plant,  equipment  and  endowment;  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  students  both  in  our  theological  seminaries 
and  colleges  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  with  an  increase  of  more 
than  two  hundred  United  Presbyterian  students  in  our  own  colleges  over 
that  of  1918-19  and  three  hundred  fourteen  more  than  ten  years  ago;  the 
possibility  of  realizing  our  long  cherished  hope  of  a  college  in  the  north- 
west; and  the  fine  spirit  that  contributed  so  largely  to  the  success  of  the 
educational  exhibit  and  program  of  the  N.  W.  M.  Congress  are  among 
the  encouraging  features  of  the  work. 

Yet  there  have  been  some  things  that  have  led  us  to  pause  and  give 
serious  consideration.  The  passing  of  Rev.  Robert  M.  Russell,  D.D., 
Rev.  Joseph  Kyle,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  David  A.  McClenahan,  D.D., 
faithful  servant  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  Church,  and  long  time 
prominent  in  the  promotion  of  its  educational  interests,  has  filled 
us  with  the  consciousness  of  a  great  loss  to  our  educational  forces. 
This  has  been  heightened  by  the  loss  of  Professor  W.  L.  Wood- 
burn,  of  Northwestern  University,  faithful  elder  and  Sabbath  School 
Superintendent  of  our  church  at  Evanston,  Illinois,  who  though  his  field 
of  work  lay  outside  our  own  institutions  had  gained  large  recognition  as 
a  scholar  and  Christian  educator.  The  failure  of  the  New  World  Move- 
ment provisions  to  meet  fully  the  recognized  needs  and  awakened  expect- 
ancy of  our  institutions,  and  the  prevalent  economic  depression  have 
occasioned  unprecedented  difficulties  in  the  way  of  their  financial  adminis- 
tration. The  fact  that  New  World  Movement  promotion  has  as  yet  failed 
to  make  certain  of  our  institutions  increasingly  attractive  to  United 
Presbyterian  students  furnishes  matter  for  serious  concern.  The  in- 
adequacy of  certain  available  funds  ta(  meet  established  requirements  as 
presenting  themselves  for  enlarged  service  likewise  presents  its  challenge. 


The  total  number  of  students  in  attendance  upon  our  theological  sem- 
inaries this  year  is  seventy-eight  or  four  more  than  last  year.  Of  these 
sixty  are  United  Presbyterians.  The  following  statement  that  appeared 
in  this  connection  in  last  year's  report  deserves  repetition: 

"While  the  total  number  of  our  theological  students  appears  small 
in  view  of  the  tremendous  needs,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  proportion 
both  of  our  membership  and  of  our  college  graduates  who  enter  upon  the 
study  for  the  ministry  is  almost  twice  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
nearly  three  times  as  great  as  that  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  approxi- 
mately four  times  that  of  the  Baptist  Church." 

In  co-operating  with  the  Committee  on  Recruiting  Men  for  the  Minis- 
try a  questionnaire  was  sent  out  to  our  ministers  requesting  certain  infor- 
mation. After  a  preliminary  study,  such  of  these  as  related  to  the  Sources 
of  Ministerial  Supply  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  B.  Warren  Brown, 
formerly  survey  secretary  of  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education 
who  has  had  experience  with  like  surveys  of  other  churches.  The  report 
is  as  follows: 

A  SURVEY  OF  SOURCES  OF  MINISTERIAL  SUPPLY 

A  total  of  463  schedules  were  filled  out  and  returned  by  pastors.  This 
covers  50  per  cent,  of  the  ministry  in  the  home  field  and  is  sufficiently 
representative  of  the  entire  denomination.  Findings  regarding  particular 
sections,  presbyteries^  colleges,  etc.,  are  necessarily  qualified  by  incom- 
plete returns  and  it  is  highly  desirable  from  a  standpoint  of  complete 
accuracy  to  secure  additional  replies. 

It  has  been  assumed  throughout  that  one  man's  opinion  is  as  good  as 
another's  and  each  answer  on  each  schedule  is  given  equal  weight.  The 
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findings  therefore  are  equitable  and  as  representative  as  the  ratio  oi 
schedules  to  total  ministry  permits. 

1.  The  rate  of  replacement  in  the  ministry  is  indicated  by  the  num- 
ber in  the  age  groups  recorded  from  schedules.  This  shows  a  slight  fall- 
ing off  in  the  number  of  ministers  in  recent  years.  Normal  replacement 
should  show  more  than  half  as  many  men  under  40  years  of  age  as  there 
are  between  40  and  60.  This  is  not  the  case  as  is  indicated  by  the  follow- 
ing groups:

2.  Occupational  source  shows  two-thirds  from  the  farm.  This  is 
exceptionally  high  even  in  comparison  with  such  denominations  as  the 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  A.

3.  Source  of  ministry  by  presbyteries  is  based  on  location  of  congre- 
gation in  which  decision  was  made  for  the  ministry.  Out  of  426  replies 
230  ministers  were  produced  by  12  presbyteries,  300  by  18.  This  shows 
a  very  uneven  production  of  leadership  as  among  the  presbyteries,  indi- 
cating centers  which  should  be  definitely  located  and  many  weak  presby- 
teries which  are  not  self  supporting  in  this  respect.  On  the  average  each 
congregation  should  produce  at  least  one  new  candidate  during  the  work- 
ing life  of  a  pastor  to  insure  mere  replacement  in  the  profession.  Figures 
for  individual  presbyteries  are  as  follows:

4.  Source  of  ministry  by  colleges  is  reported  from  the  "Year  Book" 
and  from  the  "vocational  survey"  of  the  Interchurch  schedules  as  well  as 
from  the  schedules  now  in  hand.  Figures  are  for  pastors  in  the  home 
field  only  in  order  to  make  the  data  comparable.

As  compared  with  some  other  denominations,  the  above  decision  ages 
on  the  average  are  rather  high.  Analysis  of  the  large  group  coming  from 
the  farm  (303  men)  indicates  that  they  are  largely  responsible  for  this 
late  choice  and  probably  for  a  late  education.  In  this  group  only  37% 
made  their  decision  under  20  years  of  age.  Of  the  128  who  made  their 
decision  in  college,  distribution  was  as  follows:  Monmouth  34,  West- 
minster, 24,  Muskingum  24,  Tarkio  7,  Cooper  7,  other  colleges  32.

Further  analysis  of  the  home  influence  which  is  predominant  in  the 
list  shows  that  it  accounts  very  largely  for  early  decisions  to  preach.  123 
of  the  169  who  decided  their  life  work  before  twenty  years  of  age  also 
reported  "home"  as  the  major  influence;  similarly  54  of  82  deciding 
before  they  were  16  years  old.  These  facts  are  significant  when  it  is 
remembered  that  "home"  influence  is  reported  in  50%  of  the  schedules, 
i.  e.  this  group  of  one  half  account  for  three-fourths  of  the  early  decisions. 

8.  Later  tendencies  are  indicated  by  an  analysis  of  the  younger 
age  group. 

a.  A  much  smaller  proportion  of  the  younger  men  are  coming 
from  the  farm  than  was  the  case  twenty  years  ago.  Of  men 
under  40  years  of  age,  the  farm  produced  56,  ministry  12,  other 
occupations  36.  In  other  words,  only  53.8%  came  from  the  farm 
as  compared  with  70.8%  of  the  older  ministry  (over  40).  It  follows 
also  that  a  much  larger  ratio  of  young  men  are  coming  from  occu- 
pations other  than  farming  or  the  ministry. 

b.  Choice  of  the  ministry  is  made  a  little  earlier  by  the 
younger  ministers,  but  the  difference  is  not  as  striking  as  might 
be  expected.  Of  the  men  under  40  at  present,  40  decided  before 
they  were  20,  39  from  20  to  24  yars  of  age  inclusive,  and  16  after 
reaching  the  age  of  24  (9  not  reporting). 

c.  The  influences  reported  by  the  younger  group  show  a 
falling  off  in  the  power  of  the  home,  but  a  growing  influence  on 
the  part  of  the  college  and  social  service.  The  pastoral  relation 
seems  to  remain  unchanged  in  strength. 

As  compared  with  the  group  over  40  years  of  age,  the  home  influence 
drops  from  54%  to  40%,  the  college  increases  from  7%  to  13%,  and  the 
social  service  call  increases  from  7%  to  14%.  Pastors  under  40  report  the 
following  influences:  Home  39,  pastor  19,  college  12,  social  service  13, 
other  13  (balance  fail  to  report). 
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These  tendencies  indicated  by  the  younger  age  group  of  the  ministry 
should  be  carefully  checked  in  relation  to  present  candidates  in  order  to 
secure  a  satisfactory  curve  of  the  present  and  future  development.  This 
set  of  curves  has  a  direct  bearing  on  the  character  and  direction  of  efforts 
in  recruiting.  Other  data  can  be  secured  from  the  schedules  (when  a 
larger  number  have  been  returned)  such  as  the  progressive  contribution 
to  the  ministry  by  presbyteries  in  successive  decades  which  will  supply 
curves  of  great  importance. 

Note — All  the  material  thus  far  reports  on  items  set  down  as  facts 
in  their  own  experience  by  those  filling  out  the  schedules.  Succeeding 
material,  while  tabulated  in  the  same  way,  gives  the  opinions  of  the  cor- 
respondents. 

9.    Causes  of  the  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  ministers. 

Assuming  that  a  lack  of  ministers  exists,  576  reasons  are  assigned 
on  400  schedules,  i.  e.  each  man  gives  at  least  one  cause  which  he  regards 
as  fundamental,  and  half  of  them  give  two.

A  similar  question  to  which  1,'500  pastors  of  the  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
replied  gives  a  similar  emphasis  on  the  home  and  materialism  or  the 
worldly  spirit.  It  is  important  to  note,  however,  that  the  question  of 
support  does  not  bulk  as  large  in  the  mind  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
pastorate.  In  both  cases  strong,  individual  emphasis  is  given  to  the  low 
regard  in  which  ministers  hold  their  own  profession,  although  numer- 
ically this  does  not  figure  in  many  replies. 

10.  Remedies  proposed. 

Better  home  training  is  regarded  as  the  solution  by  109  men.  One 
hundred  and  thirteen  propose  a  revival  of  religion  in  the  broad  sense  of 
reviving  a  deeper  spirit  of  consecration  in  the  church.  This  is  presum- 
ably antithesis  of  the  materialism  ascribed  above  as  one  of  the  causes 
of  the  deficiency  in  new  candidates.  Greater  regard  for  the  profession 
is  proposed  by  54,  more  prayer  by  58,  more  systematic  canvassing  for 
men  by  71,  better  financial  support  by  only  51  as  a  real  factor  in  the  situa- 
tion, (4  others  deny  specifically  that  it  has  any  bearing).  Better  support 
of  church  colleges  is  advocated  by  40  pastors. 

There  is  a  striking  agreement  on  the  general  terms  of  the  problem, 
but  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  reduce  these  generalities  to  a  concrete 
program.  For  example,  how  will  you  get  a  deeper  spirit  of  religion  in 
the  church  to  combat  materialism  and  the  worldly  spirit?  It  is  the  whole 
opinion  of  the  church  in  society.  Many  of  these  opinions  are  sufficiently 
definite  to  warrant  closer  examination  as  a  basis  for  systematic  activity. 

11.  Further  examination  of  the  problem. 

Limited  time  and  funds  did  not  permit  pressing  this  inquiry  to  its 
logical  conclusion — result^  which  can  be  definitely  forecast  and  realized. 

At  least  200  additional  schedules  should  be  returned  to  give  a  satis- 
factory statistical  basis  for  generalizing  on  the  problem  in  the  denomina- 
tion. 
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Tendencies  shown  among  the  younger  ministry  should  be  checked 
up  by  an  examination  from  the  present  students  and  candidates. 

The  church  should  have|  a  more  careful  audit  of  its  man  power.  It 
is  probable  that  records  are  kept  of  every  penny  that  goes  through  the 
hands  of  her  treasurers  and  every  piece  of  church  property.  It  is  equally 
important  that  the  church  be  able  to  trace  the  securing  of  its  ministry 
from  the  local  church  to  the  presbytery,  to  the  college,  to  the  seminary,  to 
the  field,  checking  up  the  weak  links  in  the  chain,  noting  the  fields  that 
are  unproductive  and  bringing  home  their  responsibility  or  setting  on 
foot  forces  to  make  such  fields  more  productive.  The  present  record 
shows  extremely  high  efficiency  of  your  colleges  and  fair  efficiency  of 
your  seminaries  in  this  respect,  but  little  is  known  of  the  productivity 
by  presbyteries  and  by  local  congregations.  This  information  can  readily 
be  secured,  (more  readily  in  this  denomination  than  in  any  other  because 
of  its  size  and  compact  organization  and  the  uniformly  high  educational 
status  of  the  ministry).  The  mechanical  arrangement  of  this  survey  is 
such  that  it  can  be  indefinitely  extended  without  confusion  or  duplication 
in  securing  this  additional  information. 

STUDENT  BENEFICIARY  FUND 

The  number  of  theological  students  receiving  aid  from  the  Student 
Beneficiary  Fund  is  forty-three,  four  more  than  last  year.  Of  these 
twelve  are  attending  Xenia  Seminary,  while  thirty-one  are  at  Pittsburgh. 
A  comparative  statement  as  to  numbers,  presbyteries  by  which  recom- 
mended, and  colleges  by  which  prepared,  is  given  in  the  following  tables:

A  grant  of  $200.00  was  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Woman's 
Board  to  a  young  woman  studying  at  the  Woman's  Medical  College  who 
expects  to  serve  in  one  of  our  foreign  mission  fields.  Grants  were  also 
made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  four 
young  men  who  are  preparing  to  serve  as  medical  missionaries. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  aid  granted  from  the 
Student  Beneficiary  Fund  during  the  current  year  as  compared  with  the 
year  previous:

Since  sixteen  of  the  grants  made  were  to  first  year  students  and  but 
six  to  those  of  the  third  year  and  since  there  is  good  prospect  for  an 
even  larger  number  entering  the  seminary  next  fall  than  did  last,  it  is 
probable  that  the  number  of  theological  students  applying  for  the  benefits 
from  this  fund  will  be  larger  this  year  than  last.  Those  who  have  been 
aided  in  preparing  for  medical  service  will  probably  all  renew  their 
applications  for  assistance,  while  two  new  applications  have  already  been 
filed,  and  others  will  doubtless  follow.  In  view  of  the  prospective  demands 
and  limited  financial  ability  of  the  Board,  what  is  the  will  of  the  church  ? 
Shall  the  Board  reduce  the  amount  of  each  grant  so  that  the  total  will 
approximate  the  available  funds  ?  Or  shall  the  Board  restrict  such  grants 
to  those  preparing  for  ministerial  service?  Or  will  such  provision  be 
made  as  that  the  Board  may  afford  assistance  as  heretofore  to  the  in- 
creased numbers  who  are  responding  to  her  call  for  the  larger  consecra- 
tion of  life  to  her  service  and  even  offer  inducements  to  certain  to  enter 
upon  a  much  needed  form  of  church  service? 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  the  hour  is  Christian  Educators.  This  is 
becoming  more  and  morai  evident  in  other  churches  as  it  is  in  our  own. 
The  attraction  of  the  state  system  of  education  and  the  opportunities 
afforded  in  the  economic  world  has  depleted  the  ranks  of  those  available 
for  such  positions.  The4  requirements  of  standardizing  agencies  and  the 
particular  function  of  the  Christian  college  demand  for  the  teaching  posi- 
tions in  our  colleges  persons  of  high  culture  and  Christian  idealism.  If, 
therefore,  they  are  to  meet  the  standard  requirements  and  to  be  productive 
of  men  and  women  fully  qualified  for  her  work,  the  church  must  make 
provision  for  securing  an  adequate  supply  of  Christian  educators.  It 
would  seem  proper,  therefore,  that  a  limited  number  of  such  persons  as 
are  inclined  to  enter  this  field  of  service  and  evidence  the  proper  fitness 
should  enjoy  equal  benefits  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  with  those 
who  are  preparing;  for  ministerial  or  missionary  work.  A  recommenda- 
tion to  this  effect  is  herewith  submitted. 
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THE  COLLEGES 


While  the  present  year  has  been  one  of  peculiar  difficulty  to  some  if 
not  all  of  our  colleges,  they  have  not  been  without  reasons  for  encourage- 
ment: Westminster,  Muskingum  and  Monmouth  for  improvements  in 
physical  plant  either  completed  or  in  progress;  Monmouth,  Tarkio  and 
Sterling  for  additions  to  endowment  funds;  Muskingum  and  Monmouth 
for  grants  from  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  to  be  applied  toward  the 
increase  of  salaries;  Sterling  for  gifts  to  be  applied  toward  budget 
expenses  that  enabled  her  to  avoid  a  greatly  increased  deficit;  Westmin- 
ster, Muskingum  and  Monmouth  for  a  marked  increase  in  attendance.

These  tables  disclose  the  interesting  fact  that  while  our  institutions 
are  for  the  most  part  showing  growth  in  attendance,  such  growth  is  in 
the  main  derived  from  United  Presbyterian  sources.  An  increase  of  three 
hundred  and  fifty  over  the  attendance  of  1910-11  is  encouraging,  though 
the  distribution  of  growth  is  a  matter  of  concern.

While  they  have  profited  to  a  large  degree  by  their  receipts  from 
New  World  Movement  sources,  the  failure  fully  to  meet  the  awakened 
expectations  has  presented  a  problem  to  our  college  administrators  in 
meeting  their  enlarged  budget  expenses.  Since  they  are  precluded  by  the 
conditions  attaching  to  th  New  World  Movement  from  launching  any 
campaign  for  money  with  which  to  meet  present  requirements  as  to 
budget  expenditures,  should  not  the  church  make  such  special  grants  as 
that  their  particular  friends  both  within  and  without  the  church  shall  be 
stimulated  to  make  additional  provision  for  their  operating  expenses? 
If  her  educational  institutions  are  to  meet  in  full  the  requirements  of 
the  church  in  the  years  that  lie  ahead,  they  must  have  an  enlarged  place 
both  in  the  benefactions  and  prayers  of  the  church. 

THE  COLLEGE  FUND 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  somewhat  concerning  this  fund.  In 
1911-12  the  amount  distributed  to  the  colleges  was  $23,381.05.  In  that 
year,  at  the  last  educational  conference  held  by  Dr.  W.  J,  Campbell,  who 
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so  long  and  faithfully  served  the  church  as  corresponding  secretary  of 
this  Board,  with  the  presidents  of  our  colleges  and  seminaries,  a  motion 
was  adopted  that  the  Board  of  Education  be  asked  to  include  in  its  report 
"a  request  to  the  General  Assembly  for  an  appropriation  of  not  less  than 
$100,000.00."  Despite  this  auspicious  beginning  the  Board  has  been  en- 
abled to  disburse  this  last  year  only  the  following  amounts:

The  rules  governing  the  distribution  of  the  fund  are  as  follows: 

"All  lists  for  any  one  year  should  be  closed  March  first  of  that  year. 
An  itemized  list  of  all  students  on  account  of  whose  presence  an  institu- 
tion expects  to  draw  aid,  with  a  statement  of  their  standing,  grades,  etc., 
should  be  submitted  as  soon  after  March  1st  as  convenient.  These  lists 
should  be  certified  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  dean  or 
registrar. 

1..  The  student  must  be  enrolled  in  one  of  the  regular  courses  of 
the  institution  to  be  aided;  such  courses  are  to  include  only  those 
of  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  (four-year  course). 

2..  The  student  must  be  doing  passing  work  in  not  less  than  twelve 
semester  hours  of  collegiate  work. 

3..  The  student  shall  have  been  enrolled  for  at  least  one  semester's 
work  before  being  counted  in  the  list  of  college  students;  and 
shall  have  passed  in  not  less  than  twelve  semester  hours  of  work 
in  the  preceding  semester  provided,  however,  that  members  of 
the  senior  class  in  good  standing  may  be  counted  who  need  to 
have  completed  within  the  year  but  twelve  semester  hours  of 
regular  collegiate  work  to  be  graduated. 

4..  The  student  shall  have  behind  him  not  more  than  two  units  of 
preparatory  deficit  out  of  an  entrance  requirement  of  fifteen 
units. 

5..  All  "special  students" — those  in  non-collegiate  work,  those  de- 
ficient in  standing  for  any  cause,  and  all  those  who  are  excluded 
by  the  above  provisions  are  not  to  be  counted  as  college  students 
and  for  them  the  Board  is  not  to  give  aid." 

In  view  of  changed  educational  conditions  and  the  difficulty  of  apply- 
ing the  rule  as  it  stands  in  an  equable  manner,  the  Board  at  a  late  meeting 
voted  that  these  rules  be  amended  as  follows: 

1..  That  Rule  4  be  amended  so  that  it  will  read:  The  student  shall 
have  presented  fifteen  units  of  entrance  credits  from  a  first  grade 
high  school  or  the  equivalent. 

2..    That  the  following  note  be  added  to  Rule  3  as  explanatory  of 

the  "Twelve  semester  hours  of  collegiate  work"  which  is  therein 

required. 
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Note — The  twelve  semester  hours  of  collegiate  work  which  shall  be 
required  of  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  shall  be  of  the  following  specified 
courses:

3..    That  the  rules  as  thus  amended  and  interpreted  become  effective 
with  the  year  1922-23. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  above  a  more  fixed  standard  of  distribution 
may  be  obtained. 

STUDENTS  IN  NON-UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  INSTITUTIONS 

Among  the  problems  that  are  engaging  the  attention  of  the  church 

is  that  of  her  relation  to  her  students  in  other  than  her  own  colleges,  and 

more  particularly  those  in  attendance  upon  secular  institutions.  The 

number  and  distribution  of  the  latter,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
ascertain,  is  as  follows:

During  the  year  work  has  been  continued  at  Ames,  Iowa  and  Man- 
hattan, Kansas,  along  the  same  lines  as  indicated  in  our  last  report. 
While  no  new  work  of  this  nature  has  been  begun,  certain  steps  have  been 
taken  that  are  worthy  of  consideration. 


A  movement  has  been  inaugurated  within  the  bounds  of  Iowa  Synod 
to  provide  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  will  be  adequate  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  State  College  at  Ames,  Iowa.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  soon  be  secured  as  the  Board  will  then  be  in  a  better 
position  for  taking  up  new  work. 

In  January  a  number  of  our  pastors  who  are  located  in  university 
centers  were  convened  in  Chicago  to  attend  the  "Conference  of  Church 
Workers  in  Universities."  Following  the  adjournment  of  the  main  con- 
ference our  men  remained  over  for  a  season  of  prayer  and  consultation. 
It  was  the  unanimous  agreement  that  the  conference  was  highly  profitable. 
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During  the  year  special  consideration  has  been  given  to  our  interests 
as  related  to  Ohio  State  University,  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  and 
Carnegie  Tech.  Committees  have  been  appointed  by  the  Board  to  give 
special  consideration  in  promoting  whatever  it  may  appear  wise  to  do  in 
developing  them.  In  addition  to  our  students  in  secular  institutions,  there 
are  known  to  be  about  280  Christian  colleges  other  than  our  own. 
These  too  should  engage  our  interests  and  prayers. 

BIBLE  CHAIR  FOUNDATION 

The  amount  of  productive  funds  to  the  credit  of  this  foundation  on 
April  30,  1922,  was  $192,610.95. 

In  addition  to  this  there  is  a  Bible  Chair  Annuity  Fund  of  $12,600 
which  as  yet  yields  nothing  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Bible  Chair  pro- 
fessorships. The  total  available  income  for  the  year  for  this  purpose  was 
$10,844.98.  Inasmuch  as  almost  all  the  income  from  this  fund  comes  into 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  the  Board 
is  unable  to  increase  the  payments  to  the  Bible  Chair  professors  until 
sufficient  reserve  is  in  the  fund  to  tide  over  the  unproductive  quarters. 
In  view  of  the  outstanding  annuity  bonds  and  the  increase  of  salaries  in 
other  departments  since  the  establishment  of  the  Bible  Chairs,  such  addi- 
tional provision  should  be  made  that  the  Board  can  provide  a  salary  for 
the  Bible  Chair  professor  of  at  least  $2500.00'.  It  is  also  desirable  that 
provision  should  be  made  to  grant  such  assistance  as  may  be  needed 
whenever  the  teaching  load  in  any  department  exceeds  a  reasonable  num- 
ber of  "student  hours." 

During  the  year  Rev.  R.  J.  Love,  Ph.D.,  has  been  placed  in  charge 
of  the  department  at  Westminster  and  Rev.  J.  L.  McCreight  in  charge  of 
that  at  Sterling. 

During  the  year  notice  was  received  from  the  Executor  of  the  Estate 
of  Thomas  McCutcheon,  late  of  Pittsburgh,  of  a  bequest  of  $2,000  to  be 
applied  to  the  Bible  Chair  Fund.  The  bequest  is  subject  to  a  life  estate 
given  to  the  widow.  His  example  is  commended  to  others  that  more 
adequate  provision  may  be  made  for  this  and  other  needs. 

NORTHWEST  COLLEGE 

The  development  along  this  line  has  taken  a  new  turn  during  the 
past  year.  At  a  conference  held  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  with 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Yakima,  Washington,  it  was  decided  that 
the  launching  of  a  campaign  for  funds  requisite  for  establishing  a  college 
there  should  await  more  favorable  economic  conditions.  However,  a 
committee  was  appointed  by  the  aforenamed  body  to  promote  such  under- 
taking as  opportunity  should  present. 

A  few  days  later  at  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  at 
Boise  certain  overtures  were  made  looking  toward  the  transfer  of  the 
title  and  control  of  Albany  College  to  our  Church. 

The  sequence  of  events  in  this  is  as  follows: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  in  1920  an  invitation 
was  extended  that  Synod  to  join  with  the  Synod  of  Oregon  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  support  and  control  of  Albany  College.  Last  May 
a  communication  transmitting  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  approving  such  joint  relationship  was 
received.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  held  at  Boise, 
Idaho,  last  October  an  informal  proposition  was  submitted  to  that  body 
relative  to  the  transfer  of  the  title  and  control  of  Albany  College,  which 
proposition  failed  to  receive  the  endorsement  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Finally  at  a  conference  attended  by  Presi- 
dent A.  M.  Williams,  representing  Albany  College,  Rev.  F.  E.  Stockwell, 
D.  D.,  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Education,  and  a  committee  of  this 
Board  consisting  of  Rev.  J.  Alvin  Orr,  D.  D.,  and  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, and  held  at  Pittsburgh  on  February  16th,  two  possible  lines  of 
action  were  suggested. 
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a.  .    That  title  in  and  control  of  Albany  College  be  granted  the  United 

Presbyterian  Church  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  in- 
vested in  the  promotion  of  the  college  by  the  respective  bodies. 

b.  .    That  the  Presbyterian  Church  dispose  of  its  interests  in  Albany 

College  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  a  cash  considera- 
tion. 

These  propositions  while  not  acceptable  appeared  to  the  committee 
to  afford  a  basis  for  further  negotiations  which  are  being  continued. 

The  proposition  was  then  submitted  to  the  commission  appointed  by 
the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  for  an  expression  of  judgment. 

Within  recent  weeks  certain  overtures  have  been  made  relative  to 
the  transfer  of  title  and  control  of  another  college  which  possesses  a  good 
plant,  strategically  located,  and  has  good  standing  in  the  educational 
world  on  condition  that  we  provide  it  with  an  adequate  endowment,  one- 
half  or  more  of  which  could  be  secured  from  friends  of  the  institution. 
The  weakness  of  the  present  position  of  the  Board  is  its  lack  of  adequate 
funds  on  hand  or  provided  for  with  which  to  convince  those  with  whom  we 
are  brought  into  negotiotion  that  we  are  prepared  to  do  business.  If  it 
is  desired  to  accomplish  anything  in  this  quarter,  adequate  provision 
should  soon  be  made  whereby  the  Board  may  act  with  effectiveness.  With 
a  fund  in  hand  or  in  prospect  of  from  $250,000  to  $500,000,  and  some 
assurance  of  securing  a  like  amount  during  1925-30,  our  church  could  put 
itself  in  a  most  strategic  position  in  the  northwest.  We  have  created  cer- 
tain expectations  in  that  section.    Shall  we  disappoint  these? 

EDUCATIONAL  CONFERENCE 

On  January  11th  a  very  profitable  conference  was  held  by  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  with  the  college  presidents.  Rev.  F.  R.  Elder  of 
the  Board  was  also  in  attendance.  At  this  meeting  certain  matters  of 
common  interest  to  the  Board  and  colleges  were  taken  under  advisement, 
and  plans  for  the  educational  exhibit  and  program  of  the  New  World 
Movement  Congress  were  perfected. 

During  the  past  year  several  suggestions  have  been  made  relative 
to  the  holding  of  a  general  ducational  confrence  at  which  the  several  edu- 
cational interests  of  the  church  should  be  represented  and  considered.  As 
it  is  almost  ten  years  since  such  conference  has  been  held,  the  desirability 
for  such  is  quite  evident.  The  Board  is  heartily  in  favor  of  such  and 
stands  prepared  to  use  its  utmost  endeavor  to  make  such  as  highly  profit- 
able as  may  be  to  our  educational  interests. 

INTER  CHURCH  UNDERWRITING 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  paid  the  remainder  of  its  obli- 
gation to  the  Interchurch  World  Movement  in  the  amount  of  $4,576.00 
plus  $327.25  interest  and  thus  redeemed  its  underwriting.  This  was  done 
from  funds  that  were  at  the  discretionary  use  of  the  Board.  Whatever 
may  be  the  opinion  of  this  movement,  there  can  be  but  one  judgment  as 
to  the  payment  of  this  obligation.  The  course  we  have  taken,  much  as 
we  should  have  preferred  to  use  the  money  in  other  ways,  was  the  only 
one  that  was  consistent  with  Christian  integrity  and  the  maintenance  of 
the  Board's  good  name. 

FINANCIAL  STATUS 

The  fact  that  the  balance  shown  in  the  Summary  of  Receipts  and  Dis- 
bursements to  the  credit  of  the  Income  Fund  on  April  30th  is  $23,522.57, 
requires  explanation.  There  was  then  due  and  disbursed  by  the  action  of 
the  Board  on  May  9th  the  following  amounts:

Should  the  Board  transfer  from  the  Discretionary  Fund  to  the  Stu- 
dent Beneficiary  Fund  sufficient  to  meet  the  overdraft  in  that  fund  and 
to  the  Student  Traveling  Fund  enough  to  meet  the  overdraft  in  that  fund 
as  it  will  be  on  May  31st,  it  would  reduce  the  Discretionary  Fund  for  the 
year  1922-23  to  $280.04.  This  amount  is  so  small  that  it  would  seriously 
embarrass  the  Board  in  its  work  for  the  coming  year.  It  is  advisable  that 
such  provision  be  made  as  will  obviate  this. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1923,  that  is  February  25th,  and 
the  Wednesday  preceding,  the  21st,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer  in  our 
colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations,  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  upon  our  educational  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be 
an  adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Christian  lead- 
erships, especially  in  the  ministry,  missionary  life  and  the  field  of  Chris- 
tian education. 

That  provision  be  made  for  assigning  one  quarter  of  the  contribu- 
tions of  Sabbath  Schools  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  that  all  monies  so 
received  shall  be  distributed  in  equal  amounts  to  the  Bible  Chair  Mainte- 
nance Fund,  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund,  the  Student  Traveling  Fund 
and  the  Student  Loan  Fund. 

That  a  carefully  selected  number  of  persons  desiring  to  qualify  for 
service  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  by  studying  for  an  advanced 
degree  in  an  approved  university,  may,  on  filing  application  similar  to 
those  no  wrequired  of  theological  students  and  bearing  the  endorsement 
of  a  majority  of  the  college  presidents,  be  granted  aid  from  the  Student 
Beneficiary  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $300.00  each,  provided  such  grants 
shall  not  exceed  five  in  any  one  year. 

That  in  addition  to  its  present  participation  in  the  general  budget 
there  be  assigned  to  the  Board  of  Education  $15,000.00  to  be  known 
as  the  Budget  Promotion  Fund.  From  this  fund  grants  shall  be  made 
to  the  several  institutions  in  amounts  equal  to  25%  of  such  monies  to 
be  applied  on  the  annual  budget  as  they  shall  secure  from  other  than 
regular  sources.  Also  that  it  be  provided  that  the  several  colleges  be 
granted  not  in  excess  of  $2,000.00  each  and  the  seminaries  not  more 
than  $2,500.00  each.  Any  amount  remaining  on  April  30th,  1923,  after 
such  disbursement  has  been  made,  shall  be  transferred  one-third  to  the 
Seminary  Fund  and  two-thirds  to  the  College  Fund  and  disbursed  as  pro- 
vided for  those  funds. 

Note — By  "regular  sources"  shall  be  understood  such  as  they  have 
been  receiving  from  for  the  last  two  years. 

That  the  distribution  of  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of  the 
Board  during  the  year  1922-23  be  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

Two  papers  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Education. 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

2.  A  Memorial  from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pittsburgh  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  shows 
that  the  business  of  the  Board  was  carried  on  in  a  careful  and  business- 
like way.   The  following  items  in  the  report  are  of  special  interest.  There 
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is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students  attending  our  seminaries;  the 
proportion  both  of  our  membership  and  of  our  college  graduates  who 
enter  the  ministry  is  almost  twice  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  near- 
ly three  times  that  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  approximately  four 
times  that  of  the  Baptist  Church.  There  is  a  marked  increase  of  United 
Presbyterian  students  attending  our  five  colleges,  and  the  Board,  through 
the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund,  has  been  able  to  aid  a  larger  number  of 
students  than  in  anv  previous  year.  The  income  from  the  Bible  Chair 
Fund  is  now  $10,344.98  annually. 

Partial  returns  from  an  investigation  conducted  by  the  Board  into 
the  sources  of  ministerial  supply  bring  to  light  two  very  discouraging 
facts.  First, — that  a  much  smaller  number  of  candidates  for  the  min- 
istry is  coming  from  the  farm  population.  Second, — that  the  fault  for 
the  shortage  of  men  for  the  ministry  is  more  largely  in  the  home  than 
ever  before. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend — " 

1.  That  we  heartily  commend  the  Board  and  especially  its  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  Rev.  John  E.  Bradford,  for  the  efficient  service  in 
promoting  the  educational  interest  of  our  Church. 

2.  That  the  action  of  the  Board  in  co-operating  with  the  Committee 
on  Recruiting  Men  for  the  Ministry,  by  putting  its  office  force  at  the  dis- 
posal of  this  Committee  and  providing  the  expenses  incident  to  this  work, 
be  approved  and  the  Board  be  directed  to  continue  such  co-operative 
effort. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  by  conference  with  the  Secre- 
taries of  the  other  Boards  concerned,  be  authorized  to  work  out  a  revised 
schedule  for  sharing  in  the  Sabbath  School  funds,  to  the  end  that  the 
Board  of  Education  may  receive  the  Sabbath  School  contributions  for  a 
period  of  three  months  instead  of  one  month  as  now  arranged. 

4.  That  we  refer  the  request  contained  in  the  Memorial  from  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary  to  the  Board 
of  Education  with  instruction  to  aid  the  Seminary  Board  to  the  fullest 
possible  extent  in  providing  additional  dormitory  accommodations  for 
married  students. 

5.  That  the  Board  be  instructed  to  continue  its  investigation  into 
the  advisability  of  establishing  a  United  Presbyterian  College  in  the 
Northwest. 

6.  That  Wednesday,  February  21st,  and  Sabbath,  February  25th, 
1923,  be  observed  as  days  of  special  prayer  in  our  colleges,  seminaries 
and  congregations,  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  our  edu- 
cational institutions,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  more  adequate  conse- 
cration of  life  to  Christian  leadership,  especially  in  the  ministry,  the  mis- 
sion fields,  and  the  advancing  of  a  Christian  civilization. 

7.  That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  increasing  the 
annual  salary  of  its  Corresponding  Secretary  from  $3,000  to  $3,500  be 
approved. 

8.  That  the  Board  be  instructed  to  put  forth  every  effort  to  increase 
the  annual  salary  of  the  men  occupying  the  Bible  Chairs  in  our  colleges 
from  $2,000  to  $2,500  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

9.  That  in  view  of  the  apparent  inadequacy  of  expected  receipts  to 
be  accredited  to  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund,  the  Bible  Chair  Fund, 
Students'  Traveling  Fund,  and  the  Discretionary  Fund,  that  the  Board 
be  directed  to  apply  all  undesignated  monies  received  from  the  Sabbath 
Schools  for  the  month  of  April,  1923,  to  supplement  the  above  named 
funds  as  may  be  required. 

10.  That  owing  to  the  small  sum  coming  to  Sterling  College  out  of 
the  New  World  Movement  Funds,  the  Board  of  Education  be  asked  to 
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make  a  special  case  of  Sterling  College  for  next  year,  and  grant  her  from 
the  Discretionary  Fund  an  amount  equal  to  fifty  per  cent,  of  any  money 
she  may  be  able  to  raise  from  outside  sources.  Said  grant  not  to  exceed 
$4,000. 

11.  That  a  carefully  selected  number  of  persons  desiring  to  qualify 
for  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  by  studying  for  an  advanced 
degree  in  an  approved  university,  may,  on  filing  application  similar  to 
those  now  required  of  theological  students  and  bearing  endorsement  of 
the  college  president,  be  granted  aid  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund 
in  the  amount  of  $300  each,  provided  such  grants  shall  not  exceed  five  in 
any  one  year. 

12.  We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  fol- 
lowing members  of  the  Board  expire  this  year:  Rev.  J.  Alvin  Orr,  D.D., 
David  F.  Matchet,  Esq.,  and  R.  L.  Wray,  Esq. 

That  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of 
the  Board  during  the  year  1922-23  be  as  follows:- 

a.  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the  Board  $  8,000.00 

b.  For  theological  seminaries  current  expenses  in  equal  amount 

to  each    2,000.00 

c.  For  beneficiary  aid    3,000.00 

d.  For  the  current  expenses  of  the  colleges,  to  be  divided  in 

the  ratio  of  their  collegiate  attendance  as  formerly, 
and  upon  submission  by  the  college  of  satisfactory 
reports    23,000.00 

e.  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands,  of  the  Board  to  be  used  at  its 

discretion  in  meeting  special  needs  which  may  arise.

Report  of 
The  Board  of  Education 

With  a  sense  of  gratitude  that  our  efforts  have  been  in  some  measure 
blessed  of  God,  yet  with  humility  that  more  has  not  been  achieved,  the 
Board  of  Education  presents  to  the  General  Assembly  its  sixty-fourth 
annual  report. 

The  primary  responsibility  of  the  Church  today  is  to  find,  train  and 
maintain  a  God  envisioned  ministry  for  its  pastoral,  evangelistic,  med- 
ical, social  and  teaching  service.  To  meet  this  her  homes,  her  congrega- 
tions with  their  various  related  organizations,  her  colleges,  her  theolog- 
ical seminaries  and  her  boards  and  agencies  all  should  co-operate. 

This  was  made  the  special  function  of  the  Board  of  Education  at 
the  time  of  its  founding.  Its  first  action  after  effecting  its  organiza- 
tion was:  "Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  each  congregation 
in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  to  look  out  some  worthy  young  man 
and  educate  him  at  their  own  charge  for  the  work  of  the  ministry."  Had 
each  of  our  congregations  acted  upon  this  suggestion  and  so  provided 
one  worker  in  each  decade,  the  Church  would  have  been  furnished  with 
workers  enough  and  to  spare.  Unfortunately  some  areas  of  our  Church 
have  not  heeded  the  call. 

A  survey  recently  made  by  the  Board  reveals  the  following  condi- 
tions that  require  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Church. 

That  the  home  as  an  influence  in  determining  men  to  enter  the  min- 
istry appears  to  be  much  less  potent  than  formerly. 

That  the  farm  is  showing  a  marked  decline  in  its  productivity  of 
ministers  due  in  part  to  the  disappearance  from  our  rolls  of  a  large 
number  of  country  congregations  distinguished  for  the  number  of  min- 
isters which  they  furnished. 

That  while  the  survey  shows  that  the  pastoral  influence  is  relatively 
as  potent  as  in  former  years,  the  large  number  of  ministers  who  have 
not  reproduced  themselves  spiritually  and  especially  the  note  sounded  by 
many,  disparaging  the  ministerial  office,  is  a  matter  of  concern. 

That  certain  of  our  presbyteries  are  either  non-productive  or  under 
productive  of  ministers,  while  apparently  three-fourths  of  our  ministers 
are  provided  by  two-fifths  of  our  presbyteries. 

That  the  relation  of  the  presbyteries  of  marked  productivity  to  our 
educational  institutions  is  strikingly  suggestive. 

In  view  of  the  "407"  movement,  the  requirements  for  an  advance  in 
our  Home  Mission  program  and  the  need  of  specially  qualified  teachers 
for  the  work  of  Christian  education,  should  not  the  Church  make  a  care- 
ful survey  of  the  available  man  power  in  prospect  that  our  undertakings 
may  be  more  effectively  carried  out. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARIES 

The  total  number  of  students  in  our  theological  seminaries  this  year 
is  ninety-five  as  compared  with  seventy-eight  last  year.  Of  these  seventy- 
eight  are  United  Presbyterians  as  compared  with  sixty  last  year. 

A  matter  of  concern  is  the  tendency  of  our  theological  students  to 
marry  during  their  seminary  course.  This  in  certain  cases  may  be 
justifiable.  However,  it  should  not  ordinarily  be  allowed  to  add  to  the 
burden  of  the  Church  or  to  interfere  with  the  preparatory  work  of  the 
student.  The  direction  of  the  last  General  Assembly  that  this  Board 
"aid  the  Seminary  Board  (Pittsburgh)  to  the  fullest  extent  in  providing 
additional  dormitory  accommodations  for  married  students"  led  the  Board, 
after  due  consideration  of  the  matter,  to  adopt  the  following  resolution: 
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"The  Board  has  received  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly 
instructing  it  to  aid  the  Seminary  Board  to  the  fullest  possible  extent  in 
providing  for  additional  dormitory  accommodations  for  married  students. 
In  response  we  must  state  that  the  funds  of  the  Board  do  not  at  present 
warrant  providing  such  additional  equipment  for  the  Seminary.  And 
further  we  must  state  that  we  much  deplore  the  increasing  tendency  of 
young  men  to  marry  before  entering  the  seminary  or  while  in  it;  this 
because  we  believe  it  not  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  their  course  in 
the  Seminary,  and  because  it  unduly  creates  obligations  for  the  Church 
in  the  matter  of  her  educational  work  in  the  seminaries.  While  there 
are  cases  which  are  exceptions  and  while  we  would  not  discourage  a 
young  married  man  from  entering  the  ministry  because  he  has  been 
married,  we  respond  to  the  action  to  say  that  our  Board  is  ready  to 
co-operate  in  seeking  the  best  possible  solution  to  the  problem.  We 
hereby  direct  the  Secretary  of  our  Board  to  represent  us  in  this  matter." 

STUDENT  BENEFICIARY  FUND 

Since  its  founding  in  1860  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  worthy  young 
persons  preparing  for  ministerial  or  missionary  service,  grants  have 


been  made  as  follows: 

Total  number  of  theological  and  medical  students  aided  1054 

Total  number  of  present  ministers  aided   650 

Minimum  number  aided  in  one  year  (1883-84)   9 

Maximum  number  aided  in  one  year  (1896-97)   92 

Average  number  aided  per  year   39 

Average  number  aided  in  one  year  for  past  eight  years   48 


The  number  of  theological  students  receiving  grants  from  the 
Student  Beneficiary  Fund  is  fifty-seven,  fourteen  more  than  last  year. 
Of  these  forty-seven  are  attending  Pittsburgh  and  ten  are  at  Xenia. 

These  students  were  recommended  to  the  Board  by  twenty  presby- 
teries. Allegheny  heads  the  list  with  seven  recommendations.  Musk- 
ingum and  Philadelphia  have  six  each,  Mercer  four,  Argyle,  Lake  and 
Cleveland,  three  each;  Butler,  Illinois  Southern,  Los  Angeles,  Xenia, 
Mansfield,  Monongahela  and  Ohio  First,  two  each,  while  eleven  presby- 
treies  have  but  one  each.  Twenty-nine  presbyteries  have  sent  in  no 
recommendation  this  year,  thirteen  of  which  have  made  no  such  recom- 
mendation during  the  last  six  years. 

A  study  of  the  college  preparation  of  such  students  shows  the  fol- 
lowing:

Grants  were  also  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Women's  Board 
and  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  two  women  and  seven  men  who  are 
preparing  for  medical  missionary  service.  This  is  three  more  than  last 
year. 

While  the  increase  in  attendance  on  our  theological  seminaries  as 
also  the  response  to  the  "407"  call,  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  it  is 
presenting  a  real  problem  to  the  Church  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
tables:

The  above  tables  show  that  the  grants  this  year  are  about  $2,000 
greater  than  last  year  and  $4,000  greater  than  the  previous  year,  or  more 
than  $2,500  greater  than  receipts  from  regular  sources. 

Heretofore  the  Board  has  been  able  to  provide  for  such  overdrafts 
by  a  transfer  from  the  Discretionary  Fund.  Due,  however,  to  the  de- 
creased receipts  from  the  budget  and  the  increased  demands  on  this 
fund,  the  Board  cannot  obtain  adequate  relief  from  this  quarter. 

A  real  problem  confronts  the  Board  by  reason  of  this  situation.  Shall 
the  amount  of  the  grants  be  so  reduced  that  the  total  will  approximate 
the  receipts  from  regular  sources?  Shall  the  Board  restrict  grants  to 
those  preparing  for  ministerial  service?  Will  such  provision  be  made 
as  that  the  Board  may  afford  assistance  as  heretofore  to  the  increased 
numbers  who  are  responding  to  the  call  for  a  larger  consecration  of  life 
to  her  service?    One  of  these  courses  of  action  must  be  followed. 

In  view  of  the  greatly  increasing  difficulty  our  college  administrators 
meet  in  finding  teachers  of  high  culture  and  Christian  idealism  to  man 
our  colleges  the  last  General  Assembly  directed — 

"That  a  carefully  selected  number  of  persons  desiring  to  qualify  for 
service  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  by  studying  for  an  advanced 
degree  in  an  approved  university,  may,  on  filing  application  similar  to 
those  now  required  of  theological  students  and  bearing  endorsement  of 
the  college  president,  be  granted  aid  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund 
in  the  amount  of  $300  each,  provided  such  grants  shall  not  exceed  five 
in  any  one  year." 

Great  as  is  the  need  that  such  course  be  taken,  the  condition  of  this 
fund  this  past  year  did  not  warrant  any  additional  obligation.  It  is 
hoped  that  such  provision  be  made  that  the  Board  may  follow  the  course 
indicated. 
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THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RECRUITING  MEN  FOR  THE  MINISTRY 


This  committee,  with  which  the  Board  sustains  a  co-operative  rela- 
tion, submits  the  following: 

"Without  claiming  any  special  credit  whatever  for  improved  condi- 
tions the  Committee  on  Recruiting  Men  for  the  Ministry  is  heartily  glad 
to  report  a  substantial  increase  of  attendance  during  the  past  year  in 
both  of  our  Theological  Seminaries.  And  equally  heartening  are  the 
splendid  prospects  fot  the  classes  to  enter  both  schools  in  September. 

The  committee  has  endeavored  to  stimulate  interest  and  awaken  the 
sense  of  responsibility  by  addresses  at  Conferences,  Conventions  and 
Presbyteries  by  members  of  the  committee  and  others  qualified  to  pre- 
sent the  call  of  the  Ministry. 

The  Ministry  as  a  Life  Work  was  presented  at  our  colleges  by  mem- 
bers or  representatives  of  the  committee  as  follows:  Dr.  Charles  Proud- 
fit  at  Muskingum,  Dr.  Hugh  Speer  at  Westminster,  Dr.  McPeak  at  Tarkio, 
Dr.  R.  R.  Bryan  at  Sterling,  Rev.  H.  H.  McConnell  at  Monmouth  and 
the  chairman  at  Stanton  and  Knoxville.  A  hearty  response  to  the  appeal 
is  reported  from  each  of  our  colleges. 

Throughout  the  church  there  seems  to  be  a  new  interest  on  the  part 
of  our  Pastors  in  the  question  of  recruits  for  the  Ministry.  More  pastors 
are  preaching  on  the  Call  and  seeking  out  likely  young  men. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  responsibility  for  guiding  young 
men.  in  their  choice  of  a  life  work  lies  with  the  parents  of  the  Church, 
with  the  pastors  and  with  our  College  Administrations  and  Faculties. 

With  the  parents  of  the  Church  this  should  be  a  matter  of  earnest 
prayer  and  solicitation.  With  our  Pastors  it  should  be  a  matter  of 
earnest,  careful  preaching.  With  the  Administrations  and  Faculties  of 
our  Colleges  and  Preparatory  schools  it  should  be  a  matter  of  real  per- 
sonal interest  in  young  men  who  are  in  earnest  about  investing  their  lives 
where  they  can  render  the  greatest  possible  service  to  God  and  their 
fellowmen.  The  Committee  on  Recruiting  Men  for  the  Ministry  has  no 
desire  to  present  statistics  of  its  work,  our  conception  of  our  task  makes 
this  almost  impossible.  But  the  committee  simply  proposes  to  keep  be- 
fore the  Church  the  true  situation  and  impress  upon  pastors  and  people 
their  responsibilities  and  arouse  men  and  women  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  thrust  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest  and  to  assist  in  answer- 
ing those  prayers  by  personal  interest  and  influence." 


The  past  year  has  been  an  encouraging  one  for  our  colleges.  The 
total  attendance,  as  also  the  number  of  United  Presbyterian  students  in 
residence,  shows  a  marked  increase  over  1919-20  as  indicated  by  the  fol- 
lowing tables  which  are  based  on  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in 
the  regular  four- year  courses:

These  tables  show  the  interesting  fact  that  while  the  attendance 
has  increased  three  hundred  two  since  1919-20,  the  number  of  United 
Presbyterian  students  has  increased  one  hundred  twenty-five.  The  per- 
centage of  United  Presbyterian  students  to  the  total  number  is  as  follows: 

Westminster  59%  Monmouth  62% 

Muskingum  59%  Tarkio  68% 

Sterling  53% 

This  increased  attendance  is  due  to  several  causes,  first  of  which  is 
the  increased  provision  in  plant,  endowment  and  teaching  force  made  for 
our  several  colleges  through  the  New  World  Movement.  This,  so  far  as 
can  be  shown  by  figures,  is  as  follows:

It  is  noteworthy  that  in  1919-20  the  outlying  areas  of  the  Church 
which  sent  but  thirty-three  students  are  now  sending  eighty-four  students 
to  our  colleges.  Probably  not  all  the  credit  for  this  is  due  to  this  fund, 
but  that  it  is  a  potent  cause  in  securing'  the'  attendance  of  these  as  also 
many  others  is  the  testimony  of  all  our  college  presidents  who  agree 
that  it  should  be  continued.  However,  the  inadequacy  of  the  fund  to  the 
need  raises  a  question  as  to  its  continuance. 

Another  cause  that  should  be  mentioned  is  the  general  interest  awak- 
ened in  our  institutions  through  the  Bible  Chair  Foundations.

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President  Wallace  reports  the  election  of  Professor  R.  J.  Love,  Ph.D., 
to  the  permanent  position  of  Head  of  the  Department  of  Bible  at  West- 
minster. 

On  the  resignation  of  Professor  Hume  as  Professor  of  Bible  at 
Monmouth  College,  Rev.  John  L.  Vance  was  appointed  to  serve  the  re- 
mainder of  the  college  year. 

The  last  General  Assembly  directed  "That  the  Board  be  instructed 
to  put  forth  every  effort  to  increase  the  annual  salary  of  the  men  occupy- 
ing the  Bible  chairs  in  our  colleges  from  $2,000  to  $2,500  at  the  earliest 
possible  date." 

The  Board  has  not  been  warranted  in  making  this  increase  for  the 
following  reasons. 

1.  The  amount  of  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment,  the  income  of  which 
available  for  maintaining  the  Department  of  Bible  is  but  $193,305.45, 

an  increase  of  $694.50  over  last  year.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  held 
$12,600  of  Bible  Chair  Annuity  Bonds,  the  income  from  which  is  pledged 
to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  such  bonds. 

2.  The  income  of  the  Bible  Chair  Maintenance  Fund  has  hitherto 
been  inadequate  to  such  increase.    This  has  been  as  follows:

3.  Due  to  the  small  balance  in'  the  fund  at  the  time  of  the  election 
of  the  Bible  Professors  and  the  fact  that  four-fifths  of  the  interest  on 
the  Endowment  Funds  fall  due  in  February,  March  and  April,  the  Board 
in  remitting  quarterly  payments  has  been  compelled  to  carry  this  fund 
with  a  considerable  overdraft  throughout  part  of  the  year.  Thus  the 
overdraft  in  this  fund  on  January  31,  1923,  was  $3,129.08. 

4.  Due  to  decreasing  interest  rates  and  the  uncertainty  of  the 
amount  to  be  received  from  the  Sabbath  Schools  the  Board  is  not  war- 
ranted in  increasing  the  salaries  to  $2,500  though  it  is  convinced  that 
such  increase  or  even  greater  should  be  made. 

To  do  this  will  require  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

1.  A  considerable  increase  to  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund. 

2.  Increased  receipts  from  budget  funds. 

3".  Larger  participation  in 'the  missionary  offerings  of  the  Sabbath 
Schools. 

COLLEGE  FUND 

This  fund!  is  distributed  to  our  colleges  on  the  basis  of  the  number 
of  students  passing  in  twelve  hours  of  work  in  one  of  the  regular  four- 
year  courses  leading  to  the  A.  B.  or  B.  S.  degree.  The  distribution  of 
the  fund  this  year  as  compared  with  the  past  four  years  is  as  follows:

After  several  years  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Council  of  Church 
Boards  of  Education  the  several  standardizing  agencies  of  the  country 
have  been  led  to  give  credit  to  colleges  on  the  following  points: 
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1.  Funds  held  in  trust  by  church  boards  or  other  agencies  from 
which  they  derive  a  fixed  income  to  apply  toward  budget  expenses. 

2.  Income  of  a  stable  character  derived  through  Church  Boards  of 
Education  from  the  Church  budget  shall,  under  certain  conditions,  entitle 
them  to  credit  toward  the  required  endowment  in  such  amount  as  at  five 
per  cent.  wrould  produce  such  income.  To  benefit  by  such  provesion  the 
institution  must  have  benefited  from  such  fund  for  a  period  of  five 
years,  and  the  amount  of  credit  will  be  reckoned  on  the  basis  of  the 
amount  received  during  any  year  of  that  period. 

In  view  of  this  change  the  Church  will,  if  wise,  so  provide  that  a 
part  of  her  money  may  be  secured  from  sources  outside  the  Church  and 
also  that  the  worth  of  her  colleges  to  the  Church  shall  be  recognized 
by  granting  them  enlarged  participation  in  the  budget.  Such  provision 
to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  would  be  equivalent  to  the 
income  from  an  endowment  of  $2,000,000,  and  would  secure  their  recog- 
nition by  standardizing  agencies  so  far  as  finances  are  concerned. 

Action  wTas  taken  by  the  last  General  Assembly  "That  owing  to  the 
small  sum  comingi  to  Sterling  College  out  of  the  New  World  Movement 
Funds,  the  Board  of  Education  be  asked  to  make  a  special  case  of  Sterl- 
ing College  for  the  next  year  and  grant  her  from  the  Discretionary  Fund 
an  amount  equal  to  fifty  per  cent,  of  any  money  she  may  be  able  to  raise 
from  outside  sources.    Said  grant  not  to-  exceed  $4,000." 

The  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  is  called  to  the  following 
facts: 

1.  That  this  action  was  based  on  the  distribution  of  the  New  World 
Movement  Funds  which  to  April  1  was  as  follows:

2.  That  during  the  year  1921-22,  the  Board  made  on  application  of 
the  Sterling  College  Board,  a  giant  from  the  Discretionary  Fund  of 
$1,000  on  the  basis  of  which  it  raised  $7,000. 

3.  That  action  on  and  application  for  a  later  and  larger  grant  for 
the  years  1922-23  was  deferred  by  thel  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  amount  in  the  Discretionary  Fund  on  May  1,  1922, 
and  available  for  the  current  year  would  be  largely  absorbed  in  meeting 
the  overdraft  of  $1,810.21  in  the  Student  Beneficiary  Income  Fund,  and 
the  subscription  of  $500  toward  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Educa- 
tion and  certain  other  expenses  of  an  exceptional  character. 

4.  That  the  Board  has  carried  the  overdraft  of  $1,810.21  through- 
out the  year  1922-23  in  the  hope  that  some  other  means  might  be  found 
of  meeting  such,  but  the  overdraft  on  May  1,  1923,  having  increased  to 
the  amount  of  $3,541,51,  the  Board  was  under  the  necessity  of  drawing 
upon  the  Discretionary  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $1,810.21. 

5.  That  the  Board  on  June  13,  1922,  took  action  that  all  missionary 
contributions  of  the  Sabbath  Schools  for  the  month  of  April,  1923, 
designated  to  Sterling  College,  together  with  one-fourth  the  undesignated 
contributions  for  that  month  be  applied  as  directed  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

Since  the  Synod  of  Kansas  is  submitting  to  the  Assembly  a  memorial 
requesting  action  thereby  directing  the  Board  to  distribute  the  College 
Fund  equally  among  the  several  colleges,  the  Board  would  respectfully 
submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Assembly  the  following  facts: 

1.  The  principle  underlying  the  distribution  of  this  fund  has  not 
been  the  relative  need  of  the  several  institutions  which  is  a  difficult 
matter  to  determine  but  that  of  partial  compensation  of  the  institutions 
for  services  rendered  in  the  education  of  youth  along  such  lines  as  are 
adapted  to  her  needs. 
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2.  The  present  plan  of  distribution  has  been  wrought  out  from  the 
experience  gained  by  years  of  application. 

3.  That  what  is  required  is  not  so  much  a  modification  of  the  pres- 
ent plan  of  distribution  as  increased  receipts  coming  into  the  Discre- 
tionary Fund  that  will  be  so  fluid  as  that  they  may  be  readily  applied 
to  meet  emergent  needs.  Such  funds  in  adequate  amount  are  an  absolute 
necessity  if  the  Church  is  to  promote  and  determine  in  an  adequate  man- 
ner her  educational  program. 

WORK  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  NON-UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN 

INSTITUTIONS 

Iowa  State  College — The  work  here  is  in  a  process  of  reorganization. 
By  action  of  Iowa  Synod  our  interests  here  were  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Rev.  E.  F.  Kimmelshue,  the  Synodical  Superintendent.  An  appropriation 
of  $250  was  made  by  the  Board  from  which  to  meet  the  necessary 
expenses. 

Boston  Area 

A  grant  of  $750  was  made  to  Boston  Presbytery  to  be  supplemented 
by  $250.00  from  presbyteriai  sources.  Under  the  direction  of  a  committee 
of  presbytery  co-operating  with  a  like  committee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  work  was  undertaken  among  the  more  than  one  thousand  stu- 
dents from  the  several  Presbyterian  denominations,  almost  all  of  whom 
are  from  outside  New  England.  The  Board  Secretary  has  not  yet  been 
able  to  inspect  the  work,  but  it  is  highly  commended  by  representatives 
of  our  church  who  have  recently  visited  Boston. 

Kansas  State  College — Two  student  assistants,  at  the  cost  of  $200, 
have  been  furnished  Pastor  A.  M.  Reed,  who,  with  his  wife,  is  doing  such 
effective  work  among  the  students  at  Kansas  State  College  at  Manhattan, 
Kansas. 

The  Northwest  College — It  was  reported  to  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly that  certain  proposals  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  Presbyterian  Church  relative  to  Albany  College,  which  were 
referred  by  that  Board  to  their  Synod  of  Oregon.  The  proposition  did 
not  prove  acceptable  to  that  body. 

Since  the  Corresponding  Secretary  is  appointed  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  our  Church  Boards  to  attend  the  coming  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  the  Columbia,  the  matter  has  been  permitted  to  rest  until  a 
conference  can  be  held  with  Synod's  Commission  having  this  matter  in 
charge. 

EDUCATIONAL  CONFERENCES 

Provision  was  made  by  our  last  Assembly  for  the  holdmg  of  an 
educational  conference  during  the  present  year.  Due  to  various  matters 
that  arose  it  seemed  advisable  that  such  conference  be  postponed  until 
January,  1924,  and  that  it  be  held  at  Chicago  on  the  open  days  between 
the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education  and  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  American  Colleges.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
conference  may  be  effective  as  a  means  toward  the  promotion  of  Chris- 
tian education  in  its  several  aspects. 

AREA  CULTIVATION 

From  October  15th  to  February  15th  much  of  the  time  of  the  secre- 
tary was  given  to  area  cultivation.  Every  presbytery  of  the  three  synods 
of  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Kansas  was  visited.  Seventeen  institutes  were  held 
and  one  hundred  and  nineteen  congregations  addressed  by  one  or  more 
members  of  the  team.  Valuable  services  were  rendered  by  Presidents 
McMichael,  Thompson  and  Campbell  and  By  Doctors  Blackwood,  McQuil- 
kin,  J.  E.  Wishart,  Harsha,  Kimmelshue  and  others.   During  the  next  year 
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a  like  program  will  be  carried  out  in  the  First  Synod,  Synod  of  Ohio 
and  Second  Synod. 

BOARD  REORGANIZATION 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly  and  the 
requisition  of  the  Commmittee  on  Adjustment  and  Reference  that  the 
Board  submit  to  said  committee  for  its  advice  and  approval  their  plans 
and  proposals  of  details  for  completing"  their  reorganization,  the  follow- 
ing- procedure  was  followed: 

On  December  12th  the  Board  adopted  tentatively  a  plan  for  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Boards  of  Education  and  Publication. 

On  January  4  the  Committee  on  Conference  appointed  by  this  Board 
of  Education  presented  this  plan  to  a  like  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Publication  and  listened  to  the  presentation  of  a  plan  under  considera- 
tion by  that  Board.  The  committee,  being  unable  to  concur  on  a  plan, 
finally  agreed  that  each  Board  should  submit  its  own  plan. 

Conferences  were  also  held  with  representatives  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee of  Young  People's  Work,  of  the  Committee  on  Recruiting  Men  for 
the  Ministry  and  with  a  number  of  persons  interested  in  Sabbath  School 
Work. 

On  February  6th  the  Board  of  Education  met  and  revised  its  plan 
in  the  light  of  these  conferences  and  submitted  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Co-ordination  and  Reference.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


I.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1924,  that  is*  February  24th, 
and  the  Wednesday  preceding,  the  20th,  be  observed  as  days  of  prayer 
in  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  upon  our  educational  institutions,  to  the  end  that  there 
may  be  an  adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to  the  activities  of  Chris- 
tian leaderships,  especially  in  the  ministry,  missionary  life  and  the  field 
of  Christian  education.  Also  that  those  in  charge  of  our  Church  publica- 
tions provide  suitable  topics  and  helps  for  these  days. 

II.  That  provision  be  made  for  assigning  the  missionary  contribu- 
tions of  Sabbath  Schools  for  the  months  of  April  and  May  to  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  that  all  monies  so  received  shall  be  distributed  in  equal 
amounts  to  the  Bible  Chair  Maintenance  Fund,  the  Student  Beneficiary 
Fund,  the  Student  Traveling  Fund  and  the  Discretionary  Fund. 

III.    That  in  view  of  the  present  demands  being  made  upon  the 
Student  Beneficiary  Fund  the  following  action  be  taken: 

a.  That  presbyteries  exercise  greater  care  in  the  recommendation 
of  students  making  application  for  aid  that  they  be  both  worthy  and 
needful  of  the  assistance  desired. 

b.  That  such  application  be  confirmed  by  the  faculty  of  the  sem- 
inary in  which  the  student  is  in  actual  attendance. 

c.  That  seminary  faculties  in  expressing  judgment  assure  them- 
selves that  such  expenditure  of  Church  funds  is  clearly  justifiable. 

d.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  make  no  grants,  under  ordin- 
ary circumstances,  to  such  students  as  marry  immediately  prior  to  enter- 
ing* upon  or  while  pursuing  their  seminary  course* 

e.  That  the  Board  be  further  authorized  to  make  no  grants  to  med- 
ical students  preparing  for  missionary  service  other  than  to  those  who 
are  now  beneficiaries  until  the  status  of  the  fund  will  justify  making 
such  grants. 

f.  That  hereafter  payment  to  theological  students  receiving  aid 
from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  shall  be  in  the  amount  of  $180  for 
the  first  year,  $120  for  the  second  year,,  and  $60  for  the  third  year. 

IV.  That  the  plan  for  Board  reorganization  submitted  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Adjustment  and  Reference  be  so  amended  in  its  adoption  as 
to  provide  that  the  Board  of  Education  as  proposed  therein  be  incorpor- 
ated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  that  the  main  office  be 
located  in  the  City  of  Chicago. 

That  the  General  Assembly  express  its  judgment  as  to  the  course 
taken  by  the  Board  in  response  to  the  action  taken  by  the  last  General 
Assembly  relative  to  Pittsburgh  Seminary,  Sterling  College,  the  salaries 
of  Bible  Chair  Professors  and  the  extending  of  the  benefits  of  the 
Student  Beneficiary  Fund  to  persons  desiring  to  qualify  for  service  in 
the  field  of  Christian  Education  by  studying  for  an  advanced  degree. 
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That  the  present  plan  of  distributing  the  College  Fund  be  continued 
as  at  present. 

That  provision  be  made  for  increasing  the  Central  Fund  and  the 
Discretionary  Fund  so  that  the  Board  may  have  at  its  disposal  a  fund 
adequate  to  meet  such  enlarged  needs  as  may  arise. 

That  such  measures  be  taken  to  increase  the  receipts  of  this  Board 
as  will  enable  it  to  continue  its  work  without  prejudice  to  the  interests 
of  the  Church. 

That  the  distribution  ot  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of  the 
Board  during  the  year  1922-23  be  as  follows  :• 

a.  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the  Board. ...$  8,500 

b.  For  theological   seminaries  current  expenses  in  equal 

amounts  to  each    2,000 

c.  For  beneficiary  aid    3,000 

5.    For  the  current  expenses  of  the  colleges  to  be  divided  in 

the  ratio  of  collegiate  attendance  as  formerly  and 
upon  submission  by  the  colleges  of  satisfactory  finan- 
cial reports  $23,000 

e.  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be 
used  at  its  discretion  in  meeting  special  needs  which 
may  arise.

All  recorded  cash  receipts  were  traced  to  the  bank  statements  on  file 
and  the  deposits  in  transit  confirmed  by  direct  correspondence  with  the 
depositary.  All  canceled  checks  returned  by  the  bank  during  the  year 
were  compared  wit  hthe  cash  disbursement  records. 

We  also  examined  purchase  invoices,  receipts  and  other  data  on  file 
supporting  disbursements  during  the  year.  The  footings  of  the  cash 
records  were  verified  and  the  cash  balance  at  April  30,  1923,  was  recon- 
ciled with  the  amount  reported  in  a  signed  statement  received  directly 
from  the  depositary.

REPORT  OF  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  FOR  1923 


Two  papers  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Education: 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

2.  A  Memorial  from  the  Synod  of  Kansas  asking  for*  an  equal  dis- 
tribution of  the  college  funds. 

The  report  of  the  Board  contains  items  relative  to  the  increased 
attendance  of  students  in  both  our  colleges  and  seminaries.  In  two 
years  there  has  been  almost  a  30%  increase  in  the  colleges  and  a  40% 
increase  in  the  seminaries.  It  is  evident  that  the  Student  Traveling  Fund 
and  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  have  contributed  toward  the  increase. 

Your  committee  would  recommend: — 

1.  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  efficient" work  done  by 
the  Board  in  promoting  the  educational  interests  of  our  Church. 

2.  That  the  last  Sabbath  of  February  be  observed  as  ^  day  for 
prayer  in  our  colleges  and  seminaries,  and  also  on  that  day  that  our 
pulpits  be  used  to  interest  our  congregations  in  the  work  of  Christian 
education,  seeking  thereby  to  provide  a  larger  and  more  consecrated 
leadership  throughout  the  Church,  and  to  present  the  claims  of  God  on 
the  youth  of  the  Church  that  they  may  give  their  lives  to  the  gospel 
ministry  and  the  missionary  fields. 

3.  That  the  Sabbath  School  contributions  for  the  months  of  April, 
May  and  June  be  designated  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  that  the  Board 
shall  divide  all  funds  so  received  between  the  Bible  Chair  Maintenance 
Fund  and  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  present  demands  being  made  upon  the  Stu- 
dent Beneficiary  Fund  the  following  action  be  taken: 

(a)  That  Presbyteries  exercise  greater  care  in  the  recommendation 
of  students  making  application  for  aid,  that  they  be  both  worthy  and 
needful  of  the  assistance  desired. 

(b)  That  such  applications  be  confirmed  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Sem- 
inary in  which  the  student  is  in  attendance. 

(c)  That  the  seminary  faculties  in  expressing  judgment  assure 
themselves  that  such  expenditure  of  Church  funds  is  clearly  justifiable. 

(d)  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  make  no  grants  under  ordinary 
circumstances  to  such  students  as  marry  immediately  prior  to  entering 
upon  or  while  pursuing  their  seminary  course. 

(e)  That  the  Board  be  further  directed  to  make  no  grants  to  med- 
ical students  preparing  for  missionary  service  other  than  to  those  who 
are  now  beneficiaries,  until  the  status  of  the  fund  will  justify  such  grants. 

(f)  That  hereafter  payments  to  Theological  students  receiving  aid 
from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  shall  be  in  the  amount  of  $180  for 
the  first  year;  $120  for  the  second  year  and  $60  for  the  third  year. 

5.  In  view  of  the  lack  of  funds  we  recommend  that  the  granting  of 
benefits  to  college  and  seminary  professors  to  do  advanced  work  in  Chris- 
tian education  be  discontinued. 

6.  That  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  be  directed  to  the  neglect 
of  certain  educational  institutions  to  obey  its  instructions  to  provide!  the 
Board  with  an  annual  audited  account  and  that  the  Board  is  hereby 
directed  to  withhold  all  appropriations  to  any  college  or  seminary  not 
providing  the  Board  with  an  annual  statement  of  accounts  certified  to 
by  a  certified  public  accountant. 

7.  That  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  be  turned  to  the  continued 
call  for  assistance  coming  from  our  organizations  in  university  centers 
for  help  in  caring  for  the  United  Presbyterian  students  in  their  midst, 
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and  that  we  suggest  to  the  Board  that  it  render  assistance  in  so  far  as 
funds  will  justify. 

8.  That  the  Memorial  from  the  Synod  of  Kansas  be  not  -granted  and 
that  the  present  plan  of  distribution  of  college  funds  be  continued;  and 
that  the  Board  be  given  the  authority  to  grant  Sterling  College  for  the 
next  year  from  discretionary  funds  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,500. 

9.  That  the  distribution  of  the  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of  the 
Board  during  the  year  1923-24  be  as  follows: 

(a)  For  the  administrative  and  extension  work  of  the  Board, 
$8,500. 

(b)  For  theological  seminaries,  current  expenses  in  equal  amounts 
to  each,  $$2,000. 

(c)  For  beneficiary  aid,  $3,000. 

(d)  For  current  expenses  of  the  colleges,  $23,000. 

(e)  Any  balance  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  be  used  at 
its  discretion  in  meeting  special  needs  which  may  arise.

THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

Recognizing  the  goodness  of  Him  without  whose  blessings  all  our 
labor  is  vain,  the  Board  of  Education  respectfully  presents  to  the 
General  Assembly  its  sixty-fifth  annual  report. 

Reorganization 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly  the 
following  adjustments  have  been  made,  conforming  the  Board's  opera- 
tions to  the  expressed  will  of  the  Church. 

At  a  meeting  held  June  12,  1923,  the  Articles  of  Association  were 
amended,  provision  made  for  revising  the  By-Laws  and  three  additional 
members  elected.  The  Articles  of  Association  as  amended  and  the 
Board  as  thus  constituted  is  as  follows: 

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
EDUCATION  OF  THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 
OF  NORTH  AMERICA' 


Articles  of  Association 

I.  NAME  OR  TITLE.  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America. 

II.  PARTICULAR  BUSINESS  AND  OBJECTS: 

1.  To  cherish  and  diffuse  an  educational  spirit  throughout  the 
Church. 

2.  To  co-operate  with  the  Presbyteries,  Synods  and  General 
Assembly  of  the  said  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America 
in  the  establishment  and  support  of  institutions  of  learning  or  any 
department  thereof,  and  in  any  lawful  manner  to  aid  and  encourage 
the  same. 

3.  To  assist  the  youth  of  the  Church  in  their  education  for  the 
ministry,  for  teaching,  for  missionary  work  at  home  or  abroad,  and  for 
such  services  as  may  in  any  way  be  helpful  to  the  Church. 

4.  To  take  and  receive  real  and  personal  property  by  purchase, 
gift,  devise,  bequest  or  in  any  lawful  manner  to  hold  and  administer 
the  same,  whether  in  the  form  of  trusts,  endowment  funds  or  otherwise 
as  may  seem  best  to  the  Board  for  carrying  on  its  work  or  any  phase 
or  part  thereof,  and  when  deemed  wise  by  the  Board  or  for  the 
interests  of  its  work  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  property  or  any  part 
thereof. 

5.  To  concert  and  execute  such  measures  as  may  be  judged 
proper  for  increasing  the  funds  of  the  Board,  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  its  organization  and  promoting  the  general  cause  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion. 

6.  To  promote  the  interests  of  organized  Young  People's  Work. 

7.  To  recruit  and  train  young  persons  for  the  ministerial,  mis- 
sionary, evangelistic  and  educational  work  of  the  Church. 

8.  To  serve  as  the  principal  agent  of  the  Church  in  executing 
its  policy  of  educational  promotion. 

III.  MANAGERS.  Said  Board  is  composed  of  twelve  members 
elected  by  the  General  Assembly  of  said  Church,  and  all  the  twelve 
members  of  said  Board  shall  be  the  Trustees,  Directors,  or  Managers 
of  the  same  and  shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  all  the 
affairs  and  funds  of  said  corporation. 
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IV.  NAMES  OF  MEMBERS  AND  MANAGERS.  The  names  of 
the  said  twelve  members  of  the  said  Board  as  now  constituted,  with  th« 
time  when  their  term  expires  are  as  follows:

The  work  of  the  Board  was  reorganized  by  the  establishment  of 
the  following  departments: 

DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE,  which  shall  have  charge  of  the 
administration  and  promotion  of  the  financial  interests  of  the  Board, 
the  investment  of  its  permanent  funds,  the  conservation  and  super- 
vision of  all  its  properties,  the  bonding  of  its  treasurer,  and  the  safe- 
guarding and  auditing  of  its  books,  accounts  and  securities.  The  work 
of  this  department  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  COLLEGES,  directed  by  a  committee  of  three, 
which  shall  have  oversight  of  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  her  colleges 
and  all  that  relates  to  the  promotion  of  such  interests;  also  of  such 
of  her  students  as  attend  other  than  her  own  colleges. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RECRUITING  AND  TRAINING,  directed  by 
a  committee  of  three  members,  which  shall  keep  the  call  for  ministers, 
missionaries  and  Christian  educators  before  the  Church,  recommend 
grants  for  aid  to  such  as  require  assistance  in  preparation  for  definite 
service  and  put  such  young  people  in  touch  with  the  boards  needing  their 
services. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK,  which  shall  pro- 
mote and  direct  the  organized  Young  People's  Work  of  the  Church. 
This  department  is  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  consisting  of 
three  members  of  the  Board,  the  General  Secretary  and  three  con- 
sultative members  selected  by  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  in  national  convention. 

Each  department  is  subject  to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Board 
to  which  each  committee  must  report  all  actions  taken.  No  financial 
obligation  can  be  incurred  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  or  th« 
Executive  Committee. 

At  its  meeting  of  September  11,  1923,  the  following  action  was 
taken. 

The  By-Laws  revised  to  conform  to  the  amended  Articles  of  Asso- 
ciation were  adopted. 

The  following  persons  chosen  by  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  assembled  in  na- 
tional convention  to  represent  the  interests  of  that  organization  were 
elected  to  consultative  membership: 

Robert  Wilson,  Pittsburgh,  Pa  1  year 

Rev.  W.  H.  Hastings,  St.  Louis,  Mo  2  years 

Moses  M.  Shaw,  Braddock,  Pa  3  years 

Mr.  Moses  M.  Shaw  was  elected  Secretary  of  Young  People's  Work 
for  a  term  of  four  years  at  an  annual  salary  of  $3,000  as  provided  by 
the  General  Assembly. 

In  view  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  in  national  conven- 
tion that  "The  special  object  for  the  coming  year  is  $4,000,  one-half 
of  which  is  to  go  for  the  expenses,  other  than  salary  of  the  full-time 
Secretary  of  Young  People's  Work,  and  the  other  half  for  aiding  the 
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education  of  students,  either  men  or  women  preparing  for  medical 
missionary  work  or  for  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry,  all  to 
be  administered  by  the  Board  of  Education."  It  was  directed  that  the 
above  salary  should  be  charged  three-fourths  to  the  Discretionary  Fund 
and  one-fourth  to  the  University  Centers  Fund. 

Mr.  Benjamin  McGrew  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  was  elected  to  the 
position  on  the  Board  made  vacant  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Shaw  to  the 
secretaryship  and  to  serve  as  treasurer  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  Fund  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  national  convention  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  authorized  to  arrange  for  suitable 
office  accommodations  together  with  furnishings  and  help  and  to  charge 
same  to  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  Fund. 

On  December  1st  Mr.  Shaw  assumed  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the 
discharge  of  which  he  has  most  diligently  applied  himself.  A  report 
of  his  work  is  hereafter  submitted. 

General 

While  the  matter  of  reorganization  has  taken  considerable  atten- 
tion much  time  has  been  spent  in  general  field  work.  The  general 
secretary  has  in  co-operation  with  the  synodical  superintendents 
of  First  West,  Ohio,  and  Second  synods,  and  representatives  of  the 
institutions  under  their  control  conducted  38  N.  W.  M.  Educational 
Institutes  which  were  attended  by  about  9,000  persons  representing 
about  three-fourths  of  the  303  pastoral  charges  of  these  synods. 

Grateful  recognition  is  hereby  made  of  the  fine  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion shown  by  the  Women's  Board  in  relieving  the  Board  from  an 
embarrassing  financial  position  which  threatened  to  interfere  with  the 
effectiveness  of  its  operation,  by  a  timely  grant  of  $2,000.  This  amount 
enabled  the  Board  to  administer  its  funds  on  practically  the  same  lines 
as  heretofore. 

An  endeavor  was  made  to  arrange  for  an  Educational  Conference 
during  the  month  of  April,  but  due  to  various  causes  it  was  impossible 
to  secure  a  representative  attendance.  It  is  felt  such  conference  should 
be  held  at  the  earliest  convenient  date. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  RECRUITING  AND  TRAINING 

The  number  of  United  Presbyterian  students  in  attendance  upon 
.our  theological  seminaries  during  the  past  year  was  eighty-seven  as 
compared  with  ninety-five  last  year  and  sixty-eight  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  these  students  receiving  grants  from  the  Student  Bene- 
ficiary Fund  was  forty-three,  of  whom  twenty-eight  attended  Pitts- 
burgh Seminary  and  fifteen  were  at  Xenia.  The  college  preparation  of 
the  students  receiving  this  aid  was  as  follows:

These  were  recommended  by  twenty-five  presbyteries  of  which 
Allegheny,  Muskingum  and  Southern  Illinois  stand  at  the  head  with 
four  recommendations  each.  Arkansas  Valley  and  Colorado  have  made 
three  recommendations  each;  Delaware,  Butler,  Cleveland,  Philadelphia, 
Argyle  and  Westmoreland  presbyteries  two  each  and  Mercer,  Beaver 
Valley,  Steubenville,  Keokuk,  Kansas  City,  Xenia,  Tennessee,  Big 
Springs,  Hudson,  Mansfield,  Des  Moines,  College  Springs  and  Monon- 
gahela  presbyteries  have  submitted  but  one  recommendation  each. 

Grants  were  also  made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Women's 
Board  and  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  to  three  women  and  four  men 
which  is  two  less  than  last  year. 

The  Board  closed  last  year  with  an  overdraft  of  $3,541.51  which 
threatened  embarrassment  in  the  matter  of  grants  this  year.  Timely 
relief  however  was  afforded  in  the  following  manner.  The  Women's 
Board  granted  to  this  Board  the  amount  of  $2,000  of  which  $1,575  was 
in  the  nature  of  a  refund  for  grants  made  on  their  recommendation 
to  the  end  of  the  current  year.  The  national  convention  of  the  Y.  P. 
C.  U.  made  provision  that  $2,000  of  its  special  offering  for  the  year 
should  be  paid  to  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund.  The  last  General 
Assembly  directed  that  the  Sabbath  school  missionary  offering  for  the 
quarter  April,  May  and  June  should  be  applied  equally  to  the  Student 
Beneficiary  Fund  and  the  Bible  Chair  Maintenance  Fund.  The  number 
of  recommendations  for  aid  this  year  was  greatly  reduced.  The  Board 
therefore  felt  warranted  in  making  to  beneficiaries  payments  as  here- 
tofore. While  the  fund  shows  an  overdraft  of  $1,394.18  it  is  expected 
that  this  will  soon  be  made  up  by  the  contribution  from  the  Y.  P.  C.  U. 
and  the  Sabbath  schools,  little  of  which  has  been  received. 

But  one  new  grant  was  made  this  year  to  medical  students  pre- 
paring for  missionary  service  for  which  special  provision  was  made 
by  the  Women's  Board  and  through  the  good  offices  of  Rev.  Homer 
B.  Henderson. 

While  relief  from  the  present  embarrassment  has  been  afforded 
by  the  above  named  parties,  it  will  be  necessary  that  provision  be  made 
for  increased  receipts  from  stable  sources  if  this  work  be  continued 
on  an  adequate  basis. 

In  view  of  the  proposed  celebration  of  the  centennial  of  the  found- 
ing of  Pittsburgh  Seminary  and  the  promise  of  a  Centennial  Fund  for 
the  celebration  of  its  work  and  the  failure  of  the  financial  campaign 
of  Xenia  Seminary  to  realize  her  expectations  for  financial  assistance, 
the  interests  of  these  two  institutions  should  receive  the  special  con- 
sideration of  this  General  Assembly. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Recruiting  and  Training  re- 
ports that  the  matter  of  Life  Enlistment  has  been  presented  in  each 
of  our  denominational  colleges  and  has  met  with  a  most  hearty  response 
from  students  and  faculties.  Conferences  in  large  numbers  have  been 
held  with  men  who  were  either  bent  upon  the  ministry  or  were  sober 
minded  enough  to  reason  about  the  matter. 

"More  and  more  are  we  cultivating  the  undergraduates  in  the  belief 
that  life  decision  lies  not  so  much  in  the  diploma  year  as  in  those  years 
preceding  this.  Not  a  few  men  have  found  difficulties  in  the  road  of 
a  ministerial  career  completely  solved  by  the  sympathetic  counsel  of 
the  recruiting  agents  who  have  come  heart  to  heart  with  soluble  per- 
plexities. 

"In  place  of  changing  quite  as  much  from  year  to  year  in  the 
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personnel  of  the  recruiting  agents  your  committee  is  considering  the 
developing  of  a  squadron  of  trained  workers  whose  cumulative  experi- 
ence in  handling  these  forward-looking  men  will,  in  our  judgment,  yield 
the  largest  fruitage  of  enlisted  lives. 

"The  fact  is  that  recruiting  is  a  technical  work  and  demands  the 
most  careful  intensive  preparation  on  the  part  of  those  who  go  forth 
as  its  diplomats.  Supplementing  this  we  are  also  developing  a  card 
index  filing  system  that  each  year's  work  may  commence  where  that  of 
the  preceding  year  left  off. 

"Our  greatest  urge  just  now  is  upon  pastors  and  speakers  and 
workers  to  covet  and  fill  every  opportunity  to  greet  the  high  school 
youth  where  the  ministerial  door  is  often  locked  and  the  key  thrown 
away  for  life.  Modern  pedagogy  allows  vocational  choice  to  loom  large 
in  almost  every  line  save  that  of  spiritual  leadership.  To  successfully 
meet  this  our  pastors  and  lay  speakers  must  keep  the  Service  Flag  of 
Christ  afloat  before  every  class  in  our  High  and  Junior  High  Schools 
under  tactful  safeguards,  of  course. 

"It  is  our  belief  that  the  promise  of  an  adequate  ministry  is  a 
little  nearer  its  fulfillment  than  in  many  former  years,  and  we  mark 
in  this  the  answer  to  prayer  which  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  has  heard. 
As  well  do  we  discern  the  conscientious  work  upon  the  part  of  our 
recruiting  agencies  through  the  years." 

It  is  our  belief  that  the  scope  of  this  committee  might  well  be 
enlarged  in  such  a  way  as  to  deal  more  adequately  with  the  whole 
problem  of  deepening  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students  of  our  colleges, 
and  leading  them  to  the  dedication  of  their  lives  to  the  service  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

THE  COLLEGE  DEPARTMENT 

A  summary  of  the  progress  made  by  our  colleges  during  the  past 
years  indicates  many  pleasing  facts.    The  outstanding  ones  are  these: 

Westminster — Increased  attendance,  larger  percentage  of  budget 
funds  applied  to  instruction,  increased  percentage  of  male  graduates 
entering  the  ministry. 

Muskingum — Restricted  attendance,  successful  completion  of  Cam- 
bridge drive  for  $100,000  which  was  largely  obtained  from  sources 
outside  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Monmouth — Increased  attendance,  new  athletic  field  completed  and 
new  gymnasium  begun.  Large  grants  from  General  Education  Board 
and  other  sources  outside  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  toward  en- 
dowment fund  to  provide  for  increased  salaries  for  instructional  staff. 

Tarkio — Such  financial  provision  as  meets  the  present  requirements 
of  the  North  Central  Association,  the  beginning  of  a  new  gymnasium 
and  such  other  arrangements  as  will,  it  is  hoped,  greatly  increase  student 
attendance  during  this  next  year. 

Sterling — Increased  student  attendance  and  changed  educational 
environment  which  may  favorably  affect  her  future  development. 

The  financial  development  of  our  colleges  under  N.  W.  M.  promo- 
tion is  shown  by  the  following  tables  compiled  from  the  reports  of 
1922-23.

The  reports  coming  from  the  Department  of  Bible  of  our  several 
colleges  indicate  that  the  work  is  being  done  in  a  very  satisfactory  man- 
ner. Rev.  Dales  Buchanan  was  elected  to  succeed  Rev.  Ross  C.  Hume, 
our  professor  of  Bible  in  Monmouth  College. 

A  careful  survey  of  the  prospective  receipts  of  the  Bible  Chair 
Maintenance  Fund  for  the  next  two  years  seems  to  warrant  an  increase 
in  the  salaries  of  the  Bible  Chair  Professors  and  the  following  action 
was  taken  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  January  22nd,  1924. 

"That  payments  to  the  several  colleges  on  account  of  the  Bible 
Chair  Foundation  be  in  the  amount  of  $2,250  from  November  1st  to 
October  31st,  1924. 

"Also  that  beginning  with  November  1st,  1924,  payment  be  made 
in  the  amount  of  $2,500  annually  with  the  provision  that  the  continu- 
ance of  such  payment  beyond  October  31,  1925,  be  dependent  upon 
such  action  being  taken  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1924  as  will  add 
the  amount  of  $2,500  annually  to  the  Bible  Chair  Maintenance  Fund 
from  sources  other  than  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund." 

It  is  hoped  that  such  additional  provision  shall  be  made  as  that 
the  increase  shall  be  permanent. 

The  reports  submitted  by  our  presbyterial  superintendents  of 
Young  People's  Work  indicate  that  there  are  approximately  1,900  of 
our  young  people  attending  college.  Our  colleges  report  the  names  of 
925  United  Presbyterian  students  in  attendance.  This  would  leave 
982  who  are  attending  other  church  colleges  or  secular  institutions.  A 
blank  was  sent  out  by  the  S.  Y.  P.  W.  to  all  societies  requesting  that 
they  report  the  names  of  all  our  young  people  attending  college  and 
the  institution  which  they  attend. 

From  the  reports  returned  we  have  compiled  the  following  figures 
relative  to  where  our  students  are  attending  college.

The  institutions  reporting  more  than  25  students  are  University  of 
Pittsburgh,  Ohio  State  University,  Iowa  State  College  and  Kansas  State 
College  and  Indiana,  (Pa.)  State  Normal.  While  the  reports  show  that 
United  Presbyterian  students  are  in  attendance  upon  not  less  than  176 
American  colleges  and  universities,  it  does  not  appear  that  they  are 
drawn  in  any  large  number  to  the  great  eastern  institutions. 

It  is  regretted  that  we  do  not  have  more  complete  returns  from 
the  societies  that  we  might  have  some  knowledge  as  to  where  the  unac- 
counted for  students  are  seeking  their  education.  It  is  proposed  that 
next  fall  a  report  will  be  asked  from  all  societies  as  to  the  names,  insti- 
tutions attended  and  addresses  of  all  United  Presbyterian  students 
attending  college  that  we  may  establish  contact  with  a  larger  number 
of  these.

The  work  at  university  centers  is  being  carried  on  this  year  along 
the  same  lines  as  last  year.  At  Manhattan,  Kansas,  the  work  is  carried 
on  through  the  agency  of  the  local  church  and  the  pastor  and  his  wife. 
Provision  is  made  whereby  the  latter  is  relieved  of  certain  domestic 
duties  that  she  may  be  more  free  to,  teach  the  large  student  Bible  Class 
and  entertain  and  visit  the  students  and  attend  to  the  large  corre- 
spondence and  other  duties  involved.  There  are  31  United  Presbyte- 
rian students  and  37  other  students  who  are  identified  with  our  Church 
and  Bible  Class.  During  the  year  two  students  made  profession  of 
faith. 

At  Ames,  Iowa,  the  work  is  being  carried  on  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  synodical  superintendent  through  the  agency  of  the 
Director  of  the  Westminster  Foundation.  The  expense  is  snared  equally 
by  the  Board  and  the  Synod  of  Iowa.  The  number  of  United  Presby- 
terian, students  reported  in  attendance  is  fifty.  These  in  addition  to 
receiving  the  benefits  afforded  by  the  Foundation  have  the  privilege  of 
frequently  hearing  and  meeting  representative  ministers  of  our  Church. 
The  present  arrangement  is  proving  quite  satisfactory  to  our  students. 

In  January  your  secretary  visited  Boston  and  was  the  guest  of 
Doctor  and  Mrs.  Bush  at  Westminster  House  and  through  their  courtesy 
and  that  of  our  local  pastors  met  the  most  of  our  United  Presbyterian 
students  there  resident.  A  conference  was  held  with  our  presbyterial 
committee  and  also  with  the  local  committee  in  charge  of  the  work  of 
the  Foundation  and  provision  made  for  continuance  of  the  work  as  at 
present. 

On  March  18  the  new  Committee  on  Education  of  the  General 
Council  of  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  met  in  Philadelphia. 
Among  the  actions  taken  were  the  following. 

The  appointment  of  a  committee  on  Co-operative  Work  at  State 
Universities  consisting  of  W.  W.  Lampe,  D.D.,  H.  H.  Sweets,  D.D.,  and 
your  secretary.  The  function  of  this  committee  is  the  promotion  of 
work  at  university  centers  where  such  can  best  be  done  co-operatively. 

The  adoption  of  a  resolution  requesting  "that  the  Boards  and 
agencies  of  the  several  churches  take  action  "That  hereafter  when 
there  is  co-operative  Presbyterian  work  at  a  university  center,  the 
Boards  shall  work  through  the  General  Council's  Committee  on 
Education." 

This  action  is  renorted  to  the  General  Assembly  without  recommen  - 
dation by  the  Board. 

NORTHWEST  COLLEGE 

The  matter  of  a  college  in  the  Northwest  recently  presented  itself 
in  such  form  as  to  require  action  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
General  Assembly.  In  order  that  we  may  understand  this  matter  it  is 
necessary  that  we  view  it  as  related  to  its  background. 

The  interest  in  having  a  United  Presbyterian  institution  in  the 
Northwest  that  has  characterized  the  Northwest  from  the  beginning  of 
our  work  there  led  to  the  founding  of  Waitsburg  Academy.  After 
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rendering  effective  service  for  a  number  of  years,  that  institution  was, 
due  to  the  rise  of  the  public  high  school,  discontinued  and  the  net  assets 
committed  to  the  Board  of  Education.  In  response  to  a  memorial  from 
the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  the  General  Assembly  directed  the  Board 
to  invest  this  fund  and  to  hold  the  principal  and  accumulated  interest 
for  the  promotion  of  a  college  in  the  Northwest  when  the  way  should 
open  for  the  establishment  of  such.  However  the  Assembly  of  1912  on 
motion  of  the  institution  directed  the  Board  to  pay  this  fund  over  to 
Sterling  College,  which  direction  the  Board  could  not  but  obey.  - 

At  the  time  of  the  N.  W.  M.  survey  a  request  was  made  that  an 
amount  adequate  for  the  founding  of  such  college  be  granted  by  the 
N.  W.  M.  Central  Committee.  After  a  hurried  survey  of  the  field  an 
item  of  $50,000  was  written  into  the  N.  W.  M.  Budget  and  $450,000 
was  allocated  to  the  Interchurch  World  Budget  for  founding  of  a 
Northwest  College  should  it  appear  on  further  survey  that  such  action 
was  warranted.  The  Sterling  Assembly  directed  that  the  Board  be 
authorized  to  continue  investigations  to  determine  the  expediency  of 
establishing  a  college  in  the  Northwest  and  report  to  the  next  General 
Assembly.  This  the  Board  did  and  its  findings  have  been  submitted 
to  each  succeeding  Assembly.  Now  we  have  a  definite  proposition  to 
submit. 

Since  1920  eight  separate  propositions  have  been  made  to  the 
Board  that  it  undertake  educational  work  in  the  Northwest.  Each  of 
these  was  given  such  consideration  as  it  seemed  to  warrant.  One  of 
them,  that  of  joining  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  control  and 
promotion  of  Albany  College  after  two  years  of  negotiation  found  us 
at  the  same  place  where  we  began  in  1920.  The  outcome  of  this  nego- 
tiation together  with  certain  tentative  proposals  submitted  led  the  Synod 
of  the  Columbia  to  take  the  following  action  at  its  last  meeting. 

Action  of  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  Relative  to  Norihwjest  College 

Whereas  certain  overtures  have  been  made  to  this  Synod  relative 
to  its  entering  into  joint  relationship  with  the  Synod  of  Oregon  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  for  the  control  and  support  of  Albany  College,  be 
it  resolved: 

1.  That  this  Synod  express  its  judgment  that  owing  to  the  dis- 
parity in  the  number  of  members  of  the  two  Synods  and  the  difference 
in  their  geographical  distribution,  the  relative  benefits  enjoyed  on  the 
basis  proposed  would  not  be  proportioned  to  the  expenditure  incurred. 

2.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod  the  success  of  its  work  ^ 
dependent  upon  the  establishment  within  its  bounds  of  a  high  grade  col- 
lege that  will  cooperate  in  promoting  its  evangelistic  and  missionary 
work. 

3.  That  to  promote  the  securing  of  such  a  college  a  commission  be 
appointed. 

4.  That  this  Commission  be  authorized  to  secure,  so  soon  as  condi- 
tions warrant  and  the  Board  of  Education  approve,  the  services  of  one 
competent  to  promote  the  founding  and  development  of  such  college  and 
the  securing  of  the  funds  necessary  to  this  end. 

5.  That  should  it  be  necessary  to  take  title  to  a  site  for  such 
college  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education,  or  to  any  other 
property,  either  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  such  college,  said  Com- 
mission is  hereby  authorized  to  add  four  persons  to  its  members,  and 
become  legally  constituted  corporation,  under  such  articles  of  associa- 
tion, as,  with  accompanying  By-Laws  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Education. 

6.  That  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  respectfully  memorialize  the 
General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  Richmond,  Indiana,  to  make  provision  as 
will  secure  for  the  said  College  during  the  years  1925-30  the  sum  of 
Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($500,000)  provided  a  like  amount  be 
secured  from  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod,  or  by  Synod's  Commis- 
sion. 
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7.  That  in  view  of  the  imperative  need  of  such  college  in  the  North- 
west, and  its  important  relation  to  the  work  of  the  other  Boards  of  the 
Church,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Women's  Board  be  requested  to 
co-operate  with  the  Board  of  Education  in  securing  such  financial  provi- 
sion." 

The  latter  pait  of  March  a  proposition  was  made  that  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  enter  into  a  relation  with  Pacific  University  located 
at  Forest  Grove,  Oregon,  a  town  twenty  five  miles  west  of  Portland.  The 
main  facts  concerning  the  institution  are  these.

Reasons  for  seeking  United  Presbyterian  Relationship. 

1.  Failure  of  previous  administration  to  secure  $2,500,000  fund  for 
which  campaign  was  launched. 

2.  Failure  to  secure  funds  from  the  New  England-New  York  area 
which  were  sought  in  co-operation  with  the  Congregational  Foundation 
for  Education. 

3.  The  immediate  and  pressing  needs  of  the  institution.

With  the  assent  of  the  President  of  the  Congregational  Foundation 
negotiations  were  entered  into  with  the  representative  of  Pacific  Univer- 
sity which  resulted  in  the  Corresponding  Secretary  being  authorized  to 
preceed  to  the  Northwest  to  ascertain  facts  and  to  confer  with  the  Com- 
mission appointed  by  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  relative  to  a  Northwest 
College.  Conferences  were  held  with  our  Church  leaders  at  Nampa, 
Spokane,  Seattle  and  in  connection  with  the  regular  meeting  of  Oregon 
presbytery  and  with  a  number  of  prominent  educators  and  others.  On 
April  15th  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  Commission  of  Synod,  the  min- 
utes of  which  are  attached. 

The  features  of  this  meeting  were  these: 

1.    Organization  after  prayer  for  divine  guidance. 
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2.  An  informal  presentation  of  the  proposition  by  President  W.  C. 
Weir  and  Mr.  W.  J.  McCready,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Pacific  University. 

3.  A  careful  consideration  of  various  questions  raised  by  your 
Secretary  that  bore  upon  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  institution 
and  the  probable  effect  should  the  change  in  control  be  effected. 

4.  The  adoption  of  the  following  resolution. 

"RESOLVED:  That  the  commission  of  the  Synod  of  Columbia  hav- 
ing heard  the  proposition  informally  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Pacific  University,  through  President  Weir  and  W.  J.  McCready  and 
having  gone  quite  thoroughly  into  the  details,  history,  present  status 
and  future  prospects  of  the  institution  and  the  manner  whereby  the 
proposed  transfer  of  control  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  should  be 
made,  does  heartily  endorse  the  proposition  as  furnishing  an  exceptional 
oportunity  to  secure  control  of  a  strong,  widely  known  and  standard 
college  in  the  northwest." 

5.  The  appointment  of  a  committee  on  conference  with  a  like  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pacific  University. 

6.  The  appointment  of  a  committee  to  inquire  into  title,  charter  and 
financial  condition  of  the  institution. 

7.  The  appointment  of  a  committee  on  promotion. 

8.  The  financial  ability  of  the  Synod  of  Columbia  for  sustaining 
such  institution. 

9.  The  outlining  of  certain  items  that  should  be  included  in  the 
Articles  of  Agreement. 

10.  The  adoption  of  a  resolution  "that  inasmuch  as  Synod  is  not 
an  incorporated  body  and  the  plan  proposed  lies  outside  the  provision  of 
the  commission,  the  Board  of  Education  be  requested  to  act  as  the  party 
of  the  second  part  in  formulating  acticles  of  agreement  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Pacific  University  and  ratify  same,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  that 
this  commission  hereby  pledges  that  the  Synod  will  heartily  co-operate 
with  the  Board  in  fulfilling  its  part  in  the  agreement." 

11.  The  taking  of  certain  steps  for  the  raising  of  part  of  the 
money  to  be  provided  by  Synod  in  such  manner  as  should  not  conflict 
with  the  established  work  of  the  church. 

The  Articles  of  Agreement  formulated  by  the  Committees  on  Con- 
ference are  as  follows: 

THESE  ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT  made  and  entered  into  on 
this  day  of  April,  1924,  by  and  between  Pacific  University,  a  cor- 
poration of  the  State  of  Oregon,  hereinafter  called  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
North  America  a  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  hereinafter  called  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH:— That  the  part  of  the  first  part  does  covenant  and 
agree  with  the  party  of  the  second  part  that  in  consideration  of  certain 
financial  and  other  benefits  as  hereinafter  described,  to  be  granted  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the  party 
of  the  first  part  will  do  and  perform  the  following: 

1.  Amend  section  five  of  the  supplementary  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion by  striking  therefrom  the  words  "of  whom  not  less  than  a  majority 
shall  be  affiliated  with  the  Congregational  Church." 

2.  That  at  the  first  meetinng  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  after  both 
the  contracting  parties  have  subscribed  to  the  contract  and  it  has  been 
approved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Pr  esbyterian  Church 
of  North  America,  it  shall  elect  to  membership  on  said  Board,  twenty- 
one  persons  whose  names  shall  be  proposed  to  it  by  the  Educational 
Commission  of  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  or  by  said  Synod,  and  which 
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shall  have  the  approval  of  the  above  named  Board  of  Education.  It  is 
further  agreed  that  all  vacancies  caused  by  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office,  resignation,  death  or  withdraw!  of  United  Presbyterian  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  shall  be  filled  in  the  foregoing  manner  and  that  the 
ratio  of  United  Presbyterian  members  to  the  whole  membership  of  the 
Board  as  then  established,  shall  not  be  changed  without  the  consent  of 
the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  and  the  approval  of  the  same  by  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

3.  That  such  re-organization  shall  be  made  tending  to  serve  the 
interests  of  the  new  parties  that  does  not  involve  any  immediate  or 
radical  changes  in  either  the  administrative  or  educational  Staff,  but  shall 
conserve  the  good  will  and  financial  support  of  the  present  friends  and 
supporters  of  the  institution. 

4;  That  ah  annual  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  made  by  Certified  Public 
Accountant  and  a  copy  of  same  together  with  such  other  reports  as  are 
lequired  from  other  institutions  that  are  its  beneficiaries,  shall  be  sub- 
mited  to  the  Board  of  Education,  as  may  be  required. 

5.  That  the  Department  of  Bible  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
an  instructor  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  which  Board  shall  provide  the  salary  for  same. 

6.  That  not  later  than  May  1st,  1925  the  Supplementary  Articles 
of  Incorporation  and  By  Laws  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  shall  be  so 
amended  as  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  this  contract. 

7.  That  in  view  of  the  foregoing  covenants  and  agreements  made 
by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  the  party  of  the  second  part  covenants  and 
agrees  as  follows: 

This  plan  with  some  modification  as  to  the  time  when  majority  re- 
presentation should  become  effective  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Pacific  University  by  a  decisive  though  not  unanimous  vote.  Whether 
the  minority  will  make  such  determined  opposition  as  to  render  it 
unwise  to  consummate  the  relationship  must  yet  be  discovered.  We  can- 
not afford  to  do  anything  that  might  interpreted  as  an  unfriendly  act 
toward  a  sister  denomination  nor  can  we  take  over  the  control  and  pro- 
motion of  an  institution  with  an  entail  of  litigation  or  ill  will. 

Since  it  is  possible  that  such  adjustments  can  be  made  as  will 
satisfy  those  opposing  the  plan,  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  faced 
with  the  responsibility  of  determining  wrhether  or  not  she  will  make  the 
provision  necessary  to  enable  the  Board  and  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia 
to  discharge  its  part  of  the  agreement,  should  circumstances  warrant  its 
consummation.

Prior  to  December  1,  1923  the  work  was  in  charge  of  Rev.  James  A. 
Cosby,  D.D.,  of  Ellwood  City,  Pennsylvania,  general  secretary  of  the 
Young  People's  Christian  Union.  On  the  latter  date  the  writer  assumed 
the  duties  of  secretary  of  young  people's  work,  giving  his  entire  time 
thereto. 

Following  the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly,  considerable  time 
has  been  devoted  to  field  work.  Since  December  1,  1923  the  secretary  has 
visited  and  spoken  in  114  meetings  in  23  presbyteries,  as  follows:

Last  year  no  report  was  received  from  Delaware  presbytery. 

At  this  date,  May  19,  1924,  the  report  of  Puget  Sound  presby- 
tery is  missing. 

Some  of  the  reports  submitted  by  presbyterial  secretaries  of  youig 
people's  work  are  not  complete,  i.  e.,  do  not  include  reports  of  all 
active  societies.  In  order  to  get  their  reports  to  the  Chicago  office  in 
time  to  be  included  in  the  general  report,  some  secretaries  did  not 
wait  on  delinquent  societies.  The  secretary  is  corresponding  with 
pastors  and  corresponding  secretaries  of  some  of  the  largest  societies 
in  an  effort  to  get  data  that  will  complete  presbyterial  reports.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  "guess"  or  "estimate"  membership  or  other 
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figures  for  such  missing  societies  even  though  the  secretary  knows, 
through  visitation  or  correspondence,  that  they  are  active. 

Information  given  on  many  of  the  intermediate  reports  is  not 
complete  and  shows  evidence  of  having  been  hastily  or  carelessly  gath- 
ered and  entered.  The  superintendents  of  intermediate  societies  should 
supervise  very  carefully  the  compilation  of  annual  reports  and  not 
entrust  this  important  matter  wholly  to  inexperienced  persons. 

Increased  interest  in  intermediate  work  is  noticed.  Despite  the 
fact  that  only  125  intermediate  societies  are  included  in  this  year's 
report,  as  against  138  reporting  in  1923,  the  intermediate  society  con- 
tributions amount  to  $2,902  this  year,  as  against  $2,795  last  year. 

A  significant  fact  is  that  2,728  members  of  societies  attended  the 
national  convention  or  summer  conferences  last  summer.  Attendance 
upon  presbyterial  rallies  or  conventions  is  not  included  in  this  figure. 

Laymen  should  take  more  interest  in  the  work  of  the  young  people. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  233  senior  societies  report  that  elders  do  not 
attend  their  meetings.  In  almost  all  cases  pastors  attend  the  meetings. 
Many  congregations  are  without  pastors  and  the  societies  are  obliged 
of  course  to  answer  "no"  to  the  latter  question.  The  influence  of  the 
Y.  P.  C.  U.  alumni  should  be  felt  more.  Effective  coaching  is  needed 
in  many  societies.  Some  of  our  most  effective  working  organizations 
at  present  attribute  their  success  to  consistent  coaching  on  the  part  of 
pastors,  elders  or  other  alumni,  who  remain  in  the  background  for  the 
most  part  but  are  ever  ready  with  helpful  advice  and  suggestions. 

A  statement  showing  gains  or  losses  in  membership  by  the  senior 
societies  in  the  respective  presbyterial  organizations  is  given  below. 
In  some  cases  losses  are  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  all  societies  have 
not  sent  in  reports.  In  some  presbyteries  a  tightening  up  is  in  evidence, 
due  to  increasing  budgets  and  the  desire  of  officers  of  societies  to  re- 
strict rolls  to  active  members  only  and  avoid  heavy  assessment  pay- 
ments.

Certain  facts  indicated  above  require  special  consideration.  Among 
them  are  these: 

That  the  receipts  from  budget  funds  for  1923-24  are  $6,421.20  or 
15%  less  than  in  1920-21  and  $426.07  less  than  last  year. 

That  special  gifts  are  an  almost  negligible  amount. 
That  receipts  from  N.  W.  M.,  sources  for  income  fund  have  de- 
creased $1,082.49  or  20%  from  those  of  last  year. 

That  receipts  from  interest  on  endowment  were  $734.48  or  4.6%  less 
this  last  year  than  for  the  previous  year.  This  was  due  to  re-adjust- 
ment of  interest  rates.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  all  interest  has  been 
promptly  paid  and  that  no  embarrassment  has  been  caused  the  Board  by 
reason  of  any  securities  held  by  it. 

Audit  of  Colleges  and  Seminaries 

The  General  Assembly  of  1921  recommended  "that  those  institutions 
suported  in  part  by  the  Board  be  required  to  furnish  a  report  of  audit 
by  a  certified  public  accountant."  The  General  Assembly  at  Buffalo 
directed  the  Board  to  withhold  all  approiations  to  any  college  or  sem- 
inary not  providing  the  Board  with  an  annual  statement  of  accounts 
certified  to  by  a  certified  public  accountant."  Notice  of  this  action  to- 
gether with  a  blank  form  was  early  sent  to  the  several  institutions  with 
the  request  that  this  might  be  followed  as  nearly  as  possible  in  order 
that  the  several  reports  might  be  uniform.  Audited  statements  for  the

Need  of  Provision  for  Training  Christian  Educators 

In  view  of  the  need  for  and  difficulty  in  securing  persons  possessing 
high  scholarship  and  Christian  idealism  for  teaching  positions  in  our 
colleges,  the  General  Assembly  of  1922  endorsed  a  recommendation  of  the 
Board  that  a  carefully  selected  number  of  persons  desiring  to  qualify 
for  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  by  studying  for  an  ad- 
vanced degree  may  be  granted  aid  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 
Due  to  the  inadequacy  of  available  funds  the  Board  has  been  unable  to 
act  as  thus  authorized.  Present  conditions  demand  that  such  provision 
be  made.  This  provision  is  approved  by  all  our  college  presidents  and  has 
been  made  by  a  number  of  other  Boards  of  Education.

Previous  Provision 

Hitherto  the  Assembly  has  directed  that  any  balance  above  that  re- 
quired for  paying  the  amounts  definitely  specified  coming  into  the  hands 
of  the  Board  should  be  used  at  its  discretion  in  meeting  special  needs 
which  might  arise.  Such  balance  has  constituted  the  Discretionary  Fund 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  has  enabled  it  to  meet  a  number  of  emergen- 
cies that  otherwise  would  have  brought  embarrassment  and  also  extend 
help  to  institutions  in  need. 

However  the  budget  receipts  have  so  shrunk  that  there  was  but 
little  to  add  to  the  Discretionary  Fund  the  last  year.  At  the  present 
time  this  fund  is  almost  exhausted.  Experience  proves  the  necessity  for 
a  minimum  amount  if  such  fund  is  to  constitute  a  mobile  fund  from 
which  relief  may  be  had  under  certain  circumstances.  It  is  believed 
that  a  definite  grant  of  $5,500  for  such  fund  is  the  minimum  provisioa 
that  should  be  made.

In  view  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  Christian  Education  to  our 
missionary  and  evangelistic  work,  the  requirements  of  our  institutions 
and  the  necessity  of  relating  them  more  closely  to  the  program  of  the 
Church,  the  Board  of  Education  should  be  granted  15%  of  the  post- 
N.  W.  M.  Budget.  If  more  satisfactory  to  the  other  Boards,  the  follow- 
ing basis  of  apportionment  might  be  arranged. 

Distribute  first  $650,000  of  the  budget  receipts  on  the  present  per- 
centage and  all  excess  on  a  new  basis  in  which  the  Board  of  Education 
would  be  granted  28%  as  was  allotted  Education  in  the  N.  W.  M. 
Budget  and  the  23%  therein  assigned  to  non-participating  boards  and 
agencies  be  assigned  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Board  of  Home 
Missions,  together  with  their  present  N.  W.  M.  percentage,  and  Board 
of  Ministerial  Relief.  This  appears  to  make  a  fair  and  practicable 
method  of  making  the  transition  without  seriously  prejudicing  the  work 
of  any  Board.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

I.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1925,  be  set  aside  as  a 
day  of  prayer  in  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the 
outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  our  educational  institutions,  to 
the  end  that  there  may  be  an  adequate  consecration  of  our  youth  to 
the  activities  of  Christian  leaderships,  especially  in  the  ministry,  mis- 
sionary life  and  the  field  of  Christian  education.

2.  That  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  Y.  P.  C.  U.  Work. 

3.  The  payment  made  to  Sterling  College  as  provided  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  1922. 

4.  The  amended  Articles  of  Association  and  By-Laws  as 
submitted. 

IV.  That  the  General  Assembly  take  under  serious  consideration 
the  action  of  the  Synod  of  Columbia  relative  to  a  college  in  the  north- 
west taken  at  its  last  meeting,  which  action  has  the  approval  of  this 
Board. 

V.  That  the  proposal  that  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  enter 
into  relations  with  Pacific  University  as  to  its  control  and  promotion, 
be  approved  by  the  General  Assembly  and  that  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia  be  authorized  to  enter  into  such  relation 
and  directs  that  in  so  doing 

1.  *  The  principles  of  denominational  comity  be  not  violated. 

2.  That  the  inspection  of  title  to  the  property  and  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  institution  meet 
the  approval  of  the  Board. 

3.  That  such  margin  of  control  shall  be  granted  to  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  as  will  assure  the  continuance  of  the  rela- 
tionship thus  established. 

4.  That  in  the  interest  of  efficiency  the  membership  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  be  gradually  reduced  and  that  the  margin  of 
control  granted  to  the  United  Presbyterian  denomination  be  in 
the  ratio  of  4  to  5. 

5.  That  the  Synod  of  Columbia  will  secure  not  less  than 
$70,000  cf  the  amount  that  is  to  be  provided  prior  to  June  1st, 
1925,  and  assume  its  share  of  the  further  promotion  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

6.  That  such  provision  for  meeting  the  amount  required  from 
the  church  at  large  shall  be  made  by  the  General  Council  and 
adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  will  warrant  the  Board  in 
consummating  the  agreement. 

VI.  That  a  carefully  selected  number  of  persons  desiring  to 
qualify  for  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  by  studying  for 
an  advanced  degree  in  an  approved  university,  may,  on  filing  applica- 
tions similar  to  those  now  required  of  theological  and  medical  students 
and  bearing  the  endorsement  of  a  college  president,  be  granted  aid 
from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $500.00 
annually,  provided  such  grants  shall  not  exceed  five  in  any  one  year. 
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VII.  That  provision  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the 
payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  Young  People's  work  from 
the  administrative  fund. 

VIII.  That  in  view  of  the  spirit  shown  by  the  administrators  of 
our  institutions  in  seeking  to  conform  their  action  to  the  will  of  the 
General  Assembly  the  audited  reports  for  1922-23  be  accepted  and  pay- 
ment on  this  basis  be  approved,  but  that  the  institutions  be  ur^ed  to 
a  more  uniform  observance  of  the  requirement  of  the  previous  Gen- 
eral Assembly  relative  to  their  financial  renorts.

THE  REPORT  OF  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 
WAS  ADOPTED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

There  were  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Education  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  a  Memorial  from  the  Synod  of  the  Columbia 
regarding  a  college  for  the  Northwest,  and  a  paper  relative  to  Co-opera- 
tion in  a  School  of  Religious  Education  at  Pullman,  Washington. 

The  Assembly  joins  with  the  Board  in  recognizing  the  goodness  of 
Him  without  whose  blessing  all  our  labor  is  vain,  in  that  the  work  for 
the  year  has  been  richly  blessed. 

Reorganization.  In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  General 
Assembly  adjustments  have  been  made  conforming  the  Board's  opera- 
tion to  the  expressed  will  of  the  Church.  This  is  the  first  report  which 
has  included  in  its  scope  the  work  of  the  young  people  in  connection 
with  that  of  the  Board  of  Education.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  the 
reorganization  has  been  brought  about  in  an  amicable  way  and  that 
the  Board  and  the  Secretaries  have  labored  together  in  a  harmonious 
and  helpful  spirit.  Articles  of  Association  were  amended,  provision 
being  made  for  the  three  additional  members  elected.  The  Articles 
of  Association,  as  amended,  and  the  Board  as  thus  constituted  are  found 
on  pages  2  and  3  of  the  Annual  Report  and  are  commended  to  your 
attention. 

Recommendations:  1.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1925, 
be  set  aside  as  a  Day  of  Prayer  in  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  con- 
gregations for  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  on  our  educational 


65 


institutions,  to  the  end  that  a  more  adequate  leadership  for  the  Church 
be  provided. 

2.  That  provision  be  made  for  assigning  the  missionary  contri- 
butions of  Sabbath  schools  for  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August 
to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  that  all  monies  so  received  shall  be 
distributed  in  equal  amounts  to  the  Bible  Chair  Maintenance  Fund  and 
the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund.  Except  so  much  as  is  received  from  the 
Synod  of  the  Columbia,  which  shall  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board. 

3.  That  the  General  Assembly  approve  the  following  actions  of 
the  Board: 

(1)  That  relative  to  the  designated  amount  of  Budget  receipts 
that  should  be  applied  to  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 

(2)  That  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Young  People's  Work. 

(3)  The  payment  made  to  Sterling  College,  as  provided  by  the 
Assembly  of  1922. 

(4)  The  amended  Articles  of  Association  as  submitted. 

4.  That  the  General  Assembly  approve  the  action  of  the  Synod 
of  Columbia  relative  to  a  college  in  the  Northwest,  taken  at  its  last 
meeting,  which  action  has  the  approval  of  this  Board. 

5.  That  the  proposal  that  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  enter 
mto  relations  with  Pacific  University  at  Forest  Grove,  Oregon,  as  to 
its  control  and  promotion,  be  approved  by  the  General  Assembly;  and 
that  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Synod  of  Columbia  be  authorized 
to  enter  into  such  relation.    The  Assembly  directs  that  in  so  doing — 

(1)  The  principle  of  denominational  comity  as  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Congregational  Foundation  for  Education, 
shall  not  be  violated. 

(2)  That  the  inspection  of  title  to  the  property  and  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  the  institution  meet  the  approval 
of  the  Board. 

(3)  That  such  margin  of  control  shall  be  granted  to  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  as  will  assure  the  continuance  of  the  relation- 
ship thus  established. 

(4)  That  the  Synod  of  Columbia  will  secure  not  less  than  $70,000 
of  the  amount  that  is  to  be  provided  prior  to  June  1st,  1925,  and 
assume  its  share  of  "the  further  promotion  of  the  University. 

(5)  That  such  provision  for  meeting  the  amount  required  from 
the  Church  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  and  approved  by  the  General 
Council  as  will  warrant  the  Board  in  consummating  the  agreement  in 
conformity  with  previous  action  of  the  Assembly. 

6.  That  a  carefully  selected  number  of  persons  desiring  to  qualify 
for  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  by  studying  for  an  ad- 
vanced degree  in  an  approved  university,  may,  on  filing  applications 
similar  to  those  now  required  of  theological  and  medical  students  and 
bearing  the  endorsement  of  a  college  president,  be  granted  aid  from 
the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $500.00 
annually,  provided  such  grants  shall  not  exceed  five  in  any  one  year. 

7.  That  provision  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  Young  People's  Work  from  the 
administrative  fund. 
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8.  That  in  view  of  the  spirit  shown  by  the  administrators  of  our 
institutions  in  seeking  to  conform  their  action  to  the  will  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  audited  reports  for  1922-23  be  accepted  and  pay- 
ment on  this  basis  be  approved,  but  that  the  institutions  be  urged  to 
a  more  uniform  observance  of  the  requirement  of  the  previous  General 
Assembly  relative  to  their  financial  reports. 

9.  That  distribution  of  Budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of 
the  Board  be  as  follows:

11.  The  financial  statement  of  the  Board  is  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

12.  That  the  action  of  the  Board  in  deferring  the  Educational 
Conference  authorized  by  the  last  Assembly  was  warranted  under  the 
circumstances. 

13.  That  the  General  Assembly  hereby  express  to  the  Women's 
Board  its  appreciation  for  the  relief  afforded  the  Board  of  Education 
by  a  timely  grant  made  to  be  applied  toward  the  Student  Beneficiary 
Fund  and  the  Discretionary  Fund. 

14.  That  the  name  of  "Corresponding  Secretary"  be  changed  to 
"General  Secretary." 

15.  That  the  request  that  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  co-op- 
erate in  maintaining  a  School  of  Religious  Education  at  Pullman,  Wash- 
ington, be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  a  later  report  after 
investigating.

1859 —  Organization  of  Board  effected  at  Monmouth,  Illinois,  July  7. 
First  Corresponding  Secretary  David  A.  Wallace,  D.  D.,  1859- 
63.  First  Circular  adopted  and  ordered  published  September  6th. 

1860 —  First  grants  of  aid  are  made  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 

1884 — First  grants  to  academies  made  as  directed  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

1892 — Appointment  of  special  educational  committee  to  "cooperate 
with  the  Board  of  Education  in  agitating  in  behalf  of  higher 
education  and  in  arousing  the  people  throughout  the  whole 
Church  to  foster  our  literary  and  theological  institutions"  and 
to  consider  "what  may  be  done  in  the  way  of  unifying  our  edu- 
cational work."

RECOGNIZING  the  favor  of  Him  without  whose  guidance  we  can 
do  no  effective  work,  the  Board  of  Education  respectfully  pre- 
sents to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
North  America,  meeting  in  annual  session  at  Topeka,  Kansas,  its 
sixty-sixth  annual  report. 

General 

The  principal  matters  that  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Board  and  its  staff  during  the  year  have  been  the  following: 

The  adjustment  of  the  Pacific  University  matter. 

A  survey  relative  to  the  Pullman,  Washington  proposal. 

The  holding  of  the  Winona  Lake  Y.  P.  C.  U.  Convention. 

Participation  in  the  Lake  Geneva  Student  Conference,  the  Eastern  Summer 
Conference  at  Round  Lake,  N.  Y.,  the  Vermont  presbyterial  joint  Y.  P.  C.  U.,  S.  S. 
and  W.  M.  S.  Convention,  the  Atlantic  City  Conference  on  Financial  and  Fiduciary 
Matters,  the  Association  of  American  Colleges  and  the  North  Central  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Carrying  out  a  program  of  "area  cultivation"  throughout  New  York  and  Pitts- 
burgh Synods.  In  connection  with  this  two  very  successful  "All  College"  dinners 
were  held,  one  at  Philadelphia  and  another  at  Pittsburgh. 

Presenting  the  educational  interests  before  the  synods  of  Illinois,  Iowa  and 
Kansas. 

A  survey  of  Sterling,  Tarkio,  Muskingum  and  Westminster  colleges  made  in 
co-operation  with  these  institutions  through  the  agency  of  Professor  C.  C.  Mc- 
Cracken,  Ph.D.,  head  of  the  Department  of  School  Administration  of  Ohio  State 
University. 

A  survey  of  the  trend  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education  since  1914  in  prepara- 
tion for  a  paper  on  Christian  Education  read  before  the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of 
Education  at  its  annual  meeting.  As  president  of  the  Council  for  the  year,  the 
General  Secretary  gave  some  time  to  promoting  the  success  of  this  meeting. 

The  issuance  and  distribution  of  five  thousand  copies  of  "The  Church  and  the 
New  School  Year"  bearing  the  imprint  of  and  carrying  a  special  message  from  the 
Board. 

Promoting  the  observance  of  Education  Week  and  of  the  Day  of  Prayer  for

Preparation  of  Budget  for  1925-26  and  1926-27  and  presentation  of  our  educa- 
tional needs  before  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  General  Council. 

Holding  two  conferences  with  the  college  presidents  relative  to  a  unified  plan 
of  educational  promotion,  the  result  being  to  defer  any  unified  action  of  financial 
promotion  until  after  January  1,  1926. 

The  promoting  the  annual  convention  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  at  Silver  Bay,  N.  Y., 
to  be  held  July  24-28  and  fixing  on  Seattle,  Washington,  as  the  place  to  hold  a  like 
convention  in  the  summer  of  1926.

Activities 

In  cooperation  with  the  Evangelistic  Committee,  meetings  were 
held  during  February  and  March  at  all  our  colleges.  At  each  of  them 
the  matter  of  life  service  was  presented  in  public  assemblages  and 
private  conferences.  The  names  of  those  persons  evincing  interest 
in  giving  their  lives  to  full  time  Christian  service  were  taken  and 
placed  on  file.  Those  of  students  of  other  denominations  were  for- 
warded to  their  respective  boards.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  De- 
partment of  Recruiting  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  A.  the  names  of  a  number  of  possible  re- 
cruits have  been  received. 

Student  Beneficiary  Aid 

The  number  of  students  receiving  grants  from  the  Student  Bene- 
ficiary Fund  was  fifty-four,  of  whom  six  were  medical  students.  Of 
the  forty-eight  theological  students,  thirty-two  attended  Pittsburgh 
Seminary  and  sixteen  were  at  Xenia.

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Provision  for  Training  Christian 
Educators 

The  last  General  Assembly  adopted  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Education: 

"That  a  carefully  selected  number  of  persons  desiring  to  qualify 
for  service  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education  by  studying  for  an  ad- 
vanced degree  in  an  approved  university,  may,  on  filing  application 
similar  to  those  now  required  of  theological  and  medical  students  and 
bearing  the  endorsement  of  a  college  president,  be  granted  aid  from 
the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $500.00 
annually,  provided  such  grants  shall  not  exceed  five  in  any  one  year." 

In  conformity  with  this  action  the  Board  at  its  meeting  on  June 
24,  1924,  took  the  following  action: 

"That  beginning  June  1,  1925,  approved  persons  desiring  to 
better  qualify  for  an  advanced  degree  in  an  approved  university  shall 
on  filing  with  the  Board  an  application  endorsed  by  a  college  president 
be  granted  from  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $500.00  annually.  Such  grants  shall  be  made  as  thus  provided. 

1 —  The  receipts  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  for  1924-25  shall 
warrant  such  additional  payment  therefrom. 

2 —  The  applicant  must  be  a  member  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  who  has  evinced  his  capacity  for  Christian  service 
and  whose  application  and  endorsement  shall  be  made  in  form  as 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

3 —  Grants  shall  be  made  in  the  following  amounts: 

To  candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.A  $250.00 

To  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Ph.D.,  who  al- 
ready have  that  of  M.  A   500.00 

4 —  Provision  equal  in  amount  to  that  asked  of  the  Board 
shall  be  made  by  the  institution  by  which  the  endorsement  is 
given. 

5 —  Payment  shall  be  made  in  two  equal  installments,  the 
first  of  which  shall  be  made  thirty  days  after  receipt  of  statement 
from  the  beneficiary  that  amount  promised  by  the  institution  has 
been  received." 

The  attention  of  the  Assembly  is  called  to  the  fact  that  during 
the  year  two  requests  have  been  made  by  teachers  in  Assuit  College 
asking  for  grants  to  enable  them  to  do  graduate  study.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  condition  of  the  Board  at  the  end  of  the  year  will  warrant 
it  in  not  only  acting  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  last 
Assembly,  but  with  a  further  extension  of  authority  to  meet  such  re- 
quests as  the  latter.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  present  showing 
does  not  seem  to  warrant  this  hope. 
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A  Word  from  the  Chairman 


"The  call  for  Christian  ministers,  missionaries  and  educators  has 
been  sounded  in  each  of  our  colleges.  There  has  been  a  most  gratify- 
ing response  to  the  appeal.  While  giving  absolute  preeminence  to  the 
claim  of  an  ordained  ministry  upon  youth,  the  department  has  not 
been  oblivious  to  the  need  of  drafting  men  for  spiritual  leadership 
even  apart  from  holy  orders. 

"Bearing  these  diversified  claims  well  in  mind,  our  campaign  has 
been  carried  into  the  High  Schools  far  and  wide.  The  shelves  of  these 
libraries  have  literally  yards  of  books  upon  them  dealing  with  voca- 
tional choice  which  automatically  rule  out  the  ministry.  A  campaign 
has  been  waged  to  offset  this  premature  vocational  decision  through 
platform  work,  interviews  and  booklets.  Substantiating  our  attitude 
in  this  field  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers  in 
Universities,  January  5  -  10  in  Chicago  which  asserted  that  students 
should  be  dealt  with  in  or  before  the  High  School  age  rather  than  wait 
until  the  College  age  period. 

"We  question  whether  there  has  been  a  time  in  recent  years  when 
youth  and  young  men  have  shown  a  kindlier  spirit  to  the  approach  of 
our  Recruiting  agents  than  at  present.  Not  alone  is  the  student  body 
larger  in  our  colleges,  meaning  a  larger  field  from  which  enlistment  can 
be  made,  but  as  well  a  larger  proportion  is  turning  its  gaze  toward  the 
Seminaries.   For  this  may  God  be  thanked. 

"For  the  first  time  in  religious  journalism  the  department  pro- 
jected a  special  'Life  Enlistment  Number'  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
dealing  with  the  call  of  the  ministry  and  spiritual  leadership.  The 
Number  was  put  into  the  hands  of  several  hundred  young  men  whom 
we  are  especially  cultivating.  With  the  blessing  which  the  'Lord  of 
the  Harvest'  has  given  on  methods,  we  are  assured  that  the  Church 
can  treat  the  problem  with  a  shade  more  independence  along  the  line 
of  a  qualitative  matter  than  just  a  quantitative  one." 


* 'Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  each  congregation 
in  The  United  Presbyterian  Church  to  look  out  for  some  worthy 
young  man  and  educate  him  at  their  own  charges  for  the  work 
of  the  ministry."— First  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  after 
its  organization  was  effected.

Commencement  week  of  1924  marked  the  end  of  the  first  decade 
since  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War  and  of  the  end  of  the  fourth  year 
of  the  N.  W.  M.  We  may  well  take  a  brief  survey  of  the  progress  that 
has  been  made  during  this  period.

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Distribution  of  the  College  Fund 


In  1894  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  was  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  aiding  our  colleges  and 
seminaries.  Later  Assemblies  have  followed  this  example  and  in  time 
have  increased  the  amount  to  $25,000.  The  purpose  of  this  fund,  as 
applied  to  the  colleges,  is  to  cover  in  part  the  margin  of  cost  to  the 
institution,  not  met  by  receipts  from  the  tuition  and  students'  fees, 
that  is  incurred  by  it  in  furnishing  a  type  of  education  adapted  to 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Church. 

After  various  experiments  in  distributing  the  fund,  the  Assembly 
directed  that  the  portion  of  it  set  apart  for  the  colleges  be  distributed 
to  the  several  institutions  in  proportion  to  the  attendance  of  collegiate 
students.  It  further  accorded  to  the  Board  of  Education  the  pre- 
rogative of  interpreting  this  term.  In  1915  and  again  in  1922  the 
Board  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  certain  rules  interpreting 
the  term  "collegiate  students"  as  applied  to  the  distribution  of  the 
fund.  After  a  careful  study  of  the  complex  problem  presented  these 
interpretations  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  relatively 
fixed  standard  for  distributing  the  fund  equally  among  the  several 
participants.  The  requirements  laid  down  are  aimed  to  distinguish 
between  those  students  whose  course  of  study,  quality  of  work  and 
continuance  of  residence  create  a  reasonable  expectation  that  they  will 
complete  their  work  to  graduation  and  those  whose  course  is  so  sched- 
uled or  work  so  inferior  or  residence  so  transitory  as  that  there  is  little 
hope  that  they  will  continue  their  work  beyond  its  earlier  stages. 

By  a  recent  provision  the  standardizing  agencies  now  give  credit 
to  our  colleges  in  the  amount  of  endowment  which  at  5%  interest 
would  produce  the  minimum  sum  so  received  during  the  past  five 
years.  The  amount  which  each  institution  has  received  during  this 
period  is  as  follows :

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Work  in  University  Centers 


The  work  in  university  centers  continues  as  reported  last  year. 
In  the  Boston  Area  and  at  Ames,  Iowa,  we  co-operate  with  the  Presby- 
terians and  together  do  a  larger  and  more  effective  work  than  either 
could  do  independently.  Our  contracts  in  these  fields  are  maintained 
through  Rev.  T.  C.  Atchison,  D.D.,  S.M.  of  Boston  Presbytery  and 
E.  F.  Kimmelshue  S.S.M.  of  Iowa  Synod. 

The  number  of  United  Presbyterian  students  at  Iowa  State 
College  (25)  is  not  so  large  as  in  previous  years,  but  concerning  those 
in  attendance,  Doctor  L.  Myron  Boozer,  the  director  writes: 

"The  young  people  of  your  Church  have  given  a  good  account  of 
themselves  the  past  year  and  have  filled  several  important  offices  in 
the  student  body.  The  editor  of  the  college  paper  and  the  president 
of  the  Y  have  been  United  Presbyterian  students.  In  the  Church 
they  have  been  faithful  and  efficient." 

The  work  here  during  the  year  has  been  visited  by  Doctors  W.  R. 
Thompson,  R.  A.  Hutchinson,  W.  B.  Anderson,  Fred  Elliot  and  E.  F. 
Kimmelshue.   The  latter  has  oversight  of  the  work. 

Rev.  M.  S.  Bush,  who  with  Mr.  Bush,  a  former  United  Presby- 
terian, is  in  charge  of  the  Westminster  Foundation  for  students  in  the 
Boston  Area  writes : 

"In  our  five  years  of  University  work  we  have  never  known  stu- 
dents to  be  so  interested  in  the  vital  things  of  religion.  This  is  shown 
in  the  following  ways:  First  in  attendance  upon  church  services  and 
discussion  groups.  These  are  more  than  double  former  years.  Second 
in  the  increase  in  regular  and  affiliated  church  membership.  Third  in 
the  number  who  have  shown  interest  in  whole  time  service  in  the 
Kingdom  and  especially  in  their  private  interviews." 

There  are  twenty  United  Presbyterian  students  to  whom  the 
Foundation  ministers.  Dr.  Charles  Robinson  was  recently  a  guest  at 
Westminster  House  and  writes  in  commendation  of  the  work  done  by 
Doctor  and  Mrs.  Bush.  Funds  are  being  sought  for  a  new  and  larger 
Westminster  House  more  centrally  located  than  the  present  one. 

At  Manhattan,  Kansas,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  A.  M.  Reed  minister 
effectively  to  thirty-six  of  our  students  attending  Kansas  State  Agri- 
cultural College  and  to  ten  Reformed  Presbyterians  and  ten  of  other 
denominations.   Mr.  Reed  writes: 

"We  have  had  a  good  year  with  the  students.  We  never  had  a 
more  loyal  bunch.  We  have  a  gospel  team  among  them  that  goes 
out  to  the  country  churches  and  school  houses." 

These  three  contacts  were  maintained  at  a  total  cost  to  the  Board 
of  $1,342.50. 
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The  Northwest  College  Proposal 


In  our  last  Annual  Report  a  proposition  that  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  enter  into  relations  with  Pacific  University  at  Forest 
Grove,  Oregon,  was  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly.  Cf.  Annual 
Report  for  1924;  p.  11-15. 

This  proposal  as  submitted  was  approved  by  the  General  As- 
sembly and  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Synod  of  Columbia  were 
authorized  to  enter  into  such  relation,  provided  that  in  so  doing  they 
comply  with  certain  specified  directions.  Cf.  Annual  Report  for 
1924,  p.  56.  Immediately  after  the  General  Assembly  your  Secretary 
visited  the  Northwest,  preached  the  baccalaureate  sermon  before  the 
graduating  class  of  Pacific  University,  conferred  with  Synod's  Com- 
mittee having  the  matter  in  charge  and  met  with  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  Pacific  University.  , 

His  observations  were  reported  to  the  Board  at  its  meeting  on 
July  24th.  At  this  meeting  a  committee  representing  the  Congrega- 
tional Foundation  for  Education  to  confer  with  the  Board  relative  to 
the  Pacific  University  proposal  was  received.  This  committee  repre- 
sented that  "in  view  of  the  historic  relation  of  the  Congregational 
Church  to  this  institution  and  its  purpose  to  renew  its  efforts  to  make 
adequate  financial  provision  therefor,  it  would  greatly  appreciate  it 
if  this  Board  would  defer  action  on  the  proposal  that  it  would  establish 
relations  with  Pacific  University."  Later  Loyal  M.  Graham,  Esq.,  of 
Forest  Grove,  Oregon,  appeared  before  the  Board  and  presented 
reasons  why  the  proposed  relationship  between  Pacific  University  and 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  should  be  immediately  entered  into. 

After  due  consideration  of  these  representations  and  the  submis- 
sion by  the  committee  and  rejection  by  our  Board  of  a  proposal  that 
the  relation  be  effected  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

"Whereas  this  Board  has  received  a  committee  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Foundation  for  Education,  which  requested  postponement  of 
action  on  the  matter  of  merger  with  Pacific  University  and  has  later 
heard  Mr.  L.  M.  Graham  representing  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
Forest  Grove,  the  Trustees  of  Pacific  University  and  the  local  Congre- 
gational Church  speak  in  favor  of  the  merger, 

Be  it  resolved  that  this  Board  in  deference  to  the  request  of  the 
Committee  agrees  to  postpone  action." 

No  further  negotiations  have  been  had  concerning  the  matter  and 

so  it  rests. 
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A  Challenging  Proposition 


One  of  the  matters  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  last  Assembly 
by  a  special  communication  was  relative  to  a  "School  of  Religious 
Education  at  Pullman,  Washington."  This  is  the  seat  of  Washington 
State  College  with  a  student  body  of  2,700.  At  this  point  our  Church, 
strategically  located  and  well  manned,  is  the  only  one  of  the  Presby- 
terian polity. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Assembly  was : 

"That  the  request  that  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  co- 
operate in  maintaining  a  School  of  Religious  Education  at  Pullman, 
Washington,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  a  later  report 
after  investigating." 

On  his  trip  to  the  Northwest  in  connection  with  the  Pacific  Uni- 
versity matter  your  Secretary  received  and  accepted  an  invitation  to 
attend  the  Commencement  at  Pullman.  After  these  exercises  he  had 
an  interview  with  President  Holland,  former  president  Bryan,  now  an 
elder  in  the  Pullman  Church,  Rev.  Richard  W.  Graves,  the  pastor, 
Prof.  N.  J.  Aiken  and  others  which  led  your  secretary  to  suggest  that 
those  promoting  the  matter  formulate  a  plan  of  action  and  submit  it 
to  the  Board. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board  Prof.  Aiken  appeared  before 
it  with  a  plan  endorsed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Spokane  which  he  most 
effectively  presented.   This  included: 

1.  The  organization  of  "An  Institution  for  Training  for 
Christian  Leadership"  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  and  in  connection  with  the  local  Church 
and  under  the  Presbytery  of  Spokane  which  would  offer  a  very 
definite  program  of  courses  in  religious  education,  some  of  which 
would  receive  college  credit  toward  the  regular  collegiate  degrees. 

2.  A  Hall  for  Women  in  sympathetic  relation  with  the  local 
church,  the  purpose  of  which  would  be  the  Christian  Culture  of 
the  Young  Women  admitted  to  it  and  living  in  contact  with  it.  At 
the  head  of  this  hall  should  be  a  woman  of  such  education,  culture 
and  devotion  as  would  place  her  on  a  parity  with  the  Assistant 
Dean  of  Women. 

3.  The  Provision  of  a  Teaching  Program  pre-eminently  for 
men,  designed  to  provide  lay  Christian  leadership  and  which 
would  ultimately  demand  a  full-time  teacher  competent  to  rank 
as  a  full  professor. 

The  cost  of  undertaking  such  enterprise  would  be  as  follows : 

1.  For  plant  $70,000,  of  which  $35,000  would  be  a  capital 
investment  by  the  Church  and  the  remainder  otherwise  provided. 

2.  It  would  also  require  the  following  annual  expenditures: 
Head  of  the  Hall  and  Bible  Teacher  for  Women  $2,000 


A  recommendation  relative  to  this  proposition  is  hereafter  sub- 
mitted.

1.  The  1924  national  convention  was  held  in  Winona  Lake, 

Indiana. 

2.  The  1925  national  convention  will  be  held  at  Silver  Bay,  on 

Lake  George,  N.  Y. 

3.  The  Board  of  Education  was  assigned  the  eastern  synods  for 

"area  cultivation."  Every  presbytery  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River  with  the  exception  of  Butler  and  Boston  has  been 
touched.

Lake  Geneva  Student  Conference,  Lake  Geneva,  Wis.  in  June. 

Eastern  Summer  Conference,  Round  Lake,  New  York,  in  August. 

Muskingum  Bible  Conference  and  Training  School,  New  Con- 
cord, Ohio,  in  August. 

Interdenominational  Young  People's  Commission,  Cleveland,  in 
December. 

International  Christian  Endeavor  Field  Secretaries'  Association, 

Cincinnati,  in  December. 
Foreign  Missions  Convention,  Washington,  in  January. 
International  Council  of  Religious  Education,  Young  People's 

Professional  Work  Section,  Chicago,  in  February. 
The  presbyterial  secretaries  of  young  people's  work  have  co- 
operated in  a  splendid  way.  A  report  was  received  from  every  one  of 
the  58  presbyteries. 

The  thirty-second  national  convention  of  the  Young  People's 
Christian  Union  (Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  July  24-28,  1924)  brought 
together  1,150  delegates.  A  total  of  961  young  people  attended 
presbyterial  meetings.   Of  the  latter  there  were: 


There  has  been  a  marked  tendency  to  cut  down  membership  rolls 
of  societies  by  reason  of : 

1.  The  ten  point  standard  of  excellence  on  a  percentage  basis. 

2.  Presbyterial  assessments  mounting. 

3.  Presbyterial  contests  on  a  percentage  basis. 

4.  The  national  special  object  of  missionary  contributions  on  an 
individual-challenge  basis. 

In  most  instances  the  honorary  rolls  or  associate-member  lists 
have  been  dropped  or  have  not  been  reported,  and  the  figures  sub- 
mitted represent  the  actual  active  working  forces.  Despite  this  paring 
of  rolls  (Allegheny,  Chicago  and  Monongahela  alone  dropped  589 
members),  there  have  been  some  splendid  gains,  both  in  numbers  and 
in  contributions.

Of  significant  interest  is  the  gain  of  692  in  the  number  of  students 
attending  college,  the  gain  of  1,761  in  number  of  members  enrolled  in 
mission  or  stewardship  study  classes,  and  the  accessions  totaling 
2,162,  a  gain  of  485  over  last  year. 

A  wave  of  enthusiasm  for  intermediate  work  is  spreading  over  the 
Church.  Thirty-three  new  societies  report  this  year.  Special  topics 
for  intermediate  society  meetings  are  available  and  are  proving  very 
popular. 

An  interesting  development  has  been  the  spread  of  presbyterial 
young  people's  papers.  Twelve  publications  are  now  issued  regularly, 
nine  of  them  in  printed  form. 

To  aid  in  general  promotion  work  a  multigraphed  bulletin  is  sent 
from  Chicago  about  twice  a  month  to  presbyterial  officers,  of  whom 
there  are  now  about  325.  Interest  in  the  special  object,  the  national 
convention,  the  inter-presbyterial  trophy-cup  contest,  the  organization 
of  study-classes,  etc.,  is  stimulated. 

The  reports  reveal  that  in  292  churches  no  elder  attends  the  meet- 
ings. Here  is  the  opportunity  for  some  effective  coaching  on  the  part 
of  laymen. 
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Looking  Ahead 

Some  important  developments  that  will  claim  the  attention  and 
interest  of  leaders  the  coming  year: 

The  Alumni  Home  Coming  Rally  Days  aroused  enthusiasm  where- 
ever  held  and  served  to  bring  closer  together  the  members  of  the 
societies  and  older  people.  Such  a  rally  should  be  promoted  each  year 
in  every  church.  It  develops  a  co-operative  spirit.  When  the  young 
people  know  that  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  alumni  are  behind  them,  they  do 
better  work. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  Alumni,  ministers  and  others  will  be  the 
appearance  of  "HARNESSED  FOR  SERVICE,"  a  history  of  the 
Young  People's  Christian  Union  written  by  Doctor  R.  J.  Miller,  senior 
editor  of  The  Christian  Union  Herald.  The  printing  of  the  volume 
rests  with  the  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible  School  Work,  to  which 
Board  the  department  of  young  people's  work  has  turned  over  the 
advance  orders  obtained. 

In  the  absence  of  local  committees  of  United  Presbyterians,  the 
secretary  looked  after  registration  and  entertainment  details  for  the 
Winona  Lake  Convention,  and  is  performing  a  like  service  for  the 
gathering  that  shall  be  held  at  Silver  Bay.  The  program  for  the  1925 
national  convention  has  been  completed..  In  1926  the  meeting  will  be 
held  at  Seattle,  and  local  United  Presbyterians  are  laying  preliminary 
plans. 

Appreciation  is  hereby  expressed  for  the  privilege  to  use  an  entire 
page  in  The  Christian  Union  Herald  each  week  for  the  promotion  of 
young  people's  work. 

The  interest  of  the  young  people  has  been  directed  through  the 
national  special  object  of  missionary  contributions  to  two  missionary 
projects:  the  frontier  hospital  at  Taxila,  India,  and  the  erection  of  a 
teachers'  dormitory  and  domestic  science  building  at  Thyne  Institute, 
the  school  for  colored  boys  and  girls  at  Chase  City,  Virginia.  Both 
are  New  World  Movement  projects.  The  goal  set  was  a  dollar  for 
each  senior  and  fifty  cents  for  each  intermediate  member.  Two 
hundred  societies  have  already  met  the  challenge  by  paying  their  full 
quota,  a  noteworthy  response.  Presbyterial  leaders  have  requested 
that  the  special  object  each  year  be  distinctly  missionary  in  character 
and  that  the  expenses  of  conducting  and  promoting  the  young  people's 
department  be  divorced  therefrom. 

The  important  problem  just  now  is  the  building  of  a  compre- 
hensive program  of  Christian  Education. 

At  the  annual  meeting  last  September  the  committee  of  directors 
authorized  a  call  for  a  conference  of  the  presbyterial  secretaries  of 
young  people's  work  to  be  held  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
national  convention  at  Silver  Bay.  Program,  presbyterial  activities 
and  related  subjects  can  be  discussed  at  length.  It  is  hoped  that  every 
secretary  will  attend  this  pre-convention  conference. 

Some  presbyteries  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  their  secretary 
of  young  people's  work  to  the  national  convention.  This  practice  is 
commended  to  all  presbyteries  as  a  part  of  their  educational  program. 
The  secretary  feels  keenly  the  need  of  consulting  with  the  presbyterial 
secretaries  at  least  once  a  year.  The  national  convention  offers  the 
logical  opportunity  for  such  a  conference.

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Recommendations 


The  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  submitted: 

I —  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1926,  beset  aside  as  a  Day 
of  Prayer  in  our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  out- 
pouring of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  our  educational  institutions  to  the 
end  that  a  more  adequate  leadership  for  the  Church  be  provided. 

II —  That  provision  be  made  for  assigning  the  missionary  contribu- 
tions of  Sabbath  Schools  for  the  months  of  September,  October  and 
November  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  that  all  moneys  so  received 
shall  be  distributed  as  follows:  Two-fifths  to  the  Bible  Chair  Main- 
tenance Fund  and  three-fifths  to  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 

III —  That  the  audited  reports  submitted  by  the  administrators 
of  our  institutions  be  accepted  and  the  payment  of  funds  to  them  be 
approved,  but  that  their  attention  be  directed  to  such  failure  to  meet 
fully  the  requirements  of  the  General  Assembly  as  appears. 

IV —  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  Funds  be  requested  to 
make  his  remittances  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Income  Fund  monthly 
and  in  so  doing  make  his  remittance  sheets  in  triplicate  and  that  he 
shall  keep  one  copy  of  same  on  file,  send  a  second  copy  with  his  re- 
mittance to  be  kept  on  file  by  the  treasurer  of  Income  Funds  and  send 
the  third  copy  to  the  Chicago  office. 

V —  That  the  Board  express  its  gratitude  to  the  Women's  Board 
for  the  spirit  of  co-operation  shown  in  making  possible  the  continued 
operation  of  the  Student  Traveling  Fund  for  the  year  1925-26  by  a 
grant  of  money  not  to  exceed  $1,500  to  the  fund. 

VI —  That  the  proposal  to  inaugurate  work  at  Pullman,  Washing- 
ton, in  co-operation  with  the  local  congregation  and  Spokane  Presby- 
tery be  approved  and  that  the  work  be  undertaken  and  developed  as 
the  funds  are  available  for  so  doing.  Also  that  in  the  matter  of  the 
building  asked  for,  the  co-operation  of  the  Women's  Board  and  the 
Department  of  Church  Extension  of  the  Home  Board  be  sought. 

VII —  That  distribution  of  the  Budget  Funds  coming  into  the

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Report  of  Assembly's  Committee 
on  Education 

There  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Education  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  a  memorial  from  Xenia  Presbytery  regard- 
ing the  extension  of  grants  in  aid  to  young  men  in  Cedarville  College, 
and  a  memorial  from  the  First  Ohio  presbytery  concerning  religious 
education. 

We  would  join  with  the  Board  of  Education  in  recognizing  the 
favor  of  God  whose  guidance  has  made  effective  the  work  of  the  past  year. 

Your  Committee  would  note  the  careful  administration  of  funds 
under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  work  accomplished 
in  the  line  of  co-ordination  and  keeping  before  our  several  institutions 
high  ideals  of  scholarship,  and  the  efforts  made  to  promote  the  interest 
of  the  work  of  education  and  young  people's  work. 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  to  the  Assembly: 

1.  That  the  General  Assembly  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  in  providing  for 
the  salary  of  the  secretary  of  young  people's  work. 

2.  That  the  action  of  the  Board,  acquiescing  in  the  request  of  the  Congregational 
Foundation  for  Education  that  "the  Board  defer  action  on  the  proposal  that  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  establish  relations  with  Pacific  University  at  Forest 
Grove,  Oregon,"  be  approved. 

3.  That  as  soon  as  the  receipts  of  the  Board  will  warrant,  the  provision  made  in 
accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly  relative  to  the  training  of 
Christian  educators  be  extended  to  persons  serving  in  colleges  under  the  supervision 
of  the  other  boards  of  the  Church. 

4.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February,  1926,  be  set  aside  as  a  day  of  prayer  in 
our  colleges,  seminaries  and  congregations  for  the  outpouring  of  the  spirit  of  God  upon 
our  educational  institutions. 

5.  That  provision  be  made  for  assigning  the  missionary  contributions  of  Sab- 
bath Schools  for  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  that  all  monies  so  received  shall  be  distributed  as  follows:  two-fifths  to  the  Bible 
Chair  Maintenance  Fund  and  three-fifths  to  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 

6.  That  the  audited  reports  submitted  by  the  administrators  of  our  institutions 
be  accepted  and  the  payment  of  funds  to  them  be  approved,  but  that  their  attention 
be  directed  to  such  failure  to  meet  fully  the  requirements  of  the  General  Assembly 
as  appears. 

7.  That  the  treasurer  of  the  Young  People's  Christian  Union  funds  be  requested 
to  make  his  remittances  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Income  Fund  monthly  and  in  so  doing 
make  his  remittance  sheets  in  triplicate  and  that  he  shall  keep  one  copy  of  same  on 
file,  send  a  second  copy  with  his  remittance  to  the  treasurer  of  Income  funds  and  send 
a  third  copy  to  the  Chicago  office. 
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8.  That  the  General  Assembly  express  its  gratitude  to  the  Women's  Board  for 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  shown  the  Board  of  Education  in  making  possible  the  con- 
tinued operation  of  the  Student  Travelling  Fund  for  the  year  1925-26  by  a  grant  of 
money  not  to  exceed  $1,500  to  the  fund. 

9.  That  the  distribution  of  the  budget  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Board 


be  as  follows: 

Administrative  and  Promotive  Work  $8,750 

Young  People's  Work   5,750 

Student  Beneficiary  Fund   2,000 

College  Fund,  to  be  distributed  as  heretofore  23,000 

Seminary  Fund,  to  be  distributed  as  heretofore   2,000 


Any  excess  to  be  applied  to  Discretionary  Fund 

10.  That  the  Assembly  express  its  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  efficient  work 
of  John  E.  Bradford,  D.D.,  as  general  secretary  and  confirm  the  action  of  the  Board 
in  electing  him  to  serve  as  general  secretary  of  the  Board  for  a  term  of  four  years. 

11.  That  the  Assembly  express  its  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  of  the 
secretary  of  young  people's  work,  Mr.  Moses  M.  Shaw,  and  direct  the  attention  of 
pastors  and  leaders  to  the  following  points  mentioned  by  Mr.  Shaw  in  his  report  to 
the  Assembly: 

a.  To  the  use  of  Alumni  Home  Coming  Rally  Days  which  have  aroused  enthu- 
siasm wherever  held. 

b.  To  the  national  special  object  of  missionary  contributions  for  the  frontier 
hospital  at  Taxila,  India,  and  the  erection  of  a  teachers'  dormitory  and  domestic 
science  building  at  Thyne  Institute  for  colored  girls  and  boys  at  Chase  City,  Virginia. 

12.  That  for  a  period  of  three  years  the  term  of  the  retiring  member  of  the 
Board  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Directors  of  Young  People's  Work  be 
extended  one  year. 

13.  That  the  proposal  to  inaugurate  work  at  Pullman,  Washington,  in  coop- 
eration with  the  local  congregation  and  Spokane  presbytery  be  approved  and  the 
work  be  undertaken  and  developed  as  the  funds  become  available  for  so  doing. 

14.  That  in  the  matter  of  the  building  contemplated  for  Pullman,  the  Board  be 
instructed  to  prepare  a  plan  for  securing  the  necessary  funds  and  submit  same  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  1926. 

15.  That  the  Board  of  Education  make  a  careful  survey  of  such  financial  needs 
of  the  institutions  of  the  church  that  are  related  to  the  Board  as  may  be  best  met 
through  the  General  budget  and  submit  same  to  the  General  Council  together  with  a 
statement  of  such  campaigns  of  financial  promotion  as  may  be  proposed  during  the 
year  1926-27. 

16.  With  reference  to  the  memorial  from  the  First  Ohio  presbytery  concerning 
religious  education,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  as  the  memorialists  do 
not  specify  the  particular  phase  of  Christian  education  for  which  syllabi  and  literature 
are  requested,  that  the  prayer  of  the  memorialists  be  not  granted.  However,  your 
Committee  would  recommend  that  the  Boards  of  Education  and  Publication  be 
requested  to  cooperate  in  an  effort  to  meet  the  needs  expressed  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  determine  to  be  practicable. 

17.  With  reference  to  the  memorial  from  Xenia  presbytery  we  recommend  that 
inasmuch  as  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  shows  a  heavy  overdraft  and  the  demand 
on  it  by  students  in  our  institutions  and  those  preparing  for  medical  and  educational 
services  promises  to  be  in  excess  of  the  receipts,  such  grants  as  are  prayed  for  by  the 
memorialists  be  made  only  from  the  Discretionary  Funds  of  the  Board.

In  the  spirit  of  dependence  upon  Him  without  whom  we  are 
nothing  and  can  do  nothing  aright,  the  Board  of  Education  presents 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of 
North  America  meeting  in  regular  session  at  Sharon,  Penna.,  its 
sixty-sixth  annual  report. 

The  important  matters,  other  than  those  that  are  routine,  that 
have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  General  Secretary  during  the 
year  are  as  follows :

This  is  the  longest  established  and  until  1884  the  only  depart- 
ment of  the  Board's  work.  Its  chairman  communicates  the  follow- 
ing: 

"The  Committee  has  not  only  cooperated  with  the  Evangelistic  Committee  of 
the  Home  Board  in  holding  special  meetings  at  each  of  our  colleges  and  placed 
on  file  the  names  of  such  students  as  showed  an  interest  in  special  Christian 
service,  but  has  built  up  a  clientage  of  ministerial  "prospects"  running  from  the 
University  clear  down  through  the  High  Schools.  Interviews  have  been  held 
with  these  as  tact  seemed  to  warrant. 

"Last  year  the  Committee  inaugurated  a  "Life  Enlistment  Special"  edition  of 
the  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  which  was  so  kindly  received  inside  and  out- 
side the  denomination  that  it  was  continued  this  year.  The  edition  featured 
thoughts  from  statesmen,  students  and  business  men  relative  to  the  ministry,  and 
about  three  hundred  copies  were  carefully  placed  in  the  hands  of  young  men  an4 
younger  men  considering  life  work. 

"Your  committee  would  call  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  the 
fact  that  although  our  ministry  is  by  no  means  as  yet  adequate,  it  is  nevertheless 
coming  back  with  a  more  encouraging  rapidity  than  that  of  most  evangelical 
ministries.  And  this  with  practically  no  expense,  as  all  labor  is  donated  in  our 
denominational  recruiting. 

"Its  attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  while  the  total  attendance  of 
students  in  our  two  seminaries  shows  a  decrease,  the  attendance  of  United  Presby- 
terian students  at  other  than  our  own  denomination  seminaries  shows  an  increase 
during  the  decade.    Figures  as  to  this  are  not  complete  as  yet."

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  of  the  49  students  receiving  aid  this 
past  year,  32  or  78%  of  those  who  are  college  graduates  are  from 
our  own  institutions,  9  or  22%  are  from  other  colleges  and  7  are 
non-graduates. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  grants  were  made  under  the  "Provision 
for  Training  Christian  Educators"  reported  to  the  last  General  As- 
sembly. (Cf.  Report  for  1925.  )  This  was  due  to  apparent  inade- 
quacy of  funds.  It  is  planned  that  this  provision  will  become  oper- 
ative this  year. 
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Our  Theological  Seminaries 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  General  Assembly 
a  survey  was  made  of  our  theological  seminaries  with  special  refer- 
ence to  their  budget  and  capital  requirements. 

The  following  comparative  statement  of  the  number  of  students 
registered  in  the  regular  three  year  classes  of  our  seminaries  shows 
that  such  attendance  of  our  own  students  is  eleven  less  than  last 
year  and  sixteen  less  than  in  1914-15.

The  Board  of  Education  though  organized  in  1859  did  not  for 
some  years  sustain  any  relation  to  the  colleges  of  our  Church.  The 
first  hint  of  such  relation  that  we  have  discovered  is  in  the  report 
of  the  Board  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1867.  The  attention  was 
called  to  the  needs  of  the  two  synodical  colleges,  Monmouth  and 
Westminster  and  the  following  question  raised: 

"Now  until  the  endowment  of  these  colleges  is  made  adequate,  might  not  the 
Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  appropriate,  say,  $2,500  annually  to  each 
of  them.  .  .  .  ?  Such  a  course  would  be  of  the  largest  advantage  to  the  colleges 
and  not  without  precedence  in  the  history  of  other  denominations." 

The  General  Assembly  adopted  the  recommendation  of  its 
Committee, 

"That  in  order  to  aid  in  placing  these  institutions  on  a  condition  of  higher 
efficiency  and  thus  to  advance  the  most  important  interests  of  the  Church,  the 
Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  appropriate  $2,000  each  annually  to  Monmouth 
College,  .  .  .  and  to  Westminister  College,  ...  on  the  condition  that  these 
institution  secure  to  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Board  the  enjoyment  of  all  their 
privileges  free  of  tuition  charges."   Evangelical  Repository,  Vol.  6,  pp.  86  and  117. 

Because  of  inadequate  receipts  due  to  a  lack  of  "that  readiness 
throughout  the  Church  to  sustain  the  operations  of  this  Board, 
which  is  desirable,"  these  grants  were  not  paid. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1883  was  called  by 
the  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Education  to  the  fact  that: 

"The  United  Presbyterian  Church  is  second  to  none  in  appreciation  of  the 
necessity  for  and  advantages  of  extended  mental  culture  and  advanced  scholar- 
ship. ...  It  is  a  question,  however,  whether  it  has  seriously  enough  considered 
its  duty  in  this  respect."    Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  Vol.  V,  p.  735. 

The  General  Assembly  to  which  this  report  was  presented 
gave  to  education  a  50%  participation  in  the  Quarter  Centennial 
Funds.  This  fact  is  of  interest  when  compared  to  the  participa- 
tion of  52.5%  accorded  it  in  the  Semi-Centennial  Fund,  and  that 
of  28%  in  the  New  World  Movement  Fund  and  of  6.75%  in  the 
General  Budget  from  1915-1925. 

In  1892  the  General  Assembly  appointed  a  Committee  "to 
cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Education  in  agitating  in  behalf  of 
higher  education  and  to  consider"  what  may  be  done  in  the  way 
of  unifying  our  educational  work. 

The  reflex  of  this  policy  of  promoting  our  colleges  is  the 
requirement  since  1889  that  they  report  annually  to  the  General 
Assembly  through  its  Board  of  Education  and  that  they  submit  an 
annual  audit  made  by  a  certified  public  accountant  as  directed  in 
1921.

This  fund  was  established  in  1894  when  the  General  Assembly 
in  response  to  certain  memorials  and  on  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Education  directed  that: 

"In  view  of  the  necessity  laid  upon  the  Church  liberally  to  support  the  educa- 
tional institutions  of  the  Church  .  .  .  $20,000  be  appropriated  to  the  colleges 
and  seminaries  .  .  .  to  be  distributed  in  proportion  to  the  attendance  on  the 
various  institutions."    (Minutes  of  General  Assembly,  V.  viii,  p.  499.) 

This  initial  provision  from  a  budget  of  $338,725  evidences  a 
very  considerable  interest  in  the  matter  of  the  direct  support  of 
our  colleges. 

Subsequent  Assemblies  confirmed  this  action  by  continuing  the 
grant  and  certain  of  them  urged  an  increase  of  the  same.  The  most 
significant  actions  were  those  of  the  Assemblies  of  1904  and  1914. 
The  former  declared: 

"We  believe  that  a  larger  fund  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Board 
and  a  greater  liberty  given  to  it  in  the  management  of  that  fund  so  as  to  enable 
it  to  command  an  influence  and  carry  out  a  broad  and  clearly  defined  policy  in 
the  development  of  the  educational  life  of  our  church."    Minutes,  Vol.  xi,  p.  41. 

The  action  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1914  was  as  follows: 

"Recognizing  the  great  value  of  Christian  Education  to  the  world  and  the 
imperative  need  of  our  educational  institutions  keeping  abreast  with  competing 
institutions  in  efficiency  of  work  done,  we  believe  that  our  Church  should  more 
effectively  and  more  directly  aid  in  the  great  work."  (Report  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  1914,  p.  5.) 

These  grants  were  begun  and  continued  as  a  "payment  to  the 
institutions  for  certain  educational  services  rendered  to  the  Church" 
and  as  the  most  direct  and  effective  means  of  meeting  their  budget 
needs.  The  value  of  such  support  is  now  recognized  by  the  stand- 
ardizing agencies  which  give  credit  for  the  same  in  lieu  of  pro- 
ductive endowment  beyond  a  minimum  amount  of  $300,000  above 
all  indebtedness.

The  last  General  Assembly  directed  "That  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation make  a  careful  survey  of  such  financial  needs  of  the  institu- 
tions of  the  Church  that  are  related  to  the  Board  as  might  be  best 
met  through  the  General  Budget  and  submit  same  to  the  General 
Council  together  with  a  statement  of  such  campaign  of  financial 
promotion  as  may  be  proposed  during  1926-27." 

In  accordance  with  the  above  action  a  request  was  sent  to 
our  colleges  for  detailed  statement  of  such  needs  and  certain  in- 
formation relating  thereto  and  such  information  was  furnished. 

Meanwhile  an  estimate  of  such  needs  determined  on  a  differ- 
ent basis  was  carefully  worked  out  at  the  office  of  the  Board.  The 
several  estimates  of  the  colleges  were  then  considered  in  a  two- 
days'  conference  with  the  college  presidents  and  that  of  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary  with  but  a  slight  adjustment  unanimously  accepted. 
These  estimates  together  with  those  for  the  work  of  the  Board 
were  then  considered  by  the  Board  which,  in  view  of  the  imperative 
needs  of  our  institutions,  greatly  subjected  the  askings  for  its  own 
work.  The  action  of  the  Board  was  then  presented  to  the  General 
Council  and,  after  deliberate  consideration  by  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  the  General  Council  as  a  whole,  was  adopted 
as  a  part  of  the  General  Budget.

The  amounts  here  apportioned  will  be  affected  by  the  amount 
of  budget  funds  actually  contributed.  It  is  hoped  that  this  studied 
and  deliberate  effort  of  the  Board  and  the  General  Council  to  meet 
certain  immediate  and  pressing  needs  of  our  colleges  as  directed 
by  the  last  General  Assembly  will  commend  itself  to  this  Assembly 
and  to  the  entire  Church. 
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The  Basis  of  Determination 


The  underlying  principles  of  the  foregoing  determination  were 
these : 

That  the  teaching  function  of  the  Church  is  as  divinely  insti- 
tuted as  its  missionating  and  evangelistic  functions  and  that  by  all 
alike  the  presence  and  power  of  Christ  is  to  be  evidenced  to  a  needy 
world  without  respect  to  class  or  location. 

That  the  policy  of  the  Church  for  many  years  has  been  to 
provide  for  a  partial  maintenance  of  her  colleges  through  appro- 
priations from  the  General  Budget. 

That  our  colleges  have  certain  pressing  budget  needs  which 
can  be  met  most  immediately  and  effectively  through  an  increased 
participation  in  the  General  Budget. 

That  the  honor  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  requires 
that  her  educational  institutions  fully  measure  up  to  the  standards 
determined  by  the  generally  accepted  standardizing  agencies. 

That  the  leading  standardizing  agencies  for  our  area  give 
our  colleges  credit  toward  their  endowment  requirements  for  re- 
ceipts from  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  amount  which  at  5% 
would  produce  an  income  equal  to  the  average  amount  so  received 
in  the  preceding  five  years,  provided,  however,  that  this  shall  not 
apply  to  more  than  50%  of  amount  required  in  excess  of  $300,000. 
After  January  1,  1927,  the  requirements  for  our  five  colleges  on 
this  basis  will  be  as  follows :

A  careful  comparison  of  the  above  requirements  with  the  finan- 
cial statements  of  our  several  colleges  indicates  that  to  maintain 
their  position  in  the  standardizing  agencies,  Muskingum  requires 
approximately  $550,000  before  January  1,  1927,  and  that  Sterling 
requires  about  $470,000  of  such  funds  before  she  can  entertain  the 
hope  of  recognition.  As  an  alternative  they  can  attain  the  coveted 
distinction  with  only  $300,000  and  $345,000  provided  they  show 
an  average  income  from  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  past  five 
years  of  $12,500  and  $6,250.  These  minimum  amounts  required  by 
Muskingum  and  Sterling  for  the  maximum  credit  allowed  were  made 
the  basis  of  determination  and  an  equitable  apportionment  was  made 
to  all  the  colleges. 
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Financial  Campaigns 


As  directed  by  the  last  Assembly  the  Board  of  Education  pre- 
pared and  submitted  to  the  General  Council  a  statement  as  to  the 
capital  needs  of  our  several  institutions  and  of  such  financial  cam- 
paigns as  are  in  operation  or  are  projected  prior  to  June  1,  1927. 
An  attempt  was  also  made  to  discover  the  relative  strength  of 
the  following  factors  in  the  support  of  our  colleges :  The  "Local 
Area,"  "Related  Synods,"  "Alumni,"  "Special  Sources"  and  the

It 
was  the  privilege  of  your  secretary  to  spend  a  Sabbath  with  Iowa 
State  College,  preaching  at  the  morning  service  and  having  a  most 
delightful  dinner  conference  with  Professor  and  Mrs.  Caughey  and 
a  group  of  United  Presbyterian  Students.

Your  secretary  on  invitation  of  the  pastor  of  the  McKinley 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  at  Champaign  recently  spent  a  very 
delightful  Saturday  evening  with  a  large  group  of  our  students 
and  preached  to  the  congregation,  mostly  students,  on  Sabbath 
morning.  An  invitation  has  been  extended  to  join  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  conducting  of  the  student  work  at  Champaign. 
The  main  condition  is  that  we  pay  $1,500  a  year  for  five  years 
toward  completing  the  $250,000  endowment  for  the  $200,000  church 
plant  which  Senator  McKinley  has  promised  to  erect,  provided 
the  endowment  fund  is  completed  by  July  1st  of  this  year. 

Action  on  the  proposal  to  make  certain  financial  provision 
for  work  at  Pullman,  Wash.,  referred  to  this  Board  by  two  previous 
General  Assemblies,  as  also  at  the  other  points  indicated,  was 
deferred  because  it  was  felt  that  our  colleges,  because  of  certain 
pressing  and  immediate  needs  which  they  evinced,  should  be  given 
prior  consideration  to  any  new  work.  However,  these  opportuni- 
ties for  service  must  soon  be  improved  or  they  will  no  longer 
present  themselves.

The  National  Convention 

The  annual  gathering  of  the  Young  People's  Christian  Union, 
placed  each  year  in  a  different  part  of  the  country,  furnishes  op- 
portunity to  cultivate  different  regions  of  the  church,  and  makes 
it  possible  for  the  young  people  of  any  one  section  to  attend  a 
large  meeting  once  in  three  years  without  traveling  a  considerable 
distance. 

The  Silver  Bay  convention  last  year  drew  1,105  registered  dele- 
gates to  the  shores  of  Lake  George,  New  York.  The  1924  gathering 
drew  1,150  registered  delegates  to  Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  The 
1926  meeting  will  be  held  in  Seattle,  Washington,  July  22  to  26. 

The  New  Constitution 

The  constitution  for  the  National  Convention  of  the  Young 
People's  Christian  Union,  as  revised  at  Silver  Bay,  July  28,  1925, 
was  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Directors  of  Young  People's 
Work  in  their  annual  meeting  in  Chicago,  September  9,  1925,  was 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Education,  May  11,  1926,  and  is  hereby 
submitted  for  approval  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Conference  of  Presbyterial  Secretaries 

At  Silver  Bay,  preceding  the  national  convention,  twenty-one 
secretaries  met  for  a  full  day  and  discussed  such  matters  as  the 
new  educational  program,  the  special  object  of  missionary  con- 
tributions, amendments  to  the  constitution,  and  presbyterial  plans, 
programs  and  problems.  Each  one  voted  the  gathering  a  success. 
Provision  is  being  made  for  a  similar  conference  during  the  con- 
vention sessions  at  Seattle. 

The  secretary  feels  keenly  the  need  of  consulting  with  the 
presbyterial  leaders  at  least  once  a  year,  and  strongly  urges  pres- 
byteries to  grant  assistance  by  paying  part  or  all  of  the  traveling 
expenses  of  their  secretaries  to  the  national  convention. 
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The  New  Four-Fold  Program 


Worship,  Instruction,  Service  and  Recreation  are  the  four  di- 
visions in  the  comprehensive  program  for  societies  adopted  at 
Silver  Bay.  It  is  in  line  with  the  best  thought  of  the  day  in 
religious  education  circles. 

The  executive  committee  of  each  local  society,  in  consultation 
with  the  pastor  and  Sabbath  School  superintendent,  should  build 
its  own  program,  using  the  Silver  Bay  program  as  a  guide. 

Elders  may  assist  materially  in  helping  societies  work  their 
programs.  Yet,  this  year,  339  societies  report  that  no  elders  attend 
their  meetings. 

Sixty-two  societies  held  alumni  home-coming  rallies  the  past 
year.  They  furnish  opportunity  for  the  older  members  of  the 
congregations  to  learn  about  the  work  of  the  young  people,  and 
bring  the  two  groups  closer. 

The  National  Special  Object 

The  object,  selected  by  the  national  convention,  changes  each 
year.  This  permits  cultivating  the  interest  of  young  people  in 
many  worthy  fields. 

This  year's  special  will  help  young  men  and  young  women 
secure  their  education  in  medical  schools  to  fit  themselves  for  serv- 
ice as  medical  missionaries.  None  of  the  contributions  is  applied 
to  operating  expenses  of  the  Young  People's  Department  or  the 
Board  of  Education.  Applicants  must  receive  the  endorsement  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  or  the  Women's  Board. 

Y.  P.  C.  U.  Literature 

From  all  parts  of  the  field  the  demand  arises  for  distinctive 
Y.  P.  C.  U.  helps.  One  project  under  way  is  a  booklet  that  will 
give  United  Presbyterian  treatment  of  an  equal  number  of  home 
and  foreign  missionary  topics  in  1927. 

Thanks  are  extended  Dr.  R.  J.  Miller  for  writing,  and  the 
Board  of  Publication  and  Bible  School  Work  for  publishing, 
"Harnessed  for  Service,"  a  history  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  of  the  privilege  to  use  a  page  in 
"The  Christian  Union  Herald"  weekly  to  promote  young  people's 
work. 

Using  a  multigraph  purchased  by  Y.  P.  C.  U.  funds,  the  secre- 
tary is  able  to  reach  frequently  with  bulletins  469  presbyterial 
leaders. 

There  are  now  nineteen  presbyterial  papers,  most  of  them 
printed,  edited  and  published  by  young  people — a  splendid  field 
for  expression. 
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Our  Relation  With  Christian  Endeavor 


At  the  December  meeting  in  Boston  of  denominational  and 
Christian  Endeavor  secretaries,  under  the  leadership  of  President 
Daniel  A.  Poling,  of  the  United  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor,  an 
Educational  Committee  was  created  to  pass  upon  all  standards  and 
programs  for  societies  and  all  literature  pertaining  thereto  issued 
by  the  United  Society.  This  move  will  bring  Christian  Endeavor 
into  a  closer  working  relationship  with  the  denominations.  The 
secretary  attended  the  first  meeting  of  the  Educational  Committee, 
May  17,  in  Cleveland. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Church  has  two  representatives  on 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  United  Society — the  secretary,  and  Rev. 
James  A.  Cosby,  D.  D.,  former  secretary. 

Field  Work 

Of  exceptional  interest  in  a  year  of  strenuous  field  activity 
was  attendance  upon  and  conducting  conferences  on  methods  in 
the  New  York  State  Christian  Endeavor  Convention  at  Buffalo 
in  June,  the  Muskingum  Bible  Conference  and  Training  School 
and  the  Tarkio  Missionary  Conference  in  August;  promoting  the 
Silver  Bay  convention  in  the  absence  of  a  local  committee;  a  tour 
of  churches  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  and  Pacific  Coast  states  in 
the  Fall  in  company  with  Doctor  Bradford ;  and  a  second  visit  to 
Seattle  and  tour  of  Puget  Sound  presbytery,  in  March,  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  coming  national  convention.

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Recommendations 


The  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  submitted: 

1.  That  the  last  Sabbath  of  February  be  set  aside  as  a  Day  of  Prayer  in 
our  colleges  and  seminaries  and  congregations  that  they  may  possess  that  endue- 
ment  of  the  spirit  and  love  of  Christ  without  which  there  is  not  adequate  fruitage 
to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

2.  That  the  first  Sabbath  in  May  be  set  aside  as  "Vocational  Day"  and  that 
every  pastor  be  urged  to  preach  a  sermon  on  choosing  a  life  work,  stressing  the 
ministry  and  missionary  claim. 

3.  That  the  attention  of  the  church  be  called  to  the  practice  of  the  Edu- 
cational Department  of  the  Federal  government  of  setting  apart  a  week  in 
November  to  be  known  as  National  Education  Week,  and  that  such  advantage 
be  taken  of  the  same  for  promoting  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  as  may 
seem  practicable. 

4.  That  the  provision  made  for  the  assigning  of  the  Missionary  contribution 
of  Sabbath  Schools  for  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December  to 
the  Board  of  Education  be  confirmed  and  all  monies  so  received  be  distributed 
as  follows: — two-fifths  to  the  Bible  Chair  Maintenance  Fund  and  three-fifths  to 
the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund. 

5.  That  the  audited  reports  submitted  by  the  several  institutions  related 
to  the  Board  be  accepted  and  the  payment  of  funds  to  them  by  the  Board  be 
approved. 

6.  That  in  view  of  the  immediate  and  pressing  needs  of  our  colleges  the 
action  of  the  Board  be  approved  in  giving  preference  to  these  over  new  work 
and  therefore  failing  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last  General 
Assembly  in  the  matter  of  the  building  contemplated  for  Pullman,  Washington. 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Education  for  1925.  Recommenda- 
tion 14. 

7.  Whereas  the  following  considerations  are  coming  with  increasing  clearness 
and  impressiveness  into  the  mind  of  our  Church  : 

First,  that  Christian  Education  should  have  a  larger  and  more  vital  place 
in  the  thought  and  program  of  the  Church.  The  essential  need  of  a  Christian 
leadership  trained  in  institutions  adequately  equipped  and  possessing  a  high 
spiritual  idealism  requires  this. 

Second,  that  our  present  system  of  college  and  seminary  promotion  and 
direction,  the  outgrowth  of  other  years,  is  not  conducive  to  the  most  effective 
results  in  securing  the  interest  and  support  of  the  entire  area  of  the  Church. 

Third,  that  the  Board  of  Education  should  have  such  oversight  of  the  in- 
stitutions related  to  it  and  such  powers  of  coordinating  them  as  will  enable  them 
to  most  effectively  serve  the  whole  Church  and  secure  for  them  a  larger  meas- 
ure of  its  support,  yet  without  undue  interference  with  their  academic  freedom 
or  loss  of  local  support  and  control. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  General  Assembly  authorize  the  Board  of 
Education  to  arrange  a  conference  with  the  presidents  of  our  colleges  and 
Seminaries  and  the  presidents  of  their  respective  Boards  of  Managers  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  for  formulation  of  a  plan  for  such 
amendment  of  the  present  system  as  will  make  for  the  most  effective  direction 
and  operation  of  that  part  of  our  system  of  education  related  to  the  Board  of 
Education  and  that  the  findings  of  such  conference  be  reported  to  the  next 
General  Assembly.

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Report  on  Education 

This  report  is  based  on  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  that  part  of  the  Retiring  Moderator's  report  referring  to  the  finan- 
cial campaigns  of  our  educational  institutions. 

The  deliverances  of  former  Assemblies  are  warrant  for  us  to 
recognize  the  work  of  this  Board  as  a  vital  part  of  the  organized  work 
of  our  Church.  We  cannot  think  of  this  work  clearly  unless  we  think 
of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  Church's  life  has  been 
enriched  by  relating  the  work  of  our  educational  institutions  to  the 
work  of  the  Church.  There  is  no  Board  organized  to  do  this  work 
except  the  Board  of  Education. 

We  commend  Dr.  John  E.  Bradford  for  his  faithfulness  as  Gen- 
eral Secretary.  We  also  commend  the  work  of  Secretary  M.  M.  Shaw, 
the  head  of  the  Department  of  Young  People's  Work.  We  also  com- 
mend the  work  of  Dr.  Charles  P.  Proudfit  for  his  work  in  behalf  of  the 
Committee  for  Recruiting  Men  for  the  Ministry. 

We  would  recommend : 

1.  That  the  General  Assembly  authorize  the  Board  of  Education  to  arrange 
a  conference  with  the  Presidents  of  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries  and  the  Presi- 
dents of  their  respective  Boards  of  Managers  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Education 

Acknowledging  its  dependence  upon  Him  who  alone  can  increase 
that  which  human  hands  ministering  in  His  service  planted  and  nur- 
tured, the  Board  of  Education  respectfully  submits  to  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  its  sixty-eighth  annual  report. 

The  activities  of  the  Board  as  organized  January  7,  1859,  were 
at  first  limited  to  the  assisting  of  worthy  young  men  in  obtaining  an 
education  for  the  gospel  ministry.  Like  aid  was,  in  1913,  extended  to 
medical  students  preparing  for  missionary  service,  and  in  1927  to 
"persons  preparing  for  services  as  Christian  educators  in  connection 
with  the  colleges  related  to  the  Board." 

Though  by  Assembly  direction  the  Board  promoted  the  main- 
tenance of  a  number  of  academies  from  1884  to  1913,  no  definite 
action  relating  the  colleges  and  theological  seminaries  to  the  Board 
of  Education  wTas  taken  until  1893  when  an  item  of  $20,000  was  writ- 
ten into  the  Budget  of  the  Board  to  be  distributed  to  the  "colleges  and 
seminaries  in  proportion  to  the  attendance  of  collegiate  students." 
These  grants  have  been  increased  until  in  1926-27  they  amounted  to 
$78,000  for  general  budget  expenditures  and  $12,500  for  the  main- 
tenance of  Departments  of  Bible. 

In  addition,  the  colleges  were  indirectly  aided  by  grants  in  amount 
of  $2,549  covering  a  part  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  United  Presby- 
terian students  living  more  than  two  hundred  miles  from  one  of  our 
colleges,  and  by  loans  amounting  to  $1,100  to  students  to  enable  them 
to  continue  their  work  throughout  the  year. 

Since  1920  annual  grants  have  been  made  providing  for  the  relig- 
ious oversight  of  our  students  in  certain  educational  centers  other  than 
our  own. 

In  1923  the  General  Assembly  transferred  the  oversight  and  pro- 
motion of  Young  People's  Work  to  this  Board,  and  a  full-time  secre- 
tary was  elected  to  have  charge  of  this  department  of  the  work.  Last 
year  the  Board  expended  $5,783  for  salaries  and  office  expenditures, 
while  the  societies  gave  $7,582  for  national  work  and  contributed 
$8,486  for  mission  work,  directed  by  the  Home  and  Foreign  Board. 

From  the  time  of  its  initial  action  in  1859  "that  we  earnestly  rec- 
ommend to  each  congregation  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  to 
3  look  out  some  worthy  young  man  and  educate  him  at  their  own  charges 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,"  the  work  of  the  Board  and  its  related 
institutions  has  expanded  until  today  it  is  expressed  in  part  by  the  fol- 
lowing figures :

While  the  year  has  brought  us  many  encouragements,  it  has 
brought  its  disappointments.  The  most  serious  of  these  was  the 
amount  received  for  the  work  of  the  Board  from  the  Church  at  Large. 
With  a  recognized  need  of  $174,776  from  this  source,  the  Board  asked 
of  the  General  Council  $149,775,  of  which  $129,825  was  granted  and 
written  into  the  total  amount  asked  of  the  Church. 

However  the  Board,  meeting  three  weeks  in  advance  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  adjusted  its  fixed  expenditures  for  this  year  at  a  mini- 
mum expectation  of  $78,000,  this  being  its  proportion  from  a  budget 
approximating  $950,000,  and  notified  the  related  institutions  to  adapt 
their  plans  accordingly.  Judge  our  disappointment,  when  after  such  con- 
servative reduction,  we  received  but  $68,834.90,  including  $5,536.02  of 
money  contributed  by  the  Sabbath  Schools. 
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The  Educational  Objective 

W  hat  is  it  that  is  being  aimed  at  in  all  this  effort  and  expenditure  ? 
It  is  possible  that  there  be  much  of  these  and  little  results  unless  the 
objective  which  is  sought  be  both  legitimate  and  strategic  and  the  aim 
be  true.  What  then  is  the  objective  of  the  Church  in  the  expenditure 
of  time  and  energy  along  the  line  of  Christian  Education? 

The  Church  is  distinctly  a  religious  group  as  compared  with  the 
home,  the  business  establishment,  the  school  and  the  State.  These  latter 
are  primarily  social,  economic,  cultural  and  civil  groups,  in  the  order 
named  and  must  so  function.  They  each  have  secondary  purposes,  but 
these  must  be  subordinated.  In  like  manner,  whatever  else  the  Church 
may  be,  it  must  be  religious  and  its  objective  in  whatever  it  undertakes 
must  be  related  to  religion.  What  then  is  it  to  be  religion,  or  what  is 
religion? 

Religion  is  essentially  the  expression  of  ones  relationship  to  that 
which  he  conceives  to  be  God.  The  Christian  religion,  stated  in  terms 
of  the  "Call  of  the  Four"  and  the  "Great  Commission"  may  be  defined 
as  a  relationship  of  approach  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ  and  an  ex- 
pression of  that  relationship  in  terms  of  loving,  beneficient  fellowship 
and  service. 

Stated  in  terms  of  Him  who  founded  it  and  whose  name  it  bears, 
the  Church  is  to  evidence  His  eternal  presence  and  infinite  power.  The 
means  which  He  has  appointed  and  which  His  agents  are  to  employ  are 
missionating,  evangelism  and  teaching.  Not  by  any  one,  but  by  the 
proper  coordinating  of  all  these  is  the  Church  to  attain  her  divinely  ap- 
pointed objective.  That  she  may  most  clearly  discern  this  and  be  em- 
powered to  its  attainment,  the  supreme  need  of  the  Church  is  that  "we 
see  Jesus,"  not  only  as  "God  manifest  in  the  flesh"  expressing  Himself 
in  wondrous  power  as  an  historic  personality,  though  He  was  all 
that,  nor  yet  as  Him  who  shall  come  in  all  the  glory  of  His  Father  to 
redeem  all  things  unto  Himself,  though  such  is  the  promise,  but  as  the 
ever  present  and  all  potent  one  who  is  in  the  midst  of  His  Church  seek- 
ing to  express  Himself  through  Her,  and  whose  is  the  right  and  the 
power  and  the  Kingdom  throughout  the  ages. 

If  such  be  the  objective  of  the  Church,  then  her  educational  objec- 
tive is  that  she  by  educational  means,  agencies  and  processes  may  so 
evidence  Jesus  Christ  as  that  the  ignorant  may  be  enlightened,  but  that 
the  cultured  may  be  motivated  and  spiritualized  by  His  love.  "For  there 
is  no  difference  .  .  .  for  the  same  Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all 
that  call  upon  Him." 


"Lo  I,  to  whom  all  power  both  in  heaven  and  earth  hath  been 
given  am  with  you  all  ways,  even  to  the  end  of  the  age,  therefore, 
go  ye  into  all  the  world  beginning  from  Jerusalem  and  make 
disciples  of  all  the  nations,  baptizing  them  into  the  name  of 
the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit."

and  it  profiteth  me  nothing."— Paul.

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in  charge  reports  as  follows : 

"In  addition  to  our  regular  work  of  visitation  in  the  colleges,  this 
committee  would  call  attention  to  several  added  features : 

"A  year  ago  our  department  requested  the  General  Assmbly  to 
grant  the  first  Sabbath  of  May  as  'Vocational  Day.'  From  pretty  full 
reports  of  that  occasion  and  from  early  reports  of  the  second  one  this 
May,  we  are  of  the  belief  that  this  has  proved  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful ways  of  reaching  youth  yet  attempted.  Pastors,  editors,  and  young 
people's  societies  entered  with  enthusiasm  into  the  plan  and  eyes  of  many 
young  people  were  turned  towards  the  ministry  and  the  missionary 
fields.  In  five  or  ten  years  there  is  bound  to  be  a  great  fruitage  from 
this  church-wide  effort. 

"The  fourth  annual  'Life  Enlistment  Special'  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian was  issued  this  spring  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  scores  of  young 
men  of  collegiate  and  pre-collegiate  age.  The  angle  of  each  edition 
has  differed  from  that  of  each  preceding  one,  and  our  young  people 
have  been  remarkably  cordial  in  their  testimony  as  to  this  help  in  choos- 
ing a  life  calling. 

"The  multiplicity  of  'Bible  Schools'  is  proving  a  serious  problem 
in  ministerial  training.  So  many  young  men  are  choosing  these  popular 
schools  instead  of  technical  theological  seminaries.  We  feel  that  pastors 
and  presbyteries  must  frankly  counsel  their  ministerial  candidates  as  to 
the  incomplete  curricula  of  such  agencies. 

"We  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  help  of  Mr.  M.  M.  Shaw  in  the 
harmonious  inter  working  of  many  plans  which  have  been  looking  for- 
ward to  the  serious  thought  of  many  young  people  in  life  choice.  Also 
we  are  indebted  to  Prof.  Brad  Craig  for  his  linking  up  the  Sabbath 
School  machinery  of  our  denomination  with  the  'Vocational  Day'  pro- 
gram of  our  Committee.

Of  the  forty  students  receiving  aid  this  year,  32  or  80%  received 
their  college  education  in  our  own  institutions. 

Two  grants  were  made  under  the  "Provision  for  Training  Christian 
Educators"  reported  to  the  General  Assembly.  It  is  planned  that  the 
benefits  of  this  fund  be  extended  this  coming  year. 

At  the  educational  Conference,  certain  recommendations  were  made 
looking  to  the  educational  standards  of  our  theological  seminaries,  and 
the  extension  of  the  benefits  of  the  Student  Beneficiary  Fund  to  all  stu- 
dents of  theology  other  than  those  marrying  immediately  before  be- 
ginning or  during  their  seminary  course. 
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Our  Theological  Seminaries

Toward  meeting  these  needs,  Pittsburgh  has  secured  $61,128  and 
Xenia  $1,626. 

Last  year  the  Board  reported  certain  propositions  considered  at 
the  Educational  Conference  held  at  Chicago,  January  12,  1927  and 
referred  to  the  theological  seminaries.  The  discussion  of  these  was 
deferred  until  this  General  Assembly.  These  related  to  the  following: 
The  conforming  of  the  practice  of  our  seminaries  to  that  of  standard 
universities  and  colleges  as  to  length  of  class  period,  credit  hours  of 
work  per  semester,  limiting  the  number  of  courses  carried  simulta- 
neously, reduction  of  semester  hours  required  for  graduation,  and 
certain  adaptations  intended  to  more  effectively  prepare  a  teaching  min- 
istry that  meets  the  present  educational  requirements.  The  matter  of 
stressing  the  study  of  Greek  in  all  our  colleges  was  also  presented  in 
this  connection. 
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Assembly  Action 

Some  time  ago  we  had  occasion  to  look  up  the  action  of  recent 
Assemblies  taken  relative  to  our  theological  seminaries.  Thinking  that 
it  would  be  of  interest  to  the  General  Assembly  to  have  a  digest  of  such 
action  before  it,  the  following  excerpts  from  the  Assembly  Minutes 
are  here  presented. 

,  "That  the  Board  of  Education  give  favorable  consideration  to  the 
request  of  Xenia  Seminary  for  relief  for  the  coming  year  on  the  fol- 
lowing basis :  that  the  Board  of  Education  provide  from  any  surplus 
fund  for  budget  expenses  of  the  seminary  20%  of  any  money  the  semi- 
nary may  raise  outside  the  channels  utilized  in  the  years  1920-21,  said 
provision  from  the  Board  of  Education  not  to  exceed  $1,500."  vol.  XV 
(1921)  p.  293. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  both  schools  (Pittsburgh  and  Xenia 
Seminaries)  operating  expenses  have  exceeded  the  income,  it  is  earn- 
estly hoped  that  friends  of  our  seminaries  will  come  to  their  aid  that 
they  will  have  a  larger  place  in  the  interests  and  prayers  and  benefac- 
tions of  the  Church  at  large."  vol.  XV  (1922)  p.  3. 

"That  presbyteries  exercise  the  greatest  care  in  recommending 
non-college  men  to  the  seminarv  for  the  regular  degree  courses."  vol. 
XVI,  p.  30—1924. 

"That  the  General  Assembly  bring  pressure  to  bear  upon  our  own 
colleges  to  give  the  study  of  Greek  a  larger  place  in  the  requirements 
of  the  A.B.  course." 

"That  pastors  and  people  everywhere  in  the  Church  be  urged  to 
cooperate  heartily  with  these  plans  (for  better  financing  our  seminaries) 
that  our  seminaries  be  put  upon  a  solid  financial  foundation."  XVI,  p. 
335—1925. 

"That  the  Assembly  instruct  the  colleges  to  make  arrangements 
that  better  provision  be  made  in  the  A.B.  course  for  the  study  of  the 
fundamental  grammatical  forms  and  the  principles  of  the  Greek  lan- 
guage and  of  simple  Greek  prose."  XVI,  p.  623,  1926. 

"That  the  Assembly  urge  upon  presbyteries  extensive  care  in  mak- 
ing such  recommendations  (non-graduates)  and  also  the  utmost  cau- 
tion in  ordaining  a  man  without  a  college  education."  XVI,  p.  623. 

"We  commend  to  the  faculties  and  Boards  of  our  seminaries  for 
careful  consideration    the  recommendation  of  the  Educa- 

tional Conference  to  our  seminaries  in  regard  to  the  conforming  of  their 
practices  to  that  of  standard  universities  and  colleges  with  a  view  to 
securing  credits  in  the  educational  world  for  theological  study. 

"That  the  constituency  of  each  seminary  adaquately  finance  those 
institutions  that  we  may  have  a  thoroughly  educated  and  harmonious 
ministry  for  the  Church  and  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

"That  the  Assembly  again  call  the  attention  of  pastors,  presbyteries 
and  college  executives  to  the  importance  of  urging  theological  training 
upon  young  men."  vol.  XVI,  pp.  623,  890,  891.

One  of  the  seminaries  reporting  states  that  its  program  of  work 
is  so  coordinated  with  that  of  a  leading  university  that  it  is  quite  prac- 
tical to  secure  the  M.A.  degree  along  with  the  B.D.  and  the  Ph.D.  by 
an  additional  year  of  residence  work.  Another  reports  that  the  M.A. 
degree  may  be  secured  either  in  connection  with  the  B.D.  or  by  one 
semester's  additional  residence  and  the  Ph.D.  by  two  year's  additional 
residence. 

Of  the  twenty  seminaries  reporting,  one  indicates  that  the  length 
of  the  seminary  year  is  twenty-seven  weeks,  five  that  it  is  thirty  weeks, 
six  that  it  is  thirty-two  weeks,  three  that  it  is  thirty-five  weeks  and  four 
that  it  is  thirty-six  weeks. 
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Department  of  Colleges 

Although  an  effort  was  made  in  1867  to  relate  the  synodical  colleges, 
Westminster  and  Monmouth,  to  the  Board  of  Education  so  that  they 
would  participate  in  the  General  Budget  of  die  Church,  it  was  not  until 
1893  that  such  relationship  became  effective.  In  that  year  the  General 
Assembly  granted  the  Board  the  sum  of  $20,000'  to  be  distributed  to 
the  "colleges  and  seminaries  in  proportion  to  the  attendance  of  collegiate 
students."  This  amount  was  later  increased  to  $23,000.  This  was  the 
annual  grant  until  1926,  when  it  was  increased  to  an  amount  that  netted 
the  colleges  $78,000  from  the  College  Fund. 

In  1919  the  Bible  Chair  Endowment  Fund  was  so  far  completed 
that  the  plan  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Department  of  Bible  in  each  of 
our  colleges  was  put  into  operation. 

In  1918  and  again  in  1920  the  colleges  were  indirectly  benefited  by 
the  establishment  of  the  Student  Loan  Fund  and  the  Student  Traveling 
Fund. 

Since  1893  the  interest  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  our  colleges 
has  developed  until  the  original  grant  of  $20,000  has  so  increased  that 
in  1926-27  the  Church  through  the  Board  gave  as  follows : 

Maintenance  of  Departments  of  Bible  $12,575 

General   Budget   Expenses   78,000 

Student  Travel    2,549 

Loans  to  College  Students   1,900 

$95,024 

This  amount  approximates  the  interest  on  $2,150,000  Endowment. 
Such  direct  gifts  through  the  Board  over  a  period  of  five  years  secured 
for  our  colleges  this  past  year  an  "Endowment  Credit"  of  $1,186,580. 
In  the  case  of  three  of  them,  this  was  the  determining  factor  in  secur- 
ing their  recognition  as  standard  colleges. 

In  1920  the  General  Assembly  authorized  that  the  benefits  of  the 
Student  Beneficiary  Fund  be  extended  to  persons  training  to  serve  as 
Christian  Educators.   This  is  done  in  cooperation  with  our  colleges. 

In  1920  the  Central  Fund  was  established.  Though  the  amount 
that  has  yet  come  in  is  not  large,  it  was  sufficient  to  enable  the  Board 
to  render  two  very  distinct  services  to  certain  of  our  colleges  during 
the  past  year. 

By  reason  of  it  the  Board  felt  warranted  in  negotiating  a  bank  loan 
in  the  amount  of  $30,000  in  order  to  advance  to  Muskingum,  Tarkio 
and  Sterling  Colleges  on  December  31,  1926  their  full  expectation  from 
the  College  Fund  for  the  year  1926-27.  This  was  done  in  order  to 
enable  them  to  meet  an  emergency  need. 

For  the  same  reason,  the  Board  on  the  suggestion  of  one  of  the 
colleges  agreed  to  accept  certain  committments  from  these  same  col- 
leges and  incorporate  them  with  the  Central  Fund,  thus  securing  for 
them  a  total  credit  with  the  North  Central  Association  in  the  amount 
of  $285,000. 

During  the  past  vear  certain  of  these  have  been  returned  to  the 
colleges  so  that  the  fund  as  reported  by  the  auditor  stands  at  $200,000.

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University  Centers 

Those  in  charge  of  work  in  university  centers  where  the  board  is 
functioning  report  as  follows : 

Concerning  the  work  at  Ames  and  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  Dr.  Kimmel- 
shue  writes : 

"We  have  this  year  about  forty  United  Presbyterian  students  at  Ames  and 
about  twenty-five  or  thirty  at  Cedar  Falls.  We  have  had  one  meeting  with 
each  group  at  an  evening  dinner,  social  hour  and  conference.  We  have  had  one 
representative  of  our  denomination  for  a  Sabbath  at  Ames  and  expect  to  have 
another  representative  in  the  person  of  Dr.  James  K.  Quay  for  Sabbath  preach- 
ing and  student  conference,  May  26-27. 

The  students  in  both  institutions  greatly  appreciate  these  denominational  atten- 
tions given  them  and  we  are  persuaded  that  these  opportunities  for  student 
contact  reach  quite  far  in  holding  our  students  in  these  State  institutions 
in  line  for  denominational  leadership." 

Rev.  A.  M.  Reed  reporting  the  work  from  our  Church  at  Man- 
hattan as  it  relates  to  the  students  of  Kansas  State  College  reports  that 
twenty-five  United  Presbyterian  students  have  been  attending  the  church 
during  the  past  year 

"The  college  young  people  are  given  definite  work  in  the  church  as  teachers, 
singers  in  the  choir,  ushers,  leaders  in  young  people's  work.  The  loyalty  of 
the  students  is  shown  in  their  attendance  in  the  evening  service,  following  the 
Young  People's  Meeting,  scarcely  one  leaving.  Three  have  been  received  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  church,  two  by  profession." 

Rev.  J.  Walter  Malone,  Pastor  of  the  George  McKinley  Memorial 
Church  Champaign,  Illinois,  writes : 

"We  have  definitely  placed  thirty  United  Presbyterian  students,  although 
I  believe,  there  are  more  than  that  in  school.  Twelve  of  these  affiliated  with 
our  church  this  winter,  although  a  larger  number  of  them  have  attended  regu- 
larly or  irregularly.  Two  of  them  sing  in  our  choir.  Two  are  on  the  Student 
Council,  which  is  a  Board  of  fifteen  who  govern  and  direct  the  student  activities 
of  the  entire  program  for  the  year.  There  are  seven  others  who  have  actively 
worked  on  committees  in  the  church  this  year. 

The  Board  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1925  a  plan,  en- 
dorsed by  the  Presbytery  of  Spokane  which  provided  for  the  following. 

1.  The  organization  at  Pullman,  Wash.,  of  "An  Institution  foi 
Training  for  Christian  Leadership"  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and  in  connection  with  the  local  Church. 

2.  The  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  Hall  for  Women  in  sym- 
pathetic relation  with  the  local  church. 

3.  The  Provision  of  a  Teaching  Program  pre-eminently  for  men. 
The  plan  involved  a  capital  expenditure  of  $70,000  for  a  plant,  of 

which  $35,000  was  asked  of  the  Church  at  large  and  an  initial  budget 
expenditure  of  $6,000  a  year. 

The  Assembly  approved  the  plan  and  directed  that  the  work  be 
undertaken  and  developed  as  funds  became  available. 

Due  to  the  pressing  needs  of  work  already  begun,  the  Board  has 
not  had  the  necessary  funds  nor  the  knowledge  of  how  they  might  be 
secured  for  doing  now  in  this  field  more  than  is  being  done  by  the  Home 
Board.  Recent  communications  received  indicate  that  if  anything  more 
is  to  be  done,  it  must  be  done  soon  or  the  opportunity  for  doing  will 
have  passed. 
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Department  of  Young  People's 

Work 

The  Year's  Activities 

1.  Much  field  work  was  done.  Special  attention  was  given  New 
York  Synod.  Since  December  1,  1923,  130,667  miles  have  been  cov- 
ered; all  presbyteries  except  Uncompahgre  have  been  visited. 

2.  Classes  in  methods  were  taught  in  five  summer  conferences : 
Corvallis,  Sterling,  Tarkio,  Monmouth  and  Muskingum. 

3.  A  round-up  of  United  Presbyterian  delegates  attending  the 
International  Christian  Endeavor  convention  at  Cleveland  was  held. 

4.  Meetings  of  the  Interdenominational  Young  People's  Com- 
mission and  the  International  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  were  at- 
tended. 

5.  The  35th  national  convention  of  the  YPCU  was  held  in  Kansas 
City  with  a  registered  attendance  of  750. 

6.  A  splendid  conference  of  presbyterial  leaders  featured  the 
Kansas  City  convention.  A  similar  gathering  is  planned  this  summer. 
Presbyteries  are  urged  to  pay  expenses  of  SYPWs. 

7.  The  local-society  constitution  was  revised  by  the  Kansas  City 
convention  and  is  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  for  approval. 

8.  The  Kansas  City  convention  adopted  a  resolution  asking  that 
the  Committee  of  Directors  of  Young  People's  Work  be  increased  from 
eight  to  eleven  members,  which  is  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly. 
Following  the  national  convention  action,  the  resolution  was  endorsed 
by  the  Albany,  Caledonia,  Kiskiminetas,  Beaver  Valley,  Indiana,  West- 
moreland, Hudson,  and  Arkansas  Valley  presbyterial  conventions  and 
by  the  executive  committees  of  Philadelphia,  Steubenville  and  Chicago 
presbyteries;  the  executive  committees  of  Mansfield  and  Muskingum 
presbyteries  have  registered  disapproval. 

9.  Bulletins  were  issued  regularly  to  over  500  presbyterial 
leaders. 

10.  A  page  was  contributed  each  week  to  The  Christian  Union 
Herald. 

11.  "Notes  on  Twelve  Missionary  Topics"  and  "Banquet  Pep" 
were  published. 

12.  The  "YPCU  Handbook"  was  written  and  published  in  the 
Herald. 

13.  Clerical  work  and  correspondence  with  leaders  in  the  57 
presbyteries  have  developed  to  such  an  extent  that  a  full-time  stenog- 
rapher is  needed  provision  for  which  has  been  made  by  the  board. 

14.  Ten  of  the  57  SYPWs  are  lay  women  and  men.  If  a  min- 
ister cannot  be  secured  who  is  in  a  position  to  expend  time  and  effort 
in  promoting  presbyterial  activities,  consideration  should  be  given  lay 
women  and  men  who  complete  satisfactorily  terms  of  office  as  presby- 
terial presidents. 
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High  Lights 

1.  The  YPCU  is  one  of  thirty  youth  organizations  in  America 
co-operating  in  the  "Crusade  with  Christ"  campaign  launched  by  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  at  Cleveland.  President  Daniel  A.  Poling  of  the  Inter- 
national Society  will  bring  the  Crusade  challenge  to  United  Presbyterian 
young  people  this  summer. 

2.  The  36th  national  convention  of  the  YPCU  will  be  held  in 
Conneaut  Lake  Park,  Pa.,  July  26-30. 

3.  A  national  oratorical  contest  will  be  a  feature  of  the  1928 
convention. 

4.  Gifts  to  last  year's  special,  KOMA,  the  "Keep  Our  Mission- 
aries Abroad"  fund,  totaled  $14,014.77,  all  of  which  has  been  turned 
over  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

5.  Gifts  to  this  year's  missionary  special,  the  James  A.  Cosby 
Memorial  fund,  that  will  aid  the  department  of  church  erection  of  the 
Home  Board  in  buying  lots  for  new  churches  at  Kenmore,  New  York, 
and  Beverly  Vista,  California,  have  passed  the  six  thousand  dollar  mark. 

6.  Rev.  William  Brown,  pastor  of  the  Second  Church,  Providence, 
R.  I.,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  by  the  executive 
committee  of  the  International  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor.

Attention  is  called  to  the  following: 

During  the  past  year  the  endowment  funds  have  increased  in  the 
amount  of  $22,141.33,  bringing  the  total  to  $414,313.37.  For  details 
the  reader  is  referred  to  Exhibit  A  of  the  report  prepared  by  the 
auditor. 

The  receipts  for  budget  expenditures  from  presbyteries  and  con- 
gregations were  $68,833.26  or  $23,042.27  less  than  this  board  received 
last  year. 

The  receipts  show  $1.84  more  than  expenditures.  Cf.  Auditor's 
Report,  Exhibit  B. 

Of  the  balance  shown  on  April  30th  $1,250.00  was  due  the  Semi- 
naries and  has  since  been  checked  out  to  them,  $3,000.00  has  been  ap- 
propriated for  specific  work,  while  $2,512.18  is  held  for  Xenia  Semi- 
nary, subject  to  the  direction  of  this  Assembly.  The  remainder  is 
largely  interest  which  has  been  received  during  February,  March  and 
April  and  is  to  be  applied  to  definite  work. 

The  Administrative  expenses  for  the  year  were  $561.65  less  than 
those  for  1926-27.

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  we  have  audited  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  twelve  months  ended 
April  30,  1928,  and  submit  herewith  our  report  as  contained  in  the  state- 
ments listed  below:

All  cancelled  checks  for  the  period  under  review  were  traced  to 
the  cash  disbursement  record  and  all  recorded  cash  receipts  were  traced 
to  the  bank  deposits.  The  balances  on  deposit  as  contained  in  signed 
statements  received  direct  from  the  depository  were  reconciled  with 
the  cash  balances  shown  in  the  records  after  allowing  for  outstanding 
checks  and  deposits  which  were  not  credited  by  the  bank  until  May, 
1928.  The  recorded  contributions  to  the  various  Funds  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  General  Secretary  as  submitted  to  us. 

Investments  totalling  $413,016.00  were  presented  for  our  inspec- 
tion. We  also  examined  expense  invoices,  students'  notes,  receipts  and 
other  data  supporting  disbursements  during  the  year.

A  Fidelity  Bond 
of  $7,000.00  for  the  National  Treasurer  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  was  also 
inspected  by  us  during  the  course  of  the  audit. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Young  People's  Fund  for 
the  twelve  months  ended  April  30,  1928  are  listed  in  Schedule  3.  These 
were  compiled  from  the  audit  report  of  Bennett  &  Company  and  were 
not  verified  by  us.

i  he  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  submitted : 

1.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  January  be  observed  as  Denominational  Day  by 
our  Young  People's  organizations  and  that  they  be  urged  to  use  on  that  day 
the  special  program  to  be  provided,  setting  forth  the  history,  doctrine  and  work 
of  our  Church. 

2.  That  the  last  Sabbath  in  February  be  set  aside  as  a  Day  of  Prayer  in 
our  colleges  and  seminaries  and  congregations,  that  our  educational  institutions 
and  agencies  may  possess  that  enduement  of  the  spirit  and  love  of  Christ  with- 
out which  there  is  no  adequate  fruitage  to  the  Kingdom  of  God, 

3.  That  the  first  Sabbath  of  May  be  set  aside  as  "Vocational  Day"  and 
that  every  pastor  be  urged  to  preach  a  sermon  on  choosing  a  life  work,  stress- 
ing the  ministry  and  missionary  claim. 

4.  That  the  audited  reports  submitted  by  the  several  institutions  related  to 
the  Board  be  accepted  and  the  payment  of  funds  to  them  by  the  Board  be 
approved. 

5.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  failed  to  meet 
in  full  the  conditions  attached  to  the  special  grant  authorized  by  last  year's 
General  Assembly,  this  Assembly  direct  the  Board  as  to  the  disposition  of  the 
amount  received  toward  the  payment  of  such  grant. 


6.  That  in  view  of  the  disparity  between  the  Budget  submitted  by  the 
General  Council  and  the  total  pledges  of  the  Church  to  the  Budget,  the  Board 
be  authorized  to  distribute  such  receipts  as  follows :

Any  balance  coming  to  the  Board  from  the  General  Budget  shall  be  dis- 
tributed as  follows:  7.5  per  cent  to  our  theological  seminaries,  10  per  cent 
to  the  Discretionary  Fund,  and  the  remainder  to  the  Colleges  in  the  propor- 
tion of  their  failure  to  realize  their  full  expectation  from  the  General  Budget. 

7.  That  in  view  of  conditions  and  tendencies  prevailing  within  that  area 
of  the  Church  that  lies  between  the  Mississippi  River  and  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
there  be  appointed  a  special  committee  consisting  of  one  person  chosen  by  the 
General  Assembly  who  shall  be  the  convenor  of  the  committee,  two  persons  chosen 
by  the  Home  Board,  two  by  the  Woman's  Board,  and  two  by  the  Board  of 
Education  who  shall  make  a  thorough  survey  of  this  field  and  report  to  the 
next  General  Assembly  such  measures  as  it  deems  necessary  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  our  Church  therein. 

8.  That  the  rules  governing  the  administration  of  the  Student  Traveling 
Fund  be  so  amended  as  that  the  provisions  of  the  fund  be  limited  to  United 
Presbyterian  students  from  congregations  located  within  the  bounds  of  New 
York,  Columbia  and  California  synods,  together  with  those  from  the  presby- 
teries of  Wisconsin.  Colorado  and  Texas  and  the  states  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee 
and  Arkansas.  Payment  from  this  fund  shall  be  made  only  to  those  students 
who  have  passed  in  not  less  than  twelve  hours  of  regular  class  work  during 
the  first  semester  and  are  in  residence  on  March  1st  following.    The  payment 
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shall  be  in  the  amount  of  one-half  the  railway  fare  reckoned  to  a  point  two 
hundred  miles  from  the  nearest  United  Presbyterian  college  and  return. 

9.  That  whenever  one  of  the  related  colleges  does  not  recommend  by  August 
1st  of  any  year  a  beneficiary  under  the  provisions  approved  by  the  General 
Assembly  the  amount  so  released  shall  be  applied  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
for  the  same  general  purpose,  it  being  understood  that  the  action  applies  to  so 
much  of  such  provision  as  was  not  used  during  1927-28. 

10.  That  the  General  Assembly  take  under  consideration  the  following  sug- 
gestions growing  out  of  the  Pittsburgh  Educational  Conference. 

That  the  standards  of  entrance  to  our  seminaries  be  raised  to  more  nearly 
the  ideal  expressed  in  our  Book  of  Government — full  collegiate  preparation  and 
aid  be  extended  to  all  students  of  theology  except  those  who  marry  imme- 
diately before  or  during  their  seminary  course. 

That,  meeting  as  she  does  this  year  in  the  immediate  environment  of 
one  of  her  theological  seminaries,  this  General  Assembly  give  large  consideration 
to  the  needs  of  these  institutions. 

That  in  view  of  the  multiplicity  of  appeals  for  full  time  Christian  service 
made  by  various  agencies  to  student  bodies  of  our  colleges  the  work  be  unified 
under  some  one  agency  by  the  General  Assembly  in  order  to  prevent  the  present 
duplication  of  efforts  and  to  increase  forcefulness  and  effectiveness  of  presen- 
tation. 

11.  That  the  General  Assembly  give  its  approval  to  the  constitution  for 
a  local  society  as  revised  in  the  Kansas  City  Y.  P.  C.  U.  convention. 

12.  That  the  following  resolution,  adopted  by  the  national  Y.  P.  C.  U. 
convention  at  Kansas  City  be  transmitted  to  the  General  Assembly  for  consid- 
eration and  suitable  action : 

"WHEREAS,  The  following  resolution  has  been  adopted  by  the  Thirty- 
fifth  Annual  Convention  of  Young  People's  Christian  Union,  'We  recommend 
an  increasing  participation  of  young  people  in  positions  of  responsibility  in  both 
presbyterial  and  national  work';  and 

"WHEREAS,  The  national  committee  of  the  Y.  P.  C  U.  is  composed  of 
eight  members,  of  whom  only  three  are  elected  by  the  young  people  them- 
selves ;  and 

"WHEREAS,  With  such  a  small  representation,  it  is  impossible  to  have 
all  sections  of  our  country  represented;  be  it 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  convention  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.,  assembled  at  Kansas 
City,  do  hereby  petition  the  1928  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  to  increase  the  membership  of  this  committee  to  eleven,  effective  at  the 
1928  convention  and  that  six  of  this  number  shall  be  elected  by  the  national 
convention  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  at  the  rate  of  two  each  year;  and  that  in  1928, 
four  members  shall  be  elected,  two  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  years  and  one 
to  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years  and  one  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year." 

13.  That  each  presbytery  be  urged  to  render  financial  assistance  to  the 
presbyterial  secretary  of  young  people's  work  in  attending  the  annual  pres- 
byterial leaders'  conference  and  the  national  convention. 

14.  That  this  Board  express  its  appreciation  of  the  long  and  valuable  serv- 
ices which  F.  R.  Elder  has  rendered  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  both  as  a 
member  and  as  chairman  of  its  Committee  on  Colleges,  and  its  regret  that  he 
deems  it  necessary  to  sever  his  relations  with  this  Board  and  with  the  Church 
to  enter  upon  a  field  of  service  in  another  denomination.  It  is  our  earnest 
hope  that  in  this  new  relation  he  may  be  blessed  and  be  a  blessing.  The  atten- 
tion of  the  Assembly  is  called  to  the  fact  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  it  to  choose 
one  to  fill  out  his  unexpired  term. 

15.  The  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
term  of  office  of  the  following  members  of  the  Board  expires  with  this  Church 
year:  David  F.  Matchett,  Esq.;  J.  Alvin  Orr,  D.  D. ;  R.  L.  Wray,  Esq.;  John 
T.  Meloy,  D.  D.

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Report  on  Education 

Only  one  report  has  been  referred  to  your  Committee,  namely,  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  first  note  of  your  Committee  is  a  note  of  thanksgiving.  We 
are  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  His  blessing  on  the  work  of  the 
Board  during  the  past  year.  Its  work  has  been  well  done.  Can  a 
Church  Board  function  without  indebtedness  ?  Yes.  This  Board  closed 
the  work  of  the  year  practically  free  of  debt. 

The  efficient  work  of  the  Secretary  is  highly  commended.  Fur- 
thermore, the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education  is  fundamental  and 
vital  to  the  progress  of  our  Church,  and  the  Board  is  therefore  com- 
mended to  the  prayers  and  favor  of  our  people. 

The  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  submitted: 

L  That  the  following  days  be  appropriately  observed,  as  directed  by  former 
Assemblies : 

Sabbath — January  17,  1929 — Denominational  Day.  To  be  observed  by  our 
Young  People's  organization  with  a  special  program  setting  forth  the  history, 
doctrine  and  work  of  our  Church. 

Sabbath — February  24,  1929 — Day  of  Prayer  for  our  Educational  Institu- 
tions and  Agencies.  Prayer  that  they  may  be  endued  with  the  spirit  and  love 
of  Christ. 

Sabbath — May  5,  1929 — Vocational  Day.  On  this  day  pastors  are  urged  to 
preach  a  sermon  on  the  importance  of  making  the  right  choice  of  one's  life  work 
and  stress  the  ministry  and  missionary  claims. 

2.  That  the  audited  reports  submitted  by  the  several  institutions  related 
to  the  Board  be  accepted  and  the  payment  of  funds  to  them  by  the  Board  be 
approved. 

3.  That,  in  view  of  the  disparity  between  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Council  and  the  total  pledges  of  the  Church  through  the  Budget,  the  Board 


be  authorized  to  distribute  such  receipts  as  follows: 

Student  Beneficiary  Fund  $  1,000 

Theological   Seminaries    6,000 

College  Fund — to  be  disbursed  as  follows :

Any  balance  coming  to  the  Board  from  the  General  Budget  shall  be  dis- 
tributed as  follows : 

Theological  Seminaries   

Discretionary  Fund   10% 


The  remainder  to  the  Colleges  in  the  proportion  of  their  failure  to  realize 
their  full  expectation  from  the  General  Budget. 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Xenia  Seminary  has  met  the  condition 
imposed,  the  Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  pay  to  her  the  sum  of  $2,512.18. 

5.  That  the  action  of  the  Board  relative  to  our  work  at  Pullman,  Wash., 
be  approved,  and  that  in  conference  with  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  it  prepare 
a  plan  for  the  further  promotion  of  the  work  at  that  place  and  report  the  same 
to  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  supplement 
the  grant  of  the  Home  Board  by  an  amount  of  $600  for  the  work  of  the  pres- 
ent year. 
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6.  That  the  suggestions  of  the  Pittsburgh  Educational  Conference,  reported 
to  this  Assembly,  be  referred  back  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  that  it  be 
directed,  after  conference  with  the  related  institutions,  to  submit  to  the  next  As- 
sembly plans  relative  to  the  following : 

a.  Requirements  for  entrance  to  our  Theological  Seminaries. 

b.  The  extension  of  the  benefits  of  the  Students'  Beneficiary  Fund  to 
all  students  except  those  who  marry  either  immediately  before  or  during  their 
seminary  course. 

c.  The  larger  promotion  of  the  needs  of  our  Theological  Seminaries. 

d.  A  more  unified  approach  to  our  several  student  bodies  with  a  view 
to  increasing  forcefulness  and  effectiveness  of  presentation. 

7.  That  in  view  of  conditions  and  tendencies  prevailing  within  that  area  of 
the  Church  that  lies  between  the  Mississippi  River  and  the  Rocky  Mountains,  the 
Board  of  Adminstration  appoint  a  special  committee  consisting  of  one  person 
chosen  by  it  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  committee,  two  persons  chosen  by  the 
Home  Board,  and  two  by  the  Board  of  Education,  who  shall  make  a  thorough 
survey  of  this  field  and  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly  such  measures  as 
it  deems  necessary  to  promote  the  welfare  of  our  Church  therein. 

8.  That  the  rules  governing  the  administration  of  the  Student  Traveling 
Fund  be  so  amended  that  the  provision  of  this  fund  shall  be  limited  to  United 
Presbyterian  students  from  congregations  located  within  the  bounds  of  New 
York,  Columbia  and  California  Synods,  together  with  those  from  the  Presby- 
teries of  Wisconsin,  Colorado  and  Texas  and  the  states  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee 
and  Arkansas.  Payment  from  this  fund  shall  be  made  only  to  those  students 
who  have  passed  not  less  than  twelve  hours  of  regular  class  work  during  the  first 
semester  and  are  in  residence  on  March  1st  following.  The  payment  shall  be 
made  in  the  amount  of  one-half  of  the  railway  fare  reckoned  to  a  point  200 
miles  from  the  nearest  Presbyterian  college  and  return. 

9.  That  whenever  one  of  the  related  Colleges  does  not  recommend,  by 
August  1  of  any  year,  a  beneficiary  under  the  conditions  for  graduate  study 
approved  by  a  former  General  Assembly,  the  amount  so  released  may  be  applied 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  for  the  same  general  purpose  of  aiding  graduate 
students,  it  being  understood  that  the  action  applies  to  so  much  of  such  provi- 
sion as  was  not  used  during  1927-28. 

10.  That  the  General  Assembly  give  its  approval  to  the  Constitution  for  a 
local  society  as  revised  in  the  Kansas  City  Y.  P.  C.  U.  Convention. 

11.  That  relative  to  the  Resolution  adopted  by  the  National  Y.  P.  C.  U. 
Convention  at  Kansas  City  and  transmitted  to  this  Assembly  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  be  it  enacted :  That  since  the  number  of  members  now  chosen  by  the 
Y.  P.  C.  U.  in  National  Convention  is  equal  to  the  number  chosen  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  since  such  increased  membership  would  add  greatly  to  the 
cost  of  administration,  said  Resolution  be  referred  to  the  coming  National  Con- 
vention of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  for  further  consideration. 

12.  That  each  Presbytery  be  urged  to  fender  financial  assistance  to  the 
Presbyterial  Secretary  of  the  Young  People's  Work  in  attending  the  annual 
Presbyterial  Leaders'  Conference  and  National  Convention. 

13.  The  General  Assembly  has  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Education  the 
following  Memorial : 

"Since  a  careful  study  of  the  Synodical  groupings  as  regards  responsi- 
bility for  the  support  of  our  educational  institutions  reveals  an  unequal  dis- 
tribution of  Synodical  territory  among  these:  we,  the  Synod  of  Ohio  in 
session  at  Cadiz,  Ohio.  November  1-2,  1927,  do  respectfully  memorialize 
the  General  Assembly  meeting  in  St.  Louis  in  1928  to  appoint  a  Committee 
to  consider  present  Synodical  lines  and  to  propose  to  the  Assembly  in  session 
such  readjustments  as  will  result  in  a  more  equitable,  numerical,  and  financial 
support  of  our  various  educational  institutions.

That  this  Memorial  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  study  and 
report  to  the  next  General  Assembly.

In  setting  forth  the  use  to  be  made  of  funds  so  bequeathed,  one 
or  more  of  the  following  objects  may  be  indicated: 

I —  To  be  held  in  trust  by  the  above-named  Board  and  the  income 
to  be  applied  at  its  discretion. 

II —  To  be  held  in  trust  and  the  income  applied  to  promoting  such 
line  of  work  hereafter  described  as  may  be  indicated: 

1.  In    training    of    ministers,    medical    missionaries    and  Christian 
educators. 

2.  In  assisting  needy  college  students  to  obtain  an  education. 

3.  In  promoting  one  or  more  of  the  following  colleges : 

Westminster  College,  New  Wilmington,  Pennsylvania. 
Muskingum  College,  New  Concord,  Ohio. 
Monmouth  College,  Monmouth,  Illinois. 

Tarkio  College,  Tarkio,  Missouri. 

Sterling  College,  Sterling,  Kansas. 

a — As  specified  by  the  donor. 

b — As  determined  by  the  Board. 

c — At  the  discretion  of  the  institution. 

4.  In  promoting  one  or  both  of  the  following  theological  seminaries  as 
above : 

Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary,  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

5.  In  promoting  work  among  our  own  United  Presbyterian  students 
attending  universities. 

6.  In  promoting  such  phase  of  Christian  Education  as  may  be  hereafter 
described. 

III —  To  be  held  in  trust  by  the  

Trust  Company  and  the  income  therefrom  to  be  applied  by  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America 
either  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  or  as  may  be  indicated.
